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To make up for air pollution increases 
that may be caused by extra employee 
parking allowed under its hardship 
provisions, the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) plans to require a 25 per 
cent reduction in student parking spaces at 
high schools and colleges. 

The proposed change will be con¬ 
sidered at public hearings to be held after 
a court-ordered review of air pollution 
data is completed, reportedly 90 days from 
last Friday. 

In Newton the major impact of the 
parking reduction will be felt by students 
at Newton South High School, where 75 of 
the 299 student spaces will have to be 
abolished. 


There is no student parking provided, 
nor is any planned, at Newton North High 
School, according to a spokesman for the 
School Department. 

Newton Junior College has "about 150 
spaces," Dean Leo Judge estimated this 
week. Of these 38 would have to be barred 
to students. 

All junior high and high schools will 
also have to reduce teacher parking lots by 
25 per cent of the spaces that were 
available as of October, 1973. 

The colleges in Newton most likely to 
be hard-hit are Mt. Ida Junior College and 
Lasell Junior College. 

Boston College, according to a 
member of the security and safety 


department, has no student parking within 
Newton city limits. All its campus parking 
is in Boston. 

Questions on the EPA’s research 
procedure brought on the court order to 
review pollution data. 

Paul Keough, EPA spokesman, said 
this week that the May 31, 1975, deadline 
for employers of more than 50 people to 
reduce employee parking by 25 per cent 
still exists, despite the court-imposed 
review. 

The City of Newton, as an employer of 
more than 50 people, has until Jan. 1 to 
submit a detailed plan for reducing 
parking and for preventing cheating on the 
law.

Highlands council election date set 


Life Care gets 
encouragement 


The election of the nine-member 
Newton Highlands Service Area Council, a 
board that will represent a new concept in 
city government, will take place Dec. 10. 

The tentative schedule for the election 
drawn up by Election Commission 
Executive Secretary Alan Licarie requires 
that nomination papers be made available 
as soon as the Board of Aldermen and the 
mayor approve the date and method of 
election. Nomination papers will probably 
need 25 signatures. 

Licarie would expect nomination 
papers returned to him for certification of 
signatures by Nov. 18 and has set Nov. 25 
as the last day for withdrawal from the 
ballot. The campaigning could then take 
the remaining three weeks. 

Exceptions to the usual municipal 
elections procedure include shorter voting 
hours (4-8 p.m.), no absentee ballots, and 
no policeman at the polling place, Hyde 
School. 


The election will be conducted by 
voting machine. 

Aid. Joan Saklad will explain details of 
the election and will ask for community 
comments at a public meeting at the 
Newton Highlands Workshop (72 
Columbus St.) on Friday, Oct. 4, at 8 p.m. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
this week voted favorably on the Dec. 10 
date after Aid. Saklad reported that the 
election can be held under the direction of 
the Election Commission with volunteer 
help from the League of Women Voters for 
about $100. 

Neighborhood service areas and their 
elected councils were authorized in the 
new 1971 city charter. In the spring of 1973, 
a group of Newton Highlands citizens 
obtained the signatures of more than 20 
per cent of the registered voters of the 
area and petitioned for recognition by the 
Board. 


Siii 'e that time the forming group has 
met several times to work out plans for the 
election of council members and to 
complete a communications system for 
informing residents of issues and meeting 
dates. 

Powers of the service area and council 
are limited in the Board of Aldermen 
approval to an advisory capacity. The 
service area is not allowed to receive 
funding from the city, but may seek out¬ 
side funds, such as grants, to conduct self- 
help programs. 

In its advisory capacity, the service 
area and council hopes to be consulted by 
the city departments that carry out 
planning and recreation functions about, 
for example, neighborhood attitudes in 
these areas.

The present leash law says that dogs 
must be on a leash when in any street or 
public place and must not be allowed to 
run at large or upon the premises of 
anyone other than the owner without 


permission of the owner of the premises. 

Fines for violation are $5 for the first 
offense, $10 for the second, and $25 for the 
third and subsequent offenses. 

The petition was heard by the 
Legislation & Rules Committee Monday 
night, and after some discussion about 
whether Mrs. Fitzgerald should have been 
asked to appear in favor of the item, it was 
denied by a vote of 5 to 0, with ove ab¬ 
stention.

Help coming for 
city's recycling

The road to hell is paved with good 
intentions, somebody said. So is the road to 
the incinerator. 

Newton, one of a few communities 
with curbside pickup of newspaper 
collection has been dropping in tonnage 
during the past year, according to figures 
from Betsy Lewenberg, chairman of 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s advisory com¬ 
mittee on environmental affairs. 

And the glass recycling ordinance, 
which carries with it a resolution of the 
Board of Aldermen that a paid advertising 
campaign be carried out to notify 
residents of the recycling program and 
collection dates, has not been put into 
effect yet. 

Mayor Mann this week admitted 
problems with the paper collection and the 
implementation of the glass collection, and 
at the same time offered a probable 
solution. 

He lias obtained the help of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, who 
this week sent a recycling expert to meet 
with Newton’s recycling experts, Ms. 
lewenberg and Mrs. Mary Adelstein, and 
city public works officials. 


After an hour of interrupting and not 
listening to each other, and an aggressive 
interchange with citizens, the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee gave a "sense of the 
meeting” approval to a 179-unit Life Care 
Center. 

Aid. Alan Barkin asked for the sense of 
the meeting vote, subject to a non-profit 
corporation being formed, a deal being 
made with Stanton Avenue land owners, 
and negotiations over real estate taxes and 
building time. “Let these people get 
moving," Barkin said. 

Land Use Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell was opposed to a vote on the 
Life Care Center until a non-profit cor¬ 
poration is formed. Developer Arthur 
Ullian told McDonnell that the corporation 
has not been formed yet.

Barkin said that the I .and Use Com¬ 
mittee should have a Board order relating 
to the Life Care Center to work on at its 
next working meeting. Both he and Aid. 
Michael Lipof also expressed interest in 
seeing a model of the proposed develop¬ 
ment. 

"It needs 18 votes," Barkin said. "I’m 
not sure ther are 18 votes."

Julia tells her 'first'story 


EPA expert Penny Hanson, after 
getting a grasp of the problem, offered 
further help in the form of an EPA advisor 
on routing and type of collection vehicles, 
both of which have been major problems to 
the Street Department here.

“My husband says, ‘Julia can hardly 
wait till her story ends so she can find out 
how it all comes out.’ ” 

Julia is Julia First of Newton 
Highlands, and she has recently become 
an author of children’s books. Her husband 
is Melvin First, a professor of en¬ 
vironmental health at Harvard. 

The Firsts live in a storybook house 
perched on the edge of a hill at the end of 
Upland Avenue. Right under their living 
room porch are treetops instead of a lawn, 
and the sense of isolation is as great as if 
the house were a country retreat. 

"How could anybody not be creative 
with this?” Mrs. First asks, her arm 
sweeping around to include the whole 
view. 

Nonetheless, Julia First, who has been 
an actress and a teacher, didn’t start 
writing children's literature until a couple 
of years ago, when she and a friend 
planned to write children's books about 
Boston. 

The collaboration was soon aban¬ 
doned, and Mrs. First tried her hand with 
short stories about Indians (they were 
never accepted by a publisher) and are 
"stuck away in a drawer somewhere.” 

She began to realize that writing for 
children has to be life as it is today, 
although she has not gone a3 far as some 
authors who write about rape, abortion, 
unknown fathers, and other themes that 
are especially pertinent in some other 
parts of the country. 

Her first book, "Flat on My Face," 
deals on the surface with an 11-year-old 
girl soon to be 12, who is worried about 
being accepted by a group of girls and 
about being "popular." 

She is a baseball player, whose limited 
popularity comes from her excellence in 
the game. 


The answer to being popular comes 
through her befriending a young boy who 
has cerebral palsy, and arranging for him 
and some of his friends to go to Little 
League games. 

From her friendship with the boy she 
gains an understanding of "different" 
children and considerable admiration 
from her peers. She also gains quite a bit of 
self-esteem. 

Julia First wrote "Flat on My Face" 
in the spring of 1973. It was actually her 
second book but the first one accepted. Her 
bright, mobile face lights up when she tells 
how she heard that Prentice-Hall was 
going to publish the book. 

"We had just gotten back from Spain 
and I was making a Spanish dessert that 
takes constant stirring over the heat. 
When the phone rang I didn’t dare stop and 
answer it, but finally I did. And it was the 
editor from Prentice-Hall! I didn’t believe 
it!" 

The next book, coming out soon, is 
"Getting Smarter,” about Rona, an 11- 
year-old, who has conflicts between being 
needed to work in her father’s store and 
help out at home and her desire to work on 
the school newspaper. And on top of 
everything else she wears glasses! 

Another book in process, yet untitled, 
will describe the trials of being a "new kid 
in town." 

Julia First has two grown sons and two 
small grandchildren, both boys. 

Julia First has written off and on 
during her adult life, but until the past few 
years her writing had been mostly 
professional papers on early childhood 
education. 

There is an alcove in the Firsts' living 
room where she does much of her writing, 
but she moves into the kitchen when 
necessary, 

Julia writes every day, but not on a 


definite schedule, starting in longhand and 
then moving to the typewriter to see how it 
looks. 

To keep up with current "kid talk," 
she visits schools and reads, and when a 
special situation requires further 
knowledge, she visits, for example, a 
school for crippled children. 

"The more I write," Mrs. First says, 
"the more I get control of my characters," 
referring to her husband's statement 


about finding out how things come out. “At 
first they led me." 

She enjoys her writing so much that 
she took a draft of the book she is currently 
working on to Greece with her when she 
and her husband went or. a combined 
business-vacation trip. 

Dr. First was busy most of the days, so 
there was plenty of time for revising. "I 
just didn’t want to leave it — it would have 
been like leaving a child home alone."

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City official charges 
discrimination here

“There is not only economic 
discrimination in this city — 
there is also outright color 
discrimination," the director 
of the Department of Human 
Resources told the Legislation 
& Rules Committee this week. 

The committee was 
discussing again, after a lapse 
of more than five months, a 
proposal that would turn the 
present Community Relations 
Commission into an more 
active, investigative agency to 
be known as the Human Rights 
Commission. 

The author of the change is 
Aid. Terry Morris, a staff 
member of the Massachusetts 
Commission Against 
Discrimination. 

Last April, when Morris first 
presented his concept of what 
the Community Relations 
Commission (CRC) should be 
doing, the CRC wholeheartedly 
rejected nearly every new 
point in his proposal. 

The commission was 
especially adamant against 
accepting subpoena power to 
aid them in investigation of 
complaints of discrimination. 

CRC Chairman William 
Ramsey said at that time that 
the Committee for Fair 
Housing and Equal Rights 
exists for the purpose of 
combating housing 
discrimination, and the CRC 
was in the process of rewriting 
an Executive Department 
directive on equal- 
employment-opportunity 
policy for city contracts. 

The directive has been 
completed and reviewed by the 
law Department and has been 
awaiting action by the mayor 
for some time. 


Ramsey and Sister Margaret 
Gorman, the past CRC 
chairman, both felt that the 
commission’s function should 
be educative and recon- 
ciliatory, not investigative. 

The proposed new Human 
Rights Commission was 
shelved temporarily, and the 
CRC was asked to work with 
Morris on a "redefinition" of 
the commission. 

Ms. Pitt's evaluation of the 
proposal last April, when she 
had been Human Resources 
director for less than three 
months, seems to have been 
Human Resources director for 
less than three months, seems 
to have been turned around 
somewhat in the intervening 
months. 

As head of the department 
that executes the actions of the 
CRC as well as the Council on 
Aging and the Youth Com¬ 
mission, Ms. Pitt was and is 
still concerned about the ad¬ 
ditional burden on her staff 
that investigations and their 
follow-up night cause. 

But at this week's discussion, 
instead of her previous 
agreement with the position of 
the CRC, she said, "I have no 
problem with the ordinacne, 
and I agree with Terry 
(Morris) that we should not 
say, “We can't afford this, 
therefore we shouldn't do it."

The Department of Human 
Resources staff consists of Ms. 
Pitt, a secretary, and an 
assistant who handles details 
of the senior citizen programs. 

Ms. Pitt told the committee 
about a case she had Just 
resolved involving an eviction 
of a black family with seven 
children which is presently in 
Newton District Court. 

In trying to place the family, 
Ms. Pitt said, she ran into 
discrimination not only based 
on the size of the family but 
also based on color. 

The discrimination was 
evidenced by real estate agents 
and by community-service 
agencies, some of which 
receive partial funding from 
the City of Newton, Ms. Pitt 
said. 

"If we had had more power, 
we would have gotten 
someplace on the second day," 
Ms. Pitt said, explaining that 
she had spent nearly three 
weeks exclusively on this case, 
to the detriment of her other 
work. 

There have been "four or 
five” such cases since she has 
been director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Human Resources, Ms. 
Pitt said. 

According to Ms. Pitt, the 
CRC has met once, maybe 
twice, since last April's request 
of the Legislation & Rules 
Committee that the CRC 
examine itself. 

The commission is a 
voluntary group that meets 
about once a month. 

Another similar request will 
be sent by the L&R Committee 
to the commission, with the 
added plea that represen¬ 
tatives of the CRC attend the 
L&R meeting of Oct. 29.

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Newton Junior 
takeover possible

The state Board of Regional 
Community Colleges is 
seriously considering in¬ 
corporating Newton Junior 
College into the state system, 
Board Chairman Theodore 
Chase informed Mayor 
Theodore Mann this week. 

The state takeover could go 
into effect with the beginning of 
the next fiscal year, July 1, 
1975, and would cover classes 
beginning in September, 1975. 

According to Mann, this will 
both lower school tuition and 
offer a broader range of 
educational opportunities for 
Newton students. 

The current enrollment at 
Newton Junior contains only 
sixty per cent Newton 
residents and costs Newton 


taxpayers $508,000 a year. The 
mayor said he thinks the state 
will pick up the property and 
operate it on a lease-rental 
basis. The School Committee 
would consider letting the state 
take the Newton Junior College 
building in exchange for some 
rent. The state will then have 
the responsibility of running 
the college. 

A committe will be set up 
with members of the board of 
Massachusetts Bay Com¬ 
munity College and Newton 
Junior College. 

The mayor said he would 
also like Eliot Cohen, president 
of the Board of Aldermen. 
Aaron Fink, Superintendent of 
Schools, Eleanor Rosenblum, 
chairman of the School 
Committee to be Newton's 
designees on the committee.

Open Space Committee 
ponders land savers 


Political forum to be 
held at Newton South

Bold new ideas for dealing 
with the question of what will 
happen to the land in Newton 
are being advanced by the 
Newton Conservators Open 
Space Committee. 

In its proposal the committee 
suggested utilizing land for two 
major parks, on the north and 
south side of Newton, 
neighborhood parks and even a 
city farm. They also suggest 
setting up a parks department. 

The committee addressed 
itself to questions covering a 
range of needs. For instance, 
whose recreational needs 
should be met? Should it be the 
bike riders, the botanist, the 
ballplayer or the 
photographer? They point out 
that all these needs can be met 
with some foresight. 

Coming down hard on luxury 
housing, the committee says 
Newton needs no more. What it 
does need is "safeguarding of 
open space" and some low 
income housing “if it is to 
become a balanced com¬ 
munity." 

Tax rate 
lower than 
expected 

A miscalculation regarding 
funds to be returned to the city 
for Chapter 766 expenditures 
for integrating handicapped 
children into the school system 
was responsible for the 
pleasant, though small, 
decrease in the expected tax 
rate. 

Reported last week as 
probably $151 per thousand 
dollars of assessed valuation, 
the official rate has been set at 
$150.40. 

Tax bills went out this week. 
They are payable Nov. 1 for the 
first six months. 


The committee lists the 
following seven parcels which 
it feels should be given the 
highest priority in a major 
open space acquisition 
program: Novitiate, 

Norumbega, Stamford Street, 
Dolan Pond, Silver Lake, 
Rustic Street and Williams 
Street. 

With long term vision, the 
committee sees the Novitiate 
land on the south side of the 
city and Norumba on the north 
side as two parks with facilities 
for families to play at one, 
"hike or bike along the river 
pathway" picnicking at the 
other and possibly some day 
even swimming in the Charles. 
With fuel becoming more 
scarce, this kind of life style 
will not only be appealing but 
necessary. 

These acquisitions, as 
others, would be subject to 
public discussion and ap¬ 
proval. 

Since recreation is a major 
consideration, the committee 
also recommends acquiring 
Albemarle golf course and 
adding its 14 acres to 
Albemarle playground in an 
area they define as 
“playground deficient.” 
Albemarle, they say, is 
"woefully small and hardly a 
challenge to golfers” and they 
hope Newton will some day 
purchase one of the large golf 
courses such as the Charles 
River or Braeburn and utilize it 
for a city facility. 

With inflationary food costs 
in mind, the committee notes 
that "90 percent of the food we 
eat comes from out of the state. 
.. transportation and handling 
costs are a large part of our 
food budgets." They recom¬ 
mend widespread public 
discussion about a possible city 
farm located on either the 
Lacey Estate or Murley Farm. 

Not only could such a farm 
employ Newton youth, but it 
also could provide fresh 
produce for Newton customers. 
They point to the Green Power 


Farm in Weston which is 
"operated by the city" and has 
a “two price structure so that 
residents of public housing 
projects buy produce at a 
substantially reduced rate." 

Finally, the committee 
recommended that the city 
work toward establishing a city 
parks department claiming 
that Newton is presently un¬ 
derstaffed in caring for the 
land it has. And for the over¬ 
burdened tax payers it con¬ 
tends increases for this and 
land acquisitions are “much 
less than increases in police, 
school, health, fire and other 
personnel that would be 
necessitated if the same lands 
were to be developed." 

It is made clear that the 
committee regards its 
proposals as suggestions given 
over to the city, the Con¬ 
servation Commission and the 
Recreation Commission. After 
one year of work, it is now 
interested in hearing from the 
public on the “future of 
Newton’s unprotected open 
lands.” 

Members of the committee 
are Sharon Francis, chair¬ 
woman; Sarah Barnett, Ann 
Dinsmore, Deborah Howard, 
member of the Conservation 
Commission; Joan Lerner and 
Ann Roesner. The proposals 
will be voted on at an Open 
Space Committee meeting in 
November.

The subject of planned unit 
levelopment (PUD) will be 
discussed at the Newton 
Conservators regular monthly 
board meeting on Wednesday, 
Oct. 9, at 8:00 p.m. at the 
Church of the Messiah, 
Commonwealth Ave., 
Auburndale. 

Present to discuss the 
planned unit development 
ordinance will be Charles 
Thomas, director, City of 
Newton Planning Department. 
Also speaking will be Robert 
Brandwein, vice-president of 
Harbridge House, who will 
present the study done by 
Harbridge House for the 
Newton Conservators on the 
relative costs and benefits to 
Newton of developing some of 
Newton’s remaining open land 
in planned unit developments. 

Planned unit development, 
or cluster development, is a 
concept in which in a given 


area of a city, a special or¬ 
dinance allows the same 
density of development as 
would be allowed under or¬ 
dinary zoning to be clustered 
onto 60 percent of a large 
parcel of land, leaving 40 
percent of the land open for 
open space, recreation, or 
conservation. 

The open land remains the 
private property of the 
developer or the owners of the 
units built. The PUD concept is 
primarily a means of 
protecting conservation or 
environmentally sensitive 
areas, rather than a means to 
gain public open space or 
recreation land.

Editorials 

Referenda ahead 

Four different proposals for amending 
the Massachusetts Constitution and several 
referendum questions will appear on the 
Nov. 5 election ballot. Persons who neglect 
to familiarize themselves with those issues 
will be at a disadvantage when they are 
confronted with them in their polling 
places. 

Following is a list of the four 
suggested amendments to the State 
Constitution which the voters either will 
accept or reject on Nov. 5: 

No. 1 would allow the State 
Legislature to take a 30-day recess at any 
point during its annual session. This would 
enable the law-makers to take a vacation 
during the summer and then return to 
Beacon Hill to complete their business. 
The Constitution does not permit them to 
do that now. 

No. 2 would reduce the size of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
from 240 to 160 members. This proposal 
probably will be approved although there is 
serious doubt that it would be a construc¬ 
tive change. 

No. 3 would permit the state to make 
grants-in-aid, either directly or through 
students, to private colleges and univer¬ 
sities in Massachusetts. 

No. 4 would make it possible to use 
part of the state’s highway funds, provided 
largely by gasoline taxes, for mass transit 
purposes such as the operation of the 
MBTA. This is a highly controversial ques¬ 
tion. 

Spokesman for automobile and truck- 
owners have maintained in the past that 
since they pay the gasoline taxes, the 
revenue realized from that tax should be 
used only for highway purposes and not be 
diverted to the support of transit lines. 

The State Constitution presently 
provides for such a restriction on the use of 
highway funds, and this amendment is 
intended to remove that prohibition. 

Losing clout? 

Shortly before the Sept. 10 primary, 
Father Joseph A. Scott, a curate at St. 
Francis’ Church in North Adams, urged 
from the altar during his sermon at Sunday 
Mass that his listeners vote for Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. 

Exactly what effect Father Scott’s 
remarks had upon his parishioners, who 
were in the church at the time and heard 
them, can only be a matter of conjecture. 
But Michael S. Dukakis carried North 
Adams which is a Democratic, Catholic, 
conservative community. 

This prompted Abe Michelson, one of 
the most competent and highly respected 
political reporters in Western 
Massachusetts, to conclude that the 
Catholic Church may be losing its election 
clout in Massachusetts, Michelson, writes 
for the Berkshire Eagle. 

Actually, the Catholic Church today 
does not involve itself in politics and 
political issues to the extent that it did back 
in 1948, when priests in almost every 
Catholic Church in the state preached from 
the altar about the birth control question, 
which was to appear on the ballot, and 
urged all parishioners to get out and vote 
against it. 

The fact that one Catholic priest in 
North Adams spoke out against Dukakis at 
one Sunday Mass is hardly a fair test of the 
political clout of the Catholic Church. We 
suspect that the Catholic Church would 
show it still has plenty of political clout if it 
made an organized effort against any one 
candidate or on any single issue.

Sargent and Dukakis 
in unusual campaigns 

Governor Francis W. Sargent and former State Rep- 
tesentative Michael S. Dukakis, opponents in the battle for 
the right to serve as Massachusetts Governor for the next 
four years, are conducting strange and curious campaigns. 

Sarge, departing completely from the strategy usually 
employed by an incumbent Governor, conceded that he is 
the underdog and Dukakis the favorite. He then challenged 
Dukakis to a series of debates in which, according to 
Governor Sargent's ideas, just about everybody around him 
exdept his chauffer would participate. 

A sitting Governor ordlnarilly resists the idea of giving 
a challenger the exposure of debating with him. Mr. 
Sargent was much less enthusiastic about debating Boston 
Mayor Kevin H. White four years ago. 

Dukakis is an articulate politician who probably will 
handle himself well in a debate so a certain amount of risk 
is involved for Sargent in a confrontation between the two. 

Governor Sargent wants the rival candidates for 
Lieutenant Governor — Republican Donald Dwight and 
Democrat Thomas P. O'Neill, 3rd, to participate in the 
debates. 

That seems reasonable since the candidates for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor now run as teams. 

Sarge also desirec that his Cabinet members speak 
their pieces in the verbal exchanges. That seems ridiculous 
since Dukakis at this point doesn’t have any cabinet. 

A candidate for the Governorship generally prefers to 
be rated as the contender most likely to win election. It's 
easier for the favorite to raise campaign funds and attract 
support than it is for the underdog ro do so. 

Governor Sargent, who is considered a very sound and 
astute politician, has deliberately cast himself in the role of 
underdog. 

The guessing is that he believes this to some extent may 
offset the apparent public tendency this year to throw the 
incumbents out of office. 

This obviously stems from the dissatisfaction of the 
voters with the status quo. That militated against Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn in the primary, and it apparently 
is working against Governor Sargent in the election cam¬ 
paign. 

Surge’s chances of surviving and winning reelection 
could hinge on his ability to change that trend. 

A winner of a hard-fought primary contest usually woos 
and courts the supporters of his defeated adversary and 
welcomes them into his camp. Mr. Dukakis does not appear 
to be doing that to the same extent as Governor Sargent. 

For example, Dukakis recently had a sitdown 
withiHouse Speaker David M. Bartley of Holyoke who 
supported Quinn in the primary. But he apparently told 
Bartley not to bring along House Marority Leader Thomas 
McGee of Lynn, another Quinn backer. 

News stories have been published that State Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington and House Speaker Bartley 
will be offered jobs in the educational field, next year to 
move them out of the Legislature if Dukakis is elected 
Governor. 

The same article by a responsible columnist indicated 
that neither House Majority Leader McGee nor Majority 
Whip William Q. (Biff) MacLean of Fairhaven would be 
acceptable to Dukakis as successor to Bartley. Duakais 
apparently would prefer someone of the stamp of 
Representative Barney Frank of the Back Bay or John 
Buckley of Abington. 

Barney Frank, it was pointed out, would have support 
of the Black Caucus and other militant groups. 

Former Representative Dukakis is an unusual 
politician. Whether he is conducting his campaign in the 
manner most likely to succeed, is an intriguing question. 

Ku Kluxers interfere 
in busing controversy 

It’s a chilling thought that members of the Ku Klux 
Klan have been in Boston striving to foment trouble and stir 
opposition to the busing of children to reduce racial im¬ 
balance in the city’s public schools. 

Mayor Kevin H. White must have almost swallowed his 
tonsils when an aide informed him that the director of the 
Klan desired to see him. Needless to say, the Mayor, wlio 
lias been working hard to protect the safety of the children 
during the busing crisis, refused to meet with the Klan 
leader. 


During our long years as a political reporter, we have met 
a number of politicians with an incredible amount of brass 
and gall. But we have never encountered anyone with quite 
as much as KKK Director David Duke. 

"Boston will be the focal point of resistance against 
federally forced race mixing,” declared Duke. “We will not 
tolerate it,” he added. Mr. Duke is from Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, which is not exactly one of the outlying precincts 
of Boston. 

Duke claimed that he came here in response to appeals 
from residents of South Boston. We don’t believe that at all. 
We doubt that anyone in South Boston ever heard of him 
before he came here and mixed into something that was 
none of his business. 

But in case any reader does applaud Duke's in¬ 
terference in the busing controversy, we would point out, as 
a Catholic, that it was only a relatively few years ago when 
the Klan was as viciously antl-Catholic as it was anti-Black. 

Duke should be arrested for trying to incite a riot and 
either be clapped in jail or be shipped back to Baton Rouge, 
preferably in handcuffs. He came her to cause trouble, and 
he has no place here. 

When Al Smith was the Democratic nominee for 
President in 1928 — the first Catholic to be nominated for 
the office — the Klan issued vicious and violent statements 
against him and burned crosses at its rallies. 

James M. Curley, himself a practicing Catholic but also 
and always a political opportunist, tried to capitalize on the 
hostile feeling decent people — Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews alike — had against the Ku Klux Klan when he ran for 
Governor against Alvan T. Fuller a half century ago in 1924. 


Brooke gives Sargent 
his all-out support 

Senator Edward W. Brooke, who usually is cautious 
about exposing himself on the political firing line, has 
warmly endorsed Governor Francis W. SArgent for 
reelection and announced that he will campaign around the 
state for Mr. Sargent and other Republican candidates. 

While declaring that he has not seen any polls, Brooke 
expressed the opinion that Governor Sargent is ahead of 
former State Representative Michael Dukakis at this stage 
of their race for the Governorship. (Sarge has referred to 
himself as the underdog.) 

"He is a popular, innovative, courageous Governor,” 
Brooke said of Sargent. “I think he will be able to override 
the disadvantages of Watergate,” added Brooke who went 
on to voice the conviction that Sargent will be reelected on 
Nov.S. 

Brooke believes the economy will be the major issue in 
Governor Sargent’s campaign for another term although he 
offered the opinion that the Watergate mess has had an 
effect on elections in Massachusetts and other states. 

He said Richard M. Nixon resigned from the 
Presidency because it appeared he would have been im¬ 
peached in the national House and convicted in the U.S. 
Senate. 

Senator Brooke asserted that he did not want to see an 
American President prosecuted in court but that he 
believes Nixon should have made some confession. "He got 
out without ever admitting his guilt," Brooke pointed out. 

Brooke indicated that he had mixed feelings about 
President Ford's action in granting Nixon an absolute 
pardon. "When you do tilings for compassionate and decent 
reasons, 1 don’t think you lose,” Brooke observed. But later 
he said he believes the pardon will hurt Ford. 

The Senator said he is not writing himseif off as a 
possible candidate in 1976 but that he probably would not 
oppose President Ford or Vice President-designate Nelsom 
Rockefeller. 

Senator Brooke also fielded some searching questions 
about himself during a televised interview on Channel 4. 

He was asked why he remained in the background when 
the busing of Boston children was started to reduce racial 
imbalance in Hub schools and why he wasn’t here assisting 
with the problems which arose in connection with the 
busing. 

Brooke responded rather sharply that he does not 
believe he was in the background, that he considers he was 
in the foreground, that he believes in busing and quality 
education but that he does not feel it was his Job to leave the 


U.S. Senate and come to Boston while the Senate was voting 
on important matters. 

In answer to questions, he explained the status of about 
$300,000 which was raised but not spent for his 1972 cam¬ 
paign for rcelection. 

He said he budgeted $750,000 for his ’72 campaign and 
that he raised about that amount of money. Then the polls 
showed he did not need to spend that much to achieve 
reelection. Brooke spent about $450,000 and finishing the 
campaign with a surplus of approximately $300,000. 

The $300,000 has been deposited in savings accounts in 
the name of his campaign committee, is drawing interest, 
and taxes are being paid on the interest. Brooke said he will 
use it in his campaign for reelection in 1978. He added that 
this is the first time he has found himself in that pleasant 
situation. 

Mayor White praised 
for averting tax hike 

Mayor Kevin H. White should be credited with a 
remarkable accomplishment in holding the line on the 
city’s tax rate in the face of inflation and the skyrocketing 
cost of living. 

Just as it costs you more to run your home, so it costs 
Mayor White more to operate a hospital or a jail. The price 
of supplies for municipal departments, of gasoline to keep 
the police cars, fire trucks and hospital ambulances run¬ 
ning, of fuel oil to heat the city's many buildings, has in¬ 
creased sharply during the past year. 

Yet, in that period White has managed to prevent the 
tax rate from rising along with just about everything else. 

Mayor White obviously takes great satisfaction from 
his achievement because with the real estate tax bills for a 
six-months period, which must be paid by Nov. 1, came a 
message from White which started; "With the price of 
everything else going up, this announcement is a real 
pleasure: No Increase in the Tax Rate." 

White went on to say: 

"For the second year, Boston's tax rate is staying the 
same. Why? 

"That's a logical question. 

‘When you look at what has happened to gasoline prices 
lately, and food prices, it’s hard to believe any cost can 
remain stable. 

"But there it is: While the cost of living lias risen 
almost 20 per cent, Boston’s tax rate has stayed the same 
without cutting back city services. 

“By June 30 of next year (the end of our fiscal year 
1975), the tax rate will have remained unchanged for 42 
months. And this year, other Massachusetts cities will be 
raising their taxes by 10 per cent and more. (To put that in 
perspective: A 10 per cent increase on the Boston tax rate 
would have cost each taxpayer about $20 per thousand.) 

"Milton’s tax rate this year increased $19. Lynn's in¬ 
creased $46. 

"Holding the line on Boston's rate may appear to be 
magic. But it’s actually the result of hard work. 

"For one thing, as you know, we’ve been working for 
tiie last year-and-half on a 10-point ‘Austerity Program.'- 
This program has had the following results: 

"City budget increases have been greatly reduced, 
spending trimmed, unnecessary departments eliminated, 
and the payroll tightened up dramatically. 

"We've held a tight line on the county budget. 

"We've re-organized Boston City Hospital for efficiency 

"And beyond the Austerity Program: 

“We've gotten through the Legislature a bill that has 
cut In half the Boston taxpayers’ cost of financing the 
MBTA deficit. 

"Federal revenue-sharing funds have been used con¬ 
servatively — financing only important existing programs 
and not ’discovering’ new needs. 

"To all this, add the fact of just plain better financial 
management and, besides keeping the tax rate the same, 
we’ve also been able to maintain and even improve an 
array of services Boston can be proud of,” the message 
declared. 

Mayor White’s accomplishment in holding the line on 
the tax rate not only has helped home-owners but also rent- 
payers since landlords invariably increase their rents when 
they are forced to pay a larger real estate tax bill. 

Incidentally, many home-owners, particularly those 
who have paid off the mortgages on their dwellings, say 
they like the new arrangement of paying their property tax 
bills In two installments rather than one lump sum. 

It doesn't make any difference to those who make 
monthly payments to banks which, in turn, pay the real 
estate taxes.

There must be a safer way 


To the Editor: 

We would like to answer Mr. 
Clive Dym and the 40 others 
who wrote regarding the traffic 
barriers on Cedar and Morton 
streets at Commonwealth 
Avenue. Several facts were 
omitted from their letter. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lipke live on 
the narrow side of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue (also 
referred to as the carriage 
road.) 

The driver of the car that hit 
the Lipke’s guest's car 
received a citation; this means 
that he was not in full control of 
his vehicle. The banners could 
not have prevented this ac¬ 
cident, nor the second accident 
of the car hitting a tree. In fact, 
since the erection of the 
barriers, the cars using the 
carriage road have increased 


their speed considerably. 

The “study" made by the 
Traffic Commission showed a 
total of seven accidents at 
Commonwealth-Cedar and 
Commonwealth-Morton over a 
three-year period. Only two of 
the seven could have been 
prevented by the barriers. The 
study did not include Mor- 
seland Avenue, the corner of 
Cedar and Mill, the comer of 
Morton andMill, or Mill Street. 

The traffic counts referred to 
do not take into account the 
fact that between Morseland 
Road and Commonwealth Park 
West there ae over 300 
residents over 17 years of age. 
Everytime one of them leaves 
and then returns home, two 
trips record on the counter. 

Mr. Dym's group also refers 
to lessening of air pollution; 


yet in uriving extra miles to 
reach our homes we are in¬ 
creasing pollution. Fur¬ 
thermore, we are forced to 
take circuitous routes, thus 
raising the likelihood of ac¬ 
cidents on the many side 
streets where traffic has in¬ 
creased. 

BUT MOST IMPORTANT is 
the fact that the residents of 
this area now must cross 
Commonwealth Avenue at 
much more dangerous points. 
The intersections of Morseland 
- Commonwealth and Com¬ 
monwealth Park - Com¬ 
monwealth are hilly and 
curving. In the winter, piled-up 
snow will most certainly 
prevent clear visibility at these 
crossings and will make them 
even more hazardous. Yet no 
study of these intersections has 
appeared. 


We feel that the basic 
questions are: Who is using 
Morseland, Cedar, and Morton 
Streets and why? If in truth 
many people are using them as 
short-cuts, why? Is it not 
possible that they are trying to 
avoid Center and Walnut 
Streets? Why should the 
Traffic Commission want to 
turn Mill Street into a major 
through way? 

We do mot have the answers 
to these questions, but maybe 
the study should begin at 
Center and Walnut Streets. 
Let's stop closing some streets 
and moving our problems to 
other streets. THERE MUST 
BE A SAFER WAY! ! ! ! !

Safety for everyone concerned 


To Th Editor: 

Clive Dym's recent letter in 
favor of the temporary 
barriers at the Commonwealth 
Avenue intersection of Cedar 
and Morton streets has all the 
appearance of candor if one 
does not look too closely at 
motives and the real situation. 

We, as residents of the area 
bounded by Walnut, Mill, 
Commonwealth and Centre 
streets - and now numbering 
over 150 on signed petitions - 
are incensed by the efforts of 
Messrs. Dym, Richmond and 
Lipke to isolate us by erecting 
a "Berlin Wall" along Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue. 

Not only have Cedar and 
Morton streets been boarded 
up, but now we are threatened 
with the raising of a barrier on 
Morseland Avenue in an effort 
to undo the unfavorable traffic 
patterns resulting from the 
original street closings. 

Mr. Dym claims that this 
traffic experiment has been a 
success. For him, Mr. Lipke, 
and Alderman Richmond, all of 
whom live on or near the 
Cedar-Morton-Common we a 1 th 
corners, yes, traffic has 
decreased, but the side streets 
have been subject to a steady 
stream of cars probing the 
narrow lanes in search of a 
way out of the maze. The ex- 
periement has merely shuffled 
traffic from two thoroughfares 
to Morseland and the smaller 
streets, which were never 
designed to carry such a 
parade of cars. 

What of the problems of 
safety which presumably 
caused the traffic com¬ 
missioners to close the streets? 
According to official police 
reports, of five accidents at 
Cedar and Commonwealth and 
two accidents at Morton and 
Commonwealth over the past 
three years, only two (both at 
Cedar) were clearly preven¬ 
table by closiing the in¬ 
tersections. The others , could 
happen again and are related 
to the high-speed traffic on 
Commonwealth Avenue. 
Considering the volume of 
traffic on Commonwealth 
Avenue and in Newton 
generally, we, as well as 
representatives of the police, 


think this race relatively low. A 
new hazard which Mr. Dym et 
al do not mention is the dif¬ 
ficulty fire engines coming 
from Newton Centre will ex¬ 
perience penetrating the wall. 

Could it be that other less 
worthy motives are behind 
these closings? Is it possible 
that Dym, Richmond and 
Lipke desire the quiet and 
convenience of low traffic 
volume without caring too 
deeply what happens to other 
less fortunate neighbors? 
Perhaps they will search their 
hearts to let us know. 

And what of the v ay in which 
this was done? A careful count 
of traffic flow, Mr. Dym in¬ 
forms us, was taken. Non¬ 
sense! For a few days in the 
heat of August the counters 
were up briefly in a few spots. 
The showed a drip for Cedar 
and Morton, but a whopping 40 
per cent increase for Mor¬ 
seland, and this before the 
synagogue on Morseland op- 
pened its Hebrew school. And 
was there a 60-day trial as 
claimed? After a perfunctory 
meeting only three weeks after 
the start of the “experiment," 
Newton’s Traffic Commission 
recommended to the aldermen 


that the barriers remain 
permanent. Sentiments of 
people in the neighborhood 
were not ascertained before 
the erection of the barriers, not 
are they encouraged now. 
Apparently a privileged few 
who know their way around 
City Hall can get things done. 

Now Morseland is threatened 
with the same treatment as 
Cedar and Morton. But how do 
the membrs of the Temple and 
children attending Hebrew 
school get there? Alderman 


Richmond has suggested Mill 
Street. Narrow, winding, 
dangerous Mill Sheet. Why 
worry about danger along 
Commonwealth Avenue when 
you can push it all over to Mill 
Street? Is there any wonder 
that there has arisen a spon¬ 
taneous protest in this 
neighborhood against 
"destabilizizing" Newton's 
streets?

— I recently signed a letter in 
support of the Cedar-Morton 
St. barriers and sent letters to 
the aldermen pointing out the 
following advantages of these 
barriers to the residents of 
these streets: (1) demon¬ 
strable increases in safety to 
our young children (ours are 
three and seven); (2) decrease 
in motor and tire noise from 
high speed through traffic, 
which these streets were not 
laid out to carry; (3) decrease 
in auto fumes from high speed 
accelerations, (4) a marked 
and pleasant decrease in the 
frequency of carloads of youths 
who amuse themselves at the 
expense of anyone they en¬ 
counter on the sidewalks and 
front lawns of quiet residential 
streets. 

At the time, I was unaware of 
the very real problems that 
these barriers created for the 


residents of Morseland 
Avenue. My youngest daughter 
attends the nursery school at 
Temple Beth-El and so I am 
especially concerned about the 
safety of the young children 
attending this school at the 
corner of Morseland and 
Commonwealth. I believe that 
the closings of the Morton and 
Cedar crossings have only 
brought to a head what was a 
bad situation. 

I know that I speak for many 
of the residents of the Cedar- 
Morton area when I say that we 
have no desire to improve our 
quality of life at the expense of 
someone else's. We feel very 
strongly that the problem of 
traffic patterns in Morseland 
Avenue must be solved, in fact 
to a condition better than the 
condition which existed before 
the barriers went up. None of 
these streets are designed to 
carry through traffic and a

such uses.

Better education 


Reply to Mrs. Liberman 


(Editor's note: the following 
letter was sent to the Newton 
superintendent of schools with 
copies to the newspapers): 

To live in Newton is to 
assume that one's children 
have the advantages of an 
unusually good school system. 
To live in Newton is also to be a 
part of Metropolitan Boston 
and to share a responsibility 
for its problems as well as to 
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take advantage of its op¬ 
portunities. 

I am writing to urge you to 
explore and hopefully im¬ 
plement some ways in which 
the Newton school district can 
share in offering a better 
education to more children. 

Two ways in which this 
might be begun are: 

—To establish a magnet 
school open to children from 
Boston and Newton utilizing 
space which we already have. 
This school could offer a good 
academic program and an 
opportunity for all the children, 
urban and suburban, to know 
each other and learn to work 
together. 

To rethink the present Meteo 
program which limits new 
participants to first and second 
graders who can “grow up in 
the system.” The arguments 


for this are persuasive but 
hardly convincing in view of 
the reception some of the black 
children are receiving in their 
present schools. 

I am concerned not only for 
the children of Boston but for 
the children of Newton. We 
have many reasons to be proud 
of and grateful for our schools, 
but we also have many 
problems. One of them is our 
isolation and insulation; e.g., 
in none of our daughter's high 
school classes has there been 
any discussion of the Boston 
school problems and their 
significance for all of us. 

Perhaps if there were more 
opportunities to go to school 
with Boston children our 
children would be better 
prepared to participate in the 
world in which they live.

1. Mrs. Liberman attended 
the Newton School Committee 
meeting of Sept. 9 for the 
purpose of requesting from the 
School Committee tran¬ 
sportation for Newton children 
to a parochial school outside of 
Newton. As she has been in¬ 
formed, the School Committee 
does not provide this service 
for Newton Public School 
students. 

Mrs. Liberman, and others 
interested in this issue, had 
also been informed that City 
Solicitor Howard A. Levine, 
Counsel for the Massachusetts 
Department of Education 
Joseph Robinson, and William 


liOoney, independent counsel 
consulted by the School 
Committee, all agreed that the 
School Committee is, 
therefore, not obliged to 
provide this service to Newton 
private school students. 

The policy of the School 
Committee, voted on July 30, is 
as follows: that transportation 
be made available to all 
Newton secondary students, 
public and private, who board 
buses one and one-half miles or 
more beyond the schools they 
are entitled to attend; and that 
transportation be provided to 
all Newton elementary 
students, public and private, to 
the schools they are entitled to 
attend only where required by 
safety. 

I restated all of this in¬ 
formation shortly after the 
beginning of the meeting on 
Sept. 9. 


The road ahead 
for Ted Kennedy

WASHINGTON (UPI) - What of Edward M. Kennedy 
now 9 

In announcing that he would not seek the presidency in 
1976, Kennedy suspended the ultimate ambition that is part 
of his family heritage. 

Whether the suspension is for a lifetime or whether the 
conditions that prompted his decision can change in the 
years ahead is open to conjecture. 

The question will be asked and the decision announced 
prior to the elections of 1980,1984,1988 and, even, 1992 when 
Kennedy will be 60. 

In any event, Kennedy has no intention of going into 
political exile or becoming a political recluse. 

Even if he so wished, it is doubtful other Democrats would 
let him. 

He will, as Sen. George S. McGovern said, “remain 
prominently on the national scene" and he will, as befits 
one with increasing seniority, become more and more in¬ 
fluential in the Senate. 

Unlike his brothers, Kennedy appears to enjoy the 
Senate. By the 1980s, he may enjoy it even more. 

The odds are heavy that beginning with the session in 
May 1983, Kennedy will be chairman of the Senate Judici¬ 
ary Committee, one of the largest and most wide-ranging 
panels on Capitol Hill. 


Chairman James O. Eastland, D-Miss., is on the first two 
years of a term that ends in January, 1979. Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich, is the secondranking Democrat, who may or 
may not run in 1976. If he does, his next and almost surely 
last term would end in 1983. 

There is also the possibility that Kennedy might seek the 
posi of Senate Democrat leader when Sen. Mike Mansfield 
steps down. 

He scored a typical Kennedystyle upset to become deputy 
leader in 1969 and then suffered a surprise ouster in 1971. 

With his own re-election in 1976 as certain as anything in 
politics can be, Kennedy can and will be the Democrats' 
premier campaigner in the off election years as well as for 
the party's presidential candidate. 

As Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn„ said, "I think he’s 
probably more in demand today than any other Democrat." 

The Senate and the campaign trial will provide him the 
forum, and Kennedy will spell out his proposals on every 
issue that confronts the nation, a policy he has followed in 
recent years. 

And, if the Democrats are forced into a brokered conven¬ 
tion in 1976 as many now suspect, one of the chief brokers 
certainly will be Sen. Edward M. Kennedy.

Shriver walk-a-thon 
scheduled for Oct. 20 


Strong, healthy people are 
needed to participate in a 
Walk-A-Thon on Oct. 20 
sponsored by The Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver Center for 
Mental Retardation. Funds are 
needed for a recently founded 
medical program servicing 
6,000 residents of the five in¬ 
stitutions in Massachusetts for 
mentally retarded persons. 

The twenty-five mile event, 
which will pass through the 
Newton area, hopes to raise 
money to sustain a program 
offering comprehensive dental, 
eye, ear, nose, and throat 
treatment to institutionalized 
retarded people. The Walk-A- 
Thon needs walkers, sponsors 
and volunteers to make the 
event a success. 

The Shriver Center Medical 
Program is located on the 
grounds of the W. E. Fernald 
State School in Waltham. 
Expert staff with modern 
facilities are working hard to 
provide the specialized 
medical and dental treatment 
sorely needed by state in¬ 
stitution residents. In its seven 
months of operation the 
program has had over 4,000 
clinic visits and has performed 
over 200 surgical procedures. 


Since the staff and facilities 
have been established at the 
Shriver Center in Waltham, 
patients from other institutions 
must be transported to and 
from the Center by bus or 
ambulance. This entails over 
10,000 miles od driving per 
month. The program is badly 
in need of an improved tran¬ 
sportation system, as it is 
presently using a 1967 school 
bus with 150,000 miles and a 
poorly functioning 1968 am¬ 
bulance. 

New vehicles will ensure the 


continuing success of the 
program and will vastly in¬ 
crease the number of school 
residents treated. 

The Eunice Kennedy Shriver 
Center for Mental Retardation 
is a non-profit agency formed 
five years ago for research, 
training, and service in mental 
retardation. Ninety-five 
percent of the center’s funds 
come from government grants. 
The center has no endowment 
and is operating at a deficit.

Professor Michael L. Dor- 
touzos of Waban has been 
appointed director and 
Professor Joel Moses of 
Newton Centre has been 
named associate director of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's Project MAC,a 
laboratory for advanced 
research In computer science 
and engineering. 

Dertouzos, who has been a 
leader in curriculum planning 
and innovation, is a specialist 
in control robotics — the use of 
computers for the control of 
physical processes and in 
programming languages. 
Moses is an authority in the use 
of computers to integrate 
mathematical expressions and 
solve equations. 

Announcement of the ap¬ 
pointments was made by 
Professor Walter A. Rosen- 
blith, M.I.T. provost. Der¬ 
touzos succeeds Professor 
Edward Fredkin, who asked to 
be relieved of the directorship 
in order to devote full time to 
his teaching and research 
interests. The post of associate 
director was established at the 
request of Dertouzos in view of 
the increase in size and scope 
of research of the laboratory. 

"We are fortunate that the 
guidance of the laboratory is 
being assumed by two persons 
of the broadth, foresight and 
cA^ciience of Professor 
Dertouzos and Professor 
Moses, who have demonstrated 
outstanding leadership in their 
broad fields," Rosenblith said. 

Project MAC, which was 
established in 1963 for the 
advancement of time-shared 
computer systems, developed 


the compatible time-sharing 
system (CTSS), one of the first 
of its kind. CTSS and the 
subsequent Multies, an im¬ 
proved system that introduced 
several new concepts in time¬ 
sharing, stimulated a number 
of research activities in the 
application of on-line com¬ 
puting to disciplines as diverse 
as engineering, architecture, 
library science and 
management. 

Under way now at the 
laboratory is a broad program 
of research aimed at an¬ 
ticipating and resolving 
problems posed by the 
maturing nature and con¬ 
tinuing explosive growth and 
potential of the computer field, 
Dertouzos said. 

Current research includes 
the automatic generation of 
programs and the automation 
of the programming en¬ 
vironment, the storage and use 
of knowledge by programs, as 
well as the use of natural 
language (such as English) for 
man-computer communica¬ 
tion. 

Work is in progress also on 
fundamental studies on the 
limitations of computing, on 
studies in computer structures 
and programming languages, 
as well as the use of computers 
for automation. 

In addition, because the on¬ 
going evolution of computers is 
expected to have a major 
impact on and be influenced by 
socio-economic factors, the 
laboratory is carrying out 
studies in privacy and security 
and in the social implications 
of computers. 

Dertouzos was born in 


Athens, Greece in 1936 and 
came to the United States for 
undergraduate studies under a 
Fulbright scholarship. He 
received bachelor and 
master's degrees in electrical 
engineering in 1957 and 1959 
from the University of 
Arkansas. He received the 
Ph.D. degree in electrical 
engineering from M.I.T. in 1964 
and joined the faculty of that

department as assistant 
professor. He was appointed 
associate professor in 1968 and 
professor in 1973. 

He began his association 
with Project MAC as a doctoral 
student when the laboratory 
was founded. His early 
research interests were in the 
areas of threshold logic and on¬ 
line circuit design, in which he 
developed the family of 


CIRCAL (circuit analysis) 
programs for analyzing and 
designing electronic circuits. 
Dertouzos is the author and co¬ 
author of three books and 
numerous papers and holder of 
patents in computers and 
electrical engineering. 

Dertouzos, who has a deep 
interest in undergraduate 
education, introduced digital 
systems into the M.I.T. core 
curriculum in electrical 
engineering in 1966. I,ater he 
became the first chairman of 
the department of electrical 
engineering advisory com¬ 
mittee charged with the 
responsibility of long-range 
planning and was succeeded In 
that role by Moses. Together, 
they were instrumental in 
proposing a new "common 
core 

of undergraduate subjects 
required of all students in 
electrical engineering and 
computer science. With other 
associates, Dertouzos 
developed the first professional 
course in computer science for 
this common core. 

In 1968, Professor Dertouzos 
received the B.J. Thompson 
Award of the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers (IEEE) for the best 
paper in IEEE publications. In 
1968, he was the U.S. delegate 
of the IEEE to the Popov 
Congress in the Soviet Union. 

Dertouzos has been board 
chairman since 1968 of Com- 
putek, Incorporated, a post he 
resigned on assumption of his 
new duties at Project MAC. 
Dertouzos and his wife Hadwig 
and their two children reside at 
15 Bernard Lane, Waban. 


Moses was bom in Petach 
Tikwah, Israel in 1941 and 
came to the U.S. in 1954. He 
received A.B. and A.M. 
degrees in 1962 and 1963 from 
Columbia University and a 
Ph.D. degree in mathematics 
from M.I.T. in 1967. That same 
year he was appointed 
assistant professor of elec¬ 
trical engineering and, in 1971, 
was named associate 
professor. 

Moses began his association 
with Project MAC in 1965 as a 
research assistant in the ar¬ 
tificial intelligence group. In 
cooperation with Professor 
William Martin, also of Project 
MAC, Moses and the mathlab 
group that he has headed since 
1971 have developed a large 
symbolic manipulation system 
- called MACSYMA - that 
enables computers to carry out 
exact differentiation and in¬ 
tegration of complex ex¬ 
pressions and symbolic 
solutions of equations. MAC¬ 
SYMA has been used by many 
scientists and engineers at 
M.I.T. and elsewhere. 

Moses is former chairman of 
the symbolic and algebraic 
manipulation group of the 
Association for Computing 
Machinery (ACM) and 
received an award for his 
program chairmanship of th 
second symposium on sym¬ 
bolic algebraic manipulation. 

He is currently national 
lecturer of the ACM and editor 
of its Transactions on 
Mathematical Software. 

Professor Moses and his wife 
Peggy reside at 53 Athelstane

Grant to allow 
further research 


The Physics Department of 
Northeastern University an¬ 
nounced on Sept. 19 that it had 
received a grant of $36,300 
from the National Science 
Foundation to further 
theoretical research in 
statistical mechanics and the 
many body problem. The work 
is under the direction of F. Y. 
Wu of 92 Cragmore Rd., 
Newton Upper Falls. 

Both of the areas in which 
research will be done deal with 
the behavior of collections of 
large numbers of particles. In 
general, the basic laws are 
known governing the behavior 
of two isolated particles, such 
as two atoms. Much remains to 
be learned, however, con¬ 
cerning the behavior of large 
numbers of particles, such as 
comprise even a small piece of 


solid, liquid or gaseous matter. 

Wu's work has been sup¬ 
ported by the foundation for the 
past six years. In the past year, 
Wu held a Fulbright Senior 
Scholar research grant during 
his visit to the Australian 
National University at Can¬ 
berra, Australia and the 
National Tsing Hua University 
of Taiwan to carry out 
research in collaboration with 
Australian and Chinese 
physicists. 

The newly proposed work 
includes specifically the 
problems of liquid-gas phase 
change, and the study of an 
electron gas. 

One of Wu’s former research 
students at Northeastern, Gerd 
Reiser, now a research 
physicist at Honeywell, is also 
a Newton resident at 156 Day 
St., Auburndale.

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A Birds' World" opens 
at Franklin Park Zoo 


The next exhibit known as “A 
Bird's World” was opened 
during special ceremonies 
today at the Franklin Park 
Zoo. The new series of bird 
displays has been three years 
In the development, a process 
that converted the old Bird 
House and Flight Cage at the 
zoo into a series of natural 
exhibits that represent several 
environments. There is a 
swamp, a rain forest, a river 
bank, a desert and a moun¬ 
tainside. These five exhibits 
are inside the Bird House. 

The official opening was 
marked with the turning on of a 
thirty foot waterfall in the rain 
forest exhibit by John Sears, 
Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission. The rain forest is one 
of the exhibits that visitors 
enter and in doing so, walk into 
"A Bird's World." 

Richard G. Naegeli, director 
and curator of zoos for the 
MDC, assisted Commissioner 
Sears and guided the official 
party on a tour of the facility. 
Naegeli said, “We have been 
working on this exhibit for 
almost three years and we feel 
it is a major addition to the 
Franklin Park Zoo." 

The complex, which includes 
the huge Flight Cage, located 
adjacent to the Bird House, and 
a multi-level waterfowl pond, 
was developed by the MDC in 
cooperation with the Boston 
Zoological Society. Society 
Executive Director, S. Russell 
Sylva, said, "This is the first 
major result of the agreement 
between the MDC and the BZS. 


It is a perfect example of a 
public agency, in this case the 
MDC, providing the basic 
facility and the basic, com¬ 
petitive bid construction, and 
the private agency, here at the 
zoo the BZS, providing the 
specific expertise that they are 
equipped to bring to the 
project." Sylva went on to say, 
"We were able to bring Jerry 
Johnson to Boston from the 
Bronx Zoo, and these exhibits 
are the result." 

Sylva also said that the 
educational exhibits, designed 
by Michael Sand & Associates 
of Cambridge, which are the 
first part of your trip through 
the Bird House, include some 
unique displays that help 
educate people to the bird's 
world, but do it in a way that is 
fun. There is a "bird call juke 
box", a "match the beak with 
the tool" exhibit and many 
others that help people to 
understand how a bird sur¬ 
vives. 

Commissioner Sears ex¬ 
plained that the project was 
mainly financed by a bond 
issue that was passed by the 
Legislature in 1967. The 
reminader of the funds came 
from the MDC and from 
private contributions to the 
Boston Zoological Society. 

"A Bird's World" is open 
every day to the public. There 
is no admission charge and 
theparking is free. The hours 
are 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
Franklin Park Zoo is operated 
for the Metropolitan District 
Commission by the Boston 
Zoological Society.

Exhibit on Hancock Our Top Maker’s Birthday 
Tower at the Museum Sale Contribution! ^ 


An exhibit on the John 
Hancock tower is now open at 
Boston's Museum of Science. 

As an educational exhibit of 
contemporary technology in 
city planning, the display 
contains a model of the tower 
and its surrounding buildings, 
a continuous slide show, ex¬ 
planatory labels and graphics. 
The exhibit is dominated by a 
plate of the new tempered 
glass that is being installed in 
the tower to replace the 
original thermopane units. 

Revolving slowly on a turn¬ 
table, the new glass, a 
reflective type, is about four- 
and-one-half feet wide by 
eleven-and-one-half feet high, 
and one-half-inch thick. 
Beacuse the exhibit stands in 
the lower Museum lobby where 
windows look out on the Boston 
skyline, visitors will be able to 
gaze through the plate of glass 
at the real Hancock tower 
beyond. 


The slide show presents' 
details about the glass, and 
depicts tests it was given and 
installation procedures used. 
Some of the exterior in¬ 
stallation involves the use of a 
roof hoist and an octopus 
machine - a vacuum pump 
mounted on wheels with four 
large suction cups attached to 
a leverlike rotating arm. When 
the glass is firmly attached to 
the cups, the machine can 
remove the glass or set it in 
position. 

The opening of the exhibit 
coincided with the obsenvance 
of John Hancock Family Night 
at the Museum Sept. 18. Some 
3000 Hancock employees and 
their families attended the free 
evening of demonstrations, 
science shows, and a 
planeterium program. The 
event is a privilege of the 
company's Business Mem¬ 
bership in the Museum. 

The exhibit will remain 
through June.

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Motor oil's 
other function

You can't see the difference, 
but motor oil has changed 
significantly during the past 20 
years. Extended oil change 
intervals, smaller crankcase 
capacities and the higher 
operating temperatures of late- 
model engines have placed 
increased demands on oil. 

Today’s oil is somewhat like 
a doctor’s prescription, con¬ 
taining special Ingredients - 
called additives - that perform 
specific functions. An anti¬ 
wear agent, for example, 
provides emergency protection 
to engine components in case 
the oil film that prevents 
mctal-to-metal contact should 
momentarily break. 
Detergcnt-dispersents prevent 
dirt particles in the oil from 
clumping together to form 
sludge and block passages. 
They work by surrounding the 
almost invisible dirt particles 
with a shell of molecules. This 
action causes the imprisoned 
particles to repel one another. 

While oil still lubricates 
when it's hot, the higher the 
temperature, the faster the oil 
will tend to oxidize, or become 
permanently thicker. Today’s 
oils contain special oxidation 
inhibitors to prevent this from 


occurring, Rust and corrosion 
inhibitors are other oil 
ingredients. For every gallon 
of gasoline burned, about a 
gallon of water forms as 
steam. Most of the steam goes 
out the exhaust pipe. The 
portion remaining in the engine 
condenses to water, which in 
turn becomes acidic by the 
action of combustion gases. 
Water build-up is made even 
worse by short-trip driving. 

Were it not for rust and 
corrosion inhibitors, engine 
bearings would corrode, valve 
lifters would stick, and the 
result would be increased 
wear. 

Foam inhibitors are self- 
explanatory. Foam is the 
result of air being whipped into 
the oil by moving engine parts. 
It can lead to oil loss, hydraulic 
valve lifter noise, and im¬ 
proper cooling and lubrication 
of bearing surfaces. Foam 
inhibitors weaken air bubbles 
and cause them to break more 
readily. 

Additives, in the process of 
doing their job, lose their ef¬ 
fectiveness after a period of 
time, and to protect the engine, 
the oil should be changed. Your 
owner’s manual provides the 
best information on the oil 
change interval for your 
particular car.

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Smoke gets in your blood 


Smoke gets in your eyes. And 
your blood, too. 

A 30-month study of 29,000 
blood donors showed that 
smokers have excess amounts 
of carbon monoxide in their 
blood. The researchers from 
the Medical College of 
Wisconsin questioned the 
practice of transfusing blood 
from smoking donors to some 
patients. Tobacco smoking was 
the single most important 
factor leading to increased 
carbon monoxide levels. Other 
factors were car exhaust, 
occupation, and geographical 
residence. 

The study found that carbon 
monoxide levels correlated 
directly with the number of 
cigarettes an individual 
smoked. A pack-a-day smoker 
had carbon monoxide levels 
two to three times higher than 
did non-smokers. Unlike 
oxygen which is breathed in 
and out again in minutes, 
carbon monoxide-in the form of 
carboxy-hemoglobin—stays in 
the blood for hours. 

Other studies show there are 
increases in carbon monoxide 
levels in the blood of non- 


smokers wi/O are in the same 
room with smokers. With these 
raise levels of carbon 
monoxide in their blood, ex¬ 
perimental subjects have 
shown impared performance 
on psychomotor tests. These 
levels of carbon monoxide in 
the blood create stress for 
patients who already suffer 
from heart and lung diseases. 
Another study in St. Louis 
concluded that if smokigg were 
banned in that city it would 
lower carbon monoxide levels 
more than would the adoption 
of stringent car exhaust con¬ 
trols, specifically the in¬ 
stallation of catalytic con¬ 
verters. 

Americans light up more 
than 500 billion cigarettes 
every year. Half the carbon 
monoxide from this com¬ 
bustion goes directly into the 
smokers' lungs and blood¬ 
stream. The rest goes into the 
air we all breathe.

TIPS ON TERRARIUMS— 
Fall’s a good time to bring a 
touch of the outdoors into your 
home. Do this by making 
yourself a terrarium. A 
terrariun is nothing more than 
a glass or plastic container 
used for growing live plants. 
Inside this glassed-in garden 
are just perfect conditions for 
plant growth—humidity, 
temperature, and light, 
something you don’t find in 
your ultra-dry, overheated 
home or apartment. Many 
interesting plants can be grown 
in tliis miniature greenhouse. 

The main reason why plants 
grow so well is the humidity. It 
runs around 60 to 80 per cent, 
as compared to the low 12 per 
cent humidity often found in 
homes today. This is 8 to 11 per 
cent lower than the average 
amount of moisture found in 
tlie oven-like Sahara Desert in 
the summer time. 

It’s easy to make your own 
“bottle garden." First, select 
your container. It can be any 
kind of a glass jar, nr you can 
buy one of the fancy models 
from your local flower shop or 
department store. 

Start with the right soil mix, 
which can be purchased or 
made by yourself. A simple 
mix is one part each of sand, 
peat and loam. Soil must be 
loose and light, not heavy and 
soggy. Place a layer of char¬ 
coal or pebbles on the bottom, 
then a 2 inch layer of your soil. 
Plants that go into the 
terrarium can be selected from 


the woods, or purchased from a 
florist. No law says you can’t 
mix the two. But one caution: 
don’t mix moisture-loving 
plants (such as African 
Violets) with desert types such 
as cactus which take almost 
100 per cent sand ahd only tiny 
amounts of moisture. 

Use a little imagination and 
gather little pieces of bark, 
pieces of twigs, lichens, moss, 
pieces of mirror for a lake, 
surrounded by small colorful, 
tiny bridges or figurines. Vent 
your terrarium from time to 
time, simply by leaving a 
plastic top or glass pane off. 
This prevents moisutre from 
gathering on the sides and 
shutting off the view. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
“Please tell us how to store 
herbs. We raised a lot of them 
this year." 

Ans: Dried herbs can be tied 
in bunches by their stems and 
placed in blown paper bags to 
separate the varieties. After 5 
to 6 weeks of such storing, they 
will be crisp, dry and ready for 
processing. Remove the leaves 
by rolling the bags in your 
hands and lightly squeezing 
them. When all the leaves have 
fallen to the bottom of the bag, 
remove by taking as few little 
bits of stems and foreign 
matter as you can. Store the 
cleaned leaves in air-tight 
containers. The woody stems 
left over can be saved to be tied 
into bundles to be used as 
fragrant kindliV\g_ ip the 
fireplace.

Autumn trip 
through Vermont 


Autumn in Vermont is more 
than a time of year; it’s a 
special experience. 

To help you make the most of 
this experience, the American 
Automobile Association 
suggests a 377-mile foliage tour 
through this state where 
autumn colors are most 
spectacular. Vermont has an 
abundance of sugar maples 
which add the very brightest 
colors to hillside panoramas. 

The first week in October is 
the best time to drive this 
route. But foliage colors begin 
the end of September in nor¬ 
thern and central areas, while 
the southern section from 
Bennington to Brattleboro 
often maintains good color up 
to mid-October. 

AAA recommends that you 
allow three days for leisurely 
driving around Vermont and 
coming back through New 
Hampshire. 

Interstate Routes 93 and 89 
bring you to the Vermont 
border at White River Junction 
by-pass. Leave the 
superhighway here and Join 
U.S. 4 west. 

Suddenly, the highway 
bridges Quechee Gorge, a 
steep ravine, its sides dotted 
with colored leaves. Farther 
along, U.S. 4 becomes the main 
street of Woodstock, one of the 
most attractive villages in New 
England. 

Pull up at the Woodstock 
Green, get out of your car, and 
walk along the main road and 
the river road past handsome 
j old homes. Walk across the 
new Covered Bridge. 


Leave Woodstock on U.S. 4 
and turn south on Route 100A to 
visit the little village of 
Plymouth, now being restored. 

It is the birthplace and home of 
Calvin Coolidge, and where he 
received the oath of office as 
President from his father. The 
historic sites are open 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. (to Oct. 14). 

Return to U.S. 4 and continue 
west to Rutland. Fall’s red, 
yellow, and orange moun¬ 
tainsides are occasionally 
scarred by webs of ski trails. 

Follow U.S. 7 south along the 
Battenkill River, with Green 
Mountain slopes on the east 
and the Taconic Range on the 
west. You may wish to drive up 
Mt. Equinox, which offers a 
magnificent view of the 
Taconic Range. 

Continue south on U.S. 7 to 
Route 9 in Bennington. An 
excellent museum and a tall 
monument (with elevator) 
from which views are ex¬ 
tensive are entertaining stops 
here. 

Then drive east over 
Hogback Mountain on the 
scenic Molly Stark Trail to the 
Brattleboro by-pass and return 
home on Route 9 to Keane, 12 to 
Fitzwllllam, 119 through 
Rindge (site of the Cathedral of 
the Pines, an international 
shrine) to Concord, and Route 2 
to Boston.

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Fire prevention: 
a burning issue 


Most Americans have been 
exposed to the danger of fire at 
least once in their lives. For 
some it may have been as 
trivial as the sudden blazing of 
a book of matches. For others, 
it was the sound of sirens in the 
nighttime, heralding the tragic 
burning of a neighborhood 
home or business. 

As the nation prepares for 
the observance of Fire 
Prevention Week - October 6-12 
- the Insurance Information 
Institute warns that, un¬ 
fortunately, there is always a 
next time where fire is con¬ 
cerned. Next time, we may not 
be so lucky. 

Fire is a horror. On the 
average, some 32 Americans 
lose their lives in fire each day. 
For the nearly 1,156 who are 
injured by fire daily, there will 
always be the memories of 
those minutes of fear, of the 
wonder that they escaped the 
blaze or of relatives or friends 
whom fire claimed as victims. 

A tragic part of the toll in 
human lives is that most fires 
are inexcusable, preventable 
accidents caused by 
carelessness and-or ignorance. 
Fire kills mainly the old or the 
very young. Last year children 
of age four and under ac¬ 
counted for almost one-quarter 
of all deaths from fire, while 
persons 65 and over accounted 
for nearly half the fire 
fatalities. 

What causes building fires? 
The main cause is electrical 
wiring, motors and appliances. 
Electrical ignition caused 18.2 
per cent of the total building 


fires in 1972. The second most 
frequent cause is misused or 
defective heating and cooking 
equipment. In this category, 
chimneys, flues, hot ashes and 
coals, combustibles near 
heaters and defective-misused 
equipment accounted for 17.3 
per cent of residential fires. 

Another serious cause of 
fires, often with especially 
tragic results, is children 
playing with matches or fire. 
In 1972, 69,200 fires were 
caused by children. Other 
causes of building fires range 
from lightning and spon¬ 
taneous ignition to rubbish 
fires, smoking-related blazes, 
gas fires and explosi 
ns, and fires due to explosions 
from fireworks and explosives. 

The Institute offers the 
following steps that can be 
helpful in saving lives and 
reducing property losses which 
reached an all-time high of $2.6 
billion in 1973: 

— Develop and rehearse a 
family escape plan in your 
home in the event of fire.

What to do with that 
green tomato surplus 


Home gardeners with a 
surplus of green tomatoes need 
not lose the race with the frost, 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture (MDA) points 
out this week. 

Green tomatoes can be used 
. in many ways, the most 
common being as green tomato 
relish or old-fashioned pic¬ 
calilli. But how much relish 
can one family consume? 

That may depend upon the 
available supply of canning 
jars and tops, says the MDA. 
Some supplies are available, 
but finding them may be touch. 
The jar industry has admitted 
to falling far behind the current 
demand. 

The fact is that green 
tomatoes, picked when nearly 
mature, will keep rather a long 
time when stored between 55 
and 60 degrees...and will in¬ 
deed ripen slowly. If you save 
only those free of blemishes, 
and hold them at a constant 
temperature - not below 55 - 
and inspect them weekly - 
you'll get a surprising number 
of ripe tomatoes as time goes 
on. 

Keeping them at higher 
temperatures will ripen them 
faster. 

Fried green tomatoes are an 
excellent dish. Slice tomatoes a 
little less than half-an-inch, 
dredge in flour or bread 
crumbs, and fry in a bit of fat 
until brown. Season to taste - 
and enjoy! 

Pickled tomatoes have their 
devotees, too, and they need no 
canning. What they do need is a 
large crock with a cover, and 
someone about two generations 
back with a good old-fashioned 
recipe. Most modern 
cookbooks ignore this old world 
delicacy, so you'll have to find 
your own sources. Salt, strong 
vinegar, garlic and spices all 
get into the act, with the 
finished product much akin to 


the pickle barrel in the old 
general store. 

Regardless of how you use 
them, says the MDA, tomatoes 
must be picked before the first 
frost. Frost damage shows up 
as water-soaked areas, with 
skin no longer firm and shiny. 

Tomato farmers in central 
and western Massachusetts 
suffered some frost loss last 
week. Areas nearer the coast 
fared better, and many home 
gardeners are still ripening 
their tomatoes on the vine.

Apples from Bay State or¬ 
chards are in heavy supply this 
week, with prices reasonable. 
Macs, Cortlands, Opalescents 
and Red Gravensteins 
predominate. Green cabbage 
continues ample, with prices 
low; green sweet peppers 
abound, and native squashes - 
buttercup, butternut, 
DesMoines and turban - are in 
good supply. Pumpkins from 
Massachusetts farms arrive in 
heavy supply daily.

Louis A. Webster, former 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
for Massachusetts, died in 
California last week on his 80th 
birthday. Bom and raised in 
Bluckstone, Mass., he lived in 
Stoneham in his later years, 
moving to California on his 
retirement in 1965. Former 
Director of the MDA Division 
of Markets as well as the 
Division of Fairs, garden 
editor of the Boston Sunday 
Advertiser, and a radio per¬ 
sonality in his own right, he 
was well-known to all in 
agriculture.

A major exhibit of the 
original photogravure im¬ 
pressions of E. S. Curtis' 
monumental study of the 
American Indian will be 
featured at Boston's First 
International Photo Show, 
opening October 31 at the 
Commonwealth Pier.

New guessing game 
at the meat counter

Shopping for meat, a difficult 
task at best for the past year or 
two, seems to have become 
infinitely tougher (no pun 
intended) now that all the cuts 
have different names. Con¬ 
sumers study the tags to 
discover what a cut was 
"formerly called,” make a 
tentative identification, then 
often find their choice has been 
cut differently. 

But the new meat identity 
program will benefit everyone 
in the long run, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA), because 
everyone - customers, retailers 
and meat packers alike - will 
be talking about precisely the 
same thing. 

Up to now, the same cut of 
meat could have a different 
name in different states, and 
even in different sections of the 
same state. 

The new program, launched 
nationwide by the meat in¬ 
dustry last fall, reduces more 
than 1,000 different names to 
315 standard cuts and stan¬ 
dardized descriptions for beef, 
pork, lamb and veal. 


The meat identity standards 
are being adopted by in¬ 
dividual states. Massachusetts 
put the program into effect last 
November, and the labels are 
now appearing statewide. 

Both trade and public will 
benefit, and consumers will 
soon realize that considerable 
confusion as well as possible 
deception has been eliminated, 
says the MDA. 

All names now are in three 
parts, describing ( 1 ) the type 
of meat; (2) the primal section 
from which the cut is derived; 
and (3)', the retail name. 

MDA offers a list of all cuts 
and their former names 
without charge upon request. 
Write to "Meat Names," Mass. 
Dept, of Agriculture, 100 
Cambridge St., Boston, 02202, 
enclosing a stamped self- 
addressed envelope for your 
copy. 

As long as we can still afford 
to shop at the meat counter, 
familiarity with the labeling 
will go a long way toward 
saving money and getting 
satisfaction.

Three years ago 
Osco Drug broke with tradition 
and was the first major drug 
chain to post the prices of 102 of 
die most frequently prescribed 
dru u .- representing over 40 per 
cent of all prescriptions 
dispensed, in all 178 phar¬ 
macies in 17 states. This policy 
was based on the conviction 
-.at the price of prescriptions 
is information that Osco 
patients have the right to know 
and compare.

If you know you will 
be out of town for any reason on 
election day and have no 
definite address to which an 
absentee ballot may be sent in 
advance, you may apply for an 
absentee ballot and vote at 
your city or town hall in person 
any time prior to election day. 


VFW opposed 
to Ford offer 
of amnesty 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the U.S. said it has learned 
"with extreme regret" of the 
President’s Executive Order 
offering amnesty to "Those 
who disobeyed the laws of the 
land. Over seven million men 
answered their country's call 
during the Vietnam War and 
more than two and a half 
million served honorably 
overseas. 

"The V.F.W. firmly believes 
that the President's action does 
a gross injustice to those who 
served honorably, those who 
died and received wounds, 
those who were for so long 
imprisoned and underwent 
torture,” said the VFW 
statement. ‘‘We, like the 
President, do not want 
revenge. We are for leniency 
when called for. We have 
compassion if deserved. All we 
ask for is justice. Let those who 
wish to return do so within the 

amework of our judicial 

r stem. Courts have shown 
leniency and compassion. 
Those who have already 
returned have been shown 
mercy - some escaping any 
form of punishment Why set 
up a new and complicated 
review system when thee is a 
workable system of Justice in 
our country? Why provide jobs 
for those who would not serve 
when the unemployment rate 
for the young Vietnam veteran 
is over 10 percent? Why give 
amnesty to such a small 
number of men when such a 
large number served well? The 
V.F.W. does not believe that 
this action taken today will 
heal any wounds, but, more 
likely will widen further the rift 
which splits our nation. 

"With the President showing 
such concern for so few, we 
would hope that he would show 
a little more concern for those 
veterans attending school 
under the GI Bill and approve 
the 23 percent coat of living 
increase, granted by Congress, 
so that they may meet in¬ 
creased costs," the VKW 
concluded.

Mrs. A. P. R., of Medfield shares with us her original 
recipe for: 

APPLE BUTTERSCOTCH CAKE 

3 cups unsifted all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup (2 sticks) margarine, softened 

2 cups granulated sugar 

3 eggs 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

4 cup orange Juice 

2 cups finely chopped pared apple 
tv cup chopped walnuts 
TOPPING: 
tv cup margarine 

4 cup firmly packed light brown sugar 

2 teaspoons milk 

In large bowl of electric mixer, cream margarine and 
sugar until light and fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time beating 
well after each addition. Combine flour, baking soda, salt, 
baking powder and set aside. Add to mixture the orange 
juice and dry ingredients (beginning and ending with dry 
ingredients) beating well. Fold in pared chopped apples and 
walnuts. Pour batter into a greased and floured 10 x 4 inch 
bundt par. or 10-inch angel cake pan and bake in preheated 
325 degree oven for 1 hour and 20 minutes or until cake 
tester comes out dry. Place cake in pan on wire rack for 15 
minutes and prepare butterscotch topping: In small 
saucepan, stirring constantly, bring margarine, light 
brown sugar and milk to a boil and boil for 2 minutes. Turn 
cake out onto a cake rack and spoon topping over warm 
cake (if you place a sheet of waxed paper under cake rack 
you can catch the topping drippings and re-spoon them over 
the top and down the sides of the cake). 

Being the lucky recipient of a friend’s excellent Man- 
delbread, 1 asked for and received the recipe-her mother’s, 
with its many variations. Here it is: 

MOTHER LANDSMAN’S 
MANDELBREAD 
4 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

3 eggs 

V* teaspoon salt 
3 teaspoons baking powder 

3 cups all purpose flour 

4 teaspoon lemon Juice and or vanilla extract 
tv cup crushed nuts 

In large bowl of electric mixer cream shortening, 
flavorings and sugar, beat well. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating well until mixture is light and fluffy. Combine 
baking powder, salt and flour and gradually beat Into 
mixture until all ingredients are well blended. Fold in 
crushed nuts. Spoon out onto lighUy greased cookie sheets 
in 2-inch wide strips. Sprinkle lightly with cinnamon und 
sugar mature and bake in 350 degree oven 25-30 minutes 
until golden. Cool and then slice thinly. VARIATIONS: In 
final mixing stage, the following may be added separately 
or in mixed combinatios: grated lemon rind, chopped, 
pared apple, raisins, chopped almonds, maraschino 
cherries or coconut ,

The fall bride

Emma's of Dedham is a woman's apparel 
shop on High Street, specializing In bridal 
gowns and dresses for the entire bridal party. 

As you visit the store on a Saturday 
morning, there Is a constant hum of activity. 
First you enter the dress shop with its racks of 
casual as well as after five clothes and a 
complete accessory department. Stepping 
down to another level is the bridal area and in 
the center of the room a group of young 
excited bridesmaids await their turn as a 
gown. Three fitting rooms are occupied 
with young brides and their mothers. 

What is the secret of this successful shop 
that is surely off the beaten track, yet attracts 
customers from all over New England? The 
secret of Emma's is the lady herself, at¬ 
tractive Emma Shapiro. 

Hovering like a queen bee overseeing all 
operations, she is beautifully groomed, her 
steel gray hair swept up into a neat chignon. 
With clients as well as personnel, she has a 
way of caring that is sincere. 

A mothei in one of the fitting rooms calls 
out a greeting and Emma steps inside to 
demonstrate how the train should be hooked 
to specially placed loops to allow for walking 
and dancing ease after the ceremony. The 
bride's mother smilingly complains that this 
is her third bride in three years to ride all the 
way from Somerville for fittings and that now 
Emma will have to wait for her grandchildren 
to become brides. 

How did Emma gain a reputation of 
unusual bridal fashions and service? "First of 
all," she states simply, "it’s because of the 
personal touch. I'm very fussy about how a 
customer looks when she walks out of here, 
and I try to give each one my personal at¬ 
tention. Also, we sell gowns that are average 
in price-though we do carry some of the 
bigger name designers, we cater mostly to 
those who are shopping with a budget in 
mind.” 

As we tour the store, which has 30 em¬ 
ployees, Emma states that many of her 
"girls” have been with her for as long as she's 
been in business. "We’re all like a family; the 
girls who work here have one desire, and that 
is to help every woman feel right and 
beautiful.” 


Working closely with her husband who 
oversees the office, Emma speaks with pride 
of the many friendships she has been blessed 
with through the years. Of next door 
neighbors who cut the grass and shoveled the 
snow when her husband was ill and bedridden 


and she was running the dress shop from their 
tiny home, 
stayed by her side. 

Ten seamstresses are kept busy with 
alterations. As we visit them briefly, there is 
much happy chatter and approval of a bridal 
gown that has been completed, a lovely 
hooded gown given a touch of glamour with 
the addition of a narrow banding of soft white 
fur around the hood, sleeves and hem. 

It would be natural to expect a certain 
tenseness in a store that deals with the 
deadline production of wedding apparel, but 
all was lighthearted and very much in con¬ 
trol, because, as Emma commented, 
"Everything is run in a highly organized 
manner...it has to be." 

Have there been changes in bridal 
fashions? "Definitely," said Emma, "and it 
all goes along with the way girls are dressing. 
Softer fashions with more freedom. Today's 
brides want their comfort. They refuse to 
wear long line bras or torsolettes and so we 
show more of the empire look. You see the 
softly draped bodice rather than the long line 
cinched in look or bustline darts. 

"And fabrics also have changed. You still 
get the girl who has dreamed all her life of 
wearing a Cinderella type bouffant gown, and 
we have these on hand, but inost girls today 
ask for softer fabrics such as Maracaine and 
Qiana. Gowns made of these new fabrics 
can be ,w6m again and again, accessorized 
with Jewelry, furs or a brightly embroidered 
stole.” 

How does a bride choose her gown? "We 
have 200 sample gowns ranging from size 6 
up. Generally, a girl has a pretty good idea of 
the kind of gown she’s interested in and there 
are styles to suit all ages, from 16 to those in 
their 60’s. Yes,” smiles Emma, "we've had 
brides over 60 who dressed in white and were 
as radiantly beautiful as young girls. After 
all, if a big wedding has always been her 
dream, it's perfectly acceptable that she have 
one.” 

Flowers have changed. Many fall-winter 
brides prefer some color in their bouquets- 
the bride whose attendants will be wearing 
pink and garnet gowns will often have pink 
and garnet flowers in the center of her white 
bouquet. Muffs with tiny bouquets pinned in 
the center are also popular this time of year. 

As for bridal gown lengths, every length 
is available-from floor length to cathedral 
length. Some girls love the long lace mantilla 
and double tiered mantilla and those with 
long hair prefer the tiny caps or flattering 
cloche hat. 

Mothers of the bride and groom are no 
longer caught up in the “one color" rule of 


years ago. "Today," says Emma, “as long as 
the colors are compatible, mothers dress in 
colors that are flattering to them." 

Are weddings going out of style? Emma 
is most emphatic: "Oh no, if anything, there 


is more traditionalism at the wedding 
ceremony than ever before when it comes to 
fashion. Though wedding gowns are less 
sophisticated, they're more romantic, and 
that’s very nice.” 


Across the kitchen counter 


Ask the working woman about the kind of 
recipes she would like more of, and the an¬ 
swer, without hesitation, is bound to be 
“quick foods." This is understandable ... one 
of the most difficult times of day is when 
everyone's hungry and there’s a mad dash to 
get dinner on the table. 

Short of hiring a cook, it’s up to the 
homemaker to produce speedy, nutritious 
meals that show a spark of imagination while 
at the same time she’s expected to keep a 
watchful eye on an already strained budget. 

To the resale, wonderful one-pot entrees such 
as one-pot stew, skillet combinations or 
casseroles. Most of these dishes can be 
partially prepared ahead of time and 
reheated just before serving. Occasionally 
these recipes involve using cheaper cuts of 
meat and meal-stretchers such as macaroni 
or rice. 

It's also a good idea to plan a series of 
meals around something that happens to be a 
good seasonal buy such as chicken, turkey or 
lamb.

For example, when turkey's on call for 
the second and third time around, just a little 
imagination plus a few ingredients can turn 
the ordinary into the extraordinary. The 
following Turkey Skillet Stew takes around 30 
minutes to prepare, and the entire family is 
sure to applaud the outcome! 

TURKEY SKILLET STEW 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 small green pepper, coarsely chopped 
4 cup coarsely chopped onion 
4 cup thinly sliced celerv 

3 cups chicken broth (bouillon cubes can be 
used) 

V? teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

V: cup regular raw rice 
24 cups cooked turkey, cut in chunks 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 Jar (4 ox.) plmlento, drained and 
chopped (optional) 

Melt butter or margarine in large skillet. 
Add green pepper, onion and celery; saute 


about 1 minute. Add chicken broth, salt and 
pepper. Bring the mixture to a boil; add rice, 
cover and simmer for 10 minutes. Stir in 
pimiento and turkey; simmer 15 minutes 
longer. Mix cornstarch with 1 tablespoon 
water; add to stew. Correct seasoning. Bring 
to a boil again and serve immediately. Makes 
6 servings.

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Chile plans 
monument 
to women

The Chilean military government even is planning to 
construct a national monument to the women of Chile for 
their role in the overthrow of the leftwing government of 
President Salvador Allende one year ago. 

You were the first to raise the voice of alarm against 
Marxism, military junta leader Gen. Augusto Pinochet 
said recently in paying tribute to his government’s most 
vocal and enthusiastic supporters. 

Chilean women, long admired in South America for their 
beauty and brains, showed during the three years o' the 
Allende regime that they also had courage. 

The women first showed their spunk towards the end of 
1971 when shortages began forcing housewives to stand in 
long lines Lr hours to obtain a handful of basic food items. 

That was when supermarkets and stores began 
displaying crude signs that said "there is nothing of 
anything.” 

On Dec. 1,1971, the largest feminine demonstration ever 
seen in Santiago occurred with the "March of the Emntv 
Pots." 

Tens of thousands of women of all ages, social status and 
pol tical beliefs marched on downtown Santiago banging 
spoons on empty pots. 

Supporters of the Allende government threw rocks and 
potatoes stuck with razor blades and safety pins at 
themarching women. 

The violence left 99 persons, mostly women, injured and 
the government was forced to declare a state of emergency 
in Santiago. 

Every night for the following month, exactly at 10 p.m., 
the clamor of women banging on empty pots would spread 
through the vast Santiago metropolitan area. 

Allende supporters, furious, would turn up the volume on 
their television and stereo sets to drown out the din. 

On June 27,1973, a lone Chilean woman forced the Allende 
government to declare another state of emergency in 
Santiago by merely showing her tongue. 

She was Mrs. Alejandrina Cox, a gracious, middle-aged 
woman who stuck her tongue out at the then commander-in- 
chief of the army, Gen. Arturo Prats. 

The act enraged Prats who drew his revolver and fired a 
shot into the woman's car. The leftwing press the next day 
called the incident a "Fascist attempt against Prats” while 
the opposition newspapers headlined "Gen. Prats Sparks 
Incident." 

On Aug. 21, 1973, some 300 wives of army officers mar¬ 
ched on the Prats home in Santiago to protest Prats' sup¬ 
port of Allende, a longtime, close friend of the general. 

Prats resigned two days later as commander of the army 
as a result of the women's demonstration in front of his 
home. 

Scores of thousands of women throughout Chile took to 
the streets again on Sept. 6, five days before the coup, to 
demand Allende’s resignation. It was the largest feminine 
demonstration in the history of Chile. 

That same day, a group of women sent congressional 
leaders a letter saying that if the congress did not remove 
Allende from office in one week, “we shall be forced to be at 
the doors of the armed forces to save the nation.” 

By then, small groups of women began flinging kernels of 
corn and clucking like chickens at top military officers 
arriving at Santiago’s defense ministry. 

The military acted five days later, Sept. 11, 1973. 

Junta member Gen. Gustavo Leigh, commander of the 
air force, said recently the military government was 
studying plans to build a monument to Chilean women 
“whose conduct should be an example to the men of Chile." 


Pesticide usage 
on decline 


Contrary to popular belief, pesticide 
usage in the United States has declined by 
about one-third in the last 10 years. 

That’s the finding of Dr. Gerald A. 
Carlson, North Carolina State University 
economist, who has just completed a detailed 
analysis of the situation. 

Earlier reports indicated that pesticide 
sales have risen about 15 percent annually in 
recent years. 

However, Dr. Carlson says the increased 
dollar value of pesticides manufactured left a 
false impression that pesticide usage was on 
the rise. 

"Increased exports, a shift to higher- 
priced pesticides, and large purchases of 
herbicides by the Defense Department 
concealed the real trend," he adds. 

Carlson's study shows a big decline in the 
use of pesticides occurred in this country 
between 1965 and 1970, with the largest drop 
being in insecticide usage. Herbicides or 
weed killers increased some, while 
fungicides—used for plant disease control- 
remained about the same. 

The economist believes prices were a 
major factor behind the decline in use of 
insecticides.

Whether the cause may be their 
durability or their versatility, sweaters have 
swept back into fashion on a wave that 
threatens to engulf all other kinds of dressing. 
Whether it be the separate sweater vest or the 
glitter evening sweater dress, there's no 
occasion for which a sweater won't do in this 
fall’s wardrobe. 

Sweaters go to the supermarket or to 
class; to office and to dimer in town af¬ 
terwards. It goes with any kind of pants - 
jeans, tailored or pyjama - and nothing looks 
prettier with the new longer, fuller skirts than 
a softly fitting sweater. 

To start with sweater jackets, last year's 
bulky look has been slimmed down this fall. 
Typical is Barbara Hodes' tunic zip front 
jacket with textured but not bulky cabling, 
ribbed knit front, round collar, hem and 
sleeve edges. 

Turn the jacket idea into a front-buttoned, 
short-sleeves little shrug of a sweater in flat, 
fine Creslan knit, give it accent banding in 
pencil stripes and you have one of fall's 
favorite tops for casual pants. That's Matcli 
II’s sweatering for youth. Label 4 Jrs. likes 
the button-front as a sweater-shirt, soft and 
easy. 

Great idea for cooler weather ahead is the 
Scandinavian ski sweater translated into fine 
Creslan knit and a citified color scheme of 
spruce, teal, melon and tan in its mix of 
stripes and bands of geometric figures. 


Trisha Sayad’s version for Offspring zips 
it up for a close fit, gives it solid-green sleeves 
and a soft but snug hood with a drawstring to 
tie in a bow. 

Another of Offspring's hooded sweaters is 
a fine-knit Creslan pullover in beige, the hood 
drapable as cowl or collar. Wear as is with a 
skirt for day, add a belt and jeweled pin for 
dressing up. 

This dress-up kind of sweatering is new, 
and it comes in other versions, such as the 
layering of a white crepe shirt with a block- 
check vest in beige and white, plus a beige 
cardigan. Of course, the shirt, too, can be a 
knit, so the whole outfit is in sweatery pieces. 
Look for unusual touches, such as yokes knit 
with a lacier stitch than the body, big sleeves 
ending in deep, fitted, ribbed cuffs, and tucks 
to accent yokes or shape waistlines. 

In fact, there’s seldom been so many 
versions of sweater-dressing, what with all 
the classics back on the scene, the sweater 
styles from the 1930s and 1940s, and the new 
ideas such as the sweatshirt turned into 
sweater tops of glitter knit for evening outfits.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Let's hear it from the 
other side of the sales counter. 

Clerks in department and specialty stores 
have their complaints too. The customer 
apparently isn’t always right. I gather this 
from the mail received after this column 
chided salespeople who knot in comers to talk 
while a shopper waits, who disappear into a 
stock room and don’t emerge, whose writing 
on sales slips is illegible except for the 
amount of purchase. 

The annoyed readers countercharge that 
some customers are simply more than human 
patience can bear. 

They write of the “just looking” type, ob¬ 
viously not really a buyer, but using up a 
saleswoman’s time just the same. 

They chide the customer who insists on 
trying on practically everything in sight, or 
tries to and finally decides she wants 
something which comes only in junor sizes 
"while she's a generous size 18." 

Then there is the in-a-hurry shopper who on 
lunch hour or coffee break decides, for 
example that she wants a dozen pairs of 
stockings or other necessities, the clerk finds 
only half a dozen in stock, asks to be excused 
to check the stockroom, returns to find the 
customer gone. “It does take a little time to 
walk to and from the stockroom,” wrote one 
annoyed clerk. 

Lack of courtesy on the part of customers in 
another gripe. Clerk says, "May I help you?” 
and gets for reply a look of disdain or in some 
instances the observation, "I'd rather have a 
man help me." 

Clerks after a while recognize the repeat 
customer who’s rude, nagging and over¬ 
bearing —and they learn to shy away from 
the "pain in the neck." 

Readers write that customers should 
realize clerks are people too, that their duties 
are more than selling. They also take in¬ 
ventories and clean and straighten stock after 
customers "who seem to enjoy mussing up 
shelves and racks.” 


Sometimes I wonder," writes one, "how 
they keep their homes. Neat as a pin? Or 
looking like a disaster area?” 

As for my challenge of handwriting on sales 
slips, salespeople answer that they don’t have 
time to show they were perfect in school 
penmanship. But as for the figures being 
clear, said one, "I don’t want our computer to 
chew me out.” 

There’s the complaint about the late 
shoppers. They duck in just before a sotre 
closes, start trying on, and are there 20 
minutes past closing time while the poor clerk 
who's tired and has aching feet misses her 
regular bus and as a result will have little 
time with her family that evening.

Nature's 

Ways

One would think that what 
may be the world’s most 
successful dragonfly could tell 
the difference between a 
temporary pool and an 
automobile roof. 

However, female globe¬ 
trotter dragonflies have been 
zipping around parking lots in 
recent days, occasionally 
touching automobile tops with 
the tip of their abdomins. The 
insect lays a small cluster of 
yellow eggs, perhaps 25 eggs, 
each time it taps on the car 
roof. 

Strange things are hap¬ 
pening in the maternity field 
these days. However, no one 
suposes that the globe-trotter 
has adopted birth control, even 
though the eggs deposited on 
car roofs will never hatch. The 
assumption is that the insect is 
responding to the glistening 
light from the car roof and 
equating it to the reflected light 
from temporary water pools 
with which it is familiar. 

If you came in late, the 
dragonfly is that rather large 
insect that zips around over 
ponds and fields and usually Is 
referred to as a snake doctor, a 
devil's darnihg needle, or other 
. regional nicknames. In some 
areas they even are called 
airplane flies. 

The globe-trotter (Pantala 
flaveseens) is unusual in 
having a common name. Most 
of the dragonflies, and there 
are thousands of species, never 
got beyond the Greek or Latin 
scientific names that scientists 
have tagged upon them. 

Christopher Leahy, New 
England naturalist and a 
Massachusetts Audubon in¬ 
ternational tour guide, has 
spent much of the summer 
scouting out the distribution of 
dragonfly species in the six- 
state region. He called at¬ 
tention to the globe-trotter egg- 
laying boo-boo. 

To help in identification of 
the globe-trotters, Leahy 
describes the insect as having 
a three-inch-long bright gold 
body, brick-red eyes, and a 
four-inch span of clear wings. 
The globe-trotter is the only 
dragonfly that has been found 
on every land mass, including 
Australia. 

At this season, the North 
American globe-trotters are 
migrating south, much as the 
migratory birds. Although 
several insects migrate, in¬ 
cluding other species of 
dragonflies, the globe-trotter is 
peculiarly adapted to riding air 
currents. Its broad hind-wings 
give it soaring lift which can 
take advantage of the North 
wind. 

Since it is a predatory insect, 
the globe-trotter can make the 
southern journey with all the 
refinements of Pullman ac¬ 
commodations. While aloft, it 
can lunch on other flying in¬ 
sects. Thus, it is not unusual to 
see globe-trotter dragonflies 
flitting across Bermuda in the 
fall, One may assume that 
some of them made the 
overwater trip from New 
England or Nova Scotia. 

Globe-trotter eggs which 
were lucky enough to land on a 
temporary pond, rather than a 
car roof, hatch in less than two 
weeks. The larvae spend a 
couple winters and a summer 
snapping up young mosquitoes 
and the like, and then become 
adult dragonflies.

N.A.A. Lions defeat Waltham

Halfbacks Peter Maples and Peter 
Nathanson led unbeaten Newton South to a 14-

The plane 
really did land in Philadelphia 
and the team that smotherd 
and smashed the Eagles was 
really Temple, though the 
resemblance to Texas didn't 
end with the Tand the e. 

If the Longhorns had beaten 
B.C. two weeks ago while 
allowing the Eagles to look 
good on offense, Temple 
allowed nothing of the sort in 
its 34-7 manhandling of the 
visitors in a game that was 
nicknamed revenge. 

Boston College, beaten 
thoroughly by Texas and then 
taking a week off to 
recuperate, was really starting 
the season again and it looked 
it. 

The Eagles ran into a mad 
football team, one that was 1-fl 
and riding a nine-game win¬ 
ning streak, plus coming off a 
9-1 season with most of the 
pieces intact. 

Temple was angry, though, 
for two reasons. One being that 
no-one thought the Owls were 
good enough to be considered 
with Penn State, Bostoon 
College and Pitt, among 
others, as one of the East 
Indies, one of the top in¬ 
dependent clubs in the East. 

The second was more 
tangible. The Owls wanted to 
blast the daylights out of the 
Eagles because that was 
exactly what the Eagles had 
done to them last year, 45-0, to 
spoil an otherwise perfect 
year. 

No one, however, expected 
Temple to really do it since the 
team had only beaten BC once 
in 11 other tries. 

There are, though, a number 
of people who believe it now, 
not the least of them being the 
12,282 nuts who sat through 
balmy (that’s balmy as in the 


English version, meaning 
crazy) weather, which 
alternated between a sun 
shower, clear skies, and a 
monsoon. 

BC, which at least had the 
talent to rush and throw for 
over 400 yards against Texas, 
couldn't move the soggy 
pigskin at all against Temple. 

Temple, meanwhile, was 
having the time of its life on 
offense, with Steve Joachim, 
who once spent two years on 
the Penn State bench before 
transferring, hurling three 
touchdown passes and bat¬ 
tering the BC secondary for 21 
completions in 33 tries for 205 
yards. 

Joachim is reputed to be a 
first-rate candidate for All- 
American this fall. He looked 
ready to bypass that honor and 
try for All-World, instead. 

Temple was up 7-0 after the 
first quarter, 24-7 at the half 
and had already reached the 
final margin by the end of the 
third quarter. 

"The kids played super, 
probably better than they know 
how,” said Owl coach Wayne 
Hardin, ex of Navy, who has 
been trying desperately to 
have someone notice his 
football program. 

"This probably was the 
biggest game I’ve ever been 
associated with," he added. 

It depends who you were, of 
course, BC coach Joe Yukica, 
who now heads a fairly highly 
touted club with an 0-2 mark, 
wasn't as sure of its historic 
significance. 

"I have no excuses,” he said. 
"We just didn't play a football 
game out there today." 

Not much of one, anyway. All 
the stats belonged to Temple. 

Henry Hynoski, the Owls’ 
bull back, topped the rushers 
with 138 yards for a 6.9 average 
and scored a touchdown. 

Howie Harris, a player who 
has seen little action in a 
Temple uniform, raced for 68 
yards and a super 9.8 yards per 
attempt. 

And where was Boston 
College's super back Mike 


Esposito? Flat on his back 
much of the day, actually. 

Esposito gained 34 yards in 
12 , carries, 2.8 yards per at¬ 
tempt. 

Fullback Keith Barnette, 
who plays in Espo's shadow, 
had a much bigger day with 64 
yards, a 5.3 average, and the 
Eagles' only touchdown on a 
one-yard burst. 

Quarterback Mike Kruczek, 
whose stats of nine-for-15 didn’t 
look bad, but didn’t exactly 
move the club, still looks like 


the man B.C. will stay with in 
the near future. 

“I would go with Kruczek 
again,” said Yukica. "There 
was more than him that went 
wrong on that field." 

Yep. Just about everything. 
+ + + 

Philadelphia Bulletin 
columnist Jim Bamiak made 
the succinct and apt analogy 
frustrated BC fans have been 
searching for for years to 
describe their team. 

Barniak noted that the 


Eagles were the Oscar 
Bonavena of eastern college 
football, which boils down to 
them being a team in the way 
of anyone seeking to be champ, 
themselves just this much 
away from the top, but 
someone who you should beat 
on your way to prominence. 

For all those who have had 
their hopes dashed again this 
year, it isn’t much consolation. 
They would just like to win one 
of those big encounters 
themselves one of these days.

PARIS — Many Americans have fallen in love wilh 
Paris but few have ecome part of its fashion world. One 
who has is Vicky Ticl, a doe-eyed young woman with long, 
dark hair. She even has her own little fashion comer of 
Paris, the Vicky Tiel boutique, snuggled into one corner of 
an old courtyard on the Rue Bonaparte off St Germain, 

How did a girl from Chevy Chase, Maryland make the 
Paris scene? "I always wanted to design, so of course I 
went to Parsoas School of Design in New York, While there, 
I went to Paris on a summer school trip, and I knew I would 
have to come back." 

Vicky's idea was to get a job, however humble, in a 
couture house where she could learn the fashion arts from 
picking up pins to perhaps, one day, being allowed to do 
some designi g. 

"Instead, I met some movie people and found myself 
doing the costumes for 'What’s New Pussycat?’ I landed 
smack into the middle of a career instead of an ap¬ 
prenticeship." 

Vicky did so well on her first movie that she was offered 
one of those Hollywood contracts you can't resist, and she 
left Paris for the palm trees of Beverly Hills. 

“It was fun for a while, but I missed Paris so much I 
knew I had to get back here. After a year, I did, costuming 
another movie." 

Vicky still wanted to be a fashion designer rather than 
costumer. In Paris, she met Mia Fonssagrives, daughter of 
Lisa Fonssagrives, one of the most famous models in the 
history of high fashion. The two young women teamed up, 
and in 1967 launched the firm of Mia-Vicky. Even now, the 
memory causes Vicky Tiel to burble with laughter. 

“Our opening was a big success and our business was a 
failure! Since we didn't have any capital to help us wait for 
orders, it was back to movie costuming again, in a hurry.” 

Then came the Cinderella break. Vicky did a film with 
Elizabeth Taylor. The Burtons offered to back her and Mia 


in a Paris boutique operation. Not so incidentally, Vicky 
also met Ron Berkeley, a top movie makeup expert who 
always does the Burtons' films. Vicky and Ron soon 
married. 

"And a good thing, too. Mia and I had been in business 
only two years when she married and left. I was shattered. I 
never visualized being without a partner. It was Ron who 
insisted I carry on alone." 

To get over her own doubts, Vicky took a gamble - she 
expanded her business into exporting. It worked, and today 
she is selling Vicky Tiel clothes to some 20 countries around 
the world. She's an established part of the Paris fashion 
world and as hpapy an American in Paris as you can find. 

“I found my own fashion personality here much quicker 
than I could have on Seventh Avenue. Many of the designs 
I've done, such as unlined dresses that could be rolled up for 
packing, were unique here and got a lot of attention. On 
Seventh Avenue you get lost in the crowd." 

Vicky also enjoys the relative absence of pressure in 
Paris. Instead of being under the gun to produce, produce, 
she can develop an idea on her own time schedule. 

The boutique is not only a business in itself, it is her 
business headquarters and testing ground for her ideas. 

In Paris, Vicky and Ron have a flat across the street 
from the boutique, but there's also a house they created by 
converting an old mill in the Normandy countryside an 
hour's drive out of Paris. Vicky also travels for her 
business, visiting the stores which buy her clothes. 

"Today you have to keep in touch with customers and 
see what other designers are doing, so you don't come up 
with an idea someone else has already had." 

Vicky Tiel has no intention of remaining a small fashion 
business. She's weighing the possibility of making ac¬ 
cessories, which she already designs for her boutique, or of 
developinb her cosmetics and fragrances in partnership 
with her husband. But she's in no hurry. In Paris, there is 
always time to let an idea develop until its time is right.

Everybody knows that many fashion stores have been 
and are in trouble these days. For every store failure you 
can get a dozen different reasons for the flop. But what 
about a store which rode the fashion wave of the 1960s to the 
biggest success of its long career? 

New York observers are watching Bloomingdale's 
closely to see what happens to such a store when money 
tightens up. Bloomingdale's is located on New York's upper 
East Side, and was once a hodge-podge kind of department 
store which did well enough because it was the only such 
general-merchandise store "uptown,” as we call anywhere 
above 42nd Street. During the 1960s, some smart people at 
Bloomingdale's noticed that the area had taken in a whole 
new class of people, young singles and marrieds in such 
fields as modeling, advertising, publicity - all the fields 
where people tend to be young and fashion-conscious. 

Bloomingdale’s began to cater to them, and soon 
became New York's most chic department store. So chic, in 
fact, that it's downright trendy today. Now, when you 
become trendy, you often ignore price, as novelty fashion is 
usually made in small quantities that mean higher prices. 
Bloomingdale's has been famous for it's "Saturday’s 
Generation," the horde of weekly shoppers looking not for 
what they need, but for what they want. 

From subtle changes noted here and there in the store, 
it seems that Bloomingdale's is taking account of inflation- 
pinched wallets. Here a department is being recast in a 


moderate-rpeie mold, there a store brand is being slipped in 
alongside a more expensive "name" brand. The trick, of 
course, is to appeal once again to price without losingone’s 
fashion image, not an easy process at all. 

Right now, for example, the polyester and nylon fiber 
people report that demand is easing yet they are being 
forced to raise prices. With the cost of petroleum products, 
fuel and labor up more than 50 per cent, the fibers used in 
most moderate and cheaper clothing are more expensive. 

That means more expensive fabrics for the fashion 
cutter, so that the store buyer seeking fashions at a price is 
going to find trouble. A store like Bloomingdale's has some 
clout, in tha it can order quantity, but fashion often doesn't 
mean quantity. You want just so much of something, when 
it's hot, so you can sell at full price with no markdowns on 
the leftovers. 

So far, young consumers have still been payin for the 
fashion chic they seem to want in a city like New York. 
Unless the upper East Side changes its population type 
again, they may still want the newest novelties. However, 
they may buy less novelty, more staples. Bloomingdale's 
has a big Levi's department, too. After gll, the fashion trend 
right now is all to classics, so perhaps even a large fashion- 
oriented store can ride the new wave just as well as it did 
the old wave.

Are you a big eater...or a bad eater? 

Virtually all weight problems are eating problems, and 
knowing which type you are can help you become a slim 
smart eater. 

The big eateer has an aggressive appetite. He's not 
fussy...he likes everything - often - and lots of it! The big 
eater was probably an active kid whose athletic skills 
brought pride to Dad...and whose plate-cleaning abilities 
brought joy to Mom. Now, as a sit-down grown-up, the big 
eater still socks away enough food to satisfy a whole foot¬ 
ball squad. Sweets hold no special appeal, but he can devour 
a four-inch-thick porterhouse and still have room for 
seconds. 

The bad eater on the other hand, can go all morning 
without breakfast, and skip lunch too, if there's nothing 
appealing on the menu. But he's a magician at making 
potato chips or donuts disappear. Differing from the big 
eater, the bad eater was a food finick who drove Mother to 
despair, turning thumbs down on meat and r.use up at 
vegetables while inhaling bread, snacks and candy. The 
bad eater is a sweet freak, a food junkie who fills up on 
empty calories. 

A bad eater variation is the dumb eater. He's not really 
dumb, just ill-informed. He knows little about food and 
nutrition and really can't understand why he's become 
overweight. He's chockful of misinformation, and a ready 
target for food fads and gimmick diets. 

If you’re a big eater you need a reducing plan that will 
keep your appetite at bay...one that's high in protein, but 
low in fat; rich in bulky natural carbohydrates but sparse in 
refined quick-burning starches and sugars. Every meal 
should provide an adequate portion of protein food (poultry, 
seafood, lean meat, eggs, low fat cottage cheese) plus bulk¬ 
providing fresh fruits and vegetables and lots of liquids. 

Breakfast could be eggs cooked in a no-fat skillet, juice 
and half a melon.

Fire Prevention Week observed next week 


BOSTON (UPI) — A representative of 
the Massachusetts Architects Association 
says a proposed statewide building code is 
"unduly" restrictive and may force un¬ 
justified cost hikes. 

The charges were leveled Tuesday in a 
public hearing which drew an unex¬ 
pectedly large crowd. Turned down during 
the lengthy session was a request by some 
construction executives for a second 
public hearing. 

Chairman Donald Stull told the more 
than 100 persons in attendance that his 
panel would review further written com¬ 
ments but said no additional hearings will 
be held before the code becomes effective 
throughout the state Jan. 1, 1975. 

Highlighting the testimony were the 
comments of Herbert Eisenberg of the 
architects association. He charged the 
proposed rules would give too much power 
to local building officials and would 
require unjustified cost increases for 
safety measures. 

"You've required sprinklers, but you’ve 
given us nothing in return," he said. "We 
still have to provide other fire safety 
measures though every one knows a 
sprinklered builing is a sale one." 

Eisenberg said t'si jg restrictive 
measures" would have their biggest 
impact on multifamily dwellings. 
Referring to one section of the proposed 
code, Eisenberg said, "This is so utterly 
restrictive that it’s going to change the 
entire multifamily construction picture." 

Also expressing concern about the code 
was Ernest Haddad, chief counsel to the 
state Office of Human Services. 

He said several state agencies had 
reviewed the extensive document and 
discovered it did not compoy with the 
federal Life Safety Code which applies to 
nursing homes at state institutions. 

The conflict, Haddad said, could 
jeopardize an extensive remodeling and 
renovation program now being planned by 
the state and private nuring home owners. 
He said failure to conform with the federal 
code would jeopardize millions in federal 
funds. 

The same concern was expressed by 
Sidney Nesadt of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Nursing Homes. He said 80 
per cent of the long term care facilities in 
the state were of wood-frame construction 
and thus could not meet the federal code 
without remodeling. 

About half of those homes now have 
renovation plans, Neustadt said, but the 
plans might have to be scrapped because 
of the new code. 

Boston Building Commissioner Richard 
Thuma praised the commission’s efforts 
but said some parts of the code were un¬ 
workable. One section, he said, would 
require every apartment unit in the city to 


be inspected whenever the tenants 
changed. 

Thuma also was critical of certain 
training requirements in the code for 
building officials. He termed “too 
restrictive" a requirement that building 
inspectors be barred from "moonlighting'' 
for construction-related firms. 

"If we stop them from moonlighting, 
they may start sunlighting and leave us all 
together," he said. He urged the restric¬ 
tion apply only to projects within the city 
where the inspector was employed. 

James McGillen, a representative for 
Sen. John F. Aylmer, R-Barnstable, said 
the main concern of Cape Cod area of¬ 
ficials was the effect of the statewide code 
on local zoning ordinances, particularly 
with regards to historical districts. 

He said one concern was with minimum 
ceiling height requirements, "They would 
make for an unusual version of the 
traditional Cape Cod house," he said.

Working women's rights 


NEW YORK (UPI) — More women than ever before are 
holding jobs outside the home so nothing could be timelier 
than a look at the working woman's rights under federal 
law. 

The U.S. Government has packaged it nea.ly in a booklet 
because of the "great increase in the number of women in 
the labor force. Within one decade —1963 to 1973—the 
number of women workers aged 16 and over increased by 
nearly 10 million, or 40 per cent, when it climbed from 24.7 
million to 34.5 million. 

"The number of men workers increased by only 15 per 
cent during this period." 

It should be pointed out immediately that federal legis¬ 
lation on rights apply to the men as well, however. 

Not only are more women working, but they tend to work 
for longer periods of time— many for a stretch of 20 to 25 
years after their children have entered school. 

"In addition, many women in their 40s and 50s returning 
to the labor force are unaware of their rights," said the 
booklet, just released from the Women’s Bureau, the U. S. 
department of I-abor. The publication compiles general 
information on federal legislation as of January 1974. It 
covers matters of seeking a job, on the job, and when 
women retire. 


On getting a job, for instance, the bureau points out there 
now are about 400 apprenticeable occupations in the skilled 
trades. Your nearest employment service or state depart¬ 
ment of labor can help you on the list and how to go about 
apprenticing. 

One section is devoted to "You have a right to complain 
if". These include if an employer's advertisement for 
employes carries a sex label; an employer refuses to let you 
file an application but accepts applications of others; 

A union or employment agency refuses to refer you to job 
openings; you are fired or laid off without cause; you are 
passed over for promotion for which you are qualified; you 
arc paid less for comparable work; 

You are placed in a segregated seniority line; you are left 
out of training or apprenticeship programs; 

"And the reason for any of these acts is your SfX, race, 
color, religion or national origin; ALSO, your' employer 
provides racially segregated lunchrooms, jWcked rooms, 
restrooms or recreation facilities." 

The longer life and working life s^n of women may 
account for the government's ag^ffiscrimination in em¬ 
ployment act. It prohibits employers, employment agencies 
and labor unions from discrimilfeting on the basis of ages 40 


to 65 in hiring, firing, promotion or other aspect of em¬ 
ployment. In some areas, there must be an unwritten policy 
of non-discrimination, no matter what the age. 

For, the other day I bought a storm coat in a Fifth Avenue 
department store from a saleswoman who confided she was 
"86 and I refuse to retire". But for us both, it was a good 
thing the charge plate operated on a computer. Neither of 
us could read the fine print of the number. 
Tw$vernment booklet reminds that there may be no 
Imination based on sex in earnings, including overtime 
, r .iy and most fringe benefits. It requires equal pay for men 
" and women in the same establishment performing "sub¬ 
stantially equal work requiring equal skill, effort and 
responsibility. The work does not have to be identical.” 

The publication covers the matter of benefits qnder Social 
Security. This is a detailed analysis in the booklet, but the 
one thing that stands out is— "As a wife, if you have worked 
and are eligible for retirement benefits on you own earnings 
record, you get benefits either on your own record or on 
your husband's, whichever gives you the larger amount." 

There’s inequity buried here somewhere, because if both 
husband and wife accrue benefits under Social Security, 
why should only one collect? But that's another column.

Discoveries being made 


Food for astronauts helps earthlings 


With our planet populated with 
millions who can't afford to put food in 
their stomaches daily, why should the 
United States continue to pour its monies 
and energies into space explorations? 

This question, asked by many people 
in recent years, was partially answered 
yesterday by three scientists who have 
been involved in the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA) 
program. 

The three NASA food and nutrition 
scientists, who were at the Museum of 
Science to receive M.I.T.’s 12th Under- 
wood-Prescott Award, have helped 
develop the food program for America's 
astronauts on the moon mission and in 
Skylab. 

Each of the scientists, Dr. Malcolm C. 
Smith, Jr., Dr. Norman R. Heidelbaugh 
and Dr. Paul C. Rambaut, cited examples 
of how NASA research done specifically 
for the space program has benefited 
people in general. 

Dehydrated foods is one area, men¬ 
tioned by Dr. Heidelbaugh, where ad¬ 
vancements have been made that will 
greatly aid the transportation and storing 
of food. 

By developing techniques that enable 
food to be packaged and stored several 
years before a missle launch takes place, 
scientists have shown how the shelf life of 
cans may be expanded. An foods, such as 
grain, that may be tied up for months in 
storage and shipment before being eaten, 
can now be preserved longer. 

1 Dr. Heidelbaugh explained that by 
finding the "optimal water content" o{ a 
food substance, (that is the percentage of 
water in the food which will best maintain 
the food at its present quality), the useful 
life of food can be lengthened. 

1 He went on to say that the technology 
for the improved canning of foods is now 
available, although just when all these 
improvements are implemented is not yet 
known. 

There are "few specific items on the 
supermarket shelf" that can be directly 
linked to NASA, but “what has come is the 
concepts,” he said. 

In Dr. Rambaut's prepared speech, he 
also spoke of how the space program has 
positive ramifications beyond the im¬ 
mediate goals of the missions. 

“I believe our NASA Nutrition 


Program has relevance not only because it 
is fundamental to all mankind's future 
steps beyond the earth, but also because it 
has in it a strong potential for elucidating 
solutions to some of our gravest food 
problems here on earth," he said. 

He went on to narrate how to NASA 
scientists were "concerned about nutrition 
as it sustains the metabolic and 
psychological well being of the 
astronauts,” but once again returned the 
subject of helping all mankind. 

"I would emphasize that many of the 
demands exerted upon nutritional science 
by manned space flight may accelerate 
solutions to some of the basic problems of 
feeding the general population. In the 
sense that the spacecraft is a prototype of 
the large scale environment of the future, I 
believe we have a clear mandate to probe 
some of the truly critical problems of life 
support on earth." 

When Dr. Smith gave his speech, he 
gave an overview of the requirements and 
methods used to find solutions "to the 
unique challenges of manned space flight 
life support." 

Going back to the earth orbital flights 
of Project Mercury, Dr. Smith told of how 
foods were employed "primarily to verify 
that the mechanics of eating and nutrient 
absorption were not affected by relatively 
short periods of weightlessness. These 
foods included bite-sized ready-to eat 
wafers, rehydratables, and pureed foods in 
collapsible metal tubes." 

Experimentation, modification, and 
improvements continued from Mercury, 
through the Gemini program into the 
Apollo Program. 

"We entered the Apollo Program with 
what appeared to be a very acceptable 
inventory of foods, packaging, and 
technology. However, desires and 
demands for continued improvement of 
food systems with each successive Apollo 
mission were very strong. This resulted in 
a food system for the last Apollo flight, 
Apollo 17 in December, 1972, which dif¬ 
fered markedly from the one provided for 
the first Apollo flight, Apollo 7 in October, 
1968," he said. 

And going hand-in-hand with this 
development for the food program, was 
the development of concepts of how foods 
for general consumption should be 
prepared. 

Listed on the newly erected exhibit on 
Space Food at the Museum of Science are 
some of the food systems that were at least 


partially developed because of manned 
space flights. They are: 

—Development of over 100 new and 
improved foods such as space food sticks, 
nutrient defined drinks, instant rice, 
nutrient complete meals in the form of 
rehydratable ./owders (instant meals). 
Shelf stable intermediate most moisture 
foods (bacon squares, nutritional candy, 
jelly filled pastry); 

—Perfected food dehydration 
techniques; 

—Improved food packaging to 
facilitate long shelf life; 

—Set nutrient standards for individual 
food items; 

—Iinprovid food clean room 
production methodology; 

—Reduced cost of providing nutrient 
balanced foods; and 

—Enhanced food quality control 
procedures. 

And although there have been many 
advancements made by food technology, 
Dr. Heidelbaugh pointed out that these 
forward strides have been made only 
recently. 

“All of th s modern food technology 
has occurred in the past 200 years — a 
mere fraction of mankind's total history. 
To bring this into sharper focus, we might 
observe that it is probable that the 
livelihood of virtually everyone in this 
room depends on technology which was not 
in existence 50 years ago. 

"It is vital that we recognize that 
monumental technological changes in the 
food industry have not only occurred in the 
past but that they are continuing to occur 
and, in fact, are occurring at an ac¬ 
celerating pace," he said. 

But as advancements are made, new 
barriers must be overcome. 


According to Dr. Smith, the Skylab 
Program presented a "distinct new set of 
challenges," for the scientists. 

These challenges were met and now, 
"more and more, dining in space is 
becoming enjoyable. By the time the 
three-man Skylab crews are ready to 
spend four to eight weeks at a time in orbit, 
they will be able to select varied menus 
from food not too different from that at 
home," states NASA Facts. 

But where is all of this technology 
taking us? Will we eventually just gulp 
down a pill containing all the chemicals 
necessary for our bodily functions? 

Dr. Smith lightly brushed off any 
prospect of there ever being a pill 
developed for man to digest at dinner time 
for his meal. 

Dr. Heidelbaugh added that some 
scientists did try “chemicals" at first but 
as time progressed, they realized that they 
had to improve the foods that we eat 
everyday and adapt these for the space 
explorers. 

And as improvements in the 
astronauts' food is made, improvements in 
the average citizens food should not be too 
far behind. 

The three scientists, all who work at 
the NASA's Lyndon B. Johnson Space 
Center in Houston, Texas, yesterday 
received their Underwood-Prescott 
Memorial Award. 

The awards — honoraria and scrolls — 
were presented at a luncheon attended by 
some 250 food scientists and food industry 
leaders. George C. Seybolt, president of 
the Wm. Underwood Co., Watertown, 
Mass., and Dr. Jerome B. Wiesner, 
president of M.I.T., participated in the 
pi Tam. 

The three honored scientists were 
selected for the 1974 Underwood-Prescott 


Award by an M.I.T. Department of 
Nutrition and Food Science faculty 
1 committee comprised of Professor Marcus 
Carel, Professor Sanford A. Miller and 
Chaired by Dr. Samuel A. Goldblith, Un- 
Jerwood-Prescott Professor of Food 
icience and Director of Industrial Liaison 
It M.I.T. 

In addition to supervising the 
velopment of the critical food program 
{astronauts on the moon mission and in 
)dab, the award recipients also were 
onsible for the nutritional aspects of 
th&jtpod systems and menus for these 
space.jnissions. They also have developed 
the fpbd system for the future space 
shuttle as well as for the U.S.-U.S.S.R. 
joint flight scheduled for 1975.

Dr. Rambaut reeled a bachelor of 
science degree in pugjjiemistry from 
McGill University in' 1962, master of 
science in biochemistry fljpin McGill in 
1963, doctor of science degree in nutrition 
from M.I.T. in 1966 and master of public 
health degree from Harvard in. 1968. He 
lias been with NASA since 1968. 

This is the 12th year in which out¬ 
standing food scientists from throughout 
the world have delivered lectures in the 


Boston area on their work. It is the first 
time the award has been given to more 
than a single scientist. 

The award and lectureship are in 
memory of William Lyman Underwood, 
grandson of William Underwood, who 
founded the Wm. Underwood Co. in Boston 
in 1822. and Dr. Samuel Cate Prescott, the 
first Dean of the School of Science at 
M.I.T. and regarded as the founder of the 
field of food technology. 

In one of the first industry-university 
research partnerships, they were the first 
to establish, in 1895, the time temperature 
guides necessary to destroy the spore¬ 
forming organisms responsible for 
spoilage in canned foods, thus tran¬ 
sforming the canning industry from one 
based on art and experience to one based 
on science and technology. 

And since the end of the last century 
even more drastic and far reaching 
changes have been made in the food in¬ 
dustry. Dr. Heidelbaugh feels that these 
changes will continue to be made for the 
better, time and time again. 

“I also believe that salvation for any 
institution (academic, industrial or 
government) will come only to the degree 
that that institution is aware of change and 
supports efforts of man to reach beyond 
his grasp. These will be the 'Good' in¬ 
stitutions which will replenish and subdue 
the earth — they will be the institutions 
which will survive and grow primarily 
because this is the pathway to subdue 
nature (the research of today is the in¬ 
dustry of tomorrow) and secondly because 
supporting new ideas is the way in¬ 
stitutions are forced to replenish their 
thinking by encountering intellectual 
challenges which have the overall effect of 
recycling the mind back to basic founding 
principles. It replenishes our 
management," he said.

Postal workers solve 
address riddles

WASHINGTON (UPI) - As 
if rain, snow, heat, gloom of 
night, snarling dogs and their 
snarling masters weren’t 
enough, mailmen have to 
puzzle now and then over a 
letter bearing an address that 
might confound a cryp¬ 
tographer. 

A rural carrier at North f;b r 
4q0 Conn., got a letter post¬ 
marked Texas with this for an 
address: 

“The White House on the hill 
that needs painting. A Small 
Town next to a lot of small 
towns. Just past the bridge that 
goes over the little river. Right 
across the street from the 
house that was for sale the last 
time I was home. 06256." 

The ZIP code got it to Con¬ 
necticut instead of the dead 
letter office. The carrier, who 
knew his territory, delivered 
the letter at the proper address 
three days after it was mailed. 

The Postal Service, which 
gets plenty of citizen com¬ 
plaints that the second half of 
its title is a misnomer, has 
happily compiled a dossier of 
recent successes in delivering 
obscurely addressed mail. 

Some veteran mail sorters 
and carriers are prized for 
their uncanny ability to solve 
address riddles, and are known 
in the system as “nixie 
clerks,” a nickname of long- 
forgotten origin. 

Dead letter offices have a 
crew of handpicked nixie 
clerks, whose job includes 
doing their best with piles of 
mail damaged in fires, plane 
crashes or other mishaps. But 
the cases cited in the dossier all 
were solved by resourceful 
regular sorters and carriers 
handling routine mail. 

Consider this address on a 
letter that turned up in the post 
office at Elk Horn, Iowa: "22’ 
3” 51531.” 

The last five digits was the 
proper ZIP code for Elk Horn. 
Postmaster Melvin C. Boose 
says it was correctly delivered 
the same day to a home on one 
of his rural rout s. 

How? Someone recalled that 
a local high school athlete had 
broad-jumped 22 feet, 3 inches 
in the Drake Relays. The 
athlete proved to be the proper 
addressee. 

Some letter writers evidently 
try to test the skill of postal 
employes deliberately. Law¬ 
rence Gulllery, a law student at 
Louisiana State University, 
addressed a letter simply 
“Weetsie 70535.” It was deliv¬ 
ered promptly to his mother, 
Weetsie Guillory of Eunice. 
I-a., where the foreman of 
mails happens to be her 
husband, Murphy. 

An envelope inscribed, “To 
the Most Wonderful Husband in 
the World," obviously was not 
intended for mailing A woman 
in Clinton, Md., apparently had 
written an affectionate note to 
give her husband on Clmst- 
mastdg3 d sfz5but inad¬ 


vertently mailed it with a batch 
of Christmas cards. 

Postal employes noticed the 
handwriting in red and green 
ink matched that on the cards, 
so they returned the note using 
the return address on the 
cards. 

When a computer went 
berserk it printed out this 
address on an envelope: . 

“1001 Virgie Johnson Nia E 
Charleston WV" 

In two days the letter was 
correctly delivered to Skip 
Johnson, an environmental 
writer for the Charleston 
(W.Va.) Gazette. “There are 
almost six columns of Johnsons 
in the Charleston telephone 
book and we're still wondering 
how the post office did it," the 
newspaper told its readers. 

Some addresses are thou¬ 
sands of miles wide of the mark 
but still are delivered 
correctly, the Postal Service 
said. One letter addressed to 
Larry Lawcock had his name 
misspelled, the wrong street 
address and the wrong city. 
Only the ZIP code, 96910, was 
right. 

It was addressed to Houston, 
Tex. Lawcock lived In Agana, 
Guam, but he got the letter 
anyway. 

A man in Silver Spring, Md., 
received a letter from a friend 
in Switzerland who could not 
remember the address so he 
drew a map on the envelope 
with a question mark in¬ 
dicating the correct street. The 
Postal Service said it was 
delivered two days after it was 
postmarked.

thought much of adding, changing or even moving whole 
houses! 

When the Tretakoffs bought the house, it was known as 
the ghost house in the neighborhood and much of what 
contributed to the legend was the high trees which obscured 
the house.

To most Newton residents, Sumner Street is where the 
Post Office is. 

It isn't a too well-known fact that if you continue riding on 
Sumner Street towards Commonwealth Avenue, you will be 
transported into another era. Many of the homes there are 
over 100 years old. 

The street was named for Charles Sumner, identified only 
as a "prominent" Newton resident. The homes on the street

are mostly in excellent condition and are being bought by 
young families who identify with history, who love them 
and who are taking great care to restore them. The ghosts, 
if there are any, must be dancing for joy at seeing the street 
come back to life rather than being razed and having its 
architectural secrets hauled away and used for fill. 

Sumner Street began to develop after the Newton Centre 
train came through, introducing updated commuting. For a 
long time Sumner Street ended at Ward Street which was 
the main thoroughfare since Commonwealth Avenue was 
not put in until 1895. And commuting costs were a Newton 
resident's concern since a years’ ticket was $35. 

When the people went to build their homes, Duscha Scott 
of the Jackson Homestead explained that they subscribed to 
the eclectic school of thought and put up "what they felt 
like." 

Although many of the homes fall into the catch-all 
category of Queen Ann or Victorian style of architecture, 
one unusual home is a Greek Revival. Owned by Lou and 
Ann Tretakoff, the house has only 13 rooms. However, from 
the outside and from the inside, this is hard to believe, 
because the ceilings are so high and the rooms are so 
massive. 

"I have a great sense of history," says Mrs. Tretakoff, 
and tremendous identification with house." She points out 
that the house was owned by former alderman, Edward 
Beecher Bowen, who lived in it in the late 1800’s or early 
1900's. Built in 1863, the house existed in a different shape 
and state when Bowen bought it. He decided to raise the 
house and add one whole floor!

Sidney Hill hit with cease and desist order 


The Sidney Hill Country Club has been issued a 
cease and desist order on some of its operations, 
and it appears that the club’s request for per¬ 
missive use for new construction will be held up 
pending correction of zoning violations. 

Sidney Hill has also been ordered by the 
Newton Conservation Commission to remove 
rubble from within 30 feet of the edge of Hahn 
Brook, which runs through the club property. A 
visit to the site this week showed the rubble leveled 
but not removed. 

The cease and desist order, issued by the 
Building Department, requires that the dub stop 
the rental of space to commercial enterprises, stop 
charging parking fees, and stop allowing the use of 
the club by nonmembers, according to Philip 
Shannon, one of the owners of Sidney Hill for the 
past year and a half. 

Sidney Hill has a long list of violations of 
zoning ordinances and the building code dating 
back to 1969. In 1963 the then owners of the club 
altered the hydrological conditions at the rear of 
the property by adverting Hahn Brook, which has 
caused subsequent flooding conditions affecting 
nearby properties, according to a Planning 
Department memorandum. 

Shannon said this week that he and the other 
owner. Henry Sandler, have been trying, since they 
took over ownership, to correct abuses and legalize 
previous infractions of the law committed by the 
previous owners. 

The new owners plan, Shannon said, to stop 


charging for parking and "to divest ourselves of 
the two "commercial tenancies." The two tenants 
are a photographer and an advertising agency. 

As for the functions that are held at Sidney 
Hill, Shannon said every one is sponsored by a 
member, thereby fulfilling the criterion for a 
private club. 

The petition before the Land Use Committee is 
for the legalization of a card room that was built 
without permission, permission to construct 
outdoor tennis courts, a building containing tennis 
courts, and other additions. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas has also 
pointed out that insufficient parking is provided by 
the club for the activities currently going on and 
would be 100 spaces short for the total expansion 
desired by the club. 

In a side issue, lawyer Robert Freeto has 
proposed an amendment to the zoning ordinances 
that would allow Sidney Hill and other clubs, 
theaters, and restaurants to provide fewer parking 
spaces than required by the ordinances if those 
establishments had valet parking. Freeto reasons 
that attendants could park cars bumper-to- 
bumper. 

Freeto represents Sidney Hill in its petition 
before the Board of Aldermen. His proposal is 
under review. 

Although there seems to be no great surge of 
support for the Sidney Hill expansion plans, a man 
formerly associated with Sidney Hill has been 


calling aldermen and many influential members of 
city government with rumors of free memberships 
in Sidney Hill and other dubious practices. 

The rumors have remained unproved, and an 
opinion from the City Solicitor that members of 
Sidney Hill aldermen who are members of Sidney 
Hill should not vote when the matter comes to the 
Board remains unclear. 

Aid. Sidney Small, who is a regular paying 
member of Sidney Hill, said Tuesday that he does 
not know whether the legal opinion includes 
regular memberships "complementary” (free or 
reduced-rate) memberships, of which there are by 
this time few, if any, or both categories of mem¬ 
berships. 

The granting of permissive use has been ruled 
by City Solicitor Howard Levine to require a two- 
thirds vote of the aldermen eligible by his ruling to 
vote on Sidney Hill. An ordinary permissive use 
requires a two-thirds vote, or 16 votes of the Board. 

An abutter of Sidney Hill, Michael Moskow of 
190 Dudley Rd., has recently appealed the Con¬ 
servation Commission ruling to allow “relocation 
and realignment” of Hahn Brook. 

In a letter to the commissioner of the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources, Moskow and another 
Dudley Road resident have objected to the piping 
of the brook across the Sidney Hill lot on en¬ 
vironmental grounds and have also objected to the 
building of the proposed enclosed tennis courts. 

An opinion from the DNR is expected within a 
week. 


Aldermen, mayor takes one more look at incinerator

Aid. Richard McGrath lias cliarged the city 
administration with using the proposed Newton- 
Waltham joint refuse disposal contract to solve 
Newton's solid waste problem instead of "going 
ahead and fixing the incinerator." 

McGrath’s charges were made at a meeting last 
week of the Board of Aldermen in a "committee of 
the whole," an informal assembly of aldermen 
chaired by Public Works Committee Chairman 
Michael Antonellis. 

Tlie purpose of the meeting, attended by a dozen 
aldermen, Mayor iheodo Mann, several 
members of the Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 


Disposal District planning committee and about 10 
members of the public, was to acquaint the Board 
again with the solid-waste problem facing the city 
and the method by which the mayor hopes to deal 
with it. 

Mann has committed himself to efforts to form a 
two-city disposal district that will then recruit 
other towns to join it with the goal of a regional 
resource recovery plant. 

Buds submitted in August for disposal of 
Newton's and Waltham's refuse came up with 
transfer-haul the most economical and reliable 
method, with SCA Disposal Services the low bidder 
for a combined operation. 

SCA would build a transfer station at the in¬ 


cinerator building, where rubbish would be 
delivered by both cities, compacted by SCA and 
hauled in large trailer trucks to one of its landfill 
sites in the state.

BC officials hear 
expansion fears

Aldermen David Cohen and Edward 
Richmond described to Boston College of¬ 
ficials this week the fears they see neighbors 
of Newton College having about the recent 
Boston College acquisition of the women's 
college. 

Cohen said that the community "fears the 
purchase acquisition by Boston College of 
abutting and neighboring properties. 

"We have been told that at this time, 
there is no plan for acquisition," Cohen 
continued. "But this is based on the fact that 
it is not presently in the self-interest of Boston 
College, not because of a possible destructive 
effect on the neighborhood." 

Frank Campanella, executive vice- 
president at Boston College, said during a 
break that it is "not our intent to purchase 
property in the area." He noted that lots are 
small and expensive to maintain. 

NCDF project 
endangering 
the Vale?

Robert Cohen, former owner of the Webster 
Vale, appeared at the Oct. 8 Hatch Act 
hearing held by the Conservation Commission 
on the proposed project by the Newton 
Community Development Foundation, 
warning the Vale may be endangered. 

Cohen had donated the Vale land to the city 
stipulating that if it became polluted, 
ownership would revert back to him. At the 
Tuesday evening hearing, he began building 
his case alleging that NCDF might be a 
possible contributor of pollutants to the Vale. 

Cohen went on to contend that the testimony 
given that evening indicated to him that the 
Vale was "imperiled” pointing out that 
nothing had been said about the "intermittent 
stream that flows across their (NCDF) aldn, 
and nothing has been said about the treat- 
ment of this brook." To prove the existence of 
the brook, Cohen produced photographs, a 
topographical map issued by Barnes 
Engineering and a Supreme Court decision, 
Calabuffalo vs. The City of Newton. 

After the meeting Cohen was asked if he 
was building up a case to get back the Vale 
and he replied, "I don't want the Vale back, I 
just want the city to live up to its com¬ 
mittment." 

Sharon Francis responded to this comment 
later stating that the city is living up to its 
committment by "attemptin to monitor 
pollution in the Vale, by restrictions they 
want for NCDF, there are honest difference of 
what the restrictions should be, but they are 
using the best advice available and carefully 
reviewing the case, they can't be accused of 
bad faith or negligence." 

Mrs. Francis is a member of the Planning 
Board, on the board of the Newton Con¬ 
servators and supporter of the "Save the 
Vale" peojwxr. 

In addition to dealing with the poluttion, 
Cohen also challenged the fact that NCDF had 
VALE—See Page 7 


Cohen remarked that there is also a fear 
of the traffic which Boston College’s 
acquisition of Newton College may bring to 
the area. 

"There is a vague fear," Cohen said, 
"that the intensity of use of this campus will 
equal that of Boston College." Cohen pointed 
out that most of the streets in the Newton 
College area are not wide enough to allow two 
rows of parked cars and two lanes of moving 
traffic. He said that additional cars could 
cause inconvenience and danger to neighbors. 

Cohen also mentioned litter as a potential 
problem. He said, however, that he does not 
expect these fears to become actual problems 
next year, when the consolidation of the two 
schools takes place. He said that reassurance 
from Boston College can be gained “through 
ongoing input in the planning process."

At the same 
time, candidates for federal 
office are being asked to 
disclose voluntarily their 
campaign finance reports to 
the local press where the public 
will have greatest access to 
them. 

Peter Neumann, of 
Waltham, the Fourth District's 
steering committee coor¬ 
dinator. today announced that 
questionnaires have been sent 
to all Massachusetts can¬ 
didates asking for their 
positions in six areas: conflict 
of interest, open meetings, 
campaign financing, lobby 
disclosure and legislative 
reform. 

The questionnaires are the 
backbone of the OUTS project 


and the campaign committee 
hopes to use them in three 
ways: to get as many com¬ 
mitments as possible on the 
issues; to publish (in mid- 
October) the responses so the 
public will know how can¬ 
didates stand; to use the 
responses after the election as 
i lobbying tool. 

Hugh Tomb and Pat Bar- 
toshesky. both of Newton, are 
working with the CC-Mass. 
staff to organize citizen lob¬ 
byists. The lobbyists will seek 
to contact candidates reluctant 
to respond to the question¬ 
naires; they will also be 
working with the election 
winners, informing them of 
and seeking their com¬ 
mitments to Common Cause 
issues. 

The plan to open up the 
system is for all candidates to 
face questions about CC issues 
repeatedly — at meetings, 
during interviews, at coffees, 
on radio and television, in 
newspaper columns and 
editorials. Doris I^nglois, of 
I.unenberg, is the new publicity 
coordinator for the Fourth 
District. She will be working 


with Rhoda Reasenberg, who is 
handling radio and television.

The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority in I-owcr Falls has 
initiated action to hire an off- 
duty weekend policeman to 
patrol Washington Street. The 
Authority was acting upon a 
written request from the I-ower 
Falls Project Area Committee. 

In his letter, Joel I-eighton, 
chairman of LOPAC stated 
that an officer was needed "to 
prevent vandalism, 
harassment, disorderly con¬ 
duct and personal injury." 

Police Chief William Quinn 
acknowledged that there was a 
"problem" on Washington 
Street on Friday and Saturday 
evenings. He said that a great 
deal of "attention” was being 
given to the area but that no 
apprehensions were made. 
Chief Quinn stated that the 
police were patrolling the area, 
checking buildings and in¬ 
terviewing kids. 

However, the authority 
reported at a recnet meeting, 
that the police have not been 
•.'satisfactory" and that 
disturbances have occurred on 
Friday and Saturday between 
10 p.m. and 2 a.m. The Baury 


House which is being 
preserved for historical pur¬ 
poses has been broken into and 
painted with graffiti. 

The question of housing in 
the I-ower Falls redevelopment 
area was also approached at 
the meeting LOPAC has 
requested a meeting with the 
design consultants and the city 
planner to "discuss the number 
of units the site will ac¬ 
comodate." They also want to 
be kept informed of the “exact 
status of priorities and 
eligibility requirements, in¬ 
cluding financial guidelines, 
for tenant selection." Further, 
I-OPAC feels that MHFA is the 
"only agency" through which 
housing can be constructed and 
recommend that the authority 
initiate proceedings “to 
facilitate develdpment of the 
project."

In action that many thought 
would never come about, the 
Board of Aldermen has denied 
the petition of Joseph McMullin 
to continue the unauthorized 
rental of trucks and trailers at 
his Route 9 service station. 

The denial of his petition also 
covers the storage of wrecked 
vehicles, and leaves McMullin 
with only the right to run a 
gasoline service station. 

The action, which at this

Committee getting nowhere?

A "citizens' advisory 
committee" formed to study 
and propose methods of 
dealing with declining school 
enrollment in Newton’s 
elementary schools has met 
five times and in the words of 
one of its members has “gone 
nowhere." 

A report is due the School 
Committee on Jan. 1. 

At the most recent of its 
weekly meetings, the com¬ 
mittee agreed that it has four 
proposals to take up at future 
meetings—closing certain 
schools, redistricting, doing 
nothing, and initiating 
metropolitan programs 


Ronald Nuttall, the 
representative from the 
Newton Taxpayers Association 
and once a candidate for School 
Committee, proposed to the 
committee that it recommend 
to the School Committee the 
closing of Hamilton, Emerson, 
Oak Hill and Memorial Schools 
by September 1975, and Hyde 
School by Septebmer, 1977. 

Nuttall's rationale included 
the location, size, enrollment 
and age of the schools, as well 
as the per-pupil cost, the extent 
of the busing necessary, and 
the estimated total savings. 

The need for a “baseline," 
meaning a set of standards for 
class size, the availability of 
facilities such as a music room, 


library, and so on, and per- 
pupil expenditure were voiced 
by Joyce Picard (Newton 
Citizens for Education 
representative). 

PTA Council (central sec¬ 
tion) representative Jan 
Weingarten pointed out 
"neighborhood attachement, 
inequalities, and the struggle 
between autonomy and 
philosophical commitments” 
as possible complications of 
school closings. 

There was general 
agreement that there should be 
no more school building, and 
that if the extra space in the 
schools is used for 
metropolitanization the 
programs must be income- 


Tax deferment Private busing being worked out 
applications out 


Application forms are ex¬ 
pected this week for tax 
deferment on real estate owned 
by persons 65 years old and 
over. 

Under the law, which went 
into effect this year, elderly 
persons may defer the 
payment of part or all of their 
real estate taxes by allowing 
the unpaid taxes, plus 8 per 
cent annual interest, to be 
treated as a lien on the 
property. 

The lien, limited by law to 
not more than 50 per cent of the 
market value of the property, 
would be payable by the 
owner’s estate or upon sale of 
the property. 

Tax deferment is different 
from tax exemption for the 
aged, which may be taken after 
age 70. 

A person may not take ad¬ 


vantage of both at the same 
time. 

To be eligible for tax 
deferment, a person must have 
lived in Massachusetts for 10 
years or longer, have owned 
property for five years, and not 
have grossed more than $20,000 
income during the previous 
calendar year. 

The law defines the deadline 
for application as Oct. 1, but 
since tax bills were not 
received until Oct. 1, an ex¬ 
tension has been granted, 
probably until Dec. 15, ac¬ 
cording to Joseph Cosgrove of 
the Assessing Department. 

Philip Waterman of the 
department said he has "a 
couple of dozen inquiries” 
about the new law and that 
members of the Assessing 
Department "will make the 
time" to explain the law's 
provisions to elderly citizens. 


The Newton School 
Department began a new pick¬ 
up system for Newton private 
school students this week. 

According to Assistant 
Director of Support Services 
James Cameron, more -ick-ups 
are being made so that 
students will not have to cross 
dangerous intersections to get 
to a bus stop. 

Cameron said that 10 buses 
and four mini-buses are being 
used to transport private 
school students. He reported 
that 13 private schools have 
requested transportation. 

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee received a legal opinion 


this summer which said that 
Newton private school students 
have the same transportation 
rights as public school 
students. This means that the 
School Department must make 
transportation available for all 
secondary students who live a 
mile-and-one-half or farther 
from their schools in Newton, 
and for all students who live 
two miles or more away. Also, 
for safety reasons. 

The School Committee has 
determined that it is not 
responsible for transporting 
Newton students who attend 
schools outside of the city.

problem with busing private 
school children is that there is 
no uniformity in the breaking 
times of their schools. Some 
schools also have early star¬ 
ting times. 

The School Department was 
picking up private school 
students at elementary 
schools. "We are still using 
pick-ups as close to the 
elementary schools as we can 
get," Cameron noted. 

Cameron said that in busing 
public school students, tran¬ 
sportation is being provided 
within districts, while for 
private school students, the 
entire city is the district. He 
said that there still could be 
more private schools 
requesting transportation. 

Cameron commented that 
"we are going to have to keep 
making changes until this thing 
settles down." The School 
Department is currently taking 
head counts and noting the 
running times of buses. If it is 
found that one bus is picking up 
a small number of students, 
consolidation with another bus 
route could take place. 

Also, if one bus is completing 
its route in 25 minutes rather 
than an anticipated 45 minutes, 
its starting time might be 
moved up. 

Cameron said that the head 
count at the end of last week 


showed 450-500 private school 
students being transported. 

Cameron said that he has 
met with the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s community service 
division and principals or 
representatives from each 
private school which has 
requested transportation. 
Another meeting was planned 
for today. 

Cameron said that private 
schools are examining their 
schedules. "Their interest lies 
in getting youngsters in and out 
of school safely. We want to do 
this as economically as 
possible." 

Cameron noted that the 
Newton School Committee is 
"extremely interested in 
safety.” He said that cross¬ 
walk buttons are being taken 
advantage of.

Editorials 
Tough race 

Present indications are that State 
Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood 
picked the wrong year to stand for election 
to state-wide office. 

Quinlan sought the Republican 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor, four 
years ago, but Francis W. Sargent, then at 
the peak of his political power, didn’t want 
Quinlan as his running mate the first time 
the candidates for Governor and Lieute¬ 
nant Governor were standing for election 
as tickets or combinations. 

The Norwood Senator, an astute politi¬ 
cian and an excellent campaigner, bided 
his time and set his sights this year on the 
office of Secretary of State. 

Now he finds himself on a Republican 
state ticket which may be carried down to 
crushing defeat by a strong Democratic 
tide. 

Quinlan might have defeated 
Secretary of State John F. X. Davoren 
who, if standing for reelection, undoubted¬ 
ly would feel the impact of the trend to 
throw the incumbents out. 

But Davoren, who did not wage a 
vigorous campaign, was washed out in the 
primary, and nominated as the Democratic 
candidate for Secretary of State was 
Harvard-educated Representative' Paul 
Guzzi of Newton. 

Guzzi is not as widely known as 
Quinlan. But he is helped by the political 
tide which generally favors the Democrats 
and the public tendency to fill the lesser 
State Constitutional offices with 
Democrats. 

After the people vote for Attorney 
General, there is a tendency to swing to the 
Democrats. The political pundits used to 
joke that many Republicans get tired at 
that point and stop voting. 

Quinlan recognized that problem and 
planned an energetic campaign to over¬ 
come it. But now it is only one of the 
problems facing him. 


Questions on ballot 
should be explained 

Governor Francis W. Sargent and 
former State Representative Michael S. 
Dukakis, adversaries in the gubernatorial 
election contest, should tell the people of 
Massachusetts where they stand on the 
various important issues which will appear 
on the Nov. 5 election ballot. 

For example, Question No. 6 asks 
whether members of the 1975 Legislature 
should be instructed to approve a 
reorganization of the state's medicaid and 
health services under a single, cabinet- 
level agency. 

Some state officials brush off requests 
for an explanation of that question with the 
answer that the vote on that issue will be 
only advisory in nature and that the law¬ 
makers will be free to vote as they wish if 
the health systems regulatory agency 
matter comes up next year. 

It really isn't all that simple. Many 
legislators will consider themselves bound 
to abide by the vote of their constituents. 
Those who don't may find their in¬ 
dependence used as an issue against them 
in the election two years from now. Why 
have the question cluttering up the ballot if 
no one is going to pay any attention to it? 

Sarge insisted that the matter be 
placed on the ballot for the consideration of 
the people before he would allow the 
legislators to prorogue, close their desks 
and go home for the year. 

At first glance it would appear that 
Governor Sargent’s plan is a sound one. 
Then doubt develops as to whether too 
much power would be centralized in one 
agency and if this reorganization would 
result in poorer rather than better health 
services for the public. 

The point is that there has been no real 
debate or discussion of this question so that 
the people could listen to both sides of the 
argument and then make up their own 
minds on how they want to vote. 

Governor Sargent undoubtedly would 
resubmit his health reorganization plan if 
the people approve it and if he is reelected. 
But there is no certainty Mr. Sargent will 
be Governor n.ext January. 

Michael Dukakis should state his posi¬ 
tion on Question No. 6 and explain his 
reasons for favoring or opposing it. 
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Where is the anti-freeze] 

Analysis by Gus Tyler 

NEW YORK — Sometime this winter the water in 
your car is likely to freeze. Not necessarily because of 
extra cold weather, but because there Is a growing 
shortage of anti-freeze. 

If you doubt this, try pricing a gallon of the stuff. 

Last year's average retail price of $1.90 is expected to 
go to at least $4 this year, according to a report in The 
Wall Street Journal. , 

No doubt you will be ready to pay the price to keep 
the radiator from cracking or just to keep the car 
running. (I-ook at what we’re paying for gas - un¬ 
complainingly.) But even such high-priced docility 
won't help. There just won’t be enough to go around. 
Somebody will be frozen out, because according to 
Union Carbide, biggest maker of anti-freeze, supply 
will run at least 10 per cent short of demand this 
winter. 

So where has all the anti-freeze gone? Into shirts, 
shorts, socks, tires, film and a variety of polyester 
products. The stuff you used to pour into your radiator 
is now on your back or your feet or in your camera. 

Here’s the chemistry of the crisis. Anti-freeze is 
made of ethylene glycol, which - in him - is 
petroleum. Of late, there has been a growing demand 
for the gylcol for new uses, like those we have just 
listed. The producers of anti-freeze find it more 
profitable to produce for these new markets. Says the 
DuPont Company: “It's economically more attractive 
to use glycol for polyester production than for anti¬ 
freeze.” And - in the corporate ethic - what is 
profitable is preferable. 

Why then don't we just turn out more glycol to 
satisfy the old as well as the new market? We do have 
sufficient facilities to do that. But we do not have 
sufficient facilities to turn out the ethylene oxide from 
which the glycol is made. 

And so to the next logical question: Why don’t we 
turn out more ethylene oxide? Because, this chemical 
is a petroleum derivative and, so long as the flow of oil 
is unpredictable, buffeted about by fickle and foul 
economic and political winds, producers are reluctant 
to invest in big new production facilities. Says Dow 
Chemical: "There’s no sense building a new plant if 
you don’t have ethylene to feed it." 

Everybody is doing the right thing, yet somehow it 
all turns out wrong. The makers of the oxide don’t want 
to build new plants because the investment is risky. 

The makers of ethylene prefer to turn to polyesters 
because there's greater profit in it. The makers of anti¬ 
freeze charge more because there is a man-made 
shortage. Everybody does what comes naturally - 
making an extra buck. 

The motorist is the victim. He is not hurt by men of 
evil intent but by a mindless system that allows the 
allocation of materials to be made by persons and 
corporations bent on profits rather than by social in¬ 
stitutions concerned with the common weal.

Poll Shows Dukakis 
Leading Gov. Sargent 

Even though many influential Democrats are walking 
away from Michael S. Dukakis and refusing to support his 
candidacy, a poll made under the supervision of the writer 
indicated that Dukakis is running ahead of Governor 
Francis W. Sargent'by about a 3-2 margin at this stage of 
their race for the Governorship. 

Enough voters, who are not enthusiastic about either 
Dukakis or Sargent, are still undecided and on the fence to 
give Sarge a solid chance of coming from behind to win if he 
could draw the support of a big majority of those who 
haven’t yet made up their minds. 

But the odds appar to be strongly with Dukakis at this 
point in the gubernatorial campaign. Governor Sargent has 
a great deal of ground to make up in order to overtake 
Dukakis. Sarge was right when he said he is the underdog 
and Dukakis the favorite. He wasn't just singing political 
lullabies. 

The survey made at the writer's direction gave Dukakis 
almost a 20 per cent advantage as compared to an 18 per 
ent lead in the poll made for the Boston Globe. However, the 
undecided vote was six per cent greater than in the Globe 
poll, 

The Globe poll, made by a professional polling 
organization, consisted of telephone interviews with a cross 
section of 1000 registered voters. The survey made for the 
writer by college students was a straw vote taken at ran¬ 
dom on the street in selected areas. The writer conducted a 
number of that type of polls for the old Boston Post. 

Whichever poll you consider, Governor Sargent is 
undertaking an uphill run and is attempting to go against 
the political tide. The survey of voter sentiment disclosed a 
great swell of public dissatisfaction and discontent with 
existing conditions and a disposition on the part of many 
people to throw the incumbents out of office. 

Governor Sargent is not responsible for any of the 
things which are disturbing the people, but he appears to be 
one of the principal targest and victims of their wrath and 
resentment. 

Today’s political climate is much the same in reverse 
as it was in 1946. At that time-28 years ago-the political 
tide was rolling in favor of the Republicans and against the 
Democrats. * 

. The people couldn’t get butter, beef or nylon stockings a 
year after the end of World War 2, and many of them were 
angry with every Democrat from President Harry S. 
Truman down. 

Two years later, conditions had returned to normalcy, 
and Truman was elected President in his own right. 

But in 1946 for a candidate such as the then Governor 
Maurice J. Tobin, who had given the state a truly good 
administration, it was like trying to sweep back the ocean 
with a broom. 

Tobin was seeking reelectiou to the Governorship. Paul 
A. Dever was the candidate for Lieutenant Governor. David 
I. Walsh was standing for another term in the U.S. Senate. 

They were three great Democratic vote-getters. They 
comprised one of the strongest combinations the 
Democratic party ever had placed at the head of its state 
ticket. But they were all swept down to defeat by the 
surging Republican tide, born of dissatisfaction and 
discontent, which stunned the top Democratic candidates 
and left their campaigns in shambles. 

Now the political climate is much the same, but this 
time Republicans hold the Presidency and Governorship, 
and the political tide is running against them. 

Developments between uow and the night of Nov. & will 
determine whether Governor Sargent can do any more 
about the difficult situation confronting him than Maurice 
Tobin and Paul Dever could 28 years ago. 


Sarge’s predicament actually is not as hopeless as 
Tobin's was in '46. He conceivably could win if he could put 
it all together. But he is not likely to turn things around in 
six debates with the articulate Dukakis. 

Basically, Dukakis is not a strong candidate. He would 
not be likely to win election except for the mood of the 
people and their tendency to "throw the ins out." Dukakis is 
not as potent a challenger as Boston Mayor Kevin H. White 
whom Sargent defeated four years ago. 

One of the most significant aspects of the writer’s poll 
was that a substantial percentage of the people interviewed 
said they voted for Sargent in 1970 but that this time they 
will cither vote for Dukakis or not vote at all. 

Governor Sargent has suffered a loss of support among 
Democrats, Independents-and Republicans. Many of the 
Republicans who voted for Carroll Sheehan in the primary 
will not bother going to the polls at all on Nov. 5. 

Sarge may be able to win back some of the defecting 
Republicans and possibly a portion of the Democrats and 
Independents, but he can do it only with a hard-hitting, 
aggressive campaign. 

In retrospect, it appears that the public dissatisfaction, 
which resulted in a disposition to “turn the ins out,” was a 
factor in the defeat of Secretary of State John F. X. 
Davoren and the narrow escape of State Treasurer Robert 
Q. Crane in the Democratic primary. Crane ordinarily is 
considered a political powerhouse. 

Attorney General Robert H. Quinn also was regarded 
by many people as an incumbent because he was holding 
high office. There was nothing Quinn, Crane or Davoren 
could do about inflation, the national economy, the high cost 
of living, unemployment, the Watergate mess, or President 
Ford's action in granting an absolute pardon to former 
President Nixon. 

For that matter, there is relatively little Governor 
Sargent or Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight can do 
about the factors which threaten their defeat. 


Cardinal's Statement 
Hurt Father Drinan 

Cardinal Medeiros didn't do Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan of Newton any good when he declared bluntly and 
fla tly that “ there is no room for priests in politics. ” 

The Cardinal stopped short of ordering Father Drinan, 
a Jesuit priest, to resign from Congress, but he made it 
plain that Congressman Drinan is not serving on 
Washington's Capitol Hill with his consent or approval. 

Congressman Drinan does have permission to stand for 
reclection from his immediate superior in the Jesuit order, 
and Cardinal Medeiros obviously does not want to bo 
beyond the point of making clear his disapproval and 
disagreement. 

That may cost Father Drinan the votes of some 
Catholics in the coming election. If it develops that he also 
is affected by the trend against incumbent office-holders, 
he could be in political trouble. 

Newton School Committeeman Alvin Mandeli has 
criticized Congressman Drinan for not promoting federal 
business and greater employment opportunities for his 
district. 

Brookline State Representative John Rotenberg, an 
Independent candidate, in the three-cornered congressional 
fight, has characterized Father Drinan as "a one-issue 
Congressman," impeachment being the issue. 

Mandeli is a moderate Republican. Drinan and 
Rotenberg are liberal Democrats although Rotenberg is 
running as an Independent 

Many Catholics have been uneasy about Father 
Drluan’s role as a controversial, left-wing Congressman. 
Their feelings have been pointed up aud put into public 
expression by Cardinal Medeiros. 

What effect all this will have on Congressman Drinan’s 
bid for reelection is a question which will not be answered 
until the night of Nov. 5. 


Cong. Harrington Hit 
For Exposing Secrets 

One thing the average American citizen does not 
concede his elected representatives the right to do is to keep 
peacetime secrets, particularly when said secrets involve 
the use or misuse of taxes paid by said citizen. 

So when Congressman Michael J. Harrington of 
Beverly was called on the carpet in the national House of 
Representatives and verbally chastised for blwoing the 
whistle on a hush-hush CIA operation in Chile, it was about 
the best thing that could have happened to Harrington. 

While he obviously resented the probe into his actions, 
Harrington should thank his inquisitors for the good they 
did to him across the United States. 

Many viewers were shocked and stunned when 
President Ford admitted at a televised press conference 
that millions of dollars in U.S. funds (8 Million to be exact) 
had been spent in Chile in an attempt to defeat the late 
Chilean President Salvador Allende and si .equently to 
disrupt his administration. 

Ford would not have been questioned about the clan¬ 
destine CIA operation against the Cl..''ean Marxist 
President except for prior disclosures by Congressman 
Harrington based on secret testimony given last April by 
CIA Director William Colby. 

Harrington apparently did not directly release the 
information, but he stirred the waters until it was leaked 
either by other Congressmen 01 Senators to whom the 
Beverly Congressman disclosed the startling facts. 

The question which evidently concerned Harrington 
most was; "Who is making the U.S. foreign policy?” An 
issue troubling us is the secrecy surrounding the covert CIA 
opcauon long after it was executed and the right of the 
American people to know what’s going 0 .' in their national 
government.

Our Senate's Soviet Trade bill amendment allowing 
most-favored nation status to the U.S.S.R. only in exchange 
for Soviet concessions regarding migration to Israel is 
loaded with the tension of fear. 

World Jewry is astoundingly small. There are less than 
15 million Jews in the entire world. Of these 5.4 live in the 
United States; nearly 40 per cent of all the Jews in the 
world. 

Although Jews represent less than three per cent of our 
population, about one of every three 12.48 million) live in 
New York City and environs. (There are 535,000 Jews in Los 
Angeles, the second largest concentration; 350,000 in 
Philadelphia; 270,000 in Chicago; 188,000 in Miami; 180,000 
in Boston). 

Palestine in 1917, when the Balfour Declaration was 
announced, had 56,000 Jews. Israel's official Statistics 
Bureau reports that today Israel's population is precisely 
3.4 million. Of this, 2.9 million are Jews. Nearly all the 
500.000 non-Jews are Arabs. 

In Israel the Jewish Agency handles immigration. It 
states that immigrants account for most of the Jewish in¬ 
crease, but that over the last 12-month period the number 
1 43.000) was a drop of 20 per cent from the previous year. 


In 1973, only 4.393 Americans moved to Israel. As a 
result, many Israeli leaders note with some bitterness a 
disparity between financial contributions by Americans 
and personal commitment. In fact, it is producing a subtle 

sort of anti-Americanism among many Israelis, directed 
primarily at American Jews arriving abundantly as 
tourists but unwilling to settle in Israel. 

Of Europe's 4.1 million Jews, 2.6 million live in Russia. 
Nearly as many Jews live there as in Israel. The Soviet 
usually permitted about 600 Jews to leave annually. In 1973 
it permitted approximately 35,000. The immigration to 
Israel was 26,500, down 25 per cent. 

In the U.S.S.R., a job applicant must produce a work¬ 
book. Applicants for immigration to Israel usually have 
notations in the book showing that they have been dismissed 
unfavorably after applying for exit visas. In effect, this 
blacklists them. Then the KGB can take them into custody 
if they do not find a job within 15 days. The charge carries 
up to one year in prison. 

The Kremlin charges any citizen the equivalent of 
about $1,000 for an exit visa. On Aug. 14, 1972, it increased 
this to $4,320 for trade school graduates, $15,000 for 
university graduates and $37,440 for specialists who may 
earn perhaps $240 a month. And the iron clamp is further 
supercharged by the Kremlin anti-Semitism. 



Today's Kremlin comes by its anti-Semitism 
traditionally. Stalin was ferociously anti-Semitic; he 
practiced it as hideously as the Nazis. 

Even before the added horrors after World War 11, 
about 20 million Russians died under Soviet edicts, mostly 
in prison camps. 

"Ulonovtsi" is the Russian word for slave labor; 
"taiga" for the barbed-wire cage. Most of the Crimea 
Tartars, the Chechen-Ingush people, Volga Germans. 
Iatvians and Estonians, torn from their homelands more 
than a quarter century ago, remain exiled in Siberia to this 
day. or died in the taigas. 

The Kremlin admits that there are 130,000 Jewish 
applications for visas to leave. The Jews have a cat-and- 
canary, ineluctable existence. 

Listen to Israel Premier Yitzahak Rabin quoting 
Communist party official A. I. Ivanov to Israel's Knesset 
(Parliament): "Whether Jews can leave is not the right of 
Jews but of the State." Or to famed Soviet physicist Andrei 
D. Sakharov appealing to the Supreme Soviet; "A free 
country cannot resemble a cage." Or hear famous violinist 
Yehudi Menuhin: “We wish to dwell where our heart calls." 

Throughout all history the Jews have always been 
outnumbered. Yet they have endured nine centuries of 
exile, with a dead language, and still preserved the vitality 
which permitted them to carve out a new country in a 
hostile land. 

Their wanderings in their exiles, their ghastly per¬ 
secutions from the earliest dawns through Hitler's 
holocaust recall endless anguishes. Yet these same 
memories create a banding-together, an intense sense of 
destiny, an appreciation for unity’s demands and a stoicism 
that outmatches all opposition through the ages. 

It is against this long and agonizing background that 
New York Senator Jacob K. Javits and Connecticut Senator 
Abraham Ribicoff have sponsored the Soviet Trade 
amendment and held fast to it, come what may.

Once designated as an historical 
district, a commission is set up to administer controls on 
items largely which can be seen from the public way. All of 
the neighbors have expressed enthusiasm about this 
prospect.

delivery methods on rising 
medical costs, factors which 
hurt the medical system and 
the person seeking help." 
Salinger also targeted 
maldistribution of health 
facilities arid manpower as 
prime areas for Council study 
and action. 

"Coordinated, Integrated 
medical care must be available 
to everyone, especially those 
who are now medically un¬ 
derserved. Comprehensive 
care is planned care. It must be 
financially feasible, 
statistically sound and, most 
importantly, responsive to the 
public interest," Salinger was 
quoted. 

Salinger stated that HPCGB 
is working towards con¬ 
solidation and coordination of 
specific health services. Plans 
for regional pediatric, ob¬ 
stetric, and emergency care 
are now underway. Fourteen 
area planning committees, 
supported by the Council, work 
in conjunction with hospital 
representatives to coordinate 
plans for multi-institutional, 
shared services in specific 
geographic areas. 

Under federal and state 
mandates HPCGB also serves 
as a watchdog agency. Its local 
committees regularly review 
hospital proposals for capital 
expenditures and changes in 
service. 

Before joining HPCGB, 
Salinger headed the 
Association of New York 
Neighborhood Health Centers, 
a group responsible for 


coordination of ambulatory 
care programs at nine urban 
health facilities operating 
under federal grants totaling 
$38 million. 

Previously, Salinger headed 
the Community Services 
Branch of the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Region II, which 
included New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Penn¬ 
sylvania. In that post he was 
responsible for administrative 
and technical assistance to 
various federal health and 
social programs, particularly 
Model Cities, serving 19 of the 
nation’s largest cities, 

The new executive has 
conducted a private law 
practice and work with a multi¬ 
ethnic research and 
management consulting firm 
in developing social and 
economic programs at selected 
urban and rural sites 
throughout the U.S. 

His professional affiliations 
include membership in the 
New York State Bar, the 
American Public Health 
Association, and National 
Association of Housing and 
Redevelopment Officials. 

Recipient of a degree from 
New York I.aw School, 
Salinger also holds a master's 
degree in business ad¬ 
ministration. He has been a 
guest lecturer at the graduate 
schools of public health at 
Hunter College, Columbia 
University, and Rutgers 
University.

Riven several exteasions by the state to allow it to 
continue to be used. The Newton-Waltham refuse 
district beRan workinR about two years oro to find 
out whether a refuse district would be feasible. The 
district was financed by a Rrant from the U S 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Antonellis pointed out to McGrath that "prac¬ 
tically, there appears no other route" then usinR 
the transfer-haul method of rubbish disposal at the 
time. 

"If I decided to keep the incinerator open," 
Antonellis said, "I would have no backinR from any 
authority.” 

McGrath responded, "We (the Board of 
Aldermen) were promised by the administration 
that we would have a say." 

Mayor Mann, who had been standing in the 
doorway listening and observing, accused 
McGrath of playing "political games" at the 
meeting. 

The mayor said to the committee, in a low, 
controlled voice, "The alderman from Ward 4 
(McGrath) says he hasn't had the opportunity to 
participate. That’s the old cry. He’s been invited to 
all the meetings, but he’s never made the ob¬ 
servations he’s made tonight." 

Then to McGrath directly, the mayor said, "For 
you to try to give the idea that all alternatives have 
not been explored is the lowest level you’ve gone to 
since I've had to deal with you. If you’d read your 
papers, Mr. Alderman, you'd find all the facts." 

"Unless the report lias 'McGrath' on it it doesn't 
mean anything to you. Every reliable authority 
says that incineration is not the way to go. It would 
cost $3 to $7 million to upgrade the incinerator. Do 


you want to upgrade?" the mayor asked. 

McGrath tried to make the point that the decision 
had already been made, and that while the out¬ 
come might have been the same, he felt the Board 
of Aldermen should have been part of the decision. 

Neighbors of the incinerator who were present at 
the meeting were happy with the decision not to 
continue operation of the incinerator but were 
apprehensive about the increased truck traffic that 
would result from Waltham's trucking its rubbish 
to the Newton incinerator and the trailer trucks 
that would be used to haul the compacted rubbish 
away from the transfer station. 

The neighbors were assured that petterns for 
routing additional traffic away from residences 
would be studied (the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night passed a resolution to ask the Planning 
Department for such action immediately). 

The contract that the Board will be asked to 
approve from a funding point of view will be for 
five years, with extensions available. 

During the next five to seven years the disposal 
district hopes to form a regional resource recovery 
district that will utilize a state-funded plant. 

The state had already indicated its willingness to 
fund tiie district during its formative stage with 
money for secretarial and office expenses. 
Members serve without pay. 

Mayor Mann said this week that he and Mayor 
Arthur Clark of Waltham will meet one more time 
before Mann makes a recommendation to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The cost of the transfer-haul method of refuse 
disposal has been calculated by the Newton- 
Waltham district committee's consultant, Camp 
Dresser & McKee, to be just about the same as the 
per ton cost of incineration.

been granted a Hatch Act hearing before it 
was granted all the necessary permits. Their 
permits were issued by the building depart¬ 
ment Monday. 

When NCDF originally asked to have the 
hearing conducted without the permits, the 
commission sought a ruling from the city 
solicitor's office as to whether they could go 
along with 'his request According to Jason 
Rosenberg, assistant city solicitor, the ruling 
said that the commission could hold the 
hearing due to a new amendment to the law. 
It would be "at the risk of the developer that 
they go forward." , 

At the time, NCDF wanted the process 
speeded up so that they could avoid in¬ 
flationary construction costs. However, 
because of the ambiguity in the law, this may 
present a further problem to NCDF. 

Another issue involved in this hearing is 
whether or not the commission will require 
NCDF to use a material known as porous 
asphalt pavement. This has been recom¬ 
mended by Paul R. Nyquist of Town 
Engineering Associates, Inc. consultants to 
the commission. The commission had ordered 
Cramer Electronics to use the substance for 
their parking lot and the order has been ap¬ 
pealed. 

Robert Carleo, engineer for NCDF, 
presented a case against porous asphalt at the 
hearing. He cited an article in an engineering 


journal stating that the use of the asphalt 
necessitated removal of the top soil and 
stripped the ground of a bacterial filter 
possibly causing potential pollution of ground 
water. However, later Carleo. stated that the 
major possible pollutant would be the use of 
Chloride (salt) which is not permitted 
anyway. 

Carleo also claimed that the freeze-thaw 
action could cause "possible heaving" in the 
pavement. In the engineering report sub¬ 
mitted to the commission, Nyquist points out 
that the Franklin Institute Research 
Laboratories conducted tests on two samples 
freeze-thawing them on one, 265 times and on 
another, 233 times. He concluded that 
"Marshall stability and flow tests reflected 
little or no change in values from the control 
sample . . . this factor indicates that there 
would be no heaving problems with a drained 
porous pavement surface course." 

However, as Lawrence Felsmen of Town 
Engineering pointed out, "it looks promising" 
but it hasn't been provea And the MHFA, 
who is partially funding the NCDF project 
recently sent a letter to the commission 
urging the members not louse porous asphalt 
on this project. They say they "are unaware 
of any application of porous asphalt in New 
England" and they feel that "a development 
of this scope, size and significance in the city 
of Newton is an inappropriate location to 
experiment."

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Consumer advocate is postal problem solver 


'I’m probably wasting my 
ttmo,” u woman from a small 
Ohio town wrote the Consumer 
Advocate of the U.S. Postal 
Service, "but I don’t un¬ 
derstand why the cancellations 
on my letters, don't carry my 
city's name?" 

She was not alone in won¬ 
dering if letters from average 
citizens can affect the prac¬ 
tices in large institutions, such 
as the U.S. Postal Service. 

And she wasn't wasting her 
time, either. Consumer 
Advocate Thomas W. Chad¬ 
wick's staff took the woman's 
complaint and hundreds of 
others protesting the loss of 
local identification in the 
cancellation of stamps to see if 
a solution could be found. 

In checking around the 
country, the Consumer 
Advocate’s staff found that 
Postal Service policies were 
not being observed in many 
areas. Postmasters were not 


providing places in post offices 
where customers could deposit 
letters for local cancellations, 
and In other Instances they 
weren't letting consumers 
know how they could get their 
city's name In the cancellation. 

As a result of these com¬ 
plaints and actions taken by 
the Consumer Advocate, 
virtually every post office 
under a centralized mail 
processing plan now has a 
designated letter drop In the 
lobby or a collection box on the 
street for those who want their 
town's name on their can¬ 
cellations. 

This is just one of many 
cases handled bv the Consumer 
Advocate. During a year, some 
30,000 complaints are sent to 
Postal Service headquarters In 
Washington and to the Con¬ 
sumer Advocate. 

While most of the complaints 
concern delayed or lost mail, 
consumers also write about the 


extension of aural routes, 
delivery schedules, employee 
conduct, claims, international 
mail problems, opening of 
facilities and vending 
machines. The list Is almost 
endless. 

Also, many customers are 
confused about the service they 
are buying. "We even get 
letters from professional of¬ 
fices," Chadwick says, 
"wanting compensation for the 
lasso f valuable documents 
sent as certified mail. They 
confuse certified with 
registered mail. Certified mail 
provides only proof of 
delivery; registered is guarded 
to give security from the point 
of receipt to delivery." 

To reduce such misun¬ 
derstandings and help 
customers use mail services 
more effectively, A Con¬ 
sumer’s Guide to Postal Ser¬ 
vices and Products was 


devclped. More than eight 
million copies of this handy 
brochure have been printed. 
They are available at all posl 
offices. 

One of the first problems 
Chadwick licked when he 
became Consumer Advocate 
two years ago was one which 
wasn't sticky enough. 
Frustrated with stamps that 
didn't stick, customers were 
asking; "why can't you put 
more glue on your stamps?" 

Those responsible for their 
manufacture argued, "If one 
moistens stamps properly 
there is no problem.” 

"Maybe you are right,” 
Chadwick reasoned, "but who 
is going to change the stamp 
licking habits of 200 million 
Americans?” At this point it 
seemed simpler to put a little 
more adhesive on the stamps. 


Missing mail Is another 
problem. Chadwick's office 
gets thousands of letters 
complaining that a letter 
hasn't arrived. "What hap¬ 
pened?" they ask. 

likely as not, the missing 
letter is one of the 40 million 
pieces of mail which annually 
land In dead letter offices. 
Among the reasons they 
weren't delivered could be 
because the address wasn't 
adequate or the sender failed to 
put a return address on his 
envelope or the address was 
obliterated. 

The answer, Chadwick says, 
is always put a return address 
on every letter and package. 
Also, slip an address card 
inside a package so that if the 
wrapper is defaced or 
removed, the postal clerk 
rewrapping it can send it to the 
right address.

Military separations have 
slowed from a peak of 95,000 
monthly to a current rate of 
50,000, but the timetable 
remains important to the in¬ 
dividual veteran, according to 
VA. 

If a veteran wants his job 


back, for example, he must 
apply to his former employer 
within 90 days of his separation 
date.

Insurance (SGLJ) to Veterans 
Group Life Insurance.

The veteran has no deadline 
for obtaining hospital care; or 
obtaining a GI loan to buy, 
build, or improve a home, or to 
buy a farm.

Food and Fashions

Across the kitchen counter 


Did you know that soup was once a finger 
food? It all began as a dining habit in 
Medieval days when ladies and gentlemen ate 
with their fingers. To enjoy the liquid part of 
stews and meats, nobles as well as peasants 
sponged or sopped up the broth with bread 
and soon the sop or “Soupe" in French was a 
liquid meal in itself, called a potage. 

By 1700, travelers were carrying "pocket 
soups" to sustain them when far from inns or 
when they were too poor to afford meals. 
What could be considered forerunners of our 
bouillon cube consisted of meat broth boiled 
down until gluey, then dried. With a pint or so 
of boiling water the weary traveler was able 
to take nourishment. 

Soups can be elegant or informal... they 
can take an entire day of slow cooking or, 
thanks to canned soups, be rushed to the table 
in a matter of moments. And what’s so 
wonderful in today's skyrocketing economy, 
soups can be hearty enough to be a ineal in 


themselves-accompanied by a salad and hot 
crusty bread. 

Following are some soup tips: 

Ideally, soup should be prepared the day 
before and refrigerated overnight then 
reheated for serving. Soup flavors mellow 
and. more important, the fat, which congeals, 
can be removed before reheating the soup. 
Easy on the seasoning. Remember, it’s al¬ 
ways possible to add salt or pepper when the 
soup is served rather than overseasoning 
during cooking. When serving minestrone, a 
family standby in the Italian kitchen, precede 
the minestrone with an antipasto and serve 
this "super soup” with hot garlic bread. Too 
busy to make homemade soup? Be inventive 
and blend two canned soups for an inex¬ 
pensive first course: Cheddar cheese soup 
and Tomato soup plus lVi to 2 cans water, 
garnish with thin lemon slices. Heat but do 
not boil. Or... Chicken gumbo and Cream of 
Chicken plus 2 cans of water or milk. Heat but 


do not boil and serve with a sprinkle of grated 
coconut. Cream of Potato and chicken 
Vegetable plus 14 to 2 soup cans of water. 
Heat but do not boil. Float tiny cheese cubes 
on top. 

VEGETABLESOUP 

3 large potatoes, pared and diced 
2 carrots, diced 

1 cup thinly sliced celery 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 

4 pound green beans, cut in 1-inch pieces 
4 cup salad oil 

1 can (28 oz) tomatoes, undrained 

3 cups water 

2 cans beef broth undiluted 
I*j teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 cups finely chopped cabbage 
4 cup minced parlsey 

Saute potatoes, carrots, onion, celery, 
garlic and green beans in oil in a large soup 
kettle. Add tomatoes, water, beef broth, salt 
and pepper and cook to boiling; cover and 
reduce heat to low.

Big Apple proves problem for Big Mac 


NEW YORK (UPI) - McDonald's, the 
fast-food franchising firm known for the 
now defunct 19-cent hamburger, decided 
awhile ago the time was ripe to move into 
Manhattan. "Big Mac” met an unexpected 
whopper. 

The firm, which has nurtured a com¬ 
munity-minded image in other towns and 
cities across the nation, finds itself the 
target of highly vocal neighborhood groups 
who have made it clear the one thing they 
don't want on their streets is the golden 
archway that symbolizes McDonald's. 

The chain believes such attitudes are 
unfair. 

How representative the protesting 
groups are of neighborhood residents is 
uncertain. The firm claims they represent 
only a minority opinion. 

But their shouting has been loud enough 
to turn the “McDonald's invasion” into a 
top local controversy. 


For its oart, the company insists the 
criticism is "blown out of proportion," that 
"thousands and thousands" of residents 
welcome it and it wants very much to be a 
"good neighbor." 

The firm currently has 12 active outlets 
in Manhattan, with six more under con¬ 
struction. How many more are in the 
works the chain won’t say, citing its 
"competitive position." 

The showdown between McDonald’s and 
its opponents came over a planned outlet 
on 66th Street on the upper East Side. 
Before it was over, area residents 
assembled petitions with some 11,000 
names and dropped them off at City Hall to 
protest municipal approval given the 
chain. 

In the end, McDonald’s surrendered, 
announcing it had reached agreement with 
the neighborhood groups to drop 66th 
Street as a potential site. In a similar case, 


construction at a West Village location was 
suspended. 

Typixcal of the objections to the ham¬ 
burger outlet was one from an architect 
who said residents "deserve a peaceful 
neighborhood" and already had a suf¬ 
ficient number of restaurants to feed 
them. 

He and others charged that a cheap fast 
food outlet, equipped with tables and 
chairs, attracts undesirables. They cited, 
as an example, Greenwich Village, where 
two or three such establishments have 
become virtual armed camp and notorious 
hangouts for drug users. 

Beyond the issue of peace and crime, the 
McDonald’s expansion into New York's 
most crowded borough has sparked other 
protests, with opponents citing: 

Street congestion — double parking 
while father runs inside for the family 
chow. 


Paper pollution-an abundance of paper 
wrappers, bags, plastic utensils and 
cellophane. 

Nutrition—just how nutritional Ls a "Big 
Mac" or "Whopper" and, for that matter, 
how cheap when the amount of meat and 
condiments is considered? 

In addition, various unions reportedly 
began pondering McDonald's policy of 
hiring young students at less than the 
minimum wage with few, if any, ap¬ 
plicable fringe benefits, a practice legal 
under federal legislation. 

McDonald's, in turn, has retained a high- 
priced public relations firm with ties to 
City Hall to argue that the firm has not 
ignored the unique qualities of the 
Manhattan neighborhoods it has moved 
into and is supported, if not welcomed, by 
most residents. 

Young uniformed employes armed with 
long-handled brooms and pushing waste 


carts patrol the front of many McDonald's 
sites. Guards have been assigned to some 
premises. And even the large golden ar¬ 
ches have become subdued and a more 
subtle decor chosen. 

Furthermore, the firm points out, its 
employment of young students fills a need 
for New York, particularly for lowincome 
youngsters in need of jobs. McDonald's 
recently promoted a demonstration by 
some 100 Harlem residents welcoming 
such employment into am uptown 
neighborhood. 

That protest was designed to over¬ 
shadow another by a much smaller group 
of two dozen or so who assembled recently 
each Saturday for three weeks in front of 
the proposed McDonald's site. "We 
already have too much crime in this 
neighborhood," the group’s spokewoman 


said. "McDonald's is not wanted here." 

To counteract such feelings, McDonald's 
representatives have been meeting almost 
daily with community groups throughout 
New York City. 

"It seems to be working," said Howard 
J. Hubenstein, the chain's new public 
relations man. "McDonald's feels gener¬ 
ally that they want to be a good neighbor in 
the community. 

"The firm feels that the opposition is 
blown far out of proportion to what the 
situation is. They find that literally 
thousands and thousands of people have 
been welcoming them. Once they see how 
McDonald's functions with a very careful 
attention to cleanliness, quality of food and 
community involvement, the community 
opposition generally has evaporated."

Newton North loses 
to Brockton, 40-7

We had hoped for something better. 

Newton North entered the Brockton game 
unscored upon, with an offense which had 
featured both the passing combination of Bob 
Kinsella and Dana Foley and the running of 
Peter Toyias. 

Brockton had not only been held to 43 
points in two games, but had actually lost to 
Natick, 21-14, in its first game. 

It appeared that Saturday was the day for 
Newton to avenge its "super bowl" loss to the 
Boxers in 1972, and its regular season losses 
to the Division I champions the last lwo years. 

But no. Brockton scored in every quarter, 
and trounced the Tigers, 40-7, before the 
mayor and the usual collection of students, 
alumni, and football fans you see at big 
games. 

Brockton scored the first two times it had 
the ball, but midway through the second 
quarter it still looked like we might see a close 
game between two powerful offensive teams. 

Newton fought back from a 12-0 deficit to 
score early in the second period. 

Three times Newton kept its 56-yard drive 
alive by gaining a first down on a fourth down 
paly. The first quarter ended with Newton in a 
fourth-and-four situation at the Brockton 34. 
Kinsella proceeded to hit Jack Ryan for a 
nine-yard gain to the 25. 

Three plays later, after an illegal 
procedure penalty, it was fourth-and-eight at 
the 23. Toyias caught a Kinsella pass over his 
shoulder, and provided a Newton first down at 
the Brockton nine. 

A penalty moved the ball back, to the 14. 
Halfback John Vizakis rushed to the nine on 
second down, but the Tigers were still there 
on fourth down.iKinsella attempted a pass to 
Ryan, and pass interference was called, 
giving Newton a first down an inch or two 
from the end zone. 

On first down, Toyias rushed through the 
right side of the liee, and Newton trailed 12-6.

There may be no Sugar 
Bowls in the immediate future, 
but at least there is still life in 
the old town team. 

After disappointing their 
fans for the 30th season in a 
row by losing their first two 
games of the year, the Boston 
College Eagles got their act 
together, last Saturday, and 
whipped the Midshipmen of the 
Navy with the ease that 66- 
point favorite Oklahoma 
creamed Wake Forest. Well, 
almost. BC won 37-4 

Navy actually beat Penn 
State this year. That’s Penn 
State as in the fellows who are 
coached by Joe Paterno, the 
coach who turned down a 
million bucks to coach the 
Patriots. Also the same guys 
who never lose. 

True, the game was played 
on a swamp at University 
Park, and Navy only won, 7-6, 
but Penn State? 

Following that effort the 
Navy got beat by Michigan, 52- 
0 and now Boston College. 

Boston College played like 
Temple had the week before in 
smashing the Eagles, 34-7. 

They were superb, in total 
command, crunching on 


defense, overpowering on 
offense. 

The defense was the most 
surprising and encouraging 
point of the game, causing four 
fumbles and intercepting two 
passes, after acting like patsies 
and surrendering 78 points in 
its first two games. 

The stats against the rush in 
particular were likely to light 
up coach Joe Yukica's face. 
Navy’s net gain was only 83 
yards. 

Passingwise, Navy did a 
little better, netting 152 yards 
from two quartervacks. But 
there really was nothing to 
worry about this time. 

Halfback Mike Esposito was 
back in his 1,000-yard plus form 
of 1973, wracking up 154 yards, 
including one 53-yard jaunt, 
but took a backseat to his 
fullback buddy Keith Barnette. 

Barnette totalled 81 yards, 
but carried for three touch¬ 
downs on bursts of three, five 
and one yards and ran for one 
two-point conversion — 20 
points on the day. 

And quarterback Mike 
Kruczek, maligned for some 
interceptions against Texas 
and failure to move the offense 
against Temple, completed six 
of 10 passes for 102 yards and a 


TD to Mike Godbolt (How’s 
that name for a receiver?). 

Godbolt collected a 33-yard 
toss which gave Boston College 
a 27-0 lead at the half. The final 
score was reached by the end 
of the third period. The scrubs 
did their scrubbing in the 
fourth quarter. 

Other scoring came from 
Dave Almeida on a 28-yard run 
and a 50-yard field goal by 
Fred Steinfort, not even the 
gifted one's longest 

That was a 52-yarder last 
year also versus Navy. 
Steinfort also booted two of 
three extra points. The third 
was a miss from 35 yards after 
a 15-yard penalty moved the 
Eagles back.

As I write this column after 
the resignation of President 
Nixon and the accession of Mr. 
to the Presidency. The change 
has effected many phases of 
American life. Colleagues in 
the counseling profession 
support what I've felt... that a 
great upsurge is taking place in 
counseling. We're trying to 
understand Just why this has 
happened in these weeks since 
the change in the Presidency.

I have felt for many months 
that our people were not only 
feeling depressed 
economically ... but more 
importantly there was a 
heaviness of emotional 
depression which hung like a 
dark cloud over peole’s spirits. 
The disgust... the anger. . . 
the feelings of being deceived. 
. . being lied to by our 
leadership finally got to almost 
everyone. The awful un¬ 


certainty of each day . . . and 
"what’s the use" attitude. 

Then with a rapidity which 
few expected the whole scene 
quickly changed. A crushing 
emotional burden had been 
lifted ... the nightmare had 
ended... the day had dawned. 
.. the agony was relieved. Now 
... people could begin to think 
of their own personal agonies.. 

. and what Ihey were going to 
do about the personal problems 


that had weighed them down.. 
.even longer perhaps that 
Watergate? So many people 
are seeking professional help.. 
. for as one person said . .. "If 
the whole oountry is going to be 
happy again and move ahead, I 
don't want to continue to be 
crushed down with this 
problem of mine." That's the 
first reason for the upsurge in 
counseling... the new wave of 
optimism. 


A second reason is the 
nation-wide publicity that 
Betty Ford, the new gracious 
first lady, has benefitted 
greatly from counseling. Just 
like millions of American 
women, the years of meeting 
her family's needs . . . sub¬ 
merging her life to those needs 
of her politician husband . . . 
and four children... Betty had 
been under great strain. Her 
doctors recommended coun¬ 


seling, where she learned how 
to be more self-confident. . . 
how better to cope with the 
pressures of family and public 
life. Her new self has brought 
her down to size 10 ... and a 
new wardrobe. 

Since people now know how 
successful counseling was for 
Mrs. Ford, seeing new open¬ 
ness to life ... her intcrcsLs in 
some of the niceties of life ... 
dancing . . . entertaining . . . 


parties... art... many people 
are saying "If It helped Betty 
Ford, maybe it will help me." 
Betty Ford's experience has 
given creditability and 
prestige to personal coun¬ 
seling. 

If counseling was needed by 
the "first” family of the nation 
... if this family benefited so 
greatly . .. why shouldn’t the 
rest of us enjoy its benefits too?

Bill Moyers, one of the most 
respected journalists in the 
nation, will addrrss the Ford 
Hall Forum audience on 
Sunday evening, October 13, at 
8 p.m.

An honor graduate of the 
University of Texas who 
studied ethics and theology on 
a Rotary International 
scholarship at University of 
Edinburgh, he received a 
divinity degree from 
Southwestern Tehological 
Seminary in 1959 and the 
following year became 
executive assistant to Lyndon 
Johnson during his presidential 
campaign. 

Before going to the White 
House, Moyers was in¬ 
strumental in organizing the 
Peace Corps and when 


President Kennedy named him 
its Deputy Director, he became 
one of the youngest men ever to 
get a presidential appointment 
requiring Senate confirmation. 
He joined President Johnson in 
1963 as Sepcial Assistnat and 
hhe following year became his 
administrative chief of staff. In 


1965 he also took on additional 
duties as presidential press 
secretary, resigning in 1967 to 
become Newsday publisher. 

His book, “Listening to 
America" was on many best 
seller lists. He has also written 
numerous articcles for Har¬ 
per’s, the Atlantic Saturday 


Review and now writes a 
monthly column for Newsweek 
magazine. He is a trustee of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, a 
member of the Board of 
Visitors of the Kennedy School 
of Government at Harvard and 
on many other organizations.

Unclogging the lungs 


Female sex hormones may 
help treat some kinds of lung 
diseases. In men as well as 
women, states the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

Dr. Henry Yeagcr-assistant 
professor of medicine at 
Georgetown University in 
Washington. D.C.-is in¬ 
vestigating the effects of 
female hormones on mucous 
membranes in the respiratory 
tract. Although results are 
inconclusive as yet. thee is 
some evidence that the hor¬ 
mones can help change 
membranes that function 
abnormally in patients who 
have such diseases as bron¬ 
chitis and asthma. Dr. 
Yeager's research is supported 
by a grant from the American 
I.ung Association. 

Normally, a liquid-like 
secretion called mucous plays 
a major role in protecting the 
lungs against invaders in the 
air. The mucus is like a moving 
blanket inside the bronchial 
tubes. The mucus blanket traps 


bacteria, viruses, dirt, and 
potentially dangerous particles 
and transports Diem up to the 
mouth, where they're 
swallowed, digested, and then 
expelled. 

In some kinds of severe 
lung disease, however, the 
goblet cells which produce 
mucus become overactive; the 
secretions become thicker and 
less effective in clearing the 
lungs. Dr. Yeager has found 
that changes occur in goblet 
cells in the bronchial tubes of 
rats when female hormones 
are injected. 

Dr. Yeager hopes to find out 
whether female hormones 
affect how fast the mucus 
moves, the thickness of the 
mucus and chemical changes 
in the mucus itself. The resulLs 
could someday influence the 
treatment of lung diseases.

Nature's Ways 

By WAYNE HANLEY 

Mass. Audubon Society 
_ There are 54 new puffins in 
Maine coastal waters this 
autymn as a result of an ex¬ 
periment carried out by 
Stephen W. Kress of the Cornell 
Laboratory of Ornithology. 

The puffin, in case you have 
forgotten, is a short, plump 
bird that looks like a small 
penguin hiding behind an 
enormous parrot bill. In 
breeding season, bands of 
yellow, blue-gray and ver¬ 
milion make the huge bill a 
colorful spectacle. 

Prior to 1900 the edibility of 
puffin eggs almost extirpated 
puffins from the southern rim 
of their range. Too many 
potential puffins were trun¬ 
cated sunny-side-up in Maine 
and Canadian skillets. 
Apparently there never were 
many puffins on tire Maine 
coastal islands. The bird is an 
arctic resident, more ac¬ 
climated to (he frigid 
barrenness of Greenland. Even 
in winter, puffins rarely, 
venture as far south as 
Massachusetts. 

Until Kress carried out the 
transplant last summer, 
Matinicus Rock, with possibly 
80 to 100 pairs, was the only 
confirmed breeding area for 
puffins in Maine waters. The 
presence of a few pairs in 
summer around Old Man 
Island made it a possible 
breeding site. Otherwise, the 
nearest southern breeding 
island was Machais Seal, 
which is a Canadian island just 
off the Maine coast, far 
downeasl. 

Financed by a grant from the 
National Audubon Society and 
a few wealthy contributors, 
Kress removed 68 puffin 
chicks, each about two weeks 
old, from burrows on Great 
Island, Newfoundland, and had 
them flown by private plane to 
Bangor, a 1000-mile trip. Hie 
chicks were collected with 
permission of the Canadian 
Wildlife Service. Veterinarians 
inspected the chicks and found 
them free of Newcastle 
disease, but four were held for 
further study. 

The 64 remaining chicks 
were taken to Eastern Egg 
Rock in Mnacongus Bay where 
they were placed in artificial 
burrows. Puffins, and a few 
other .“eabirds. d l g burrows for 
nests, much like woodchucks. 
Forty-nine chicks were placed 
in burrows for nests, much like 
woodchucks Forty-nine chicks 
were placed in burrows made 
oi ceramic chimney tiles The 
other 15 were placed in 
burrows dug into the earth.

herring gulls on Eastern Egg 
from preying on the chicks, 
wooden doors with a quarter- 
moon arch cut out at the bot¬ 
tom were placed over the 
burrow entrances. The arch 
not only provided ventilation 
but also admitted 
housekeepers, excrete toward 
daylight, thus keeping the 
burrow interior clean. 

From July 17 through August 
24, two persons remained on 
the island. Their main duty 
was to place a thawed smelt in 
each burrow entrance three 
times daily. Young puffins are 
fed by their parents that way. 

As the chicks matured, the 
burrow doors were opened 
each evening so the young 
could come out and exercise 
their wings. On August 24, the 
last of the 54 chicks left the 
burrow site and flew away. 

The 10 chicks which were not 
released were involved lr. an 
experiment by the Riount 
Desert Biological laboratory 
which studied the effect of 
DDE, a metabolite of DDT, on 
puffins. 

These were the first puffins 
fledged on Eastern Egg Rock 
since 1907. Investigators now 
must wait three years to learn 
whether the former chicks will 
return as breeding birds to 
Eastern Egg Rock.

(Allege. Cohen suggested that neighbors of 
Newton College might be included on the task 
force to give input on the anticipated effect of 
Newton College on the neighborhood. 

A Boston College spokesman said that the 
task force has excluded alumni, alumnae, 
aldermen, and Newton citizen representation. 
He added that "this is not to say that par¬ 
ticipation is not encouraged.” 

John Maguire, chairman of the task 
force, repeatedly stated that he is open to 
talking to neighbors about their concerns. He 
said that the task force's charge is "to 
represent interesLs of the community broadly 
defined (the communities of Boston College, 
and Newton)." 

Robert Kenney, the husband of a Newton 
College alumnae, said that "the taxpayers 
will pay the burden of peripheral services" 
such as police and fire protection. Kenney 
commented that “it is better to talk about 
problems before they happen or while they 
are building" rather than afterwards. 

Cohen pointed out that a neighbor on the 
task force could allay community fears or 
hostility. "I do not want too see a massive 
outpouring of hostility when you come in for a 
reasonable request," Cohen said. 

Richmond said that there is concern 
about social activities on the Newton campus 
and the noise and litter which may result. 

"There is a great fear of creeping dorm- 
s," Richmond said. "Speculators might buy 
houses and rent them to students who now 
commute.” This could cause lower property 
values. 

Richmond noted that the city is now 
considering control over conversion of one- 
family dwellings to rental units. 

Richmond remarked that there is also 
concern over the possibility of high rises on 
the Newton College campus, "a more in¬ 
tensified use of the college." He pointed out 
that neighbors are generally pleased with the 
present use of the college. 

Other potential problems noted by 
Richmond included the loss of taxes by the 
college’s purchase of single family homes, 
and increased traffic in the area. 

Richmond talked about the possible 
traffic patterns in the area with Maguire 
during a break. Richmond said that the 
traffic commission has recommended closing 
the Mill Street exit of the college, except for 
use use in fire emergencies. This restriction

Richmond said tht he got an assurance 
from Maguire that he will urge the placement 
of the Newton College campus on a public 
transportation route.

School Committee 


Boston parents seek space here 


Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
reported to the Newton School Committee 
this week that he has received inquiries 
about Newton accepting urban children 
into its schools. 

Fink said that the communications 
from two sources; from Newton residents 
who are concerned about urban problems 
and the declining enrollment in Newton 
schools, and from Boston parents who are 

chUdrento Boston schools. 

Fink said that he has been asked why 
Newton cannot open enrollment to tuition¬ 
paying Boston children. He noted that only 
the METCO program presently permits 
thf acceptance of urban children. 

Fink added that if Newton accepts out- 
of-city tuition students, it cannot 


discriminate between black and white 
children. 

Fink, who spoke on the subject of 
metropolitization last spring at a panel 
discussion, said, that this concept will 
require legislation, governance, and 
funding. He said that the state legislature 
is going to have to deal with the subject. 

Fink noted that requests from Boston 
parents about enrollment in Newton have 


Fink said that METCO or black 
children should not be used by saying 
"you're the problem,” that distribution of 
children will solve Boston's problem. 

"Expansion of METC should be 
considered," Fink commented. “But there 
is justification for METCO independent of 
the situation in Boston. 


School Committee Chairwoman 
Eelanor Rosenblum said that she had 
received a letter from METCO PTA 
representatives urging extension of the 
METCO program. 

Fink said that he hopes that in the next 
couple of weeks the school Department 
can come in with some sort of proposal 
relating to the issue of Newton and urban 
children. 

Fink commented that communities 
which have tried to protect themselves 
from the city have ended up facing up 
similar problems. "It is better to involve 
ourselves and plan,” he said. 

Fink pointed out that any statement 
dealing with Boston’s busing crisis would 
have been "inflammatory" if made in the 
last several weeks.

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MBTA lets us down acquiring units

Ever since the MBTA began its 
program of upgrading the Green Line 
trolley roadbed and stations, more than a 
year ago, there has been one deliberately 
unpublicized nuisance after another for 
regular and occasional patrons of the 
MBTA. 

The latest disruption in service went 
into effect last weekend, when again buses 
took over the Riverside to Reservoir route, 
this time only on weekends. 

But this time no advance notice was 
given to local newspapers, and the bus 
stops are not even marked. 

The MBTA this week said that the 
"few weekends" referred to in fliers 
tacked up here and there means that the 
weekend bus service will be completed 
"before Thanksgiving." 

Then there was the period in about 
midsummer when with no warning 
sledgehammers started ringing on the 
tracks at midnight and later. Not one night 
but several. 

And the time when the MBTA 
demolished the shed at Eliot station and 
left the debris for more than a week in the 
parking lot where children could injure 
themselves on the tempting pile of rubble. 

When it was thought all the work 


would be completed by December of this 
year, the disruption did not seem un¬ 
bearable. The bus service was frequent 
and good. 

But then a few kinks developed, as 
when service on the trolley was inex¬ 
plicably disrupted and riders waited in 
vain for a trolley to come, with no one to 
tell them there was none. 

The switchover at Reservoir was less 
successful than expected and derailments 
occurred, causing delays that were rarely 
reported on the evening radio to families 
waiting at home. 

Continuing sore spots with Newton 
have been the uncleanliness of the 
stations, which the MBTA apparently 
disclaims responsibility for. Several times 
volunteer groups have cleaned the 
stations. 

Now there is a report that the com¬ 
pletion of the entire project, scheduled for 
this December, will be delayed until next 
summer. This report appeared in a Boston 
newspaper and no word of final completion 
date has been received locally or ad¬ 
vertised by the MBTA, which advertises 
only when it has something good to say 
about itself. 

The City of Newton pays $1.3 million 
annually for MBTA service, plus the fares 
its patrons pay. Aren't we entitled to better 
treatment, better public relations, than we 
have been getting? 


Committee has 4 
enrollment plans

Four proposals dealing with Newton's 
declining school enrollment have been 
submitted by members of the School 
Committee's Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, and an Oct. 24 deadline faces other 
members or groups who would like to 
make proposals. 

One proposal has come from Ronald 
Nutall, a former candidate for the School 
Committee. He has proposed closing 
Hamilton, Emerson, Oak Hill, and 
Memorial Schools in 1975-76, and Hyde 
School in 1977-78. 

Nuttall claims that $851,026 could be 
saved in 1975-76 by closing the first four 


schools. This figure includes capital im¬ 
provements presently planned for those 
schools. The closing of Hyde could 
reportedly save $307,890 in 1977-78. 

Nutall noted in his proposal that "the 
schools to be closed are the oldest and 
most expensive to run," 

A proposal from Joyce Picard, 
representing Newton Citizens for 
Education, suggests what is called 
"dynamic restructuring." 

Mrs. Picard proposed a standard use 
of classrooms around the city, suggesting, 
for example, that there might be one extra 
classroom for every three grade levels. 
She also suggested setting a pupil-teacher

The Newton Housing Authority is 
going to explore the possibilities of ex¬ 
panding their present program by 
acquiring 10 units of housing. While they 
say they do not have any specific buildings 
or homes under consideration, the 
authority says it will investigate funding 
potentiality with the Department of 
Community Affairs. 

On the proposed Thurston Road 
project, the architect is to meet with the 
city Planning Director, Charles Thomas to 
discuss engineering changes which may 
alter the concept of the plan as originally 
presented to the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee. 

If the concept is changed significantly, 
then the authority will have to appear 
before the Land Use Committee once 
mope, possibly in November. According to 
James Miller, NHA Chairman, it is hoped 
that a public hearing will not be required 
only a “judgment by the committee." 

This will be a second go-around for 
bids for the project which is to include 50 
units for elderly persons and four two- 
bedroom family apartments. David 
Sheffield of Architects Collaborative, 
Cambridge described the project as 
“running uphill against inflation." 

The engineering changes proposed are 
the result of heavy ledge portions on the 
land which would be expensive to cut 
through. The other project now under 
construction by the NHA, also has site 
problems. 

The Beaconwood Road apartments 
have some foundations awaiting con¬ 
tractor's pricing in order to determine the 
most feasible way of building on the 
ground under which are layers of peat 
which are as deep as seven feet. The other 
seven units are proceeding under con¬ 
struction. 

While reports of the housing sites were 
given at the October 8 meeting, labor 
representative Donald Ferreri asked that 
Frank Quinn, executive director, make 
sure the general contractor hires workers 
through local agencies in the areas where 
it Ls required under law. Quinn said this 
week that so far investigations show that 
"everything seems to be in line." 

Landlords may be interested in the 
fact that the authority put shut-off valves 
in each apartment in the Parker House for 
$600 ... a job, which if they had used 
sophisticated controls, would have cost 
$70,000 according to Quinn. The valves 
have resulted in a big savings on heat. 


Hospital expansion and 
condominiums debated 


While a petition for construction of a 
large six-story residence for the elderly is 
still pending, the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital about a block away is asking the 
Board of Aldermen to grant permissive 
use for another medical office building and 
a parking garage. 

The hospital presented its plans verbally 
and by slides and scale model at the Land 
Use Committee meeting this week. 

The 403-car parking facility would 
present a four-story facade along 
Washington Street at the northerly edge of 
the hospital's property. The six-story 
office building would be set back, so that 
part of it would be behind the new garage. 
The other end would bend around to join 
the present office building. 

The need for the new buildings was 
presented by former Aldermen Edward 
Uehlein, representing the hospital. 

The increased use of the hospital as 
diagnostic center, the increase in medical 
staff, and the general increase in health 
care were cited by Uehlein as contributing 
factors to the hospital’s need to expand. 

Also mentioned was the present crowded 
parking lot that make it necessary for ill or 
injured to walk a long way to the office 
building. 

Uehlein presented statistics showing a 25 
per cent increase in inpatient hospital 
admissions over the last 10 years and a 79 
per cent increase in outpatient referrals to 
the hospital during the same period. 

Other proponents of the additions to the 
hospital included William Brines, ad¬ 
ministrator, and Dr. Jack Parker, of the 
hospital staff. 

There were only three opponents at the 
public hearing, one of whom withdrew his 
objection after Uehlein promised that the 
employees’ parking lot at the rear of the 
hospital would not be extended to Beacon 
Street and no trees would be cut down. 

Charles McCarthy, president of the 
Beacon-Washington Neighborhood 
Association, said his group did not really 
object to the expansion but would like to 
see the parking building put somewhat 
below grade and the facade made of 
concrete grillwork rather than slabs, with 


ample landscaping along the street side. 

Daniel J. Kelly, who lives on Washington 
Street next to the hospital grounds, ob¬ 
jected on the basis of possible traffic 
problems. 

The hospital’s proposal has been 
recommended for approval by the Plan¬ 
ning Department subject to the 
petitioner’s assuming the cost of traffic 
lights to help control the additional traffic 
to be generated. Approval of the Fire 
Department and the City Engineer is also 
required. 

Condominiums were subject of two 
petitions, one designed to control con¬ 
version of existing housing to con¬ 
dominiums and the other to obtain per¬ 
mission to construct 20 condominium 
units. 

The condominium-control conversion 
ordinance, proposed by Aid. David B. 
Cohen and Edward Richmond, would give 
the city control over conversion of apart¬ 
ment buildings for which a permissive use 
was granted at the time of construction. 

The creation of an ordinance, which was 
given legal sanction by a special act of the 
state legislature, was given impetus by the 
purchase and conversion of apartment 
buildings at 2, 10 and 20 Hammond Pond 
Parkway. 

Some of the proposed controls are the 
extension of existing leases for 18 months 
after a building is bought for con¬ 
dominiums, relocation service provided by 
the condominium developer, and special 
provision fo hardship cases. 

Conversion would be permitted only by 
special permission of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Speakers in favor of the proposed or¬ 
dinance were led off by former Alderman 
Adelaide Ball, who said that few apart¬ 
ments would lend themselves to con¬ 
dominium conversion. She agreed with the 
relocation requirement, and said, "Most 
people want to live where they live until 
they die." 

Several residents of the buildings on 
Hammond Pond Parkway spoke in favor 
of the control and about the particular 
details of the Hammond Pond Parkway 


conversion, although Board President 
Eliot Cohen cautioned that the proposed 
ordinance almost certainly not remedy 
any problems with that conversion. 

Mark Budnitz, vice-chairman of the 
Newton Committee for Fair Housing and 
Equal Rights, also supported the proposal. 

The opposition to the condominium 
control was made up principally of 
representatives of real estate interests, 
such as John Peckham, the present owner 
of the Hammond Pond Parkway buildings 
and president of Data Dondominiums; 
Shepard Brown, president of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board; and William 
Glovsky, a former Newton alderman, 
representing the Massachusetts 
Association of Realtors. 

Glovsky challenged the constitutionality 
of the concept saying that it violates the 
equal-protection provision by dealing only 
with residence, distinguishes between 
buildings built under permissive use and 
those built as a matter of right, and is 
equivalent to granting power of eminent 
domain (land taking) by preventing 
transfer of land. 

The state statue allows the Board of

And you were wondering 
what to do with those eggshells ...

It isn’t often that someone will come 
up with a creative use for eggshells, but 
Meredith d'Ambrosio of Newton has 
discovered one that is both useful and 
beautiful — mosaics. 

Looking at her creation, one would 
think that only someone of super-human 
patience would succeed in this art. 
Meredith, however, considers this more of 
a relaxation for her. 

"I don’t think it's tedious because it’s 
my baby. It’s interesting and you can't get 
bored with something you like.” 

The origin for this art came to 
Meredith in a rather unusual way. She had 
been looking for a mosaic medium but 


didn't want stones or tiles because it was 
"too common." 

While doing the dishes one night, some 
egg shells dropped into her porcelain sink 
and sounded just like glass. 

“A lightbulb seemed to appear. Just 
like in the cartoons." 

She knew that egg shells would be a 
lasting substance and after experimenting 
with various cements and techniques, she 
came up with her "secret paste” as she 
refers to it, and developed a method oi 
placing the shells wherever she wanted. 

The amazing part of her work comes 
from the fact that she creates real scenes 
with detailed shapes, not just abstract art. 
This seemed almost impossible to believe 


until she said that each shell is put in with 
a tweezer. 

Much of her work comes from places 
she has seen and sketched on a pad. 

"Sometimes I’ll see a scene in my 
mind that I have to put down. If I can't find 
it in the outside world as a model, I’ll just 
take it from the image in my head." 

The sketches are then transferred onto 
plywood. Much of her work includes 
details such as wires and letters, which 
appear as straight as if she used a brush to 
paint them. After removing the membrane 
from the shells, she paints them in various 
colors. Meredith can picture each color 
and duplicate it on her palette. She judges 
the amount of shells per color by spreading 
the shells on the sketch before cementing. 
Each color often has many shades within 
one specific area. 

Surprisingly enough, a lack of 
eggshells is never a problem. Between 
friends, local grocers, and her own con¬ 
sumption of eggs, Meredith manages to 
always have a lot on hand. One egg is equal 
to approximately three inches on the 
drawing. Each shell piece is usually about 
V in size, with the more detailed designs 
requiring an even smaller dimension. 

Although she has been working on the 
mosaics since 1960, her enthusiasm is still 
growing. She works 12 to 15 hours every 
day. The amount of time needed for each 
scene depends on the size of the plywood 
but also on her excitement about it. One 
large one took only two weeks to complete. 

"I waa so excited about it that I 
couldn’t wait to finish. The ones from my 
mind alone get done faster." 

Meredith's artistic talent is not limited 
to mosaics alone. She studied at the 
museum of Fine Arts and the Boston 
Museum School. She also studied the 
Zanerlan Method of Caligraphic Art and 
has work designed letters for advertising, 
engrossed illuminated scrolls and given 
private instruction in fundamental 
drawing calligraphy, oil, watercolor, and 
other phases of art. Her talent also extends 
beyond that of art; she plays the piano and 
sings. 

At the moment, Meredith has over 30 
pieces of work in her house, ready to be 
delivered to the Cleveland Gallery in 
Boston for an exhibition which will run 
from Oct. 19 till Nov. 19. Her goal is to have 
her work in permanent collection in 
museums or private homes world over. 
This, however, runs second to the 
dedication for her work. 

"When I first started, people's 
reactions were convincing enough for me 
to continue. Now if it brmgs joy to them, 
I'm happy."

"Cigarette smokers are most 
dependent upon medical research to find a 
cure to cigarette-related diseases," 
Drinan explained. "My bill would enable 
cigarette smokers to contribute directly to 
the preservation of their good health. Since 
the increased funding for the Heart and 
Lung Institute would flow directly from 
revenues generated by the cigarette tax, 
my proposal provides for a non¬ 
inflationary method of accomplishing this 
vital, social objective." 

ALVIN MANDELL 

Republican congressional candidate in 
the Fourth district Alvin Mandell, 
criticizing environmental legislation 
passed during the last four years, declared 
that people have been hurt by the 
"unrestrained enthusiasm for ecology 
without regard for the bread-and-butter 
needs of the business and working com¬ 
munities." 

Mandell said the Fourth district "has 
been severely hurt by poorly thought out 
legislation." 

"Firms have been forced to close 
because they could not meet suddenly- 
imposed, new environmental protection 
conditions," the candidate said. 

Mandell went on to deplore the "lack 
of equal concern for the little guy whose 
job should be at least as important as the 
setting up of environmental standards." 

"None of us wants to mess up our 
surroundings longer than necessary," he 
observed, "but people should come first." 


Capital improvement 
program goes to Board 


Between now and Nov. 15 is 
the time for citizens to review 
the revised capital im¬ 
provement program and make 
their feelings known to 
department heads and the 
Planning Department. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee has completed its work 
of plowing through the 1975-80 
capital improvement program 
and amending portions of it, 
and will present its report to 
the full Board of Aldermen for 
a vote Nov. 4. 

The 1975 portion of the 
capital improvement program 
has already been disposed of. 
What the Board of Aldermen 
and department heads will be 
working on now is the 
remaining years of the 1975-80 
program. 

The capital improvement 
program is more or less what 
the city hopes to be able to do in 
the building or renovation of 
recreational, school, public 
works, and other municipal 
facilities, or the purchase of 
new equipment in these areas. 

A capital improvement 
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expenditure has for years been 
defined as $10,000 or more for 
something that will have a 
"substantial useful life." The 
City Planning Committee has 
proposed amending the figure 
to $20,000. 

The capital improvement 
program is not a commitment 
to do all the things listed in it, 
but rather a listing of priorities 
of what the city would do if it 
had enough money, which it 
never does. 

Therefore, citizen par¬ 
ticipation is almost more 
important than if there were 
enough money to do 
everything. 

There is a requirement in the 
charter that apublic hearing on 
the capital improvement 
program be held shortly after 
its submission to the Board of 
Aldermen by the mayor. The 
mayor is supposed to submit 
the program to the Board by 
Jan. 31. 

But there is no provision for 
participation by the public 
after the amending procedure 
and the adoption by the Board 
of Aldermen, which from now 
on will occur in the fall. 

And there is nothing binding 
on the mayor or the Planning 
Department to maintain the 
priorities expressed in the 
capital improvement program. 

That much is up to the 
citizens — to discuss 
knowledgeably and con¬ 
vincingly with the appropriate 
department head and the 
director of the Planning 
Department why one "im¬ 
provement" should take 
precedence over another. 

In theory, along with sound 
planning practices, the wishes 
and opinions of the citizens of 
Newton should have been 
reflected in the formulation of 
the capital improvement 
program all during the year, 
year after year. 

The main changes voted by 
the City Planning Committee, 
to be reported to the Board are 
as follows: 


Library — The committee 
recommends that a study 
proceed on the possibility of a 
new library. The library study 
was in the CIP for 1975, but no 
appropriation was requested. 

Public Works — The com¬ 
mittee has suggested, but not 
recommended, for fiscal year 
1976 and '77 a total of $7 million 
for grade separation at Newton 
Comer to alleviate the traffic 
problems. 

Also added was $150,000 for 
cleaning Bullough’s Pond. 

Fire Department — The 
committee questioned the need 
for such frequent replacement 
of fire engines and asked for 
documentation of the need, 
which amounts to $499,600 over 
the next five years. 

Recreation — The committee 
voted to ask Mayor Theodore 
Mann for an appropriation of 
$20,000 for plans for im¬ 
provement of Crystal Lake 
swimming facilities, after the 
$20,000 in the CIP for 1975 was 
never acted on. Total cost ol 
improvement has been pegged 
at $350,000 in the CIP for 1976- 
77. 


Tennis devotee Aid. 
Richmond persuaded the 
committee to move up the 
construction of four tennis 
courts, scheduled for 1980 at 
Albemarle Playground, to 1976, 

Edmands Park was judged 
by the committee to be in need 
of development before the 
former City Infirmary site on 
Winchester Street, since it is 
more centrally located and 
serves more people. Accor¬ 
dingly, Winchester Street was 
deferred and the money 
planned for it was transposed 
to Edmands Park, where a 
nature center has been planned 
by the Recreation Commission. 

City Planning Committee 
Chairman David Jackson is 
waiting for the mayor to set a 
date to give his comments on 
the CIP and will complete its 
recommendations at its Oct. 30 
meeting, then report to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Already the new capital 
improvement program ls in 
process for 1976-81. Citizen 
input should start now, so that 
the wishes of the citizenry may 
be incorporated. 


Berklee to present 
concert of Ives music 


A special anniversary 
concert commemorating 
Charles Ives' 100th birthday 
will be held at the Berklee 
College of Music Recital Hall 
on Thursday, Oct. 24, at 8:15 
p.m. 

The event will be under the 
direction of faculty member 
John A. Bavicchi and will 
feature instrumental works by 
fhe late American composer, 
including his Concord Sonata 
for piano. 

A multi ASCP Award winner 
and a renowned New England 
composer-ductor, himself, 
Bavicchi will direct an or¬ 
chestral ensemble during the 
first half of the program. In the 
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second part, pianist David B. 
DeGrand will execute the Ives 
sonats. DeGrand is a senior 
student at Berklee, majoring in 
applied music. 

Throughout the school year, 
Bavicchi will hold a series of 
composers' workshops at the 
Berklee Recital Hall which will 
feature original student works 
of serious music.

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Finance okays 766 funds

A crowd of about 40 people concerned 
with Chapter 766, the new state law 
governing the education of children with 
special needs, came to hear the Finance 
Committee and the School Department 
last week fight out a request for money. 

The School Department got the money 
approved by a vote of 8-0 by the Finance 
Committee, but not without a struggle. 

The funds, totaling $116,569, are for 
medical and health services that must be 
provided in identifying and later keeping 
special-needs children in the school 
system, and for tutoring and other 
educational needs of children already 
identified as needing special attention. 

The Chapter 766 money, plus another 
$83,000 for increased health insurance 
premiums for School Department per¬ 
sonnel brought the bill for the evening to 
around $200,000 that must be taken from 
the city's badly depleted surplus funds, 
which after the tax rate was set three 
weeks ago amounted to only some $400,000. 

If the Finance Committee and the 
Board of Aldermen had known before the 
tax rate was set that the School Committee 
would need the Chapter 766 money at this 
time, the necessary money could have 
been set aside by leaving more in surplus. 

Why the Board did not know is not at 
all clear. On Sept. 9 the School Committee 
voted to request $68,600 Chapter 766 money 
from the $162,000 disbursed as start-up 
money from the state and sent a con¬ 
firming letter to Mayor Theodore Mann to 
that effect. 

On Sept. 12 the School Committee 
wrote the mayor that it had also voted to 
request $59,789 for Chapter 766 medical 
and health services. 

The amount to be taken from surplus 
and applied to the tax rate was voted by 
the Board of Aldermen on Sept. 23, and the 
tax rate was officially approved by the 
state on Sept. 30, when the Department of 
Taxation and Corporations informed the 
city that the $162,000 state money must be 


applied to the tax rate, not held by the city. 

The reason for the long delay between 
the mayor’s office and the Board of 
Aldermen in action on the School 
Department requests and its notification 
to the city that the funds should be 
reserved has been explained by no one in 
the administration. 

Several members of the Finance 
Committee are now worried about the 
small amount of “free cash" (surplus) 
available to the city. Board President Eliot 
Cohen fears that one big snowstorm “will 
wipe us out," but Mayor Mann seems 
unconcerned about the financial situation, 
although he has called a high-level 
meeting of city officials on finances. 

The meeting, set for early next week, 
may also have to do with a rubbish 
disposal contract. 

Another financial item occasioned 
another “executive session" (closed 
meeting) during last week's Finance 
Committee meeting. 

The meeting, clearly in violation of the 
state open-meeting law, was called by Aid. 
Ixmis Egclson, who gave as a reason for 
the closed meeting first the "financial 
interest of the city," which is one of the few 
legal reasons. 

When it was pointed out that the 
amount of the request, $82,848 was on the 
agenda, as was its purpose, the increased 
health insurance premium for School 
Department personnel, Egelson said that 
his discussion "would affect collective 
bargaining." 

Egelson had earlier objected to the 
city's having negotiated increased health 
insurance benefits for city employees 
before the new contract was signed. The 
School Department premiums are in¬ 
creased as a result, because the whole city 
work force is treated as one group. 

Egelson said behind closed doors, 
according to aldermen present, little more 
than his opinion that the city should con¬ 
duct all collective bargaining at one time. 

In other action, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee decided not to continue covering the 


exposed asbestos at the Newton North 
High School until the results of tests of air 
samples have been done at Mt. Sinai 
Hospital in New York. 

Dr. William Nicholson, an associate of 
Dr. Irving Selikoff of Mt. Sinai, an 
authority on asbestos problems, visited the 
high school last week and commented that 
the work done so far should not have been 
done while students were in the area 
because of the asbestos dust and urged 
that all areas where boxing in has been 
done should be thoroughly vacuumed and 
washed down before being opened to use. 

Nicholson also recommended that 
boxing in be continued. 

Some work may be done during the 
Christmas vacation. 


Aldermen tackle 
internal problems 

“Internal problems of the Board of 
Aldermen" was the reason for a closed 
meeting of the Board called for Thursday 
night by Board President Eliot Cohen. 

There has been considerable 
dissatisfaction expressed recently by 
some aldermen about the behavior of some 
other aldermen to each other and to the 
public. 

Cohen hopes that the “little get- 
together,” as he termed it, will improve 
relations among the aldermen and "put 
some respect back in the chamber." 

Also concerning Cohen is the length of 
public hearings, which recently have 
dragged out for five and six hours. At one 
time, a limit of 10 minutes was put on each 
speaker, and some direction was given to 
the proceedings, so that proponents of a 
petition did not have to wait several hours 
to have their petitions heard. 

"We hope that letting our hair down 
and getting things out in the open will help 
us to have a smoother operation,” Cohen 
said. 


Repairs 
underway 
at Needham 
station 


NEEDHAM—Charlie Coles, newspaper 
, dealer in the morning at Needham's Bird's 
Hill train station, said it was the worst 
vandalism he had seen at the station since 
he started working there in 1936. 

Vandals over the holiday weekend tore 
down most of the wooden handrail on one 
side of the three flights of stairs leading 
down from Great Plain avenue to the 
station platform. 

The vandalism made for potentially 
dangerous conditions for commuters using 
the heavily traveled railroad line 
yesterday and Tuesday, especially during 
yesterday’s heavy rains. 

Coles placed rubber stanchions where 
the rail had been to keep commuters from 
going near the area. He reported no one 
had been hurt but that several people, 
especially elderly commuters, had been 
apprehensive about walking down the long 
stairway to the platform. 

By yesterday afternoon a new guard rail 
had been put up by a Penn Central work 
crew. The MBTA provides a subsidy to the 
Penn Central to act as contractor for 
service on the line, and the Penn Central is 
in charge of upkeep. 

Coles said the station has been the target 
of other vandalism recently. Part of the 
back of the shelter on the platform has 
been knocked out and small sections of the 
guard rail have been removed, but this 
was the first time that vandals had ripped 
out the entire rail, he said.

We need 
reorganization 

The City of Newton has been without a 
Public Works director for more than five 
months. 

Acting Director U. M. Schiavone can 
handle the day-to-day operations, but he 
also has his own department, Engineering, 
to run. 

In the past five months, the city has 
not seemed to suffer except, perhaps, in 
relatively unimportant areas such as grass 
cutting. 

But behind the scenes there are 
matters of utmost importance that are not 
being dealt with, matters that the former 
Public Works director, Richard Dudman, 
had only begun to act upon. 

The city needs Public Works’ plan¬ 
ning. 

Maintenance of the vehicles of the 
Street Department should have been 
carried out on a regular basis. It is not 
being done. 

Controls should have been put into 
effect to prevent theft of city supplies and 
equipment. Thefts continue. 

Abuses of work time and work breaks 
should have been stopped. They continue. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
will do the city’s recycling planning for it, 
but an effective recycling program needs 
local attention. 

Mayor Mann asked for reorganization 
last January. He got his Executive Depart¬ 
ment reorganization, which resulted in 
higher salaries for two employees, who 
deserved increases, and one new position. 

Now the mayor seems not to be 
pressing for the other part of reorganiza¬ 
tion, which would put one person in charge 
of Public Works and Buildings, and would 
improve other departments and functions. 

The mayor said he wanted his 
reorganization in order to streamline the 
operations of city government and to make 
. it more efficient. 

Greater efficiency, especially in 
Public Works, would certainly save money. 

But the mayor is dragging his feet on 
reorganization. 

To complete the reorganization will 
require hard decisions, decisions that may 
not set well with some sectors of the city. 

The mayor has already heard from the 
Board of Aldermen that they are favorably 
disposed toward the latest version of 
reorganization. 

There is a lot of work left to be done to 
get the reorganization plan into effect. 

We have waited long enough. It is time 
to get the work done, so that the plan may 
be implemented. 

Little said 

The candidates for the Massachusetts 
Governorship put up by the so-called 
American Party and the Socialist Workers' 
Party are what is known in the political 
trade as "nuisance candidates." 

Neither has any realistic chance of 
winning election. Each will receive about 
one per cent of the vote although the 
American Party was organized by 
Alabama Governor George Wallace. 

Supporters of the two minority party 
candidates had to gather about 60,000 valid 
signatures in order to place the name of 
each on the ballot.

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Question 1 
on the 
referenda 
ballot

BOSTON (UPII - For years, whenever the 
Massachusetts Legislature wanted to take a vacation 
midway through a long session, the leadership 
manipulated the rules to circumvent an ancient constitu¬ 
tional prohibition against recesses. 

A proposed constitutional change, Question 1 on the 
referenda ballot, would grant legitimacy to the legislative 
vacation. However, should the voters reject the proposal, 
the legislature would still take its midterm rests. 

Under existing rules in the constitution, lawmakers 
may take recesses but only during the first 60 days of the 
session. 

On election years, like this one, legislators traditionally 
plan to make it a brief legislative session, ending usually 
sometime in July or August. That gives them a lengthy 
vacation, time spent at their fulltime jobs and politicking 
for re-election. 

During the odd-number years, the session can stretch on 
interminably, as it did last year when it ended in late 
November, legally, the lawmakers didn't take a break 
after the 60th day of the session. 

However, in reality, the leadership of the House and 
Senate agreed to meet informally to satisfy the constitu¬ 
tional requirement that a session be held each day. That 
meant at least two members of each branch —and 
someone to say a prayer —showed up four days a week for 
approximately two weeks. The sessions were called to 
order, a prayer offered, and the sessions were adjourned. 

The amendment received overwhelming support from 
lawmakers at joint sessions last year and in 1971. 

Proponents of the constitutional change, among them 
House Speaker David M. Bartley, D-Holyoke, and Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington, D-Salem, say it will make 
the legislative process more rational, allow the mem¬ 
bership to schedule vacation breaks, and could allow for 
short-term studies during the recesses. 

"It is long overdue," Harrington said. “It makes more 
sense to allow the legislature to take two or three weeks 
off after the budget hearings to gear up for the rest of the 
session so they will be able to pay a little more attention to 
what is going on." 

Bartley said the recess would be a “management tool 
for the legislature to better plan and utilize the time and 
effort of the General Court; to insure more coordination of 
committees; and to develop a work schedule for the 
legislature to get more accomplished sooner." 

The government watchdog organizations, like the jleague 
of Women Voters and Common Cause, say they have no 
position on the referendum. 

Democratic gubernatorial candidate Michael S. 
Dukakis, a former two-term representative from 
Brookline, said he supported the proposed change, calling 
it an internal rules change that “will have no effect on the 
governmental structure of the state.” 

“The governor has no position,” said an aide to Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent, Steve Teichner, "feeling it is a 
matter of internal legislative operation. He feels it’s 
important for candidates for the legislature who do not 

approve of the question to explain it to the voters.”

Sargent, Dukakis seem 
to be trying to lose 

It almost seems as if Governor Francis W. Sargent and 
his Democratic challenger, former State Representative 
Michael S. Dukakis, are putting on a political Alphonse and 
Gaston Act and are trying to see which can attract the 
fewer votes. 

The loser in that weird and lackadaisical competition 
might just win the election. 

Ever since defeating Attorney General Robert H. Quinn 
in the Democratic primary, Dukakis has acted as if he 
needed no help from anyone in order to win election as the 
next Governor. Time could prove him right. It’s possible 
that all the assistance he needs Is what he’s getting from 
Sarge’s Palace Guard. 

The polls show—and Governor Sargent agrees—that if 
the election were held today, Dukakis would win and Sarge 
would be voted out of office because of the trend to throw 
the incumbents out. 

Yet, influential Democrats, who don’t like Dukakis and 
would help Sargent if given an opportunity, report that they 
have been balked by Sarge's Palace Guard in their at¬ 
tempts to see him. 

One old-time politico remarked that It reminded him of 
the Paul A. Dever campaign in 1940, when the people 
around Dever were so sure he would be elected Governor 
that they turned away potential supporters and con¬ 
tributors in wholesale numbers. 

Dever lost that gubernatorial election to Leverett 
Saltonstall by about 5500 votes. Dever’s Palace Guard of 
that day offended more than that many people. It could be 
happening again to Sarge. 

The first debate between Sargent and Dukakis was, as 
the boys in the back room put it, "a bummer.” It was so dull 
it turned people off. It may have cut down future audiences. 
When you have said it was polite and restrained, you've 
said it all. 

One important politician on Beacon Hill was questioned 
concerning his reaction to the initial debate. “I didn't have 
any,” he confessed. “I'm ashamed to say I couldn’t stay 
awake. It put me to sleep." 

This observer felt that if anyone gained from the first 
debate it was Governor Sargent, not because of any positive 
action on his part, but because of a negative reaction to 
Dukakis. Many other political pundits disagree. 

Dukakis, articulate and in the driver’s seat, came 
through cool, composed, confldent-and arrogant. He had 
no record to defend. He was riding with the political tide. He 
talked mostly in general terras. His argument was that he 
could do a better job than Sargent and do It for less money. 
He could make a five per cent cut in the state budget and 
provide better services all along the line. 

He talked in generalities about mismanagement, a 
poorly run state and how, in his opinion, fewer people could 
do more work and do it better. No one pinned him down or 
forced him into specifics. “Whatever You Can Do, I Can Do 
Better Than You," one of his listeners began to hum, adding 
that the old song from “Annie Get Your Gun," should be 
Dukakis' campaign song. 

Governor Sargent, who looked as if he had come from a 


hard day at the office and had his hair cut a little too short, 
fumbled a yd faltered once in a while. When Dukakis made a 
mistake, Sarge didn't move in for the kill. 

For example, Dukakis said at one point that he didn't 
know why a five-member board was needed to run the State 
Public Works Department. Sargent countered rather 
mildly that Dukakis, while a member of the State 
Legislature, voted to place a five-member board in charge 
of the State Public Works Department. 

Sarge went on to say that he himself had been a 
member of the first five-commissioner board appointed 
under the reorganization bill for which Dukakis voted. (He 
was appointed by former Democratic Governor Endicott 
Peabody.) 

Dukakis, who apparently had forgotten that he voted 
for the DPW reorganization bill, which created the five- 
member board, let the issue drop quickly and quietly. Sarge 
didn't take advantage of the opening. Many listeners un¬ 
familiar with the background of a decade ago, didn’t get the 
point. 

A James M. Curley or a Paul Dever or a John Collins or 
a Christian Herter would pave moved in and struck for the 
jugular, assailing Dukakis as a demagogue for criticising 
something for which he himself had voted. 

Sarge who is not an outstanding debater, had Dukakis 
on the hook but let him wriggle off. Some of the old pros of 
other days would have made the political kill of the debates 
right then. 

Sargent and Dukakis worked opposite sides of the street 
as Sarge talked about balanced budgets and Dukakis about 
unbalanced budgets. Sarge said no new taxes were placed 
on the books during the past four years. Dukakis claimed 
the people of Massachusetts paid more taxes in 1971, 1972, 
and 1973. 

No new taxes were enacted during those three years, 
and Dukakis was not called upon to explalc what he meant 
although the reporters did try to pin him down on his 
suggested cuts. 

When you have a strong political tide at your back and 
are opposing an incumbent, it’s relatively easy to criticize 
the job he is doing and convince your listeners you could do 
it better. That’s why Dukakis probably will win. 

It’s much more difficult to tell the voters you have done 
the best you could as Governor, that It’s sheer 
demagoguery to claim you can do more with less money. 

Francis Sargent is not the best Governor 
Massachusetts ever had; neither, however, is he anywhere 
nearly the worst. But he is trying to swim against a strong 
political tide. That's why he is likely to lose. 

Bellotti now running 
with wind at his back 

Former Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti has 
had a run of bad luch in his campaigns for public office 
during the past decade. 

One false rumor after another unfounded report 
cropped up to thwart him in his attempts to achieve election 
to the Governorship and the Attorney Generalship. 

Bellotti was exonerated each time, but the exonerations 
came after the votes had been counted, the results posted 
and — after Bellotti was defeated. 


This year it appears to be different. This time Francis 
X. Bellotti is running with the wind at his back and a united 
Democratic party behind him. This seems to be Frank 
Bellotti's year although—with the experiences of a decade 
fresh in mind—he probably has his fingers crossed much of 
the time. 

Just about every political factor is in Bellotti's favor. 
He is a Democrat. He is not an incumbent. He has been out 
of office 10 years. He is not now and never has been a 
member of the Establishment. He knocked on the door a 
couple of times but wasn’t admitted. 

Republican nominee Josiah Spaulding of Manchester 
on the North Shore is a good candidate, but he isn’t an Elliot 
Richardson or a John Volpe, the last two Republicans who 
toppled Bellotti. 

Bellotti and Spaulding had a televised confrontation but 
only a few disagreements, one of which was their positions 
on the prison furlough system. 

Spaulding praised and defended the present system of 
granting prisoners brief vacations outside the prison walls. 
He voiced the conviction that the respites are necessary to 
break the cycle of recidivism. 

Bellotti said he believes In the furlough concept but not 
in the way furloughs are being administered. He indicated 
he would exclude some prisoners convicted of crimes of 
violence from the furlough program, starting with mur¬ 
derers. 

Both Bellotti and Spaulding won hard primary fights. 
Both are good attorneys. Either would make an excellent 
Attorney General. Both would take the office at a financial 
sacrifice. 

But Bellotti is the better known of the two. He has the 
bigger organization of almost fanatical followers who are so 
devoted to him lie must do something right. He is extremely 
strong among voters of Italian descent. 

Most of all, Bellotti this time Is riding with the political 
tide, and Spaulding Is attempting to negotiate against it. 
Indications are that In this campaign there will be no 11 th 
hour attack and no last-minute unfounded rumors. 

Barring completely unexpected developments, Bellotti 
looks like a winner, and the polls so Indicate. 


Sonny saved Democratic 
party in lean years 

The political columnists have been writing that 
Governor’s Councillor Patrick J. (Sonny) McDonough, who 
is completing his 28th year in the Executive Council, may 
be fighting for his political life in the coming Nov 5 election. 

Because of the reorganization of the State Senate and 
House districts, McDonough’s councillor district has been 
drastically changed. He no longer has many of his old 
strongholds where the people automatically voted for him, 
and it was considered an exercise in futility to oppose him. 

While Councillor McDonough's district is much dif¬ 
ferent than the one from which he was reelected two years 
ago, be is still the same Sonny McDonough. The fact that he 
may be fighting now with his back to the wall brought back 
memories ol other years and other thlugs. 

For years Sonny McDonough was a highly responsible 
leader in the Democratic party in Massachusetts.

In regard to the suggestion of 
closing Oak mil, Hamilton, 
Memorial and Hyde Schools 
among the other schools you 
mentioned, I wonder if you are 
aware how important these 
schools are to the Special 
Education students they serve. 

For example, our son is at 
Oak Hill. The new policy of 
integrating Special students at 
Oak Hill with other students 
has been particularly suc¬ 
cessful largely because of the 
special willingness of the Oak 
Hill staff to integrate these 
youngsters. It takes years to 
build up this kind or 
relationship between special 
needs students and a school's 
staff. 

At Oak Hill because of its 
lowered enrollment, teachers 
have the energy and resources 
to include children with han¬ 
dicaps. Perhaps equally im¬ 
portant, the other children at 
Oak Hill, through the efforts of 
. the staff, have been sensitized 
to the needs of Special 
children. It is my feeling that 
while the Special children gain 


from their association with the 
normal school population, the 
rest of the children in the 
school gain as well from their 
association with Special 
children. They learn about 
committment to others, to give 
something of themselves, and 
in the giving, receive so much 
more, for they become more 
loving and caring people. 
These kinds of relationships 
are more possible in a school 
like Oak Hill, Memorial, Hyde 
and Hamilton whose 
populations are smaller and, 
therefore, less tense and 
crowded. 

Thus, there are more con¬ 
siderations than simply one of 
lowered enrollments. As I 
understand it, the costs to keep 
these schools open is minimal, 
yet the stakes are high in terms 
of human value. 

Please reconsider your 
stance on these issues.

White Elephant 


To the Editor: 

A white elephant is needed in 
the shape of a 13 or 14 room 
Victorian-style house, in 
Newton, near public tran¬ 
sportation, and in the $45-50,000 
range. 

It will be home for the 
Newton - Wellesley - Weston 
Multi-Service Center, which 
has been seeking larger 
quarters since early last 
spring. 

The center has outgrown its 
present location at 22 
Washington Ter., Newtonville. 
The present house includes a 
medical clinic, kitchen, offices, 
and an emergency housing 
facility, all of which are 
overcrowded. 

The center wants to expand 
its services and programming, 
but cannot do so without larger 
facilities. More room is needed 
to provide private counseling, 
additional housing, and office 
space. 

Since last spring the staff 
members have been actively 
house-hunting. In June a large 
house was found well located at 
866 Beacon St., in Newton 


Centre, and a verbal 
agreement was reached with 
the owner. 

In early July, the Board of 
Aldermen granted their per¬ 
mission for use of the house, 
and a mortgage was sought.

Subsequently, the house was 
sold. 

Once a house Is found, basic 
renovations will be needed, 
probably costing $8,000. In 
order to comply with the city's 
standards for overnight- 
housing facilities a fire-alarm 
system, lighted exit signs, self¬ 
closing doors, and moe will be 
needed.

Dear Aid. Llpof: 

Re the attached notice that I 
spoke to you about Frida, 
before I’d actually read it, but 
had heard about it from a 
phone call: 

Over the weekend, the 
neighbors had many 
discussions about this new 
"surprise" and feel that the 
Traffic Commission acted in a 
rather “strange" manner. 

Many of us were there at 
their meeting on September 24, 
and after the vote on retaining 
the barriers was taken, we 
were asked to leave and were 
told that they had other mat¬ 
ters to discuss since at that 
time they were unable to 
devote any more time to the 
problem created in our 
neighborhood by the barriers, 
which they decided to have 
Installed. 

Can it be that after the 
residents of the neighborhood 
who were so effected by their 
unilateral decision were sent 
away, that they suddenly found 
time to compound the problem 
by voting to change the traffic 
pattern on Morseland Avenue? 

If this was done, Alderman 
Richmond must have known 
this. Why didn't he tell us about 
it at the meeting he asked for 
on September 29? Did he tell 
you about this when you ap¬ 
peared that evening? Did 
Alderman Morris know about 
it? — He’s on the Traffic 
Commission. Why was this 
kept secret from the residents 
of the area for 10 days? 

We feel that for some reason 
or other, the Traffic Com¬ 
mission is grasping at any 
means to avoid taking down the 
barriers they voted for, without 
regard to the feelings of the 
people most effected. 

On September 24th, they 
voted to recommend that the 
problem they created be made 
permanent. At the same time 
they voted to further study the 
effects of this problem on the 
residents and streets involved. 

Then suddenly, at the same 
meeting, in “private" session, 
it appears that they completed 
their studdy and voted to 
further mess up the access to 
Commonwealth Avenue for all 
the residents of Morseland, 
Channlng, Ward, Elmore, 
Applegarth, etc. 

Mike, Newton is supposed to 
be a clean well-run 
municipality with a City 
Government that is run for the 


benefit of all its residents — not 
Just for a "chosen" few. 

People moved to Newton to 
get away from the type of 
Politics and City Government 
which prevails In the larger 
cities. What is happening here 
is contrary to everything we've 
all believed we had in Newton. 
It is quite disillusioning. 

These people are playing 
with our lives, our comforts, 
our access and egress to our 
homes without even consulting 
us — and the worst part of it is 

— we’ve been getting a lot of 
"double-talk", that doesn't 
make sense. 

You publicly stated at the 
meeting in the Angoff s house 
that you felt we had been 
"wronged" in an arbitrary 
manner and that you would 
guarantee (yes, you used the 
word "guarantee") that the 
methods you had been em¬ 
ployed up to that time would be 
put to a stop. 

Then along comes this new 
"bombshell” in the mail. We’d 
like to know just how this latest 
vote by the Traffic Commission 
came to be, when we were told 
(and I repeat myself) that they 
had other matters to concern 
themselves with that day, and 
heard with our own ears their 
vote to further "study" the 
problem. What a quick study! 

— It must have taken all of five 
minutes. 

It is unbelievable that they 
could have studied it that fast. 
If they keep on studying the 
problems they're creating in 
this manner, we’re liable to 
find that we can only enter and 
leave our neighborhood by 
Helicopter, or maybe we’ll find 
a wall around it like in the 
Warsaw Ghetto. 

That sounds ridiculous, 
doesn't it Mike — but you 
know, what’s happened with 2 
barriers and this latest “deal" 
is pretty ridiculous too. 

This new trial has now got 
the residents of Applegarth, 
Elmore and Ward Street (near 
Centre) quite upset. They 
realize that now a great deal of 
traffic will divert through their 
quiet streets in order to get to 
Newton Centre. (I tried it 
myself this morning — except 
for having to watch out for a lot 
of kids walking to school, It 
wasn't bad.) But I pity those 
kids and the people who live on 
those streets. Along a great 
percentage of this route, there 
are no finished sidewalks and 


the kids use the roadway. 

Those who don't use this way 
to get to Newton Centre, will of 
course be forced to use the 
Carriage Road. That’s where 
all the trouble alledgedly was 
to begin with. All this latest 
“test" will do, is create much 
more traffic on that already 
dangerous (so they say — isn't 
that why they put up the 
barriers?) road. Just from the 
Hebrew School alone, there 
will be a possible 150 cars daily 
diverted to the carriage road or 
Elmore Street. 

Mike, the whole thing is 
ridiculous, and made ven more 
so by the way It's been done. 
It’s a shame, that due to 
mishandling and what seems to 
be grasping and groping to try 
to get out of a bad situation 
created by a few, that one of 
the nicest neighborhoods in the 
world, has to be "up in arms". 

Newton is (or was) too nice a 
City to have this occur. People 
should not lose faith in their 
City Government, their ap¬ 
pointed Traffic Commission, 
and the Aldermen whom they 
elected, nor should they 
mistrust them. But that's what 
has happened. They feel like 
they are being treated just like 
pawns in some big chess game. 

It is up to you and your 
associates to put an immediate 
stop to this in our City. 


Let's stop these “tests" that 
were not given sufficient 
thought or study, — and start 
from "scratch" and have the 
entire matter studied from the 
beginning — No more 
haphazard barriers and 
rerouting of traffic to alleviate 
a problem that wasn’t really 
there to begin with. 

Let us get our appointed 
officials to admit that they 
acted hastily and unilateraly, 
remove the "walls" and the 
new traffic signs installed 
today, and approach the 
problems (most area residents 
feel there really were no 
problems until the barriers 
were erected) with the goal of 
realizing safety and well-being 
for the entire area, with suf¬ 
ficient thought and com¬ 
prehensive study to be given 
for the good of all concerned. 
This entire area bounded by 
Centre, Mill, Walnut and 
Commonwealth Avenue is 
effected and the matter should 
be approached and studied by 
impartial experts who will be 
concerned about this section as 
an entire entity.

He studied agriculture at the 
Technische Hodhschule in 
Munich, Germany, from 1947 to 
1950, received an A.B. in 
biology at Boston University in 
1955 and a Ph.D. in food 
technology, with a minor in 
chemical engineering, from 
M.I.T. in 1960. 

After serving as a technical 
assistant in the department of 
food technology from 1953 to 
1957, he was promoted to 
research associate in 1957 and 
joined the faculty , as an 
assistant professor of food 
engineering in the renamed 
department of nutrition and 
food science in 1961.

He was a 
member of the National 
Academy of Sciences' Mission 
to Argentins in 1962,and was a 
consultant to the Natinal 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Manned 
Spacecraft Center in Houston, 
Tex., in 1969 and 1970. 

He also has had extensive 
cintacts, as a consultant, with 
the food and chemical in¬ 
dustries. 

Karel is the author of more 
I than 100 research papers in the 
areas of physical chemistry of 
f foods, food processing and food 
engineering. 

In hid research, he has been 
involved promarily in the mass 
transfer theory applied to 
properties of foods and 
processes for food production 
and preservation, the quan¬ 
titative prediction and com¬ 
puter simulation of the 
stability of stored foods, and 
the chemistry of oxidation 
reactions in foods. 

Karel said he expects to 
continue an active research 
and teaching program. 

He also plans to conyinue his

eliminate abuse and distur¬ 
bances in many of our' 
neighborhoods and is designed 
to control such abuses. The 
Board of Aldermen, in 
cooperation, passed the or¬ 
dinance, not as a “catch all" 
and indicated they would hope 
restraint on part of our officers 
would lead to equal restraint on 
the part of those to whom the 
ordinance is directed. 
Therefore, it is requested that 
officers advise such drinkers to 
cease and desist. In the case of 
minors, to inform parents, and 
in the case of refusal to com¬ 
ply, and where no disturbance 
exists, to take out a complaint 
against such a person. In the 
event the person Is unknown to 
the officer, and refuses com¬ 
pliance, the officer may arrest. 
Hopefully, arrest may be 
avoided or held to a 
minimum.” 

The Chief continued: 
“Permits may be issued to a 
person, or group, to consume 
on any private or public way or 
parking lot, where prior 
consent by owner or authority 
has been given, and that 
provided no disturbance or 
annoyance is created. Permits 
will be available for a fee 
through the Chief’s office." 

Quinn added, "Under the 
new ordinance, no person shall 
drink, consume, or possess an 
open bottle, can, or container 
of any intoxicating liquor or 


alcoholic beverage as defined 
in Massachusetts General 
Laws Annotated, Chapter 138, 
Section 1, while in or upon 
public parks, playgrounds, 
recreation or conservation 
areas, public buildings, public 
parking lots, public ways, 
private parking lots and 
private ways to which the 
public has access. The 
prohibition shall apply in, on, 
or outside of an automobile or 
other motor vehicle. 

Fines for such violations 
shall be not more than $50 for 
each violation.

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ratio throughout the elementary system, 
with consideration of a maximum limit 
and the establishment of a range between 
minimum and maximum ratios. 

A third part of her proposal Is "ex¬ 
pansion of core city children with uniform 
distribution throughout the ciy." She 
recommended last week that "we request 
information from the school ad¬ 
ministration on how many children could 
be absorbed without additional cost before 
we establish a percentage" of how many 
urban children there should be. 

She added that implementation of this 
proposal should include seeking reim¬ 
bursement from the mother city and state 
at a later date, but that reimbursement 
should not be a condition of "opening 
doors.” 

Mrs. Picard’s proposal noted that 
implementation of her ideas might include 
redistricting by the school administration 
and "fluid enrollment between adjacent 
schools to achieve maximum efficiency of 
class size." 

The final part of the Picard proposal 
asked that future simulated school closing 
studies include the economic effect on the 
community of the proposed closing and the 
question of utilization of the school plant. 

Jane Weingarten of the PTA Council 
,, central area supported Mrs. Picard's 
proposal generally, but came in with a 


document of her own, either an amended 
Picard proposal or one of her own. She 
basically asked for "better utilization of 
existing available space and more 
equitable distribution of educational 
benefits throughout the elementary 
schools," the same scope of exploration 
that Mrs. Picard proposed. 

Marcus Rector of the PTA Council 
central area presented seven ideas for 
study. They included stydying district 
boundaries, the expansion of "option 
areas” at edges of districts, the shifting of 
entire grades to create flexibllllty, 
"closing as few schools as responsibly 
possible, creating "super-enrichment" 
rooms for use by groups of schools, 
suggesting alternative uses for closed and 
excess school space, and the en¬ 
couragement of community use of school 
resources during non-school hours and 
months. 

Rector said that “we need more than 
one thing to make this whole thing work. 
He added, however, that "I don’t feel we 
re deciding anything. We are trying to use 
imagination to consider alternatives. The 
choice has to be made by the people who 
appointed the committee." 

Rector said that “I don’t think we’re 
getting enough wild ideas, but I don’t know 
how you program that.” 


The Advisory Committee did not meet 
this week, but expects several more 
proposals next week. It seems accepted by 
the committee that no one proposal is 
going to necessarily be accepted and 
recommended to the School Committee. 
Instead, ideas may be extracted and 
combined from a numer of proposals as 
the committee gets closer to a Jan. 1 
deadline.

Aldermen the right to protect the rights of 
tenants, Glovsky said. 

Glovsky warned that the city should 
consider carefully before passing the 
ordinance, because in his opinion any 
modification of its provisions thereafter 
would require approval of the state 
legislature. 

The recommendation of the Planning 
Department is to hold off any action on the 
proposed ordinance until the committee 
set up by the mayor to study the entire 
condominium and rent control picture in 
the city has concluded its work in 
December. 

The Planning Department has prepared 
a 14-page report containing suggested 
changes.

Having fun 
with 

organized 

crime

HULL, Mass. (UPI) — Jim Koplow was looking for an 
easy way to earn a living after graduation from business 
school. That's when he first got involved in Organized 
Crime. 

Now, four years later, he’s still awaiting his first day off. 

Koplow, 28, of Brookline, received a masters of finance 
degree from Baruch College in New York in 1970 and ap¬ 
peared headed for a career as a Wall Street stock analyst. 

"It just wasn’t right," Koplow said of the career he had 
carved. “It sounded too much like work. So I sat down with 
my sister Elee (an accomplished artist) and started 
thinking of a better way to make a living.” 

He had seen others get rich quick with the invention of the 
Hula Hoop and the Frisbee and thought, "Why can’t I do 
something like that?" Koplow devised several games, 
including Psych Spaghetti —a maze designed from syn¬ 
thetic tubing. 

None of the major game companies were interested in his 
efforts. While waiting for rejection slips, he became 
* ‘fascinated with the Presidential Commission's report on 
crime and decided to make a game based on the findings. 

Four years of research, testing and revising resulted in 
the recent introduction of Organized Crime, an adult 
strategy-psychology game for four or fewer players. 

"It was a lot of work, making a quality game that 
simulates the underworld,” said Koplow. "I spent the first 
six months learning how organized crime works and how 
the minds of crime bosses work. The last 3V4 years were 
devoted to making a game that represented my findings." 

In the game’s formative period, Koplow played the game 
hundreds of times — "driving my friends crazy with it" — 
before Organized Crime became a finished product. 

Then came months of assembly which turned into a 
neighborhood affair. Koplow and friends counted out and 
packaged the 84 pieces needed for each game, counted and 
sorted the denominations of money and decks of cards, 
assembled the finished product and stored them —all 5.00C 
copies —all over his family's summer home. 

“Making the game was an emotional and physical drain 
but it was nothing like I’m going through now that it’s on the 
market," said Koplow. "This is my chance to make it and 
I’m pouring limited savings into the game. If it fails, it looks 
like I’ll go back to work." 

If Organized Crime succeeds, it will be a victory for a 
small fish (6-foot-4 , 275 pounds worth) in a big pond. 

"Success or failure depends entirely on my belief that the 
public wants and deserves a quality game,” he said. 

Initially, Koplow thought he needed only to put "the finest 
board game since chess" onto the market to succeed. He 
found out quickly, however, that most retail merchants are 
more concerned with the game's saleability than its 
quality. 

So he turned to mail order, placing small ads in the 
classified sections of magazines like Psychology Today, 
Harper's and Atlantic Monthly. He also has cracked several 
Boston area retail stores such as Jordan Marsh and the 
Harvard Coop. 

Koplow also is planning a low-budget promotional cam¬ 
paign, consisting of sidewalk advertising and visits to local 
college campuses "to hold Organized Crime clinics." A 
social deviance class at Boston University already is using 
the game as an informal teaching tool. 

The collegiate use of the game points up another facet of 
its usefulness, said Koplow. "Playing Organized Crime is a 
learning experience. It expands the mind and develops 
awareness among players." 

Each player assumes the role of a crime boss in charge of 
a 20-man syndicate. He must build his empire while 
protecting his boss from attack. At the same time, each 
player must risk temporary alliances in order to survive. 

Players are voting members of the National Commission 
of Crime Bosses which decides ownership of cities, illegal 
activities and business investments. The National Commis¬ 
sion also votes on issuance of a penalty after one player has 
"rubbed out" another player’s "hit-man." 

"I have worked hard to make Organized Crime a fine 
simulation of the underworld. It isn’t just another game 
with a loose connection to its subject matter," said Koplow. 

"I think it's a well balanced game that will be a challenge to 
every player every time It's played." 

If Organized Crime doesn’t sell on its quality, Koplow 
said, he has mistaken the need for an intelligent and 
inexpensive form of entertainment. 

And worse, if it doesn’t sell, he'll have to go back to work.

Pine Manor president 
sets goals for colleges 


In a speech delivered at his 
inauguration as the fourth 
president of Pine Manor Junior 
College in Chestnut Hill on Oct. 
7, Donald A. Gordon called on 
educational institutions to play 
a role in the reconstruction of 
new habits for Americans as 
our 200th birthday approaches. 

“It is clear," he said, "that 
we have been erring in three 
critical areas: our en¬ 
vironment, our human 
relations, and our spiritual 
life.” 

Tracing the history of our 
relationship to the land, he 
suggested that American 
education has perpetuated the 
model of man-the-exploiter as 
the only one: “The assumption 
that the exploitative ethic is 
good enough is no longer valid: 
the ‘ecological imperative,' the 
concept of man in nature, must 
replace the old ethic,” he said. 

In the area of human 
relations, he called for a view 
of men and women as different 
but equal and above all com¬ 
plementary, to replace the 
traditional acceptance of men 
and women as "different, 
unequal and not infrequently in 
conflict.” He also urged that 
educational institutions em¬ 
body such qualities as honesty, 
sensitivity, fairness, and 
cooperativeness. "If they 
cannot do so, ’’ he continued, 
"then, surely their students 
would do as well to attend a 
supermarket.” 

He concluded by calling on 
schools and colleges to take an 
active role in shaping society: 
"As much as the school or 
college may reflect the culture, 
it should also constructively 
criticize that culture. It should 
be a catalyst, not a passive 
dispenser.” 

The inauguration, which took 
place in Ellsworth Hall on the 
Pine Manor campus, was at¬ 
tended by delegates from 36 
educational institutions and 
associations, ranging from 
Yale University (founded in 
1701) to The Southborough 
School (founded in 1971). In 


passing the symbol of office to 
Gordon, Gerald W. Blakesley 
Jr., chairman of the board of 
thrustees, remarked, "We 
have found a man that we have 
tremendous faith in. Together 
we're going to undergo one of 
the most exciting periods in 
Pine Manor's history.” 

Gordo, who began as Pine 
Manor’s president last July, 
formerly served as principal of 
Abbot Academy in Andover, 


Mass., now merged with 
Phillips Andover; prior to that, 
he served as headmaster at the 
Barstow School in Kansas City, 
Missouri. His educational 
background includes a B.A. in 
English from Yale University, 
and an M.A. and doctoral work 
in American civilization at the 
University of Pennsylvania. He 
is married to the former 
Josephine Troxell and has two 
children, ages 4 and 8.

French textiles 
exhibited at 
Boston Museum 

Eighteenth-century France was the fashion center of 
the Western world. The opulence of the French court 
stimulated a style imitated throughout Europe. About fifty 
French Rococo and Neo-Classic textiles - silk aeavings, 
embroideries, tapestries, lace, printed cottons, bead work 
and costumes - from the Museum’s collection will be on 
view at the Boston Museum, October 22, 1974 through 
January 5, 1975. 

Chinoiserie - anything Chinese viewed through European 
eyes - was popular in 18 th-century France. This 
fascination with the Orient can be seen in the huge tapestry, 
"The Emperor of China on a Journey"; and a silk chasuble 
embroidered with Chinese fishermen. Clergymen were Just 
as style-conscious as the ladles and gentlemen of the court. 
A chasuble with an embroidered dragonfly hovering over a 
blossom is typical of the sumptuous ecclesiastical vest¬ 
ments of the period. Silks woven and painted in China were 
exported to France and made into elegantly-styled dresses. 

The intricacies of Rococo were followed by the Neo- 
Classical fascination with the “Golden Age." Dresses in the 
Empire style, high-wasted and regal, mirror the love of 
anything Classical It would not be unusual to find a fabric 
design on printed cotton which incorporated Grecian urns, 
an idyllic pastoral setting, and a maiden clad in a 
diaphanous Emire gown.

You can understand 
why his two older children left 
home on their 18th birthday 
and why Jennifer, 17, can 
hardly wait to leave. Edward's 
wife is one of thos passive ... 
never speak up women . . . 
rather sickly much of the time. 
No wonder. Edward is 
judgmental of everyone ... he 
literally plays God ... and no 
one can tolerate that as a basis 
for a relationship. 

Frank says he looks for 
qualities in another person ... 
“I like people... regardless of 
their color... creed... politics 
... ideas of life. I find that the 
smaller I draw the circle the 
fewer people want to be my 
friends. I try to accept people 
as they are . . . never try to 
twist someone to be like I am." 
It’s little wonder that Frank 
has a great number of close 
friends. 

Let me make the following 
suggestions for a successful 
relationship. First ... BE 
SUFFICIENTLY STRONG 
WITHIN YOURSELF ... so 
that you don’t NEED people to 
supply what you don’t have. 
Otherwise, you’ll be using 
people. Use things . . . never 
another person. Develop your 
own qualities rather than 
leaning heavyly on someone 
else. This applies to husbands 
and wives also. Partnerships.. 

. friendships should have a 
dimension of equal benefit, 
though different. Carry your 
end of the relationship. 

Secondly ... DON’T BE 
MISGUIDED by thinking that 
‘I can change this other person 
to be what want him-her to be.’ 
You can’t. Any such idea is 
doomed from the start. Your 
friend ... or lover ... or 
husband-wife . . . will resist 
your maniputllation to change 
him-her . . . will become 
defensive . . . and the 
relationship will be strained or 
destroyed. Certainly there 
must be adjustments in 
friendship... or in a marriage. 
But pommeling... twisting... 
criticizing the other person will 
not bring a closer relationship. 
You can’t change him-her. Quit 
trying. One can only change 
oneself. 

Usually ... if the qualities 
you like and want in another 
person who is to be your friend 
... or marriage partner . . . 
aren’t there, you can’t put 
them there. Don’t try to project 
your images to what another 
person "ought" to be on to him- 
her. It’s either there ... or it 
isn’t there. 

Let your relationships be 
comfortable and free. No one 
wants to be your emotional 
servant. Certainly you don’t 
want to be servant to anyone's 
demands. The deepest 
relationships are based on 
freedom ... the jewel in any 
relationship.

3 eggs 

1 cup milk 

2 tablespoons melted butter or margarine 

1 cup hot spiced canned or homemade applesauce (1 tsp 
cinnamon nnd Mi tsp. nutmeg added to sweetened ap¬ 
plesauce) 

To Make Crepes: Mix and sift flour, sugar and salt. Beat 
eggs; add. Add milk; stir until smooth. Add butter. Strain 
through a fine sieve. Let stand 2 hours. Melt M* teaspoon 
butter in 7-inch skillet. Pour in a thin layer of batter. Cook 
over low heat until underside is golden brown. Turn and 
brown other side (about 1 minute each side). Repeat until 
batter is used. Spread each crepe with hot applesauce. Roll 
up. Garnish with a dollop of sour cream or whipped cream. 
Makes 12 crepes or 6 servings.

Answer: May I suggest you buy or borrow from your 
public library, Dorothy Kaplan's very good book "The 
Comprehensive Diabetic Cookbook” published by Fell. The 
fo"owing may be found in this cookbook: 



Across the kitchen counter 


Everybody’s doing it! Baking bread, that 
is. You don't have to be the grandmotherly 
type— the supposedly old-fashioned custom of 
baking bread is being revived by young 
people who simply don't like the taste or 
consistency of today’s massed-produced 
bread. They are also deeply concerned by 
reports from some nutrition experts that 
much of the bread sold today is more on bulk 
and less on nutritional value. The high price 
of bread could be another reason homemade 
bread has become so popular. 

Frankly, as one who has been baking her 
own bread for about 15 years, I can’t un¬ 
derstand why more women don’t bake bread. 
There's nothing tricky about baking with 
yeast anymore. It couldn't be simpler. With 
new improved active dry yeast, there’s no 
need to dissolve the yeast in warm water. 
Now the undissolved yeast is added right 
from the package to the dry ingredients. 

Baking bread at home is a soul-satisfying 
experience leaving you with a true sense of 


accomplishment. Maybe it does take a bit of 
practice to get a perfectly shaped braided 
bread or roll, but practice is all you need. Are 
you worried about the kneading technique? 
Don't be. No two people knead in the same 
fashion—the general method is that of folding 
the dough over on itself and pushing it away 
from you with the palms of the hands and 
bringing it back with your fingertips. Repeat 
the motion until the surface of the dough feels 
satiny, looks smooth and there are little 
blisters beneath the surface. 

For those interested in this fine art, I 
suggest you gift yourself with Floss and Stan 
Dworkin's book, "Bake Your Own Bread," 
Hold Rinehart Winston, 197 P. J6.95. 

If you've never made your own bread 
before, you'll find the basic white bread 
recipe an easy one to follow, but once you’ve 
mastered the recipe it’s time to branch out 
into flavored breads as well as delicious 
coffee cakes and rolls. 

Nothing tastes better than fresh-from-the-

oven bread. There’s not only the delightful 
aroma but a warm holRW feeling that 
permeates the whole house when somebody's 
baking bread. 

WHITE BREAD %• 

Yield: 2loaves 

5Mj to 6 M 2 cups unsifted flour 
3 tablespoons sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
lMi cups water 
Mi cup milk 

3 tablespoons margarine 


Delicious rye casserole bread 


In large bowl thoroughly mix 2 cups flour, 
sugar, salt and undissolved active dry yeast. 
Combine water, milk and margarine in a 
saucepan. Heat over low heat until liquids are 
warm. Margarine does not need to melt. 
Gradually add to dry ingredients and beat for 
2 minutes at medium speed of electric mixer, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Add % cup flour 
or enough flour to make a thick batter. Beat 
at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Stir in enough additional flour to 
make a soft dough.

2 tablespoons cooking oil 
2 eggs 

Oven 375 degrees, Yield: 1 loaf 
Generously grease one 9x5-inch metal loaf 
pan or 1V4 quart deep round casserole. There 
is no need to sift flour; lightly spoon into cup 
to measure; level off. Measure 2 cups flour 
and following four (4) ingredients in large 
mixer bowl. Heat water, milk and oil in 
saucepan over low heat until warm. Add eggs 
and warm (not hot) liquid to flour mixture.

In large bowl tkirqughly mix 2 cups flour, 
sugar, salt and urtdj^*ol'/ed active dry yeast.

helped to steer the party through Its lean years when It was 
cut of power and not too many Democrats were interested 
in doing any work to get it back onto the tracks. 

When someone had to step in and handle the 
arrangements for the special trains which carried the 
Massachusetts delegations and newsmen to Democratic 
national conventions around the country, Sonny Mc¬ 
Donough did it because no one else would do the work. 

There was one year when the train stopped at a 
whistles top on the way to a convention. Most of the 
delegates and reporters got off to stretch their legs and get 
a breath of fresh air. 

Bill Cunningham, originally of the Post and later the 
Herald, lingered a little too long. The train started, and Bill 
ran after the rear car to try to catch it. As he lunged for the 
rear platform, he slipped and started to fall. 

Cunningham grabbed a rail on the rear platform, but 
his knees scraped on the ground. A strong arm reached 
down and pulled him up onto the platform. The arm 
belonged to Governor's Councillor Patrick J. (Sonny) 
McDonough who had been the target of caustic and critical 
columns by Bill Cunningham. 

Sonny half-carried Cunningham into the last car and 
asked a friend to get up and give him his seat Cun¬ 
ningham’s trousers were tom. His knees were cut and 
bleeding. "Those knees need to be clenned with alcohol," a 
reporter said to McDonough. 

"I know," the Councillor replied. “I'll see what I can 
do. Take care of him, and I’ll be back in a few minutes." 

Sonny was back in a few minutes—with a bottle of 
Scotch. "This may hurt,” he told Cunningham. Then he 
poured most of the bottle of expensive Scotch onto the 
columnist's knees, cleaning away the grime and cinders 
and finally bandaging the wound. 

That's only an old memory of Sonny McDonough, and it 
probably has no part in a political campaign in the autumn 
of 1974. 

This writer directed the old Boston Post Santa Claus 
operation during the Christmas seasons in 1953, 1954 and 
1955. Sonny came in each year with a contribution, served 
as a guest Santa Claus each year, drew in his friends to 
make donations and generally helped to make the Yuletide 
a happy occasion for some poor kids. 

He came to the Post on the day before Christmas in 1955 
and into the room where we were working, trying to get the 
last few bundles delivered. "Do you need anything?" he 
asked in his rather gruff tone. 

"No," I told him. “It's really too late to do much more. 
We’ve done about all we can." 

"I mean," Sonny interrupted. "Have you got some 
families who won't have real Christmas dinners 
tomorrow?" 

"Yes,” I said. "I've Had about a dozen requests for 
turkeys. But I don’t have any turkeys. I spent all the money 
for toys and Clothing. 

"You will have them in a few minutes," Sonny an¬ 
swered and started out the door. 

"Never mind," I shouted. "I don't know how I could get 
them delivered." But thedoor had slammed, and Sonny had 
gone. 

Within an hour Sonny waw back with two porters from 
the old Boston Club on Beacon Hill. They were staggering 
under the weight of 12 turkeys, potatoes, cranberries and 
other fixings they had rounded up. 

“Put them down there," Sonny told the porters. "Don’t 
write anything about this,” he instructed me. Then he was 
gone. No "Merry Christmas." No nothing. 


Candidates of minority 
parties a bore on TV 

The candidates for the Massachusetts Governorship 
put up by the so-called American Party and the Socialist 
Workers' Party are what is known in the political trade as 
“nuisance candidates." 

Neither has any realistic chance of winning election. 
Each will receive about one per cent of the vote although 
the American Party was organized by Alabama Governor 
George Wallace. 

Supporters of the two minority party candidates had to 
gather about 60,000 valid signatures in order to place the 
name of each on the ballot. Neither is likely to get that 
many votes. 

But because they were excluded from the debate bet¬ 
ween Governor Francis W. Sargent and ex-Representative 
Michael S. Kukakis and prevented from cluttering up the 
stage at that confrontation, the two were given an hour of

School busing should 
be issue in campaign 

Former State Representative Michael S. Dukakis, 
Democratic nominee for Governor and the candidate 
generally expected to be the next Governor, has declared 
that the busing of Boston children to schools outside their 
home neighborhoods should not be an issue in the guber¬ 
natorial campaign. 

- Here is a dissenting voice raised in objection to the 
assertion by Mr. Dukakis that “there is no place for this 
issue in a political campaign." We believe strongly that 
there is a place for this issue in the campaign in which 
Dukakis and Francis W. Sargent are contesting for the 
Governorship of Massachusetts. 

We think parents in West Roxbury, Roslindale, Forest 
Hills, Jamaica Plain, Hyde Park, South Boston and other 
sections of the city have a right to know exactly where Mr. 
Sargent and Mr. Dukakis stand on the Important busing 
question. It is not clear to this bystander where Mr. Dukakis 
now stands. 

In substance, Dukakis has mainted that a Governor 
should play a roll in the long-range solution to the Boston 
school problem. Mr. Dukakis should tell the people of 
Boston what he would do in that role if he is the next 
Governor. 

Governor Sargent last spring suggested a system of 
voluntary busing, with an expanded METCO program and a 
plan under which any black child could attend any school in 
the city of his or her choice. His idea seemed to have some 
merit, but the Legislature never approved it. 

In a televised interview last May, Dukakis countered 
with a proposal for the creation of 12 school districts in the 
city which would be under the control of 12 community 
committees. Busing of children would be allowed only 
within each district. 

Federal Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., issued his busing 
order a short time later, and Dukakis never filed a bill in the 
Legislature for the creation of 12 community-controlled 
school districts. 

As Dukakis tip-toed around the school busing issue, 
several of his liberal supporters walked out of his cam¬ 
paign. 

On the night of his first televised debate with Governor 
Sargent, cx-Representatlve Dukakis declared in an In¬ 
terview following the debate that if he is elected Governor, 
he would immediately urge Judge Garrity to accept 
community control of schools as a constitutional alternative 
to busing. 

This raised the hopes of many parents that Dukakis in 
some way could bring an end to school busing and substitute 
his own plan for 12 community controlled school district. 
The Boston Globe fired an editorial salvo at Dukakis, and he 
quickly fell back into line. 

A couple of days later, he issued his statement in which 
he said in part: 

“This summer Judge Garrity ruled that the Boston 
schools were unconstitutionally segregated and ordered a 
court-imposed remedy. 

““At that time,-1 affirmed my support for the im¬ 
plementation of his order and made it abundantly clear that 
I opposed any repeal, postponement or suspension of the 
Board of Education plans for integrating the Boston and 
Springfield schools. 

“There is no place for this issue in a political campaign. 
Judge Garrity’s authority is now paramount, and properly 
so. It is the responsibility of public figures to support the 
peaceful implementatin of his order and to work toward the 
twin goals of desegregation and quality education. 

“A number of suggestions have been made for a long- 
range solution of the problem of schools and rece in Boston, 
including the one that I offered for consideration last May. 

"But discussion of any such proposals clearly must 
take a back seat to the orderly Implementation of the court 
order. ’' (End erf quote from statement by Mr. Dukakis.) 

That pronouncement, which seems to reflect a change 
in Mr. Dukakis’ attitude, still leaves some questions 
unanswereed. 

What did he mean when he said on the night of his first 
debate with Governor Sargent that if he is elected Gover¬ 
nor, he would immediately urge Judge Garrity to accept 
community control of schools as an alternative to busing? 

In view of his expression of support of Judge Garrity’s 
school desegregation order, will he still contact the Judge 
and urge that community controlled schools be substituted 
for forced busing?

Watching a football game at field level offers 
an entirely different perspective from the press 
box.

—There is only one thing more aggravating 
than a college football band.

—The whole flow of the game looks more 
haphazard because, unlike the view from above, 
you can't see the patterns unfolding.

Boston College bullied, blasted, and stepped all 
over William and Mary, last weekend, from the 
opening quarter to the closing gun and the only 
reason the score wasn't more decisive was BC's 
own fault, a fumble and an untimely penalty, to be 
more precise. 

The Eagles, fresh from a stomping of Navy, 
started the game with the old-fashioned, run-at-

The first 14 minutes of the period went by 
before quurterback Mike Kruczek decided to 
exercise his right arm. By that time BC was 
already ahead 7-0 on alternating running plays by 
Keith Burnette and Mike Esposito. The longest was 
a 22-yard burst by halfback Esposito, and Barnette 
went over from (he one. 

Kruczek’s arm was limbered up enough by the 
next time around. After a 44-yard touchdown run 
was called back on an illegal procedure penalty, he 


fired a perfect 18-yard touchdown pass to end Dave 
"Zoom-Zoom" Zumbach darting over the middle. 

Junior Fred Steinfort added his second extra 
point. 

So it was 14-0, and moments later, when the 
Eagles began still another march to the goal-line, it 
looked like the 18,360 chilled spectators could beat 
it at the half. 

But fullback Barnette, whose earlier score was 
his sixth touchdown in four games, fumbled, and 
William and Mary came back to score. 

Heralded Indian quarterback Bill Deery found 
end Mark Smith wide open for a nine-yard touch¬ 
down pass, and the extra point, courtesy of Steve 
Dalton's foot, was good. 

Kruczek handed off for a couple of plays and 
appeared content to let the clock run out. He 
wasn't He put the ball in the air and bingo, it was 
intercepted. William and Mary didn't have time to 
do anything with it, though, and it stayed 14-7 at the 
half. 

At that point, it was noticed by people who 
could see the whole field, that Esposito hadn't 
played since the first quarter, and indeed, he had 
spent the whole second period on the bench with an 
ice pack on his right knee. 

Esposito never reappeared on the astro-turf, 
but still rushed for 71 yards in his brief showing. 

As a few raindrops started falling on my head 
(failing to develop into anything significant) the 
rumor spread, as rumors will, that the females at 
William and Mary were petitioning to have the 
name changed to Mary and William, which, in the 
interests of equal time, is not a wholly outrageous 
request. After all, the boys have had the most 
prominent end of the billing for a couple hundred 
years. 

BC started really shoving W and M around in 
the third quarter, but was frustrated trying to find 
the end zone for a while. 

Then the Eagles started to swallow the yar¬ 
dage in larger gulps, culminating in a 32-yard TD 
toss from Kruczek to Zumbach, two players who 
had hardly met in the statistics before last week. 

Steinfort’s toe made it 21-7. 

William and Mary, though, refused to play ‘ 
dead and kept giving the Eagle defense a tough 
time. 

Deery, highly rated as both a runner and 
thrower, finally hit some passes and back Doug 
Gerhart chewed up 96 yards rushing, but the 
bendable BC defense didn't break (only cracked) 
and the Indians had to settle for a 45-yard field goal 
by Dalton. 


The field goal literally creeped over the cross¬ 
bar. 

But BC had had it with messing around, and 
produced a beautiful 88-yard march in 12 plays, 
ending with a three-yard run by Earl Strong, 
Espo's replacement. 

Kruczek mixed plays on the drive as well or 
better than he ever has. 

Steinfort effortlessly booted another extra 
point. 

After the Indians notched their final touch¬ 
down following a very poorly thrown Kruczek 
intercepted pass, on a 21-yard Deery to Mike 
Bujakowski pass, Steinfort completed the scoring. 

The Brighton native kicked his second 58-yard 
field goal of the year, prompting a BC student radio 
man to exclaim, "Boy oh boy, does this boy have a 
foot!" 

It was generally-impressive BC effort. 
Kruczek finished 11 for 15 for 163 yards. Zumbach, 
who had six catches in three games before this one, 
added sue more. Barnette, who has 38 points, upped 
his season's rushing total to 337 yards with a 184- 
yard day. And Strong, a former star at Cardinal 
Spellman, netted 106 yards in his first serious 
action of the season. 

Esposito, who is far behind his 1973 rushing 
pace, still leads the club with 357 yards.

The Eagles were assessed a very unusual 
penalty in the game. 

Freshman linebacker Kevin Cunniff, who 
Newton fans will remember as the Medford 
quarterback who ruined Newton High's Class A 
hopes with four touchdown passes a couple years 
back, ran off the wrong side of the field when he 
was replaced.

A rather small runner 
is doing a top notch job

He emerges from the huddle and appears to 
be an anoaly. Amidst the colossal linemen, 
tall and agile receivers, and big bruising 
backs is a rather small runner. 

An aura of tension pervades the crowd as 
the linemen dig in and the quarterback barks 
the signals. In the backfield, the rather small 
running back prepares for the upcoming play. 

He assumes a crouch, his legs like tightly 
coiled springs, ready to explode at the sanp. 
The ball is snapped and in an instant, the 
rather small running back has the ball. 

With remarkable quickness and efficiency 
he bolts through a hole his strong offensive 
line has created. He weaves his way through 
fallen tacklers and reaching arms, driving 
toward the goal line, knees high in classic 
form. 

He dips his shoulder and barrels into the 
last defender, pushing his way into the end 
zone for the touchdown. Seconds later, he 
plunges into the line, bulling his way into the 
end zone for the conversion. 

As the rather small running back trots off 
the field, the standing, cheering crowd offers 
its approval. "How to Nato, right on Nate," 
they say. Their boisterous and jubilant 
comments are directed at Peter Nathanson. 

Nathanson responds to the crowd's 
cheering with a boyish grin that suggests he 
might still be getting onto the trolley for a 
dime. A handsome young man, at five feet 
seven inches and 155 pounds, he is the 
smallest man on the field. Like a Mack 
Herron, he compensates for his small stature 
with indomintable desire and determination. 

Things didn't come easy this year for 
Nathanson. During double sessions at the end 
of the summer, he suffered a hamstring pull. 
It was an agonizing and frustrating injury, 
the kind which it takes weeks to recover from. 
Nathanson couldn’t practice until the week of 
the season opener against Brighton on Sept. 
21 . 

But he was ready, maybe more mentally 
than physically, but nevertheless ready. He 


sparked Newton South to a 21-7 romp over 
Brighton with two touchdowns. In the 
following two weeks, his scintillating per¬ 
formances were instrumental in providing 
the Lions with victories as they remained 
undefeated. Through the first four weeks of 
the season, he had seven touchdowns and 45 
points, second best in Division III scoring, 

Nathanson is the team’s workhorse. He 
plays safety on the defensive unit, and on 
offense he is the leading ball carrier. Through 
three games, Nathanson had carried the ball 
51 times for 256 yards and a 5.0 yards per 
carry average. 

He does not possess the overwhelming 
strength of fullback Joe Donlan or the speed 
and punishing force of halfback Peter 
Maples. Nathanson is fleet, but doesn't have 
the great speed of running mate Rich 
Gosmon. 

Nathanson relies on quickness instead, and 
the ability to explode on the sanp. When 
hitting a hole he is the quickest Lion out there. 
Despite his size, he can get the tough inside 
yardage when necessary. "When we get near 
that goal line," says head coach George 
Winkler, “he can really smell that paydirt.” 

Possibly his greatest physical attribute is 
his great balance. Peter’s brother Mike says 
the great balance has resulted from 
wrestling, Nathanson's winter sport. 
“Wrestling provides Peter with superb 
balance," his brother says. 

The great body control from wrestling 
helped Nathanson in scoring the lone Lion 
touchdown against Rindge Tech last Satur¬ 
day. On a third and goal play from the Rindge 
five, Nathanson ran a power sweep right. As 
usual, he exploded to take the hadoff and get 
outside quickly. As he accelerated towards 
the right comer of the end zone, Nathanson 
noticed two defenders waiting for him. In a 
split second, he adroitly shifted his weight 
and cut back towards the middle of the field, 
knifing his way into the end zone for the 
touchdown. "Cutting back,” says father 
Joseph Nathanson proudly, "That's what he 
does best."

"Losing is a bummer." 

These words were spoken by Tug 
McGraw after the New York Mcts lost the 
seventh game of last year’s World Series to 
the world champion Oakland Athletics.

Three running plays advanced the ball to 
the three yard line, setting up a crucial fourth 
and goal. Small and Maples missed con¬ 
nections on a handoff attempt, and Rindge 
recovered a fumble at the eight yard line.

Referenda 


A reminder to all voters that there are five 
referenda questions which will appear on the 
Nov. 5 ballot. 

Question 1 would empower the General 
Court, by concurrent vote of the two houses, 
to take a recess or recesses amounting to not 
more than 30 days. Such recesses are now 
allowed but cannot extend beyond the 60th 
day from the beginning of the legislative 
session. 

Question 2 would reduce the H of Rep. to 160 
members from its present membership of 240. 

Question 3 would remove the constitutional 
prohibition against the use of public monies 
for grants in aid to private higher educational 
institutions or to students, or parents of 
students, attending such institutions. 

Question 4 would permit the use of highway 
funds for public transportation. 

Question & would establish an independent 
Corrupt Practices Commission to investigate, 
by means of secret hearings, candidates' 
compliance with all state and federal laws 
relating to political campaign contributions 
and expenditures.

Mothers of teenagers are 
frequently heard to complain 
they can't get their kids to lend 
a hand in the kitchen. 

But at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, approximately 275 
dinner trays are prepared 
every night for patients by a 
crew of young people, mostly 
high school students. 

The dinner crew In the 
hospital kitchen is made up of 
11 girls — eight on any one 
night, and four boys — two 
each night. They work from 4 
to 7 p.m. week nights and also 
work every weekend. They 
have one evening off during the 
week. 

According to Naemi Bagnall, 
evening supervisor in the main 
kitchen, the dinner crew first 
sets up the various stations, or

areas along the food assembly 
line where specific foods and 
drinks are grouped. She tries to 
provide variety when she 
schedules who does what job. 

Mrs. Bagnall says, “A large 
part of my job is making up the 
schedule and assigning the kids 
to certain jobs. I try to assign 
them a different job every day 
so that they won’t get bored 
with doing the same thing over 
and over." 

After the stations are set up, 
one girl acts as the starter and 
reads the menus to the girl with 
the hot food. The dinner trays 
then move on down the line, 
accompanied by the menus, to 
ather stations and are filled 
with cold foods, hot and cold 
irinks. 

The special dinner trays are 
dotted in the middle so that 
when they are loaded into food 
rucks to go to the floors, the 
lot half is kept heated and the 
.-old half is under refrigeration. 

One of the special respon¬ 
sibilities the girls have is to be 
ilert for individual dietary 
nstructions, if any. For 
jxample, if patients are 
liabetic, they need to have a 
sugar substitute placed on 
.heir trays. Or they may be on 
i salt-restricted diet and 
•equire a salt substitute. 

When food trucks are loaded, 
Jiey are transported to the 
loors by the boys. There, 
ihey're plugged in to keep the 
not foods warm and the cold 
foods cold.

K basic four 
function model, no matter how 
good it is, can’t suit the needs 
of the advanced student if his 
work requires a machine with 
special keys for pi, square root, 
logarithms, and so forth. 

—Know something about the 
maker of the unit you buy. In 
this young and changing in¬ 
dustry nearly one-quarter of 
the manufacturers on the scene 
two years ago have fallen by 
the wayside. Where do you go 
for service if the company is no 
longer in business? 

—Don’t pay for more than 
you need. In most cases, a unit 
is available for under $20 and 
fills the needs of students in the 
lower grades.

What’s the cost of the beef you eat? 

Most shoppers think it’s the cost per pound, but they're 
wrong, according to the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

The key word here is “eat”. The “real” cost of beef is 
its cost per serving. The fat and bone that you trim off 
before cooking or leave on your plate is part of the total beef 
cost, but the best indicator of earing value per dollar is cost 
per edible portion. Three ounces of meat after cooking is 
considered an average portion. 

since the amount of fat and bone varies, some beef 
cuts give more servings per pound than others. The number 
of 3-ounce servings per pound for various cuts of beef is as 
follows: 

2 servings: Steaks - rib, top loin, T-bone, porterhouse, 
blade chuck; and arm chuck. - Roasts - rib, rump, blade 
chuck, arm chuck, heel of round; and short ribs. 

2W servings: Steaks - rib (boneless), top loin 
(boneless), and sirloin. - Roasts - chueck shoulder and 
chuck cross rib pot roast. 

3 servings: Steaks - rib eye, tenderloin, round, flank 
and round tip. - Roasts - rib eye, rump roast (boneless), 
round tip, bottom round, eye of round, and brisket 
(boneless). 

4 servings: Cubed steak, ground beef, stewing beef, and 
liver. 

You can figure the cost per serving for the various cuts 
of beef with this chart:

The repertoire chosen for the 
’74-75 season by Music Director 
Philip Kelsey is intended to 
continue the Cantata Singers' 
tradition of performing both 
the well-known and the lesser- 
known choral works of J. S. 
Bach, coupled with ex¬ 
plorations into the works of 
other masters of many ages. 

The coming season adds two 
new names to the raster of 
"composers performed" and 
examines the varying musical 
shapes encompassed by the 
term "cantata" over the past 
three centuries. 

The first "new" composer to 
be featured on the November 
program is the famed organist 
of Lubeck, Dietrich Buxtehude 
(1637-1707). The two works to 
be performed, although both 
called "cantatas," differ quite 
radically from one another. 
These are primarily single¬ 
movement choral works 
(although a solo ensemble is 
occasionally used for con¬ 
trast): the one being a short 
concerted setting of a 
psalmtext ("Der Herr ist mit 
mir”), and the other an ex¬ 
tended Cantus Firmus-based 
setting of three verses of the 
hvmn "Herzlich lieb.” 


The February program will 
flank the Cantata Singers Bach 
offering with two short works 
and one longer one by Igor 
Stravinsky ( 1882-1971 ). His 
cantata, written in 1952 to 
anonymous 15th-16th century 
English syrlcs, presents an 
extraordinary mingling of the 
sensual and the spiritual. The 
Anthem ("The dove descen¬ 
ding breaks the air"), written 
ten years later to a text from 
the last of T. S. Eliot's Four 
Quartets, is a short a-capella 
piece. The Introitus, one of 
Stravinsky’s last compositions, 
Is from the Requiem Mass and 
takes the listener into a 
timeless, austere realm of 
mourning — a brief but 
powerful statement. 

Each program for '74-75 will 
present a pair of cantatas by J. 
S. Bach. In addition, the May 
concert will feature Bach's 
extraordinary motet, "Jesu 
Meine Freude," whicli was 
composed for a memorial 
service for the wife of a 
prominent Leipzig official in 
1723. The two Bach cantatas to 
be performed at the May 
concert are on the same hymn- 
tune ("Was mein Gott will, das 
g’scheh allzeit"), and were 
written for two consecutive 
Sundays in early 1725. 

Present members of the 
Cantata Singers from this area 
are Ms. Hazel O'Donnell of 
Newtonville and John Scullin of 
Newton.

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'No one's watching ,' 
says ex $ 1,000 
a week shoplifter

“No one’s watching,” was the 
message Newton and Needham retailers 
got Tuesday at a special Chamber of 
Commerce meeting on shoplifting. 

Hosted by Filene’s at the Chestnut Hill 
Mall, the discussion on shoplifting cen¬ 
tered on a tape made by Filene’s security 
chief with a female shoplifter caught one 
day with $187 worth of merchandise. 

The shoplifter, called "Nellie" on the 
tape, was supporting a $100 a day heroin 
habit at the time of her arrest and 
systematically lifted $1,000 worth of 
merchandise per week. After she was 
caught, Filene’s helped place her in an 
addict rehabilitation program and she said 
she would make the tape just to give 
merchants some idea of how a professional 
shoplifter operates. 

"No one’s watching" wound up being 
the title of the tape because it was a phrase 
that recurred throughout her recitation. 

She named the stores she visited on a 
daily basis, explaining how she would 
quickjy take a few items from each, and 
with "no one watching" leave the in¬ 
dividual store and deposit the mer¬ 
chandise in her car outside. 

Filene’s, Nellie said, was always her 
"last resort" because Filene’s had 
security people. 

“But when 1 would come into a store," 
she said, "the clerks would look at me and 
then turn their backs. No one was wat¬ 
ching me and no one asked me if I needed 
help." 

Her mission completed, Nellie would 
either take her merchandise to a fence or 
sell it on the street herself. 

“"You come into the store with a big 
bag," she explained, "usually stuffed with 
paper to cake It look full. As you go along, 
you take paper out, wrap the mercliandise 
in it, and put it back." 

This operation, Fllene’s Security 
Manager James Wallace interjected on 
the tape, only takes seconds. 

Nellie said that between nine and 13 
other "pros" operate at the Chestnut Hill 
Mall. Another favorite is the South Shore 
Plaza. 

Shoplifting, Wallace said after the 
tape presentation ended, has increased 67 


per cent since 1969 and has increased costs 
to the consumer by at least 20 per cent. 

"We have to display merchandise to 
sell it," said Wallace. "Stores are much 
larger today and we also have to rely on 
salespeople to help catching shoplifters." 

He told retailers that Filene’s used the 
tape in an in-house program for its em¬ 
ployees designed to make them more 
aware of shoplifters. 

“Now when we see someone come in 
with one of these great big purses," he 
said, "we marry them." He also told the 
retailers that 85 per cent of shoplifters 
arrested are women. 

He said carrying shopping bags or 
strolling through a store with a coat 
draped over, one shoulder and hiding one 
hand are other frequently used methods of 
secreting articles. 

"It’s not a losing battle, but we have to 
train our people to be more alert,” he said. 

The name of this game is “100 Per 
Cent Prosecution," and it means no one 
caught gets off the hook. 

Discussing this approach to shoplif¬ 
ters, Acting Police Chief Louis Roman of 
Needham assured merchants that it they 
are vigilant and willing to go to court when 
a shoplifter is apprehended, they can 
decrease thefts in their stores. 

"A police department must depend on 
salespeople as witnesses," he said. 
"Without them, we really don’t have much 
of a case." 

Responding to a question on juvenile 
shoplifters, Roman said his force has also 
"had some success with them." 

"We've found out that a lot of them 
shoplift on a dare, to see if they can get 
away with it," he told Chamber members. 
"Generally, we don’t prosecute them, but 
we do take them home and talk to a parent. 
We feel early apprehension is a 
deterrent." 

Wallace also cleared up the miscon¬ 
ception that a person is not technically 
shoplifting unless caught with unpaid 
goods outside the stoie. 

Wallace said that under 
Massachusetts law, "concealing mer¬ 
chandise is larceny" and told retailer- 
sithey could detain someone they saw 
concealing merchandise for up to one hour 
while awaiting the arrival of the police. 


Developer lodice files

Developer Michael lodice of Weston has 
filed a supplementary complaint in Middlesex 
Superior Court asking a preliminary in¬ 
junction against the Board of Aldermen to 
compel them to grant an occupancy permit 
for his apartment buildings at 2300 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. 

A recent bid by lodice to obtain an oc¬ 
cupancy permit for the 18-unit building 
already completely failed in September, 
when Aid. Alar. Barkin withdrew his motion in 
favor of the permit after little support 
materialized on the board. 

lodice is already suing the board over two 
conditions attached to the permissive use 
granted for construction of the 54-unit 
apartment comples. One condition is that no 
apartments shall be occupied until 10 per cent 
of the units have been leased at reduced 
rental to the Newton Housing Authority for its 
leased-housing program. The other deals with 
the requirement thata private rubbish 
collector be hired for the apartment 
development. 

lodice, whose business is named Weston 
Realty Trust, has consistently fought the "10 
per cent policy" as the board has applied it to 
his apartments. 

t 

The Board of Aldermen had stipulated that 
lodice give up three two-bedroom and two 


one-bedroom units; lodice would give only 
five one-bedroom apartments. 

At market value the apartments will rent at 
$500 for two bedrooms and $400 for one 
bedroom, and the rental office in the com¬ 
pleted building is renting tentatively this 
week for a Nov. 1 occupancy. 

Over recent years the Board of Aldermen 
has required developers to lease 10 per cent of 
their units to the Housing Authority on a five- 
year lease or longer in an effort to alleviate 
the shortage of low-income housing in 
Newton. 

Iodice’s court test of the "10 per cent 
policy” asks for a determination by the court 
of whether the policy is a confiscatory taking 
of property instead of a permissible land-use 
regulation. 

Regarding the rubbish collection, Iodice’s 
earlier suit contends that imposition of a 
requirement that the management remove 
the rubbish is discriminatory because there is 
not general requirement for private disposal 
for other apartment buildings in Newton. 

In theory, if the 10 per cent requirement is 
upheld by the court, lodice could be forced to 
tear down the brick buildings. He would be 
able, as a matter of right, to build 10 single or 
two family houses on the land.

At a public hearing last week, residents 
indicated by a hand vote of those present a 
sentiment of at least four to one against 
permanently closing the automobile 
crossings at Cedar and Morton Streets and 
Commonwealth Avenue. 

On the basis of opinions expressed by 
residents, the placement of the barriers has 
resulted in more inconvenience to those living 
on the north side of Commonwealth Avenue 
than residents of the south side. 

The barriers cause difficulty, they say, in 
getting to Newton Centre’s business area and 
onto Commonwealth Avenue heading west 

Aid. Michael Lipof criticized the Traffic 
Commission for “piecemeal planning" and 
said the Traffic Commission consists of 
people “who know nothing about traffic,” 
except the city planner and the police chief. 

Lipof called the Traffic Commission’s 60- 
day trials of changing traffic patterns 
"dangerous," and commented that these 
particular changes seem to have been done 
without regard for problems that might result 
from the acquisition of Newton College by 
Boston College. 

Proponents of making the closings per¬ 
manent cited the decrease in accidents at 
Cedar and Morton Streets and increased 
safety to children who live in the area or 
attend Hebrew classes at Congregation Beth- 
E1 at Commonwealth Avenue and Ward 
Street. 

Opponents pointed to the increased traffic 
that is being diverted to Mill Street, which 
they characterize as a too small and 
dangerous to handle more traffic, and to use 
the Commonwealth Park West as the only 
access to Commonwealth Avenue by drivers 
coming from the south side. 

The Street Traffic Committee will hold a 
special working meeting tonight (Thursday) 
at 7:30 p.m. to consider the problem and a 
study proposed for the whole area. 

The public is allowed to be present at such 
meetings but not allowed to speak except by 
permission of the chairman of the committee. 


Loan issue 
clarified by 
Mrs. Guzzi

A caller to the Jerry Williams show on WBZ radio 
Tuesday night said that he had been planning to vote for 
Paul Guzzi for Secretary of State, but load changed his mind 
after recent disclosures about Guzzl's campaign financing. 

How many people have had similar second thoughts 
will be the key to Guzzi’s election chances on Nov. 5. 

Joanne Guzzi, wife of the Newton state legislator, said 
Wednesday that questions about Guzzi’s alleged violation of 
a state campaign finance law have dominated discussions 
with the public in recent days. 

Guzzi was accused last week of taking illegal loans 
from friends for his campaign. Loans of over $1,000 for 
political purposes from individuals are reportedly illegal, 
according to W. Norman Gleason, director of the state 
office of campaign and political finance. 

Mrs. Guzzi explained this week that her husband raised 
money by using his home at 23 Otis Pl„ Newtonville as 
equity. She emphasized that the process was public through 
contact with Gleason and newspapers. 

Mrs. Guzzi said that her husband had asked people 
involved in the drafting of the campaign finance law about 
securing loans from individuals in this manner. He was 
reportedly advised that It was legal. 

Mrs. Guzzi said that if he had been advised that it was 
illegal, he would not have done It. 

"There is nothing we tried to hide," Mrs. Guzzi said. 
"We are working for open and honest government. 

"Personally, it hurts to be accused of not being honest 
when we try to be honest."

NCDF in for 
more trouble?

hearing bkore it was officially issued foundation permits 
appears to be backfireing. 

NCDF's proposed project for 50 low-moderate income 
townhouses has bee proceeding on a tight budget. In a 
mighty effort to get construction under way this fall, the 
non-profit developer asked the Conservation Commission to 
hold the hearings before the foundation permits, finally 
issued by the Building Department, October, were in its 
hand. 

The Commission sought a ruling from the city solicitor's 
office and was told it was within legal bounds to hold the 
hearings, but because of the ambiguity of the law, the 
developer could "proceed at his own risk." 

And risk it was. 

During the hearings, held to protect wetlands, Robert 
Cohen, attorney and former owner of the Webster Vale, 
appeared to scatter obstacles and possible law suits in 
NCDF’s path. 

When speaking before the Conservation Commission, 
Cohen says he represents himself and is guarding the in¬ 
terests of the Vale, which he donated to the city. A clause in 
the Vale agreement between Cohen and the city says that if 
there is pollution in the Vale, it will revert back to Cohen. 
However, Aid. David Cohen says that the "burden of proof” 
would be on Cohen while Robert Cohen says that it would be 
on the city. 

In other charges, Cohen says he represents Lewis 
Manfredi, an abutter to the NCDF property. In this role, 
Cohen contends that the Building Department issued the 
NCDF foundation permits illegally and he is appealing this 
action by taking his case to the Zoning Board of Appeals.

Police union 
opposes grant

A $167,000 grant to the Newton Police Department to 
hire 12 women officers has brought strong opposition from 
John Quinn, president of the Newton branch of the Mass. 
Police Assn. 

The grant, funded by the Federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Association and administered by the Mass. 
Cominisssion on Criminal Justice, would have to be mat¬ 
ched by $8000 from the city. 

According to Police Department Staff Attorney 
Timothy C. Coogan, the purpose of the grant is to test ap¬ 
plicability of women in the same role of men in police 
duties. 

In a letter to the Board of Aldermen, Quinn said, 
"Hiring of these employees will effectively deny 12 
qualified Individuals who are presently on the civil service 
eligibility list an opportunity to serve as law enforcement 
officers in Newton.” 

Quinn said there are two women on the force presently, 
one who has served about four years and the other for about 
two years. 

Quinn met with members of the union Wednesday to 
prepare opposition statement to present to the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee meeting Thursday. 

The two women in the department are currently 
exempt from serving on the night shift which is a grievance 
of the police association. 

According to a spokesman in the police department, 
Police Chief William F. Quinn is responsible for the shift 
assignments in the entire department. 

However, Coogan said Newton was chosen for the grant 
because of the reputation the police department has for 
successfully administrating more than $1 million in grants

Joseph I. Weinrebe, Republican 
candidate for the State Senate In the 
Newton-Brookline district, announced this 
week that he has requested Secretary of 
Transportation Alan Altshuler help 
determine the feasibility of developing a 
multi-purpose local transit capability in 
Newton and Brookline. 

His proposal, he said, centers around 
using low-powered passenger vehicles 
carrying 10 to 20 passengers in two dif¬ 
ferent ways each day. During peak 
commuting hours, the vehicles would 
serve defined routes, but would operate on 
cross streets and medium-use roads rather 
than main roads to transport commuters 
between their homes and mass transit 
facilities. 

LOIS PINES 

State Rep. Lois Pines, Democratic 
candidate for reelection in the 19th Mid¬ 
dlesex district, said this week that the 
passage of her legislation to change the 
apportionment of county taxes resulted in 
a savings of $1.5 million this year for 
Newton taxpayers. 

"A savings of $1.5 million represents 
over $4.10 per thousand on the tax rate," 
she noted. "The estimated savings to 
Newton next year will be $1.2 million." 

"In my opinion, the increase in the 
Newton tax rate is much too steep," she 
continued. "The city must stop spending 
and start cutting its budget. The citizens of 
Newton, particularly those on fixed in¬ 
comes, can no longer afford to continue to 
live in Newton."

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Transit ridership on the 
MBTA appears to be on the 
upswing according to John T. 
Doolittle, Jr., chairman of the 
Authority. 

After years of declining 
ridership, the latest figures for 
1974 show an increase in use 
over 1973. Although revenue is 
down by a fraction of a per 
cent, such off-peak incentive 
programs as Dime-time have 
clearly been successful in 
winning additional riders to the 
system. 

"When you realize that this 
year we undertook a major 
rebuilding program on the 
Riverside Line and subjected 
passengers to some in¬ 
conveniences, the increase is 
even more remarkable,” 
Doolittle noted. 

Ridership on MBTA buses, 
long the area of greatest year- 
to-year passenger loss, is also 
showing healthy increases. 
"The buses are actually taking 
in more revenue than last 
year,” Doolittle noted, 
"because Dim-time is only in 
effect on rapid transit lines. 
Additional ridership on the 
feeder bus network is all at the 
regular fare." 

Another factor that is con¬ 
tributing to greater transit use 
is the Authority’s new Pre-Paid 
Pass Program. Five thousand 
commuters are members of 
this growing program that 
provides participants with 
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unlimited transportation for 
payment of a flat fee, which is 
deducted from one’s paycheck. 
Fourteen major employers are 
currently participating in the 
program, and new firms are 
being welcomed aboard every 
month. 

Doolittle added that the off- 
peak fare reduction program 
has been healthy for the Boston 
and Maine Commuter service. 
"Many trains are now carrying 
40 per cent more passengers 
than a year aog," he said. - 
doolittle also announced that in 
1975 new trolleys will be 
arriving for the Green Line and 
the Haymarket North transit 
extension to Wellington will 
open.

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City suing for 
rebate decision 


The City of Newton has filed 
suit against the state Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities in the 
Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

The suit stems from the 
DPU's contention, following 
public hearings on service in 
1972, that it does not have the 
legal power to order rate 
reductions based on sub¬ 
standard service. 

Newton contended that 
existing legislation does em¬ 
power the DPU to order rate 
reductions based on 
inadequate service, and cited a 
New York Public Utilities 
Commission decision to do so. 

The result, Special Attorney 
Sanford Kowal said, was a 
substantial improvement in 
telephone service. 

Kowal is directing the suit 
for the city of Newton, assisted 
by Jason Rosenberg of the Law 
Department. 

The New England Telephone 
Company has joined the DPU 
in filing a return brief. 

Kowal has all along main¬ 


tained that the telephone 
company’s own standards of 
service should be applied to 
force an adequate level of 
service. 

At the 1972 DPU public 
hearings, one of which was 
conducted in Newton, a variety 
of complaints were aired, 
many of which have been 
remedied by now. 

The main piece of supporting 
evidence at the hearings was a 
report from consulting firm 
Arthur D. Little Co., which 
pointed out major deficiencies 
in equipment and planning 
procedures of the telephone 
company. 

Tee report showed also that 
Newton's service was one of 
the worst in the state. 

The suit will be heard in 
January, Kowal said. 

Despite the fact that the suit 
is being brought by and on 
behalf of the city of Newton, a 
favorable outcome would 
benefit the whole state. 

Kowal called the case, 
"important and unique." 


Rubbish disposal 


agreement set 


Newton and Waltham have 
agreed on a method of solid 
waste disposal, in which 
Newton will act as the prime 
contractor. 

The agreement and contract 
are now being worked on and 
should be ready for action 
within the next week, ac¬ 
cording to Waltham Public 
Works Director Edward 
Delaney. 

Under terms of the informal 
agreement made between the 
two mayors, Theodore Mann of 
Newton and Arthur Clark of 
Waltham, SCA Disposal Ser¬ 
vices will build a transfer-haul 
station in the Newton in¬ 
cinerator building. 

Newton and Waltham will 
each collect and deliver their 
rubbish, estimated at a total of 
1,500-1,800 tons per week, to the 
transfer-haul station, where 
SCA equipment would compact 
it and load it into SCA trailers 
for hauling to an SCA-owned 
landfill site. 

According to earlier reports, 
Mann said he liad negotiated 
with SCA, who had submitted 
the low bid for the Newton- 
Waltham District Committee, 
for a lower price than that 
originally submitted for the 
two-city district. 

The price per ton, equal for 
Newton and Waltham, with 
Newton contracting with SCA 
and contracting separately 
with Waltham would be 812.78 
per ton for 1,500-1,800 tons, a 
decrease of five cents per ton 


from the original bid, and 
$11,85 per ton for more than 
1,800 tone, down 53 cents from 
the original bid. 

If Newton and Waltham can 
get mere tonnage, the cost per 
tone would go down ac¬ 
cordingly. 

There are several steps yet 
to be taken before the plan can 
go into effect, and it appears 
inevitable that the construction 
of a transfer station will be 
delayed beyond the hoped-for 
Dec. 31 shutdown of the Newton 
incienrator. 

The city has committed itself 
to closing the incinerator 
around the end of the year 
because of noncompliance with 
state and federal air-quality 
standards. 

The first step is to get 
acquiescence of SCA on the 
different version of the 
disposal arrangement. Then 
contracts between Newton and 
SCA and between Newton and 
Waltham must be drawn up 
and approved, and money to 
back up the contract must be 
appropriated through the 
Board of Aldermen. 

In contrast to Waltham's 
governmental operation, which 
handles such matters through 
the Executive Department 
alone, according to one 
Waltham source, all large 
contracts in Newton are 
subject to approval of the 
Board of Aldermen by reason 
of the appropriation attached 
to them. 


Buses and city policy 
discussed by Board 


Traffic and transportation 
seemed to be the theme of this 
week’s meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, and buses were the 
focal point. 

After lengthy discussion at a 
previous Street Traffic 
Committee meeting and on the 
floor of the Board Monday 
night, the relocation of a bus 
stop at Newton Comer from the 
south side of Washington Street 
to its former location on the 
north side was approved. 

The item, however, brought 
up old grievances about the 
pedestrian safety problem 
near the Gateway Center, and 
reintroduced the question of 
protection of businesses. 

Business on the north side of 
Washington Street object to the 
presence of buses and people 
waiting to board buses in front 
of their stores. The buses, they 
have said, idle their engines for 
inordinate periods of time, 
causing fumes to enter the 
stores, one of which is a 
restaurant. 

Other businessmen complain 
about the loss of parking space 
in front of their 
establishments, and the 


blocking of view of the stores 
by the buses. 

There was general 
agreement that the traffic light 
on Washington Street by 
Howard Johnson’s is inef¬ 
fectively located. But 
agreement was also general 
that the safety of pedestrians 
should be the overriding 
concern. 

Most aldermen agreed that 
most of the bus riders come 
from the north side of 
Washington Sheet and that 
putting the bus stop on that side 
would eliminate much of the 
crossing at an unprotected part 
of the street. 

Buses being operated by 
Boston College received partial 
approval by the Board, as they 
allowed with some restrictions 
a closed-door service between 
Boston College proper and its 
recently acquired facility, 
Newton College. 

Two other bus routes are in 
the process of being approved. 

The MBTA received ap¬ 
proval of its weekend sub¬ 
stitute bus service from 
Riverside to Reservoir stations

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Developer takes another crack 


at Boylston St. development 


For the fourth time in the 
past two years, the same 
petition is pending before the 
Land Use Committee to con¬ 
struct townhouse con¬ 
dominiums on a 2.3-acre site on 
Boylston Street, Upper Falls. 

The developer, William L. 
Berger of Brookline, first 
asked permission to build 22 
units in 1973. This petition was 
in effect withdrawn because of 
technical defects in the ap¬ 
plication. 

Another request for per¬ 
missive use was denied without 
prejudice later that year, and 
early this year the third 
petition received no action 
because of design problems for 
the site. 

Berger is now applying for 
permission to build 20 units on 
the site, which is on the north 
side of Route 9 at the top of the 


hill before descending to 
Wellesley. 

According to Berger the 
condominiums will cost $70- 
75,000 each. 

The Newton Planning 
Department calls the proposal 
"a suitable development for 
the site" and recommends its 
approval subject to the 
resolution of technical 
drainage problems, the receipt 
of acceptable plans for solid 
waste disposal and utility in¬ 
stallation, and the granting of a 
variance for the security 
building planned near the 
entrance. 

Nevertheless, neighbors 
maintain their displeasure 
with the proposal. 

Thomas Ward, 49 Cragmore 
Rd„ presented a petition he 
said was signed by 182 abutters 


and neighbors opposed, in¬ 
cluding a resident of 21 Bacon 
St., who had just been claimed 
as in favor by the developer. 

Objections from neighbors 
ranged from the traffic hazard 
caused by entering and leaving 
the development to opinions 
from two professionals that the 
location is not aesthetically or 
practically valid. 

Architect George Koller of 
Richardson called the design 
"not in keeping with the 
neighborhood,” and described 
the location as "unsuitable for 
dondominiums or apart¬ 
ments." 

Prof. Christiane Joost- 
Gaugier of Canterbury Road 
said, “It is not useful to put 
such a development on Route 9, 
far from shopping and rapid 
transit. Condominiums belong 
in towns. 


Feasibility of porous asphalt 
may come under study locally 


a Doherty Hacker 
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and Newton North High School 
from the edge of the brook, 30 
feet back. This fill covers one 
entire quadrant in the back of 
the club. If any further fill is 
needed, the club must use 
"clean" fill. 

In addition, all decidious 
vegetation, trees and shrubs 
shedding leaves annually, 
must be replaced by grass to 
head off clogging of a pipe in 
the brook. With the restoration 
of the brook into the easement 
where it belongs, the club will 
be responsible for keeping the 
pipe free of silt. 

They must also keep clean a 
swale, a depression in a tract of 
alnd where water can drain. 
This will be created by grading 
done in accordance with plans 
set forth by Barnes 
Engineering. Keeping the 
swale and pipe clean may be 
aproblem since there is no way 
for a truck with the necessary 
heavy machinery to enter that 
part of the land. 

This grading may have 
another effect on the club. It 
may interfere with a brand 
new fence erected by the club 
in spite of the fact it had been 
told not to erect the fence until 
grading was completed. 

Another problem created by 
the orders is that of en¬ 
forcement. The commission's 
powers of enforcement seem 
limited at the present time. All 
of the commissioners serve on 
a voluntary basis. 


Related arts program planned 


On Saturday, Nov. 2, a new 
program will be offered at the 
Davis School in West Newton. 
The program will deal with the 
visual and performing arts in a 
series of related arts acitivies. 

Material prepared by 
Newton arts teachers will 
provide the basis of the course 
which will be taught by a team 
of three graduate students in 
Leslie College's new depart¬ 
ment of humanistic studies. 
The Leslie College people will 
be assisted by students from 
the Newton high schools who 
are art majors. 


The related arts program is 
designed around a cluster of 
activities (art, music, 
movement, theatre games, 
etc.) which deal with concepts 
common to all of the arts. 
Examples: rythm, im¬ 

provisation, environmental 
awareness, etc.

Although recent Con¬ 
servation Commission orders 
were overturned by the 
Department of Natural 
Resources, they have spurred 
an inquiry which may lead to 
experiments with porous 
asphalt paving. The paving is 
considered by some to more 
ecologically sound tha or¬ 
dinary blacktop, but it has 
never been used in New 
England’s climate. 

The order, which was 
reversed by the DNR, had been 
directoed to Cramer Elec¬ 
tronics located at Newton 128 
Industrial Park on Wells 
Avenue, Newton Centre. The 
commission had ordered 
Cramer to use the porous 
asphalt on a proposed parking 
lot the firm wanted to build for 
750 employees. The parking lot 
infringed on floodplain, 
necessitating a Hatch Act 
hearing before the com¬ 
mission. 

Essentially, porous asphalt 
is blacktop with some sand 
removed from the mix, leaving 
voids for seepage of water. 
Some research on the 
pavement has been done at the 
Franklin Institute 
laboratories. This research 
included a series of freeze- 
thaw tests on prepared sam¬ 
ples. However, the substance 
has never been tested in the 
New England climate. 

Recently, as a result of the 
commission’s action, Rita 
Baron of the Charles River 


Watershed Association 
initiated talks with several 
agencies, such as the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works in an 
effort to get funds for testing 
porous asphalt. She has also 
spoken with Professor Fred 
Moavenzadeh at the MIT 
Department of Civil 
Engineering. 

Mrs. Barron explained that 
the asphalt must be tested on 
specific subsoil conditions to 
determine the possibility of 
"destruction by heaving and 
possible lack of drainage . . . 
the workd which was done had 
been done in Delaware which 
has a frost line shallower than 
ours." 

Although the Cramer orders 
were turned down, the com¬ 
mission’s orders of restriction 
on Sidney Hill Country Club 
have been upheld. 

The orders were appealed by 
neighbor Michael Moskow and 
abutter, Lalor Burdick. They 
had been issued to Sidney Hill 
in an effort to correct abuses on 
Hahn Brook, running in back of 
the club, which has caused 
flooding to abutters on 
Tanglewood Road. The com¬ 
mission’s finds were the results 
of a Hatch Act hearing held in 
August under state legislation 
designed to protect wetlands. 

The club will have to remove 
demolition fill from S.S. Peirce 


Food stamp registration 
in Newton Oct. 24-26 


A mobile food stamp 
registration center will be at 
the Big Buy on Watertown 
Street from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, Oct. 24 - 26. 

An official certifier from the 
food stamp program will be on 
hand all week to make im¬ 
mediate determinations of 
eligibility. Volunteers from the 
Newton League of Women 
Voters, the Auburndale 
Congregational Church, Eliot 
Church, and Second Church in 
Newton will assist in filling out 
applications. 

An estimated 150,000 
households in Massachusetts 
who are not on public 
assistance, people who are 
working or receiving Social 
Security or pensions, are 
eligible for the food stamp 
program of the Department of 
Agriculture. Less than 10 per 
cent of this number Imve ap¬ 
plied. 


The mobile regiatration 
centers are a joint project of 
the Massachusetts Retail 
Grocer’s Association and 
WCVB-TV to publicize the 
program to the families who 
are not aware they may be 
eligible. 

Eligibility depends on the 
amount of the family’s 
resources and the size of the 
household's income. Net in¬ 
come figures range from $194 a 
month for an individual to $500 
for a family of four and $999 for 
a family of ten. 

Net income means income 
after subtracting federal and 
state income tax, social 
security or mandatory 
retirement, union dues, 
mandatory education costs, 
court-ordered alimony or child 
support, medical and dental 
costs, health insurance 
premiums over $10, child care 
(if necessary to work), and all 
shelter costs that come to more 


than 30 per cent of the income 
left after other deductions. 

People applying for the food 
stamp program should bring 
with them their bankbooks, 
social security number, pay 
stubs for the last five weeks, 
other income records, and paid 
medical bills for the current 
month. To qualify for the 
shelter deduction, a person 
should bring proof of rent or 
mortgage payments, property 
insurance premiums, elec¬ 
tricity, gas and heating costs, 
sewerage disposal fees, special 
assessments, and real estate 
taxes.

Hidden Votes 

The state open meeting law specifies 
under what conditions (almost all) 
meetings of committees, boards and com¬ 
missions of city government shall be open 
to the public. 

But the open meeting law also 
regulates the conduct of the meetings- 
insofar as the manner of voting is con¬ 
cerned. 

Newton has come a long way in the 
past few years in adhering to conditions of 
the open meeting law, alrgely due to the 
efforts of the press, and earlier efforts of 
Aid. Joseph McDonell. 

It seems ironic, then, to point to the 
Land Use Committee, of which McDonnell 
is chairman, as one of the two committees 
of the Board of Aldermen that are flagrant 
violators of the open meeting law stipula¬ 
tion that all votes be either by voice or by 
roll-call vote. 

The law forbids secret ballots. But 
what else is it when a chairman looks 
around the table and asks, “Five to 
nothing? “ “Five to two?" 

The public who is entitled by law to 
attend meetings is also entitled to hear who 
votes aye or nay. There is little other 
reason for attending the meeting. 

Yet the Finance and Land Use Com¬ 
mittee chairmen, after the obscurity of 
votes taken by a nod of the head or a hand 
raised a few inches off the table has been 
pointed out, persist in allowing the prac¬ 
tice. 

They defend the incomprehensible 
voting on the grounds that “we've always 
done it this way. 

We are the eyes and ears of the public, 
and we are the public. 

We do not expect any more than 
adherence to the law, but we shall continue 
to deman it when the public’s business is 
being conducted. 

Stop for 
school buses 

A distraught mother called us the 
other day about drivers in Newton who do 
not stop for school buses with flashing 
lights. 

Her children had been nearly hit that 
morning. 

We have noticed this disregard for the 
law several times ourselves. 

Surely everyone who drives in 
Massachusetts is supposed to know that 
drivers approaching a school bus with 
flashing lights must stop. 

“Approaching" means coming upon 
the bus from either direction. 

Yet we have seen a driver pull out of a 
line of cars waiting for a school bus and 
proceed past the bus. 

The law exists so that children may 
cross the street safely to get on a school 
bus or when leaving a bus when there is no 
police protection. 

With the recent addition of buses for 
private school children who must often 
cross without benefit of crossing guard, the 
problem is greater. 

Must, as the mother who called 
predicted, “something terrible" happen 
before drivers observe the law?

Sargent Gains Ground 
In Race With Dukakis 

Governor Francis W. Sargent appears to have closed in 
to some extent on former State Representative Michael S. 
Dukakis during the past two weeks, and this has provided a 
slight spark of hope for Serge's supporters. 

But while Mr. Sargent apparently has gained some 
ground on ex-Representative Dukakis, the polls indicate 
that Dukakis still maintains a substantial lead of 12 to 15 per 
cent among those who have decided which candidate for 
Governor will get their votes on Nov. 5. 

Although the odds still are heavily against him, 
Governor Sargent conceivably covld win reelection with a 
strong finishing surge. 

A number of factors seem to have played a part in 
enabling Governor Sargent to cut down Dukakis’ lead in the 
past fortnight 

While President Ford added to the problems and 
frustrations of Boston Mayor Kevin H. White when he an¬ 
nounced his disagreement with the busing order of Federal 
Court Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., he didn't do any 
political harm to either himself or Governor Sargent in 
Massachusetts. 

Some persons, who had intended to vote for Dukakis, 
said, when polled last week, they have come to realize they 
have confidence in Sargent and are having second thoughts 
about turning him out of office. 

A step-up in the tempo and aggressiveness of Governor 
Sargent's campaign also seems to be paying some 
dividends. 

Dukakis has lost the support of some voters who were 
turned off when they were shown conflicts and con¬ 
tradictions in statements at different times by Dukakis. 

Ex-Representative Dukakis, riding along on a strong 
Democratic tide, evidently Is trying to wage a low-key 
campaign and to avoid when possible such controversial 
issues as school busing in Boston. That is sound political 
strategy, but it does involve some element of risk if Sarge 
can put on a late campaign surge. 

Governor Sargent curbed and almost called off his 
campaign for reelection in order to be in readiness to help 
protect the safety of children and the public generally from 
the violence which erupted in connection with the school 
busing in Boston. 

Sarge sounded like Calvin Coolldge in explaining why 
he had cancelled his campaigning for that day. He put State 
troopers and MDC police at the disposal of Mayor White and 
then offset whatever political good he had done himself by 
levelling a blast at White and President Ford. 

It seemed that tensions were so high everybody was 
blasting somebody else. President Ford took issue with 
Judge Garrity. Mayor White blcsted President Ford and 
Judge Garrity. Members of the Black Caucus hit at white 
leaders in South Boston. A Black law-maker said tanks 
would be used in South Boston, if necessary. 

In the midst of all this, the contest between Sargent and 
Dukakis was overshadowed and almost disappeared from 
sight. Sargent said his campaign was secondary to keeping 
Boston safe for the people who live in it Dukakis didn’t say 
much of anything. He kept out of harm's way, but the polls 
showed he was still winning. 

Governor Sargent and Lieutenant Governor Donald 
Dwight are just about the only members of the Republican 
State Ticket who have a chance of winning on Nov. 5, and 
it's an uphill struggle for them. 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane and State Auditor 
Thaddeui Buciko have no Republican candidates listed 
against them and are certain of reflection. 

Former Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti is 
expected to defeat former Republican State Committee 
Chairman Josiah Spaulding and win the fight to serve as 
Attorney General for the next four years. 

Representative Paul Guzzi of Newton is a heavy 


favorite to win election as Secretary of State over State 
Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood. 

Guzzi and Quinlan are two young, reform-minded 
liberals, but Guzzi is riding with the political tide, and 
Quinlan is trying to pull against It. 

That is making the difference in the fight between Guzzi 
and Quinlan and in the contest between Bellotti and 
Spaulding. 

The late A1 Guzzi, Representative Guzzi’s father, was 
the first Democratic Alderman elected in Newton. He 
achieved the break-through when Newton was a crusty 
Republican stronghold. Later, he was leader and 
spokesman for the union of Newton city employees. 

A1 Guzzi fought the Democratic fight In Newton when 
there were not many people in the political trenches with 
him. He really started and founded the Democratic party in 
the then rather stuffy Garden City. 

If A1 Guzzi were alive today, he would be brimming 
with pride over the presence of his son on the Democratic 
State Ticket. 

Harvard-educated Representative Paul Guzzi is a 
member of the new breed of liberals who will be running the 
Democratic party within a few years. But there would be no 
great Democratic party for them to run except for the work 
done by men such as A1 Guzzi. 

Unfortunately, A1 Guzzi didn’t live long enough to see 
his son elected State Representative, nominated as the 
Democratic candidate for Secretary of State, ousting an 
incumbent in the process, or even graduate irom Harvard. 

A1 Guzzi was a rather conservative man, unlike his 
much more liberal son. He would not have understood some 
of the things politician do today and some of the stands they 
take. But he was a dedicated and devoted Democrat in a 
day when the Democratic party desperately needed the 
help of men such as A1 Guzzi. 

Mills' Peccadillos 
Create Tough Fight 

For a long time the reelectlon of Wilbur D. Mills from the 
second Arkansas congressional district was considered an 
event which occurred automatically every two years. 

During those years Mills was rated about the fifth or 
sixth most powerful man in Washington. He was the first 
member of Congress whose help was sought by a President 
trying to obtain congressional approval of a tax or spending 
bill. 

Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee 
which considered all tax and spending measures, his word 
within the committee was final and ended all arguments. 

He worked from early morning until dinner time and 
then went home to his wife and to study tax bills pending 
before his committee. 

His idea of an exciting evening of entertainment was to 
watch Lawrence Welk on television on Saturday night. 

Alter bis campaign for the Democratic nomination for 
President in 1972, Wilbur Mills apparently underwent a 
personality change and became a swinger and lavish 
spender and began to neglect his duties as House Ways and 
Means Committee chairman. 

Now he Ls in serious danger of defeat because of his 
peccadillos. 

An automobile carrying Mills, another man and three 
women, one of them a former stripper, was stopped at night 
by park police in Washington for speeding and driving 
without lights. 

Mills was uot driving, but police said he was In¬ 
toxicated, thut his face hud been scratched and was 
bleeding. 

Mrs. Anabell Battistella, the former stripper, jumped 
out of the automobile and plunged into the Tidal Basin. It

The Enrichment Program has just recently completed 
a series entitled “Political Week,” during which time major 
sate-office candidates and political aides spoke, which, 
needless to say, was quite successful In addition to these 
programs, many more programs are being planned in Mrs. 
Monderer's first-floor Wheeler House office. 

There are some high schools that are after Mrs. 
Monderer because they are anxious to find out from her 
how to initiate this type of program at their schools, and 
some schools that have already started programs some 
time before South have been unsuccessful in maintaining 
them. It is no surprise that South’s Enrichment Program 
has been successful. Mrs. Monderer feels the reasons for 
this are several contributibuting factors, such as the 
amount of effort and commitment that the students have 
put into the program and the pursuing of varied programs 
to make sure that all students' interests are covered.

At this point, she stopped and leaned back, continuing 
“The greatest excitement that I've had and that I think the 
kids who work on the program have had, is to find out that 
the people in the outside world have a great deal to offer us 
as far as sharing their first-hand experiences, thoughts and 
ideas with us, and that is one of the basic concepts of 
theprogram."

Priests in politics

Perhaps one of the more 
interesting phenomena in 
Newton is the fact that its 
representative to Congress is a 
Catholic priest; even more so 
since Cardinal Medleros has 
said that there is no room in 
politics for priests.

In that Father Robert Drinan 
is under attack by political 
opponents, so is the Catholic 
church. If Father Drinan is 
defeated at the polls, so, In 
part, is Catholicism. 

But Father Drinan is a 
particularly qualified in¬ 
dividual to run for Congress 
and contributes to this great 
body. It won’t hurt the House of 
Representatives to rub 
shoulders with a man of In¬ 
tegrity. Some of it might even 
rub off. 

Father Drlnan’s opponent is 
a typical politician trying hard 
to defeat a candidate He is 
using every tactic of bad tast in 
the book and hitting below the 
belt is a common practice. 

Father Drinan is not a "one 
issue candidate" and hasn't 
been for some years. This is 


perfectly obvious. To call or 
even suggest such a thing is 
gross misrepresentation. 

Father Drinan has con¬ 
stantly sent out literature to 
members of this community 
telling us of the issues and how 
he is voting and hwat he is 
saying and doing. 

His opponent attacks him by 
suggesting that Father Drinan 
is not married and thus cannot 
perform his job with 
knowledge of people, events, 
needs and understanding. Yet 
this opponent is still wet behind 
the ears and has neither the 
experience, education nor 
depth of our current 
representative.

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Fluoridation and "Red Tide" 


To the Editor: 

Red Tide is a newcomer to 
New England. Not so long ago, 
it was found only in the south. 
The public was told that it was 
caused by an algae that grew 
only in warm water. Today it is 
threatening the clamflats of 
the icy shores of 
Massachusetts Bay on the 
north side of Cape Cod, while 
the southern shores, washed by 
the tepid waters of Martha's 
Vineyard are free of the 
scourge. Clearly there is a 
mystery, and one wonders if 
the public knows the whole 
story. 

Is red algae the cause? Or, is 
it only a symptom? One of the 
worst places hit is near the 
mouth of the Essex River. This 
waterway drains some 
fluoridated cities, and the 
basin into which it flows has a 
slow circulation, if any. A 
glance at a tidal map of the 
New England shoreline, shows 
die icy Artie Current meeting 
the warm Gulf Stream off 
Provincetown. Massachusetts 
Bay is more or less of a 
backwater of lower circulating 
currents, where some areas 
might be described as sluggish. 
Everyone agrees it is no place 
for pollution. A resting place 
for old tires and automobiles is 


bad enough, but dumping 
thousands of tons of the most 
deadly poison known to man, 
every year must be explained 
by environmentalists, and 
others. 

The fluoridation of municipal 
drinking water is a closely 
buarded operation. The 
quantity of sodium fluoride 
used in each city is not ad¬ 
vertised. The fluoridated cith 
of Newton, however, is known 
to use 50 tons of this pollutant 
annually, and every ounce 
finds its way eventually into 
Massachusetts Bay. 

There is no reason to believe 
that this figure is not a fair 
estimate of every city, and 
there are about 35 of them, 
each within 18 miles of the 
shoreline. 

As though this pollution was 
not bad enough by itself, Dr. 
James M. Dunning, chairman 
of an over-sized Fluoridation 
Committee of the Mass. Dental 
Society, would fluoridate 50 
more cities and towns with the 
fluoridation of the M.D.C. 
water system. 

Massachusetts Bay and Cape 
Cod Bay must in no way be 
thought of as the broad Atlantic 
Ocean. There is a limit to the 
defilement that our local 


marine environment can 
withstand. 

When thousands of tons of a 
deadly piosonous sodium 
fluoride is drained every year 
into an area with a very 
sluggish circulation, we have a 
pollution problem of maximum 
severity that demands an 
absolute freedom from 
political involvement.

The overwhelming op¬ 
position to the barriers on 
Commonwealth Avenue may 
have come as a shock to some 
at the open hearing of the 
Aldermanic Street Traffic 
Committee. 

Why do the opponents 
demand to have the barriers 
down before they will parley? 
For one reason, those who 
don't like the barriers feel that 
patterns of traffic in Newton 
Centre north area cannot be 
adequately ascertained with 
the barriers up. And now that 
Newton College has been 
swallowed up by Boston 
College, new factors have been 
introduced requiring a traffic 
study of the whole district 
surrounding Newton College 
sans barrier. 

But there is a significant 
philosophical issue which 
dimly yet palpably emerged at 
the Aldermanic committee 
meeting- and that is, whether 
the government of Newton 
shall be for the few or the 
many. 

Anyone at all sensitive to 
human emotion couldn't help 
but perceive at that meeting a 
raw sense of outrage and 
frustration with the political 
process. Quite apart from the 
safety problems and in¬ 
convenience created by the 
wall, the people north of 
Commonwealth Avenue have 
felt all along-with good reason- 
-that their lives have been 
disrupted by the self-interests 
of a few residents with political 
influence. The anti-barrier 
group has become aware that 
in some inexplicable way their 
government has been lost to 
them. 

This letter is no place to 
reveiw the decisions of 
Newton’s Traffic Commission 
and the manner in which those 
decisions were arrived at; 


adequate documentation exists 
elsewhere revealing the 
unresponsiveness of the 
Commission to the larger 
community. 

The aldermen have now 
before them a grave respon¬ 
sibility transcending the 
question of traffic. As the

We also accept your em¬ 
phatic statement that neither 
Alderman Richard not anyone 
else had informed you that the 
COMMISSION had voted to 
further change the flow of 
traffic in our area by voting on 
September 24, to prohibit 
traffic from entering the main 
part of Commonwealth Avenue 
from Morseland Avenue and 
proceed with a 60-day trial on 
this. 

This was in addition to their 
previous vote to continue the 
use of the barriers at the in¬ 
tersection of Commonwealth 
Avenue and Cedar and Morton 
streets. 

This vote was taken in 
private session after teh area 
residents were told that the 
COMMISSION had other 
matters to consider, and were 
asked to leave the meeting. 

Alderman Gaynor and I were 
informed last Thursday night, 


October 17, by Charles 
Thomas, who is a member of 
the Traffic COMMISSION, that 
these new changes were made 
at the suggestion of Alderman 
Richmond, after we were 
asked to leave. 

At the meeting on September 
29, at the Angoff's house which 
was held at the request of 
Alderman Richmond, neither 
you, who attended at Alderman 
Richmond’s last minute 
request, nor Alderman I.lpof 
who came at our request, nor 
the 40 or 50 area residents who 
were present were informed by 
Alderman Richmond about this 
new vote. 

Our first knowledge of this 
was ehen we all received an 
official notice dated October 2, 
from the Traffic COM¬ 
MISSION. We can well un¬ 
derstand your chagrin and 
embarrassment at having been 
asked to attend a meeting 
while not being informed of all 
the latest facts at that time.

The articulate attorney, whom some have described as a 
"formidable opponent," notes that depending on the ZBA 
decision he may take the case to court unless "substantial 
evidence comes up (at the hearing) to rebut our case.” 
Those appeals would be made either to the District Court or 
the Superior Court. 

Further allegations charge that NCDF’s eight acres are 
“in a flood plain” and therefore should have been subject to 
a special hearing by the Board of Aldermen. Cohen’s case in 
this instance is partially built on a claim that the Thomp- 
sonville Brook’s headwaters originate on NCDF land. 
NCDF attorney Laurence Madfis denies this. 

Part of the case also appears to rest on a Supreme Court 
decision, Calabufalo vs. the City of Newton, in which the 
court makes a finding of fact on the Hamlet Street area, 
stating it was once a swamp which was filled in by abutters 
and has a history of land as a waterway. Madfis counters 
this saying that zone maps show the land is not in a flood 
plain. Cohen says all the old maps indicate differently. 

Cohen also accused the developer of being able to “tie into 
the city’s drainage system” but not doing it because “they 
don’t want to spend the money for engineering studies." 

Members of the Conservation Commission said this idea 
would be "impossible,” since the city system would not 
take the additional load. 

Although Cohen's accusations remain to be proven, he 
may succed in causing expensive time delays for NCDF, 
whose project is particularly unpopular in Thompsonville 
where it is proposed to be built. Each day’s delay costs 
NCDF dearly. 

Cohen claims that his litigation is not the only lawsuit 
NCDF may have to contend with. He said he sees 
"significant other litigation" on the horizon and says that 
some of the neighbors are planning additional suits. 

Further, Cohen plans to challenge the Conservation 
Commission’s orders of restrictions, when reached by the 
commission. They will be handed down after a final work 
meeting Thursday, OeL 21, at 8 p.m. He plans to appeal a 
recent Planning Board vote to initiate action to help NCDF 
gain status as an urban development corporation. This 
status was necessary to gain tax benefits and according to 
Edmund I. Mangini, assistant to the commissioner for 
urban renewal, "to adjust rentals within ghe Massachusetts 
Housing and Finance scope and keep the rentals stable by 
eliminating as many variable as possible.” 

Arguing that NCDF does "things in a vacuum” and 
"should face reality," Cohen cited a multitude of technical 
points he alleged it has missed. 

Robert Cohen intends to try to pick them up on every one.

Mrs. Guzzi said that people are concerned about the 
financing question and that questions arc welcome. "The 
public lias a right to facts,” she commented. 

"I’m sure we've lost some votes,” Mrs. Guzzi con¬ 
tinued. "Most people are confused by it" She added that 
when the loan situation is explained to people, they are 
usually satisfied. 

Guzzi has paid back the loans which created the recent 
furor, according to Mrs. Guzzi. "Paul was in constant touch 
with Norman Gleason," she said. “Wc didn't think we were 
violating the law, but we wanted to eliminate the question. 

Guzzi lias reportedly secured a $10,000 second mor¬ 
tgage on his home and a $ 6,000 bank loan to repay the loans. 
"The loans were paid back immediately," Mrs. Guzzi said, 
reportedly with 13.5 per cent annual interest. 

Gleason has been quoted as saying that Guzzi's 
payment of the loans "preliminarily satisfies me." A final 
judgment on the case will reportedly be made after the 
election. 

Guzzi scored an upset victory over the incumbent 
Secretary of State John F. X. Davoren in the September 
Democratic primary, and faces Republican John Quinlan 
on the November ballot

from the state commission in the past four years while

Coogan also said that the Civil Service Commission will 
probably supply a list of women candidates if the town 
approves the $8000. He said Michael Gardner, police affairs 
assistant to the director of civil service, assured him that 
the list would include women who are on the eligibility list 
and would probably not require special recruitment efforts. 

Although the state commission can only legally ap¬ 
propriate funds for one fiscal year at a time, Coogan said a 
credible renewal promise has been made for three years.

while the Green Line trolley 
roadbed is being worked on. 

Aid. Richard McGrath said 
he had received a verbal 
committment from the MBTA 
to add a stop at the Holiday Inn 
in Newton Lower Falls during 
this service, so that Lower 
Falls residents would not have 
to walk so far. 

A "question of policy" was 
Aid. Michael Antonellis' term 
for a petition for city payment 
of half the cost of a fence along 
Cheescake Brook in West 
Newton. 

The petitioner fears that a 
child will be drowned in the 
brook, which during the spring 
reaches a depth of more than 
four feet. 

Antonellis felt that since the 
city does not own the brook, 
and did not create the brook, 
the city would be obliging itself 
to fence off all natural hazards. 

"I feel this is an extension of 
policy,” Antonellis said. In 
voting against the item, which 
carries a price tag of about 
$400, Antonellis was joined by 
Aid. Alan Barkin, Wendell 
Bauckman, Louis Egelson, 
David Jackson and Joan 
Saklad. The matter passed by 
an 18 to 6 vote. 

In other action the Board 
passed with no debate the 
School Department request for 
$114,600 to further implement 
the provisions of Chapter 766 
and held action on a request for 
about $60,000 more. 

Also approved was another 
request for demolition of a 
former Cumberland Farm 
store at 196 Auburndale Ave., 
which was condemned last 
July but given a stay pending 
possible sale of the property.

Lodged in the lungs 


Swallowing something "the 
wrong way” can cause trouble. 
Even tragedy. Instead of 
traveling down the throat and 
into the stomach, objects can 
drop into the windpipe. Some 
restaurants now have special 
instruments to remove the 
major causes of chocking 
catastrophies: pieces of steak 
and big portions of food. If the 
portion completely blocks the 
windpipe and cannot be 
dislodged in minutes, then 
death occurs, reports the 
Norfolk County-Newton 
Christmas Seal Agency. 

But offending objects can 
pass beyond the windpipe and 
into the air passages of the 
lungs. Blocking an air passage 
can cause a lung disease called 
bronchiectasis. In some cases, 
surgery may be required to 
remove the object. 

Tiny tools are now being 
tested to avoid these traumas. 
Threading these tools through 
.-a flexible, nylon tube with a 
lens on one end, two in¬ 
vestigators at the University of 
Iowa College of Medicine have 
recovered an amazing variety 
of items from the inner 


recesses of animals’ lungs. The 
tools are just big enough to 
grasp a peanut. When they are 
squeezed through a flexible, 
lighted tube, the tools can be 
controlled by the researchers’ 
hands. They can pick up paper 
clips, beans, seeds, coins, 
chicken bones, screws, and 
safety pins. 

In research supported by the 
American Lung Association, 
Drs. Donald C. Zavala and 
Mitchell L. Rhodes have found 
these techniques effective with 
animals. But more in¬ 
vestigation is necessary before 
the procedures can be at¬ 
tempted on humans. The 
doctors believe that the tools 
will be useful in dislodging 
objects from the lungs of all but 
very young children, who have 
small and delicate air 
passages. 

Dr. Zavala, however, is now 
testing tools to use on infants 
and toddlers.

Rubenstein said that 
prior to the introduction of 
coronary care units, the 
mortality rate among heart 
disease victims was ap¬ 
proximately 30 per cent. Now it 
is down to an estimated 20 per 
cent. 1

hospital.

SWEET-SOUR PORK 
1 (one pound) slice from pork shoulder+ 

1 cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 

1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

W cup green pepper, cut into l s-lnch squares 

1 can (13% ounce) pineapple chunks, drained 
Vi cup syrup 

V« cup vinegar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch dissolved In V 4 cup cold water 
Rice 

+Ask butcher to remove bone from pork shoulder. 

Cut meat into 1-inch cubes (about 2 cups). Place ino 
saucepan; add water, salt and soy sauce. Bring to a boil 
over high heat. Turn down heat, cover saucepan and 
simmer about 45 minutes, or until tender. Drain meat, 
reserving Vi cup broth. Heat vegetable oil in saucepan, add 
garlic, green pepper and pineapple; stir-fry 2 to 3 minutes, 
until pepper & pineapple turn slightly darker in color. Add 
reserved broth, syrup and vinegar. Bring to a boil. Add 
cornstarch mixture. Cook until sauce is thickened and 
clear. Add pork cubes; heat thoroughly. Prepare rice in 
proportions desired, following directions on package, and 
serve sweet and sour pork mixture over hot fluffy rice.

1 cup cooked peas or other leftover vegetable. 

Combine soup, lemon peel and Juice; mix thoroughly.

FRENCH HONEY BREAD

% cup honey 

1 can (6 oz.) evaporated milk (small can) 

One-third cup milk 

Sift flour, measure and sift again with cinnamon, soda, 
nutmeg, cloves and salt Addd brown sugar. Beat together 
honey, evaporated milk (undiluted) and milk; add to dry 
ingredients and stir just until blended. Pour into a greased 
and floured 5 by 9-inch loaf pan. Bake in moderately slow- 
over (325 degrees) for 1 hour and 20 minutes or until pick 
Inserted in the center comes out clean. Remove from oven; 
let cool in pan for 5 minutes, then invert on cooling rack to 
cool thoroughly. (Best when served next day). 


Fall’s hazy golden days, with crisp 
mornings that hint of frosts, hail the harvest 
of that much misunderstood vegetable, the 
sweet potato. 

One of the oldest foods of our country, the 
sweet potato offers a wealth of good eating, 
but sweet potatoes are not really potatoes- 
they are the sweet, round underground stem 
or tuber which contains buds for new plants. 
There are two types, one with pale yellow 
flesh which cooks dry and mealy and the 


other which has a deeper orange flesh and is 
sweeter and molster...thls sweet potato is 
sometimes called "Yams". 

For best flavor and nutritive value, 
always cook sweet potatoes whole in their 
jackets—it takes 35-55 minutes in boiling 
water and bakes in about 40-60 minutes in a 
425 degree ovea An average (6 oz.) sweet 
potato supplies more than twice the amount of 
Vitamin A an adult needs daily. They are also 
a good source of Vitamin C particularly when 
they are freshly harvested.

When buying, keep in mind that good 
sweet potatoes are smooth, well-shaped firm 
and havi *• bright appearance. Fresh sweet 
potatoes have 41 short storage life—they need 
dry cool storag^55-60 degrees and should be 
watched for: 

How many vegetables can you name that 
will combine well witfi fruits? Not many when 
you stop to think about but one exception is 
the yam (or sweet potatojEtt is moist, sweet 
and mellow and readily accejmttie sweetness 
or tartness of many fruits. ThiS^jlwonderful 
time to experiment with new swfaet potato 
recipes-they can be fried like poaitfi chips, 
put into a custard or teamed with cnl&en to 
make a most delectable dish. 

SWEET POTATO CHIPS 
Large sweet potatoes 
Salt \ 

Oil for frying 

Wash and parboil sweet potatoes for 10 
minutes. Pare potatoes and cut them 
crosswise into thin strips. Preheat oil in deep 
fat fryer to 380 degrees. Fry potato slices in 
hot fat, a few at a time, until they are golden 
browa Drain on absorbent paper and 
sprinkle with salt 

CHICKEN YAM 
SKILLET 

1 broiler-fryer (2-3 lbs.) cut In serving 
pieces 

3 tablespoons salad oil 

1 medium onion, chopped 
1 can (20 oz.) pineapple chunks, drained 
and syrup reserved 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 
1 tablespoon flour 
V 4 cup water 

1 cup dairy sour cream at room tem¬ 
perature 

4 medium yams, cooked, peeled and 
quartered 

In large skillet, brown chicken pieces in 
oil. Remove chicken from pan and add onion; 
saute for 1 minute. Return chicken and add 
pineapple syrup, salt, pepper and cover; 
simmer for 30 minutes or until chicken is 
tender. Place chicken in serving dish and 
keep warm. Blend flour and water; stir into 
pan liquid.

Nurse interns to work 
with senior citizens 


Two nurses from the Boston 
College Graduate School of 
Nursing have begun working 
as interns in a city-sponsored 
program, it was announced 
recently by Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann. The nurses, Brenda 
Boyce and Priscilla Jaacobs, 
will work exclusively with the 
senior citizens programs 
through June, 1975. 

Under the tersm of an 
agreement entered into by the 
school and the Department of 
Human Resources, the nurses 
will spend two days a week 
developing and operating 
helath screening clinics at the 
Newtonville Drop-In Center 
and collecting data on health 
and related needs of the senior 
population. Their duties will 
also consist of counselling 
senior citizens with special 
problems. Special attention 
will be given to the develop¬ 
ment of new programs that 
could be implemented in the 
future. 

The Department of Human 
Resources has set priorities on 
the health of senior citizens as 
well as on other problems 
characteristic of their age that 
have a direct or indirect im¬ 
pact on their health. 

In reviewing the proposed 
project, Mann remarked: "We 
hope that this internship 
program will serve as a model 
and a foundation for more 
comprehensive health care 


programs in the near future. 

“By expanding into such 
areas as counselling and 
dealing with needs that are 
related to health, the city hopes 
to broaden its approach to 
senior citizen health care and 
to encompass all the different 
aspects of health care for the 
elderly."

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South gains comeback win

A sensational performance by halfback Peter 
Maples helped Newton South overcome a 12-point 
first half deficit and defeat Concord-Carlisle, 22-12, 
last Saturday at Memorial Field, In Concord. 

Maples, who has been overshadowed by 
running mate Peter Nathanson, had a tremendous 
game. He scored two touchdowns; a beautiful 57- 
yard run in the third quarter, and a five-yard 
smash in the fourth quarter. Maples rushed for 134 
yards on 16 carries in the game. 

Nathanson played another fine game as he 
scored his eighth touchdown of the year in the third 
quarter on a nine-yard run. The Concord defense 
held Nathanson in check in the first half as he 
rushed for only one yard, but he broke away for 88 
yards in the second half. Nathanson proved that he 
is a complete player when he iced the game in the 
fourth quarter with an alert interception. 

In the first half, South slightly resembled the 
team that came into the game with a very 
respectable 3-1 record. Concord scored its 12 points 
on gifts from South. 

The first Concorf touchdown came late in the 
first quarter. After a drive stalled on the South 48, 
Scott Groper was sent in to punt on fourth down. 
Groper was unable to handle the snap from Paul 
Tormey, and the boll rolled to the South 23, where 
Concord took possession. 

On second-and-10, quarterback Jim Carew hit 
wide receiver Jeff Finan for a first down at the 
South 11. Two penalties against the Lions advanced 
the ball to the one. Carew then snuck over for a 
score. 

Carew tried to pass for a two-point conversion, 
but South Captain Greg Moan picked off his at¬ 
tempt. 

The Patriots scored again in the second 
quarter. Groper was sent in to punt from about his 
own 20 yard line. This time, Concord blocked the 
punt and Patriot Joe Flynn recovered on South's 
one yard line. 

On first down, Carew snuck over again, giving 
Concord a 12-0 lead. 

L’oncora tailed to add an extra point as Moan 
blocked a kick attempt by Concord's Jim Gilbert. 


The second half was a complete turnaround 
from the first half. The Lions stopped making 
mistakes, and scored on their first possession of 
the second half. 

Joe Donlan returned the kickoff to the South 30. 
Two runs by Nathanson and one by Maples moved 
the ball to the 43. 

On the next play, Maples took a handoff from 
quarterback Phil Small and burst through a hole on 
the left side of the line. Maples broke a coule of 
tackles and took off for the right sidelines. Several 
Concord defenders chased in vain as Maples 
rambled 57 yards for a score. 

Maples also rushed for a two-point conversion, 
cutting Concord's lead to 12-8. 

The next time the Lions got the ball in the third 
quarter, they drove 71 yards for a touchdown. 
Maples and Nathanson split the chores until South 
reached the Concord 28-yard line. From there, it 
was all Nathansoa 

It took the Nathanson three carries to bring the 
ball to the nine. He then scored the go-ahead touch¬ 
down line, making sure he would make it with a 
dive from the three-yard line, going into the end 
zone a la Sam Cunningham. 

Nathanson also rushed for a two-point con¬ 
version, giving South a 16-12 lead. 

Although their lead had quickly disappeared, 
the Patriots did not quit. In their next series, 
halfback Tim Moreau dashed 40 yards from his 
own 30 to the South 30 yard line. Defensive back 
Jeff Lawson saved a touchdown when he caught 
Moreau from behind. 

Moan, who played a fabulous game, squelched 
the drive when he caused Carew to fumble. 
Defensive lineman Paul Tormey, who also played 
a great game, recovered Carew's fumble. Tormey, 
at 6’5", 215 pounds, uses his size to great ad¬ 
vantage. He greatest asset is quick lateral 
movement. 

The Patriots rallied again midway through the 
fourth period, but Nathanson stopped the drive 
with an interception. He returned the ball to the 
South 43. Nathanson caught the ball after it had 
been deflected by South's Matt Sabetti. 


From the 43, Small engineered a 57-yard drive 
Maples capped the march with a five-yard touch 
down rua Small made the big play of the drive 
when he scrambled from the 50 yard line, 15 yards 
to the Concord 35. 

South's defense was exceptionally strong. The 
defensive line of Tormey, Maples, Groper, Sabetti 
Donlan, Keith Washington, George Brockman, and 
Rick Taranto was very tough, as it has been the 
last four weeks. 

Linebacker Aaron Moynihan played a very 
good game, but his linebacking partner, Greg 
Moan, did just about everything but sell popcorn 
Moan has a chance of not only being selected to an 
all-Dual County League team, but to an AH- 
Scholastic team as well. 

The defensive backfield of Nathanson 
Lawson, and Greg McKinney played very well, and 
they improved considerably over the previous 
week's performance against Rindge Tech 

There has to be a reason for why Maples and 
Nathanson combined for 233 yards. Yes, it is the 
offensive line. Guards Moan and Moynihan, 
tackles Tormey and Groper, and center Mike 
Stockman really did their jobs. Mike Berzon is 
expected to return to his center spot next week. 
Stockman will go back to tackle, and Groper will 
play just on defense. 

South Coach George Winkler said after the 
game, “At halftime I told the team what I thought 
of the way they were playing in the first half. In the 
first half we stunk. We just took Concord too 
lightly.” 

When asked what turned the game around, 
Winkler replied, “It was definitely that great run 
by Maples. I thought that play changed the whole 
complexion of the game. It really got us going.” 

The Lions are at home on Saturday against 
Bedford. This past week, Bedford pulled a upset 
when it edged Wayland, 7-6. 

South again got great support from its student 
body for the Concord game, but it woudl welcome a 
larger crowd this week for the Bedford game. 
South has not beaten the Buccaneers in four years. 

The game will be played at Dickinson Field in 
Newton. The starting time will be 1:30 p.m.

It was mid-July in Pittsburgh. The humidity 
was so thick it hung in the air like a curtain. The 
pollution index was 197 and it was a wonder you 
could see, since when it hits 200 there is genuine 
call for gas masks. 

Someone forgot to tell Boston College that it 
was October now and the humidity and pollution 
had receded enough to get a good look at just about 
anything within 100 yards. 

But the Eagles had trouble seeing Tony Dor- 
sett, the original "You-want-to-see-it-again?" 
blazing back. 

Dorsett, a first-team All-American as a fresh¬ 
man last year, was having leg problems this year, 
but both of them seemed on straight last Saturday. 
The man ihey call TD blasted B.C. for 191 yards in 
just 11 carries and three TD’s to direct the Pitt 
Panthers buck into the Bowl picture with a 35-11 
thumping of the local lads. 

Dorsett scored on romps of 61, 74, and four 
yards to single-handedly send BC back to the 
drawing board to study the x’s and o’s marked 
defense. 

It was an exhibition reminiscent of O.J. 
Simpson's performance against the Patriots twice 
last year. 

Pitt came into the game with a 3-2 record and 
needed a win if it expected to go any place us exotic 
as the Fiesta Bowl, the place it Journeyed to last 
year, around Christmas time. 

The Panthers ground out the yards from the 
beginning, much like the Eagles handled William 
and Mary the week before. 


It was only 7-3 after the first quarter, 14-3 at the 
half, and 21-3 after three quarters. B.C. was by no 
means entirely cooked, especially since quar¬ 
terback Mike Kruczek was humming. 

Dorsett started things off with his com¬ 
paratively sedate four-yard touchdown and B.C. 
started back with a field goal from Fred Steinfort. 
The kick carried 52 yards, equalling Steinfort’s 
school record, and was his third boot of the year 50 
yards or longer. (The scouts must be drooling even 
though he’s a junior.) 

Dorsett decided to stretch his legs midway 
through the second quarter and drove right up the 
vulnerable B.C. middle for a 61-yarder. 

The Eagles had to score fast in the fourth 
period to get in the game. 

The necessary piazazz was lacking, and the 
next time Pitt got the ball quarterback Bill 
• Daniels, the man who done the Eagles in last year, 
uncorked a 58-yard bomb to Karl Farmer, a 
recognized threat to blow anyone off the track in 
anything from the 100-yard dash to the quarter 
mile. And while the Eagle secondary was game, it 
was also slower. 

So it was 28-3 and time to change your plane 
reservation to an earlier flight home if you were a 
B C. fan. 

Strangely enough, at that point, the Eagles 
showed a little life, moving 80 yards in 13 plays 
with fullback Keith Barnette sweeping over from 
15 yards out. 

It was Barnette's seventh touchdown of the 
year. 

Of course, this display of recalcitrance may 


have angered Tony D., and shortly after Steinfort's 
kickoff, he parted the ball 74 yards for Pitt's final 
score. 

One thing which didn’t help Boston College was 
the spectator status of halfback Mike Esposito, 
who it was anticipated would duel with Dorsett. 

Esposito, injured against Williams and Mary, 
was replaced again by Earl Strong and Strong 
looked good again, bucking for 71 yards. 

Barnette also looked good with 50 yards, but 
more would have been helpful. 

Kruczek has completed over 60 per cent of his 
passes this year and didn’t hurt himself any in 
Pittsburgh, hitting 14 of 23 for 146 yards. 

Kruczek stayed friendly with Dave Zumbach 
(three catches) while resuming his acquain¬ 
tanceship with Howie Richardson (four grabs). 

You can guess who won the ballgame, thougn, 
just from looking at the total yardage fads. Pitt 
piled up 472 yards while B.C. came up with 246. 

Boston College will travel to Pennsylvania for 
die third time ttiis season, Saturday, to take on a 
less fearsome Villa nova crew in Philadelphia. 

After traveling to the Quaker state to get 
creamed by Temple and Pitt, the Wildcats should 
be welcome diversion. 

Villanova's latest folly was stepping on the 
same field as Houston.

Shockett wrestles 
with Alaskan bear 

The wrestlers at Bowdoin College are off to a banner 
year. Two members of the team came up with a 2-0 record 
In pre-season exhibition matches against a powerful, if 
somewhat unusual, opponent: Rasslin’ Victor, a 500-lb 
Alaskan brown bear. 

Bowdoin grapplers Steve DeMaio of Winchester, Mass, 
and Mike Shockett of Newton Centre, decided to thest their 
skills when they heard that Victor was challenging all 
comers at an "Autorama" show In the Portland Exposition 
Building. 

The Bowdoin men accepted quite a handicap for the 
match: DeMaio, a junior, normally wrestles in the 150-lb 
weight class; Shockett, a freshman, at 126. Victor was 
entered as a heavyweight (althought some felt that a super 
heavyweight division would have been more appropriate). 

How does it feel to square off against a 500-lb bear? 
Shockett admitted that "it’s pretty scary when you first see 
that bear coming at you". 

Rasslin' Victor, a veteran of over 7,000 matches, 
stunned the college grapplers with his knowledge of moves 
such as the ankle pick, head lock and, of course, his most 
effective maneuver, the bear hug. 

Quick to sense their opponent's main weakness, 
however, the Polar Bear matmen discovered that, while 
wrestling Victor straight on was impossible, getting around 
him was another story. "Once you got behind him, you 
could put him on his back", said Shockett 

Bowdoin wrestling coach Phil Soule was not on hand to 
offer pointers to his charges. Victor, however, received 
constant signals from his trainer, "Gorgeous” George 
Allen. Allen also appointed himself referee for the bouts. 

According to Allen, the only accepted method of pinning 
a bear is to put both his shoulders and arms on the mat at 
the same time. But DeMaio and Shockett soon discovered 
that a bear just won't bend that way. So, they had to settle 
for a win on points. 

"We had the bear on his back most of the time; we were 
killing him”, said DeMaio. 

The matches were scheduled to last three minutes each 
but Allen allowed them to run twice that long, apparently in 
the hope that the bear would eventually gain the upper 
hand. It was not to be. But, unlike their regular season 
opponents, DeMaio explained, Victor "just keeps coming 
after you, and after you, and after you!” 

Seven wrestlers took on Victor that night in Portland. 
DeMaio wrestled the first match, Shockett the last. The five 
men who wrestled between them were all pinned in short 
order By the powerful bear. 

Summing up the pre-season match, Shockett said "It 
was kind of fun, but I don’t think I’d wrestle him again”. 

Rasslin’ Victor had no comment.

If approved, 
would provide for a census In 
the city 1975 and every tenth 
year thereafter of the 
inhabitants of each city and 
town as a basis for determining 
the representative, senatorial 
and councillor districts for the 
ten year period beginning with 
the first Wednesday In the 
fourth January following the 
taking of the census, provided 
that the districts as established 
based on the 1971 census shall 
terminate on the first Wed¬ 
nesday in January, 1979. The 
census shall specify the 
number of Inhabitants residing 
in each precinct of a town and 
each precinct and ward of a 
city. 

Under the proposed amend 
ment, the House of 
Representatives would consist 
of 160 members, in contrast to 
the present membership of 240, 
and the Senate ot 40 members. 
The General Court would, at Its 
first regular session after the 
year in which the census Is 
taken, divide the Com¬ 
monwealth Into 160 
representative districts and 40 
senatorial districts of con¬ 
tiguous territory so that each 
representative and each 
senator will represent an equal 
number of inhabitants as 
nearly as may be; and such 
districts shall be formed, as 
nearly as may be, without 
uniting two counties or part of 
two or more counties and, with 
respect to representative 
districts, without uniting, as 
nearly as may be, two towns or 
parts of two or more towns, two 
cities or parts of two or more 
cities, or a city and a town, or 
parts of cities and towns, Into 
one district, and without 
dividing any town containing 
less than 2500 inhabitants. The 
General Court would be per¬ 
mitted fo pass laws to limit the 
time within which judicial 
proceedings may be instituted 
calling in question any such 
division. The proposed 
amendment further provides 
that every representative, for 
one year at least, im- 
ediately preceding his election, 
shall have been an inhabitant 
of the district for which he 
Is chosen, and every senator 
or shall be an Inhabitant of this 
Commonwealth for five years 
at least preceding his election 
and at the time of his election 
shall be an Inhabitant of the 
district (or which he is chosen. 
Every representative and 
senator shall cease to 
represent his district when he 
shall cease fo be an Inhabitant 
of the Commonwealth. The 
manner of calling and con¬ 
ducting the elections of 
representatives and for 
senators and councillors, and 
of ascertaining their election, 
shall be prescribed by law. The 
amendment vests original 
jurisdiction In the Supreme 
Judicial Court, upon petition of 
any voter of the Com¬ 
monwealth, filed with the clerk 
of said court, for judicial relief 
relative to the establishment of 
House of Representatives, 
councillor and senatorial 
districts.

The Commission has subpoena 
powers and is to investigate, by 
means of secret hearings, 
candidates' compliance with 
all state and federal laws 
relating to political campaign 
contributions and expenditures 
and corrupt practices. If 
probable cause Is shown, the 
Commission Is required to 
direct the Attorney General to 
take further action In the 
proper form and Is required to 
make public a report of such 
action.

Enrollment statistics debated

A long day at the polls and a reasonable 
voter turnout are predicted for the general 
election next week. 

And those are the only forecasts being 
made. 

More than 70 per cent of newton’s 50,000 
registered voters are expected to go to the 
polls next Tuesday to elect state officers and

members of the Legislature and grapple with 
eight or nine referendum questions. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, has requested 
that any voter who can should avoid going to 
the polls at the peak early morning and late 
afternoon hours and cast their ballots 
sometime during the day. 

He also said he ‘'anticipates lines at the 
polls” because of the referenda. 

In addition to the six referenda to the sue 
referendum questions on the ballot statewide, 
Newton voters will also give opinions on 
amnesty, gun control and smoking in public 
places. 

Citywide, voters will be asked to advise, in 
question No. 7, the state senator to vote for the 
passage of a bill banning private ownership of 
handguns. 

Democratic stste senatorial candidate Jack 
H. Backman and State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington, running unopposed in Newton’s 
17th Middlesex District, were sponsors of this 
legislation in the last session of the General 
Court. 




Vincent Silluzio, director of the departments of 
research and planning for the school department, 
reported the 1979 school enrollment figures and 
gave an updated projection on declining 
enrollment at Tuesday night’s School Committee 
meeting. 

More than 15 of the 50 or more people present 
questioned the methods used to gather district by 
district statistics for the elementary school 
projection from the present 8077 students to 6579 in 
1978. 

Silluzio explained these statistics are based on 
the present number of children in Newton between 
the ages of zero and five, Silluzio explained, and 
include 70 per cent of the 650 families that have 
moved into Newton between January 1 and Oct. 1 
this year and have responded to a questionnaire he 
sent 

Enrollment peaked in Newton public schools in 
1967 with 18,424 students. This year there are 16,152 
students overall, a decrease of 394 from last year. 
For 1978, projections indicate a decline in total 
enrollment to 13,897. 

Most of the decrease will be in the elementary 
schools, with a projected 1978 decrease of 1600 
students, with only 750 fewer students in the 
secondary schools. 

These projections are based on birth rates and 


have in the past given close correlations within less 
than one percentage point. 

Many parents said they did not want their neigh¬ 
borhood schools closed, a fear that developed from 
the statistics and previous reports on enrollment 
analysis that included discussions and implications 
of closing one of the elementary schools in the city. 

School Superintendent Aaron Fink assured 
parents that no decision would be made until the 
School Committee receives a report from the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee on Declining 
Enrollment and not until it feels it has all the in¬ 
formation necessary to make a decision it will 
stand by. 

Fink concluded the long discussion by advising 
the public, “Don’t confuse the message with the 
messenger,” meaning that all data has to be 
considered, and if all schools are to be kept open, 
people must be willing to pay the taxes to support 
an increased per pupil cost. 

The School Committee accepted Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s proposal to proceed immediately 
to build a $100,000 permanent prefabricated 
structure at Newton South High School that will be 
used as a three bay garage. 

The mayor congratulated the students who 
demonstrated in front of his office Tuesday for 
their orderly and responsible behavior. 

Although the building has beer, in the planning 
stages since January, John Gilleland, director of 


Support Services, said in a report prepared for the 
meeting that if the town wanted to be reimbursed 
for the building, it would have to hire an architect 
in order to meet the state board of education's 
School Building Assistance Bureau's 
requirements. 

This would mean an additional two month delay 
before construction could begin. They mayor said 
he was convinced at a two hour meeting with 
students representing the demonstrators that the 
need is immediate, and there is no room for the 100 
South students in the Newton North Auto program. 

The mayor proposed using $15,000 in the School 
Committee's reserve fund in the public building 
budget to help finance the 2200 square foot garage 
facility. 

Earlier in the meeting, Gilleland supported using 
$13,000 for relocating all the art classes in a joint 
facility at Newton North High School. The original 
design scattered the classrooms in different sec¬ 
tions of the building. 

Gilleland said lack of facilities in the pottery 
room necessitate students using the basement 
washrooms and clogging the sinks. 

Mayor Mann asked this money be used for the 
garage, which is needed for the health and safety of 
the students. 

On hearing the mayor's request, the motion to 
appropriate the art room funds was withdrawn by 
Committeewoman Joan Needleman.

Slow progress 
with asbestos 

In response to recommendations of Dr. 
William J. Nicholson of Mt. Sinai Hospital 
School of Medicine in New York about ex¬ 
posed asbestos at Newton North High School, 
N ;wton Buildings Commissioner Gener 
1-arson reported last week that work has 
already begun cleaning asbestos from some 
areas and bids are being solicited for dropped 
ceilings in other areas. 

According to Arson's report, the library 
storage room is being vacuumed and then will 
be sealed. A dropped ceiling will be installed 
during the Christmas vacation. 

The storage partition in the gymnasium has 
been cleaned, and people will not be allowed 
in the room until beams have been enclosed. 
The enclosing cannot be done until more 
money is voted by the Board of Aldermen. 

The $78,000 previously requested by the 
building commissioner has been held by the 
aldermanic Finance Committee until the 
results of air sampling tests, to be done by Mt.

Appeals Board turns down McDonald's

McDonald's golden arches will not find a home 
on Walnut Street soon, if at all. 

The Buildings Laws Board of Appeals last week 
denied McDonald's appeal for reinstatement of its 
building permit, issued and revoked last July. 

James Kickham, lawyer for McDonald's, said 
Tuesday that the firm definitely intends to appeal, 
either to a state appeals board or through the 
courts. 

McDonald's building permit was revoked two 
days after being issued, on the grounds that the 
applicant wak not the owner or owner's agent and 
was not accompanied by an affidavit from the 
owner giving his permission to apply for the per¬ 
mit. 

McDonald's became the owner the following day. 

The issuance of a victualler's license by the 
Licensing Board last March was met with an 
outcry of protest from residents of the area, but 


that board claimed that the lack of parking could 
not be taken into account when u license is issued. 

Subsequently, it appeared that McDonald s was 
no longer interested in the 330 Walnut St. location. 

The issuance of the building permit July 10 came 
as a surprise to many aldermen, and the discovery 
that the application had been technically incorrect 
provided a legal reason for revocation. 

During the time of notification of McDonald 
heudquarters in Illinois that the permit had been 
revoked, a notice of a proposed ordinance 
regulating fast-food establishments was published, 
and McDonald's was thereby precluded from 
obtaining another building permit without action 
from the Board of Aldermen. 

Kickham's argument before the Building Laws 
Board of Appeals centered on the fact that the 
board has the discretionary right to grant relief on 
the technical violation of the regulations in ap¬ 
plying for the permit. 


The Building Laws Board of Appeals members 
wrestled with legal interpretations and ended up 
split on the question of whether "manifest in¬ 
justice" was being done to McDonald's. 

Arnold Ginsberg and Robert H. Roberts moved 
to reinstate the permit as of July 10, the date of 
revocation, at which point City Solicitor Howard 
1-evine told them that if such a motion were passed 
it would be in effect ruling that the building 
commissioner Was incorrect in his revocation. 

Irvine said if the board so acted, he would have 
to write an opinion that the board was wrong. 

Ginsberg felt that the board could rule that the 
building commissioner had been correct in his 
action, but intervening circumstances called for 
relief. 

The 2-2 vote, with acting chairman Casper 
Ferguson and Kentaro Tsutsumi opposed, resulted 
in denial, a vote of four in favor being required to 
pass a motion by the board.

Land use approves lodice occupancy permit 


One alderman explained to the 
lawyer for developer Michael 
lodice how he could have more 
effectively proceeded against the 
city, and another outlined how 
now to obtain relief from con¬ 
ditions attached to the occupancy 
permit voted at the Land Use 
Committee Tuesday night. 

The committee accepted four 
conditions reconunended by the 
Planning Department to be at¬ 
tached to an occupancy permit 
for the first building of Iodice's 
three-building, 54-unit apartment 


development a‘ 2- Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. 

Then, finding that electrical 
service wts aboveground, not 
underground as specified in the 
permissive use granted for the 
buildings, Chariman Joseph 
McDonnell ordered that three 
poles on the site be removed and 
the wires put underground. 

The sixth condition was that 
lodice give over one two-bedroom 
apartment to the Newton Housing 
Authority for low-income family 
housing. 


After agreeing to the first five 
conditions, which included dates 
of completion of construction and 
landscaping, Iodice's 
representative ablked at the 
apartment. 

Iodice's position had been that 
"families in a luxury complex is 
derogatory to the whole con¬ 
cept," according to Roland Gray, 
Iodice’s lawyer. 

McDonnell then advised Gray, 
"You can go to court with this 
occupancy permit and say “we 
have to be relieved (of this 


condition).’ If he does it, fine - 
you have the occupancy permit." 

The vote on the Land Use 
Committee in favor of the oc¬ 
cupancy permit was 5-2, with Aid. 
Alan Barking and Michael 
Antonellis opposed. Barkin 
commented that he was opposed 
because the "condition should lie 
tested.”

Newton's first appeals of evaluation and 
placement of handicapped children in the 
public school system under Chapter 766, 
have been scheduled for hearings, ac¬ 
cording to Keith Rollins of the state 
Department of Education's child advocacy 
bureau. 

I)r. Jesse Grimes, coordinator of 
learning-disability service for the Newton 
school system, explained that 10 families 
who are disputing the city's evaluation 
that their children should be placed in 
public school have brought the appeals. 

All had children in private schools and 
wish the city to continue tuition payment 


so that the children may return to private 
school. 

A second evaluation of the children's 
handicaps at Massachusetts General 
Hospital resulted In the hospital's 
recommendation that the children attend 
private school. 

Parents who disagree with the 
evaluation done by the Newton schools are 
entitled under provisions of Chapter 766 to 
have another evaluation done at an ap¬ 
proved Institution. 

Grimes said that the School Department 
had instructed the 10 families to appeal 
and had requested the hearing before the 
state appeals board. 


The children range in age from 10 to 16 
years, Grimes said. All children except 
one child had once been in public schools 
and then transferred to private schools. 

"This is the standard appeals procedure 
set up under the law,” Grimes em¬ 
phasized. 

Rollins said that to date there are 18 
hearings scheduled in the Boston region, 
with 15 more waiting for completion of the 
necessary forms by parents. 

Chapter 766 is a state law aimed at in¬ 
tegrating mentally, physically, and 
emotionally handicapped children into 
normal clrsses in a child's school district 
whenever possible. 


Belmont may bring trash here 


Negotiations between Belmont and 
Newton have been conducted in the past 
week to introduce Belmont into the not- 
quite-solid Newton-Waltham regional 
refuse district. 

Newton's Law Department has been 
working on an agreement with Waltham 
by which Newton would contract with SCA 
Disposal Services for at least five years 
and at the same time contract for disposal 
of Waltham’s trash. 

The Newton incinerator would become 
the site of an SCA-built compactor and 
transfer station to serve the two cities. 

At least that was the understanding until 
last Friday, when Belmont entered the 
scene. 

At a presentation of the Newton- 
Waltham committee’s recommendations 
that the two cities join together for refuse 
disposal, presented by Newton co- 
chairman David Jackson at City Hall Oct. 
2, it was specifically stated that the region 
would comprise only Newton and 
Waltham. 

Residents of the area near the in¬ 
cinerator, apprehensive about the in¬ 
creased truck traffic bringing in Waltham 
trash and taking the compacted trash 


away, were reassured that the increase 
would be minimal and could be dealt with. 

The only mention then of any other 
communities joining Newton and Waltham 
in disposing of rubbish at the transfer 
station was an assurance from Aid. 
Michael Antonellis that none can join 
without approval of the Board of Aider- 
men. 

Then last Thursday a Belmont 
newspaper reported that Newton and 
Waltham arc "seeking other communities 
to share in the use and expense of the 
transfer station," and on Friday Mayor 
Theodore Mann announced that he was 
"pleased” at Belmont's interest. 

Jackson, who is an alderman from Ward 
4, was not so pleased. "I feel it is a mistake 
to proceed with other communities before 
a contract has*been signed," he said, 
adding that he would not vote for Belmont 
to truck rubbish through Waltham and 
Newton. 

The reason for some willingness to in¬ 
clude Belmont in the transfer station may 
be the pressure to get enough tonnage to 
make sure that Newton’s price to Waltham 
will meet the low bid from another 
disposal firm that bid for Waltham only 


when the district committee solicited bids. 

If Waltham cannot be guaranteed a 
price of $11 85 for disposing of its rubbish 
in Newton it may accept the low bid on its 
own and dissolve the loose ties it has with 
Newton to form a region. 

But it seems unlikely that either of the 
two cities will approve the entry of another 
community at this time. 

The district committee has been 
working for two years under a grant from 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency to determine the feasibility of a 
joint disposal operation. 

It has enlarged its scope somewhat, with 
the belessings of the state, to try to form a 
region of surrounding towns for the 
eventual building of a state-sponsored 
resource recovery plant. 

The success of the first step - the two-city 
district - is considered by the district 
committee and the state Bureau of Silid 
Waste Management to be vital to the ef¬ 
forts to form a resource-recovery region. 

Meanwhile, there is till no firm 
agreement with Waltham. 

James Salter, Mann’s chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, said this week that 
Newton's legal department is still working 
out details.

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Police oppose female officers

Policemen and their wives turned out 
last week in a final effort to persuade the 
aldermanic Finance Committee not to 
accept a federal grant that will give 
Newton 12 women police officers. 

The Finance Committee had already 
once voted to accept the $164,000 grant by 
approving the city’s “matching" share of 
$8,403, and last week it reaffirmed its 
approval. 

John Quinn, president of the Newton 
police union, expressed the main concern 
of the policemen, that the women, who 
would be employed for up to three years 
under terms of the grant, would take the 
place of men at the end of the grant. 

There are currently 23 vacancies for 
policemen on the Newton police force. 

Police Chief William Quinn explained 
that the project, designed to demonstrate 
whether women can perform identical 
police function as men, provides extra 
police for Newton and “won’t affect the 
men at all.” 

Sidney Samll, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, added that the 23 men will be 
appointed first and will come from the 
Civil Service list. 

Chief Quinn has said he would expect 


some of the women to be kept on as 
retirement and resignations deplete the 
usual 223-man force. 

Mayor Theodore Mann gave the 
demonstration project his full support, and 
praising the two women police officers on 
the force now, asked the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to again approve the $8000 ap¬ 
propriation that would demonstrate that 
"women are a valuable resource that can 
greatly benefit our community." 

The grant could mean "as much as 
$540,000 to this city," the mayor added. 

Mrs. Janice Demeo, wife of Ptl. Thomas 
Demeo, charged that qualifications have 
been lowered at the police academy in 
order to allow women police officers, and 
asked whether men had the same op¬ 
portunity to become "specialists,” as the 
two present female officers are classified. 

The two women officers do not work 
nights because of the "specialist” 
designation, nor were they assigned as foot 
patrolmen. The 12 new women officers will 
be assigned all the duties of male officers, 
including night work. 

Mrs. Demeo contended that "a man can 
use the job better than a woman" and said, 
"Women can be juvenile officers, but I 
really don’t think they can do the same 
things as men.” 

Officer T. J. Fleming said that he didn’t 


mind the prospect of working with a 
woman officer, but his wife did. 

"We have been taught that the welfare of 
the citizen comes first,” Fleming said. 
“The girls on now perform their duty to a 
point, but not one has been in a situation of 
fisticuffs.” 

Asserting that the divorce rate among 
policemen is higher than among the rest of 
the population, Sgt. John Likely asked, 
"what about working 16 hours a day with 
women, confined in a car?" 

The whole question of equality of women 
was tackled by Aid. David Jackson, who is 
a member of the Metropolitan Ara 
Planning Council, the agency responsible 
for reviewing all the city's federal grants. 

At first, Jackso said, he thought the 
grant would be merely a bypass of 
regulations for becoming a policeman, but 
he had since changed his mind. 

"The Civil Service list does not provide 
equality for women," Jackson said. “Of 
the 200 women on the list, only 10 were 
veterans. Women will not have a chance 
until the state does something about ab¬ 
solute vetersn's preference." 

Jackson has approved the grant. 

The demonstration project has received 
the endorsement of the League of Women 
Voters of Newton and the state Committee 
on Criminal Justice.

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Backman, Weinrebe senatorial opponents

The new state senatorial district of Newton- 
Brookline has two candidates, one of whom 
will satisfy nearly everyone. 

Jack Backman, the present state senator 
from Brookline, and a Democrat, will please 
the liberal voter in both Newton and 
Brookline because of his far-thinking social 
legislation. 

Joseph Weinrebe, Newton Republican out 
the first time for elected office, gives voters 
not quite ready for Backman the choice of a 
“progressive Republican," as Weinrebe 
terms himself. 

Backman has the advantage of having been 
in the State legislature for three terms and a 
senator for the past four years, a tenure that 
has propelled him to the chairmanship of the 
Joint Committee on Social Welfare, where 
headlines are easy to come by. 

In contrast, Weinrebe has always worked 
behind the scenes politically, having served 
on the Newton Republican City Committee, as 
stat committeeman, and as a delegate to the 
last five state Republican nominating con¬ 
ventions. 

Weinrebe entered the current race as a 
sticker candidate when he returned from a 
business trip to find that the committee to 


select a candidate, of which he had been a 
member, had failed to choose one, and he 
decided to become the candidate. 

"If no Republican ran, a tiny percentage of 
the electorate would have the power to 


determine who would be the next state 
senator," Weinrebe said. 

Backman and Weinrebe agree on many 
issues. Their principal philosophical dif¬ 
ference may be in their attitudes toward 




government spending. 

While Backman files proposed legislation 
that will cost many thousands of dollars to 
implement because he believes that the 
legislation is needed and the money must be 
found for it, Weinrebe says there is room for 
innovation in government "without throwing 
money at the problem." 

Weinrebe has proposed that every piece of 
legislation filed be accompanied by a budget 
projection showing the amount of money and 
jobs needed to implement the legislation for 
one- five- and ten years. 

Backman has proposed a "public service 
employment" program, which he does not 
like to compare with, but is somewhat akin to, 
the Depression-era WPA, to alleviate 
unemployment and reduce the welfare rolls. 

Another Backman proposal is to revamp 
and revitalize the state's Department of 
Commerce and Development so that it can 
not only actively recruit and plan for new 
industry in Massachusetts but can also 
develop short- and long-term economic 
development plans for the state. 

Weinrebe is more cautious. "If you throw 
money at a problem, you might ameliorate it, 
but you might also create a whole new set of

Who really knows the people in the 16th 
Middlesex district? 

This is the crucial factor in the outcome of 
the state representative race between 
Democrat Richard J. McGrath and 
Republican William P. Matthews. 

McGrath and Matthews, who have been 
sparring ever since McGrath squeaked 
through the primary and won the Democratic 
nomination for this office, have blanketed the 
district with mailings, personal appearances 
and face-to-face confrontations. Their mutual 
irritation has been apparent and they part 
company on issues in the district and in the 
news. 

If issues in the news are a barometer, 
Matthews and McGrath differ on the school 
busing, gun control and furloughs for 
prisoners. 

Closer to home, the candidates see dif¬ 
ferent district realities. 

Both, in separate interviews, were asked 


with what they viewed as the "single biggest 
concerns" of the district 

"Physical and emotional security," 
Matthews said. “There is a fear of crime; 


there are housess here with burglar alarms 
attached to the doors, houses where, when I 
grew up here, the doors weren't even locked." 
"People are tired of electing politicians 




who are not responsive to their needs," he 
went on to say. “They want somebody, 
namely in government, who they can count 
on, depend on and trust.” 

McGrath said the people of the 16th 
district "worry about inflation and taxes." 

“People find themselves in a position 
where they are earning more money and 
capabie of buying less," he said. “They are 
losing faith in government." 

"It is difficult," McGrath observed, "to 
get people to come out and campaign because 
they think, what's the use?" 

McGrath sees this area of Newton as 
"concerned about the state budget or the 
graduated income tax,” he observed. “They 
asked more questions about the other things." 

If busing is the hottest issue in Boston 
today, then voters can rest assured that the 
candidates’ position are clear on this issue. 

McGrath is in favor of forced busing; 
Matthews opposes it. 

"Until another method of achieving

Pines faces challenge from Angelone

In the 19th Middlesex District in¬ 
dependent Letitia Angelone, whose main 
thrust has been against the NCDF project, 
faces incumbent Democratic consumer 
advocate Lois Pines. 

During the past two months, Mrs. Pines 
has stressed the legislation she has passed 
and supported during her first term in the 
State House of Representatives. This includes 
protection of condominium owners, stan¬ 
dardization of hamburger labeling, allowing 
students and parents access to school files on 
the students, and state tax exemptions of $400 
for children and handicapped dependents for 
families with a joint income of $18,000 or less. 

Miss Angelone has stressed the local 
housing issue, and has criticized Mrs. Pines 
support of the $3 billion state budget. 
Regarding the Newton Community 
Development Fund project, Miss Angelone 
said, “We don’t need this kind of housing in 
Newton. We don’t have slums now, but we will 
have (if the NCDF housing is built)." 


In seperate interviews with the Graphic 
last week, the candidates responded to 
questions concerning legislative funding and 
reform, housing, and women’s rights. 

Miss Angelone, who was formerly 
secretary of the Mass. American Independant 


Party Assn, and secretary of the Wallace 
Assn, of Mass., strongly opposes referendum 
question number two that would cut the size of 
the Mass. House of Representatives from 240 
to 160 . 

She said “We need the representatives we 




have to represent the people. If we need to cut 
the budget, we should eliminate the senate." 

Mrs. Pines, former practicing tax at¬ 
torney and member of the Mass. Bar Assn., 
relunctantly supports cutting the size of the 
legislature, but feels that a better way to 
improve the quality of representation would 
be to increase salaries of legislators so one 
could support a family and still be a full-time 
representative. 

Mrs. Pines also said more staff 
assistance is needed for all legislatures on an 
equal basis. She claims that since she is a full¬ 
time legislator with no other job, the speaker 
of the house discriminates against her by not 
considering to assign to her a legislative aide. 
She also must share a secretary with up to six 
other legislators. 

Both candidates support the referendum 
question that may allow state funds to be used 
for higher education, and both oppose the 
question that would establish a corrupt 
practices commission to investigate can-

Each of us has, atone time or another, 
not wanted to go through the bother of 
going to the polls. We've said to ourselves,

Sarge Backers Claim 
Dukakis Has Changed

An argument erupted between Governor Francis W. 
Sargent and ex-Representative Dukakis during the 
Springfield debate on whether Dukakis had made a 
statement Dial he would cut five percent from the state 
budget if lie is elected Governor. 

We understood Dukakis to say something of that nature 
in his first debate. His pronouncements are not always 
models of clarity, and he may be right when he now claims 
lie didn'tsay that. We are depending on memory and do not 
have his precise statement. It didn't seem that important at 
the time. 

Dukakis now says he might cut some state departments 
five per cent, others 10 per cent and still others not at all. 

Governor Sargent, like the writer, had a recollection 
that Dukakis had said he would cut the state budget five per 
cent, but in the excitement of the debate he could not find 
the newspaper clipping to support his claim. 

Incidentally, many state employees arc relieved by a 
recent announcement by Dukakis that if he is elected the 
next Governor, lie will adopt a no-hire, no-fire policy. 

Last July 26 he was quoted by the Springfield News as 
saying: "There arc all kinds of people on the public payroll 
who don't belong there." On the basis of that statement and 
other tilings he had said, it was assumed he had intended to 
fire some state employees. 

Supporter- of Governor Sargent, incidentally, claim 
that Dukakis has changed his position on a number of issues 
, since the years when he served as a member of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives. 

They charge, for instance, that Dukakis voted against 
allowing Senior Citizens to ride for half-fare on the MBTA 
but now says Sargent doesn't care enough for the elderly. 

They assert that when he was a State legislator Dukakis 
voted against enlarging the State Police force and against a 
witness immunity law but that he now talks about crime in 
the street. 

While he now discusses the need for belt-tightening, 
Dukakis voted for almost every spending bill while he was 
in the Legislature, they declare. 

The gloves luive been Liken off in the clash between 
Sargent and Dukakis. It's now a bare-knuckle fight. 

The Newton Graphic 
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Democratic Tidal Wave 
To Hit State Tuesday 

A great Democratic tidal wave will roll across the 
nation next Tuesday and rock Massachusetts, already the 
most Democratic of the 50 states. 

Barring only the most unexpected and surprising last- 
minute developments, it will sweep Governor Francis W. 
Sargent and Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight out of 
office. 

It will elect a Democratic Governor and Attorney 
General and fill all the State Constitutional offices with 
Democrats. 

It will carry between 30 and 50 Republican 
Congressmen and two or three GOP U.S. Senators across 
the land down to defeat. 

The Republican party will be in a shambles when the 
political casualties are counted next Tuesday night, and the 
two-party system may be ended in Massachusetts. 

It’s possible the GOP will be damaged beyond repair 
and that Franels W. Sargent will be the last Republican 
Governor of Massachusetts, partly because the con¬ 
servative members of his own party believe he did too much 
for Democrats, was not loyal enough to Richard Nixon and 
did not do enough to build the Republican party in this state. 

If Sargent and Dwight are beaten down and turned out 
of office, it will be because of factors beyond their control, 
not on the basis of what they have done or failed to do as 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 

The things which have turned off many voters as far as 
the Republican party generally is concerned have been the 
Nixon administration, the Watergate mess, the 
resignations in disgrace of Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew, 
inflation, the high cost of living, unemployment and the 
shortage of gasoline last winter, when the public 
dissatisfaction and discontent first were bom. 

Governor Sargent, of course, was not responsible in any 
way for any of these events which, added together, amount 
to political disaster for him. 

He was not really friendly with either Nixon or Agnew. 
He knew no more about the Watergate scandal that the 
average newspaper reader. He had no power within his 
means to halt inflation or turn back the climb in the cost of 
living. 

But reason is not a factor when disgruntled voters turn 
against a political party because they have been in¬ 
convenienced or have been hit by Inflation and a recession, 
and shocked by scandal upon scandal. 

The persons at the head of the party's ticket, in this 
case Sargent and Dwight, feel the full force of the public 
discontent and the surging-political tide, and usually it’s too 
much to withstand. 

Sargent and Dwight know this. They realize that the 
odds are heavily against them and that the likelihood is they 
will be defeated on Tuesday next 

They have had polls made by professional polling 
organizations, and the returns reported to them have not 
given them any cause for optimism. 

However, they are fighting down to the finish line, their 
backs to the wall. Former State Representative Michael S. 
Dukakis, the Democratic nominee for Governor, also knows 
that he is being carried along by the political tide and that 
he probably will be elected Governor next Tuesday because 
of conditions completely beyond his own control. 

Dukakis has planned his campaign as a prospective 


winner who does not have much to worry about. He has 
been calm, composcd-and cold. To many people he comes 
across as arrogant. He definitely is the favorite and Sargent 
the underdog. |This is no expression of sympathy for 
.Sargent He is serving his sixth year as Governor. He is a 
wealthy man. He will have no serious worries if the voters 
return him to private life.) 

Ex-Representative Dukakis has been on the attack 
during the campaign. He lias criticized the way Sarge has 
run the state during the past six years. Dukakis mostly has 
confined his criticism to generalities, accusing Sarge of 
'mismanagement” 

He has promised to do a better job than Governor 
Sargent and do it for less money. Sarge. who has coped with 
Uie headaches of running the state government has been 
obviously flustered by some of the charges and pledges 
Dukakis has made. 

Dukakis has said that he will levy no additional taxes 
next year and that he will cut the state budget five per cent. 
Sarge, who has been up to his arm pits in state problems, 
doesn't sec how that can be done and still provide essential 
stall' services for the public. 

Mr. Dukakis has told persons close to him that the way 
lie will do it is to fire state employees which is the only way 
he could do it. 

Francis Sargent, in the estimation of this observer, has 
been a reasonably good Governor for the last six years. 
However, he is not as effective a campaigner as we had 
believed. 

Sargent and Dwight are hoping for some kind of 
political turn-around in the remaining time before the 
election. It could happen, but it isn’t likely. 

They recall Harry Truman's upset victory in 1918 when 
most of the polls indicated Thomas Dewey would win. An 
expensive poll made for a national magazine in 1936 
showed A If I^indon defeating Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
I.andon carried Maine and Vermont. 

Truman won his election in the closing days of his 
campaign. The magazine poll of the Landon-Roosevelt fight 
must have been made by a kindergarten class. 

As matters stand at the time this is written. Michael S. 
Dukakis looms as the next Governor of Massachusetts and

Arguments Explode In 
Sarge-Dukakis Debate 

Judging from the telephone calls and letters we have 
received, a great many persons were confused by the 
disputes and arguments which developed during the 
televised debate between the Democratic and Republican 
candidates for Governor and Lieutenant Governor at the 
. Aldennanic Chamber in Springfield. 

Democratic nominee Michael S. Dukakis was 
especially disturbed by a reference made to a story earlier 
this year in a weekly newspaper quoting him as making a 
statement on patronage which was in direct conflict to what 
he has said recently on the same subject. 

Dukakis has asserted in recent weeks that patronage 
will have no part in his administration if he Is elected 
Governor and that he will abolish the patronage office. 

Reference was made during the two-fisted, free- 
swinging debate to a story published in the Boston Phoenix 
last April 23 which quoted Dukakis as telling a gathering of 
his supporters: 

"I'm going to remember the people who were with me 
in the beginning, and I'll take care of them." lEnd of 
quote.) That, of course, is in direct conflict and con¬ 
tradiction with recent statements by Dukakis. 

Dukakis denied the story at the time and demanded a 
retraction. The reporter who wrote the story insisted it was 
true, and no retraction was published. 

We were not at lire event. We have no first-hand 
knowledge of what Dukakis said or didn't say. We are 
quoting the news story to explain the background of the 
argument which exploded during the televised debate and 
the reference to the news story which obviously infuriated 
Dukakis. Incidentally, the reporter who wrote the story has 
moved on to another city and a different newspaper.

Locally, voters will be electing state 
representatives in four new one'member 
legislative districts. Two years ago, Newton 
had two two’member state representative 
districts. 

The race in the 22 l [ n Gtf ylbaex B [strict for 
[he seat vacated ' by Paul H. Guzzi, 
Democratic candidate for secretary of state, 
is between Democrat Richard J - McGrath 
and Republican William P Matthews. 

McGrath is currently Ward 4 alderman in 
Newton. Matthews was Ward 4 alderman 
from 2911 to 29°9 

McGrath narrowly defeated hsi opponent 
Joe DeNucci in the primary last month for the 
Democratic nomination. Helen Doona was 
also a candidate in the primary. 

Incumbent Democrats Peter F. Harrington 
and David Mofenson are running unopposed 
in the 17th and 18th Middlesex Districts. 

Rep. Pines in the 19th Middlesex is being 
challenged by I-etitia Angelone, a vehement 
opponent of the NCDF development planned 
in the Thompsonville area of Newton. 

Liberal Brookline State Senator Jack H. 
Backman faces a challenge from successful 
sticker candidate Joseph Weinrebe of Newton 
for the newly created state senate seat in the 
3rd Middlesex and Norfolk District. 

Backman beat State Senator Irving 
Fishman in the Democratic primary. 
Weinrebe, aho has also lived in Brookline, 
mounted a late primary campaign and 
succeeded in getting enough sticker votes in 
the GOP primary to be placed on the 
November ballot. 

The state’s top race, for governor is another 


questionmark as far as political observers go 
here. Incumbent Gov. Francis Sargent faces 
a serious challenge from liberal Michael 
Dukakis of Brookline. The other guber¬ 
natorial candidates are Donald Gurewitz, the 
Socialist Workers Party candidate and Leo 
Kahian, the American Party candidate. 

The candidates for attorney general are 
Francis X. Bellotti on the Democratic side 
and Josiah Sapulding for the GOP. 

Paul Guzzi, who succeeded in burying in¬ 
cumbent Democrat John F. X. Davoren for 
the secretary of state nomination in the 
primary, faces John M. Quinlan, Republican 
state senator from Norwood. 

Guzzi, the favorite in Newton, ran into 
campaign finance controversy two weeks 
ago. Quinlan has had comparable problems 
this week. 

Incumbent State Treasurer Robert Q. 
Crane is running unopposed for reelection and 
State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko is also 
unopposed. 

In the 4th Congressional District race, 
incumbent Democrat Robert F. Drinan is 
challenged by in Independent Jon Rotenberg 
and Republican Alvin Mandell. 

Rotenberg, who announced his candidacy in 
February, began the contest as a Democrat 
and intended to face Drinan in the 
Democratic primary. The Brookline state 
representative changed his mind and decided 
to run as an Independent shortly before the 
primary. 

Former Congressman R. Laurence Curtis 
was the Republican candidate on the Sep¬ 
tember ballot. After the primary, he an¬ 
nounced he was dropping out of the race. 

Fourth District Republicans met and 
nominated Newton School Committeeman 
Alvin Mandell. Mandell, pressed for time, 


plunged into the race and conducted a much 
more serious challenge than was initially 
anticipated. 

Also unopposed are Third District Coun¬ 
cillor Herbert L. Connolly of Newto, County 
Commissioner John Danehy of Cambridge 
and District Attorney John J. Droney of 
Cambridge. 

Incumbent Middlesex County Sheriff John 
J. Buckley is challenged by Walter J. Sullivan 
of Cambridge. 

Polls open at 7 a.m. Tuesday and stay open 
until 8 p.m. Licarie said the peak hours to 
avoid, if possible, are between 5 and 7 p.m. He 
also pointed out that anyone in line to vote at 8 
p.m. is allowed to vote.

He said what he particularly 
felt that Drinan should not go 
unopposed. “I felt the cam¬ 
paign could at least be used as 
a forum to expose his poor 
performance as a 
Congressman," Mandell said. 

The three candidates had 
different responses to the 
question of whether or not they 
are going to win on Nov. 5. 
Drinan was reluctant to take a 
strong position, stating the 
necessity for modesty, but 
eventaully said, "I want to win, 
I expect to win.” 

Drinan also said, "I have 
such a devoted group of 
followers, they just have to 
win." 

Rotenberg stated, "I expect 
to win." He suggested that 
"there is an undercurrent of 
resentment against Drinan.” 

Rotenberg said that he is 
registered as a Democrat, and 
that “if I'm elected, I will be a 
Democrat in the Democratic 
caucus, like Joe Moakley." 

Mandell responded, “I think 
I can win. I’m doing fine with 
less money.” Mandell has 
estimated that his campaign 
will not spend more than 
$15,000, compared to an 
estimated $50,000 Rotenberg 


budget, and an estimated 
$100,000 budget for the Drinan 
campaign. 

Drinan questioned the 
Rotenberg candidacy last 
Friday, "what's he running 
for? He has not established any 
issues." 

Rotenberg, of course, 
disagrees. He questioned 
Drinan’s effectiveness as a 
Congressman. "Drinan does 
not write legislation and in¬ 
troduce it. He takes credit for 
things which he doesn’t 
deserve,” Rotenberg said. 

The tow-term Brookline 
legislator claimed that Drinan 
is “definitely” more 
vulnerable this election. 
"Drinan hasn’t been able to 
produce to help this area,” 
Rotenberg commented. 
"Things aren't getting any 
better. One Congressman can 
do something." 

Rotenberg questioned 
whether ‘‘people want a 
Congressman who is only goiig 
to talk about problems.” 

A theme of Mandell’s 
campaign is "I live your 
problems." An electrical 
engineer with Raytheon 
Company, Mandell said, 
“When I started looking as 
comparative qualifications, I 
realized I had a great deal to 
offer. I feel I am a very strong, 
viable alternative to the 
present Congressman." 

Mandell called his service on 
the School Committee and the 
City Charter Commission, 
"Non-paid labor of love." 

He proposed that his 
background as an engineer, 
college instructor, researcher, 


There are no engineers in 
Congress." 

“I’m after getting our 
money's worth,” Mandell 
stated. "I'm after squeezing 
the water and fat out of 
govememtn expenditures. 

“I know they can be," 
Mandell continued. He said 
that everything he has worked 
on could have been cut in cost 
by five per cent without af¬ 
fecting the results. 

Drinan called the charge of 
his being a "one issue 
congressman” absurd. I’ve 
filed more legislation than 
most Congressmen," he 
said. "I have done a lot for 
the district," Drinan com¬ 
mented. He noted that he has 
helped get an industrial park in 
Gardner, a federal building in 
Fitchburg, and a highway near 
Worcester. He said that he has 
also aided the plastics industry 
in Leominster. 

Locally, Drinan said that he 
worked with the Charles Riber 
Watershed Association to help 
get protection against floods, 
ecological improvement, and 
to help clean up the Charles 
River.

"It’s a shame there wasn't a 
Republican in from the

Drinan said. "Rotenberg has 
confused the ting.” 

Rotenberg calimed, “Im 
able to get things done." As 
examples he noted that he “put 
through the first small 
business bill in the country," 
and that he worked for a county 
advisory board bill which gives 
mayors and selectmen the 
right to review county budgets 
before they go to the 
legislature. 

“This is one of the few areas 
where a liberal can be elec¬ 
ted," Rotenberg said. “We 
must have a liberal who can be 
effective.” 

Rotenberg charged that 
Drinan has “never put one bill 
through in four years in 
Congress." 

Rotenberg said that both 
young people and senior 
citizens are working for him. 
"A lot of former Drinan people 
are working for me," Roten¬ 
berg stated. 

Rotenberg admitted that he 
and Drinan "say the same 
things on a great many 
issues," but emphasized again 
the effectiveness he feels he 
can provide as a legislator. “I 
put through 13 or 14 major bills 
in four years," Rotenberg said. 
One such bill, according to 
Rotenberg, was legislation 
which forbids discrimination 
because of sex or marital 
status when women seek 
credit. 

Rotenberg said that he has 
helped cut into the tax rate 
through legislation relating to 
MBTA costs, county govern¬ 
ment, and collective pur¬ 
chasing. 

MandeU said that “in order 
to win this race, it's Drinan 
that has to be beaten. 

"I see a total lack of con¬ 
fidence with our own ability to 
solve problems. We have 
problems," Mandell com¬ 
mented. "We can’t solve them 
with mistrust of ourselves, our 
ability, and the people we elect. 

"We need a constructive, 
moderate approach," Mandell 
continued. “I’m open-minded, 
fair, rational.” 

Mandell charged that there 
are discrepancies between 
Drinan's voting record and 
what he is supposed to be for. 
He noted that Drinan voted 
against the Alaskan pipe line 
which, according to MandeU, is 
a vote potentiaUy damaging to 
the concept of energy in- 
dependance and Israel. 
Mandell pointed out that our 
dependance on Arab states for 
energy leaves the United 
States susceptible to 
blackmail.

problems that don’t surface until a year or 
two later," he says. "Once a bureaucracy is 
set in place, new problems come along but the 
bureaucracy doesn't change." 

Backman says that his legislation resulted 
in minimum incomes for the elderly that are 
the highest in the country; Weinrebe says that 
spending money that may create new in¬ 
flation is "a cruel trick." 

In short, Weinrebe would like to say to 
government, "This is what we’re going to 
give you—you'll have to prioritize." Such a 
restriction of outgo might require a limit to 
governmental income, i.e. taxes, Weinrebe 
says. 

Asked for the most important single 
problem facing the Ncwton-Brookline district 
that is purely local, not statewide or 
nationwide, Weinrebe named ‘'tran¬ 
sportation," and Backman could not narrow 


the answer down to less than five Issues. 

Weinrebe’s answer, however, turned out to 
have several aspects, both social and en¬ 
vironmental. He has been impressed by a 
Venezuelan jitney service that runs through 
the streets of Caracas, frequently and 
everywhere, and has begun to investigate the 
establishment of a joint Newton-Brooline 
tmasit authority. 

6 Eehicles would be small, probably electric- 
powered, and would travel cross streets and 
side roads, taking commuters to and from 
rapid transit during rush hours and, by ap¬ 
pointment, passengers shopping or to other 
destinations at off-peak hours. 

The fate of Newton Junior College, control 
of condominium conversion, rubbish disposal, 
more visible police and the MBTA were 
Backman’s irreducible five problems. 

He has worked hard toward getting the 
state to consider assuming either the cost of

equality can be developed, I have to support 
forced busing,” McGrath said. "It is an 
imperfect tool, but the only practical one we 
have to stop inequities." 

McGrath also favors 
"metropolitanization" of the school districts 
and would, he said, support busing, for 
example between Newton and Boston. 

He also has spoken out in favor of ex¬ 
panding the METCO program, a voluntary 
program which in which inner city students 
are bused to Newton schools. 

Matthews has stated clearly that he is 
"unalterably opposed to forced busing either 
in the core city or from the city to the 
suburbs.” 

He has said that forced busing skirts the 
issue of quality education, which is really the 
goal. He has said that what forced busing is 
doing in Boston is "pitting poor people against 
poor people." 

The GOP candidate has also said he 
favors a voluntary program and supports 
METCO and is amenable to its expansion. 

Asked if he would support a voluntary 
program of busing between Boston and the 
suburbs, Matthew? said it would be 
"something to be explored in terms of quality 
education." 

"I would be willing to look at such a 
program," he said. 

The goal, he said, is still to improve 


conditions in inner city schools. 

On the subject of gun control, McGrath 
has maintained a steadfast opposition to 
ownership of guns while Matthews has begun 
to soften his hard line on the issue. 

Matthews, earlier a proponent of private 
ownership of handguns, is in favor of man¬ 
datory jail sentences for illegal possession of 
firearms, not in favor of confiscation, and 
appears to be in the midst of rethinking the 
rest of the question. 

Matthews, a criminal attorney, also 
favors a review and closer administration of 
the prison furlough program. A furlough, he 
said, is a "tool earned to a certain degree.” 

Matthews said he sees furloughs as a part 
of rehabilitation, but feels they “should not 
be automatic." 

McGrath said he would “encourage" the 
program. 

“If there is a problem with it," he con¬ 
tinued, “it is in the administration. If there 
are individuals who have not been evaluated 
properly and prematurely furloughed, this is 
an administrative function that can be 
tightened up.” 

The candidates seem to be in general 
agreement on the importance of improving 
mass transit. Matthews also favors in¬ 
creasing state revenues by legalizing off¬ 
track betting. He has suggested this money be 
used to upgrade education. 


operating Newton Junior College or for some 
commitment to consolidate with 
Massachusetts Bay Community College, to 
relieve the city of the $500,000 annual cost for 
the college. 

In Brookline, conversion of apartments to 
condominiums is somewhat regulated by the 
rent control law in effect in that town. But 
Backman is working on a comprehensive 
"truth-in-condominiums law" that would 
afford a community some control over the 
management of condominiums and would 
require full disclosure to prospective pur¬ 
chasers of all costs to be expected. 

Both candidates are a little wary on 
“metropolitanization," that word that means 
many things to many people. 

Weinrebe favors expanding METCO in 
Newton, as long as space is available in our 
schools and no new teachers are needed. He 


McGrath said legalizing off-track betting 
was "okay, but I’m not going to fight for it." 

Mathews is a former alderman and 
Newton attorney. He is a graduate of Boston

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feels that "if the core city is sick, the 
surrounding towns are sick," and would not 
object to voluntary metropolitan school 
districts that include parts of Boston with 
suburban school districts "if there were 
proper representation from each district— 
that's the key thing." 

"Metropolitanism" is closer to Backman's 
concept of helping Boston’s school problems. 

"We can’t solve Boston's problems," 
Backman says. But he goes on to suggest that 
the state could be of help by "offering funds 
for a variety of programs in which the core 
urban area could work with surrounding 
areas." 

He would use such Boston resources as 
museums and the State House itself to bring 
together students from Boston and the 
suburbs. 

Backman's hometown of Brookline, with a 
school population for lower than Newton's, 
has 20 per cent more METCO students. 

One area where diverging opinions of Joe 
Weinrebe and Jack Backman becomes 
parallel, if not completely together, are in 
questions of campaign financing (both favor 
strong controls and limits). 

The two men are strikingly different 
physically Backman seems, in public, to be 
intense, nervous, and so bursting with ideas 
that he can hardly contain them or speak 
them fast enough. Weinrebe seems more 
relaxed, less afraid of the impression what he 
is saying will make.

didate's compliance with campaign funding 
laws. 

Mrs. Pines feels that the current 
legislation is sufficient. She said the 
legislature has already passed sufficient 
campaign funding legislation, and "this 
would just be a confusion of the issue,” by 
implying that the legislature hasn't taken any 
action. She supports personal income 
disclosure, but opposes public disclosure of 
tax returns and net asset statements because 
she feels it discourages qualified candidates 
from running for local offices. 

Miss Angelone said there is no need for 
the additional expenses of another committee 
because there is already a director of political 
expenses. She also feels personal financial 
information is not related to the campaign. 

"Why should anyone know if I drive a 
Cadillac or a Ford?" she asked. 

Miss Angelone said the first thing she 
would do if elected would be to abolish the 
Mass. Housing and Finance Committee that 
has approved funding for NCDF. 

She claims NCDF is "called nonprofit, 
but is really out to make money for con¬ 
tractors, developers, and local politicians. If 
the state wanted to help the poor and the 
elderly, it would put money in the banks and 
make it available for rehabilitation of 
existing homes at low interest rates." 

Mrs. Pines feels NCDF is a local issue 
and not directly related to this race. She said 
she has supported several bills and budget 
items for housing, including $4 million for 
rental assistance funds and $25 million in 
bonding to modernize public housing. 

Mrs. Pines supported legislation that 
passed last session that redefined rape to 
make it possible for men to be raped and 
mandated all municipalities or regions to 
have officers trained to deal with rape 
crimes. She also supports further legislation 
on this issue that would make a person’s past 
sexual history irrelevant to a trial. 

Miss Angelone supports the new proposed 
legislation, but was not familiar with what 
was passed during the last term. 

She said "I don’t think there is such a 
thing as raping a man. I think it's a joke.” 

ASKED ABOUT Mrs. Pines, Miss 
Angelone said she is not doing her job. She 
supported this claim by saying she had never 
seen Mrs. Pines at any Park and Recreation 
meetings or local meetings on the Chestnut 
Hill Mall or the Towers of Chestnut Hill. 

Mrs. Pines feels Miss Angelone does not 
have the background or experience for the 
job, and has only talked about housing on 
Hamlet Street.

incumbent, Mandell listed a 
number of things he is in favor 
of. They included removal of 
the Social Security $2,400 
earning restriction, aid to 
education under community 
control, a strong national 
defense for peace, an optional 
return of social security 
deductions to working wives, 
closing tax loopholes which aid 
the wealthy, cutting govern¬ 
ment spending by cost ef¬ 
ficiency techniques and 
reorganization, allowing health 
insurance as a tax deduction, 
allowing some deductions for 
private school costs and 
college tuitions, and review of 
the oil depletion allowance. 

Also, immediate im¬ 
plementation of safe nuclear 
power plants, building oil 
refineries in New England, and 
reorganization and im¬ 
provement of transportation 
systems in New England. 

Mandell noted the need for 
long-term planning, which he 
sees lacking at times in 
Congress. 

Mandell said that most of his 
campaign managers are 
Democrats. "I’m attracting 
from all parties," he com¬ 
mented. 

“I believe I’ll get a strong 
vote from Independents and 
moderate Democrats," 
Mandell commented. "I think 
I'm an alternative to a liberal 
Democrat who is an 
Independent, and a radical 
Democrat.” 

“I insist I'm a moderate,” 
Mandell said. I'm as liberal as 
anyone on human rights and 
human interests, but I’m 
fiscally conservative. 

Mandell noted that he will 
also get votes from 
Republicans who see no 
alternative for themselves. 

Rotenberf said that he has 
not accepted contributions 
from lobbyists, unions, 
business associations, and 
special interest groups. He said 
that he values feeling in¬ 
dependent. 

Rotenberg was confident 
that a freshman legislator can 
be important. He noted Gary 
Studds’ bill for a 200-mile 
territorial limit as an example 
of a legislator making a con¬ 
tribution in his early years in 
Congress.

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Childcare deductible 
for part-time workers 


A working mother called the 
Voter Information Phone of the 
League of Women Voters to ask 
If there were any state tax 
deductions she could take for 
child care? She was told by the 
Voter Information Phone 
| volunteer that there was a new 
Massachusetts law that allow 
tax deductions for em¬ 
ployment-related expenses. 

To deduct child care in 
Massachusetts you must be 
gainfully employed full or part- 
time in contrast to the federal 
income tax provision which 
allows deductions only for full¬ 
time employment 

This full or part-time 
provision applies to both 
parents if working and a 
widowed or divorced mother. 
You can only claim child care 
services for a dependent child 
under 15 years of age for whom 
you claim a federal income tax 
deduction. 

The costs claimed cannot 
exceed $400 in one month if 
incurred in the home. For care 


outside the home the 
maximum allowed is $200 for 
one child, $300 for two and $400 
for three or more childrea 

There are income limitations 
in this law similar to the 
federal taxable amount; full 
allowable deductions are 
permitted up to $18,000 income 
per year and diminish from 
that point to a phase-out at 
approximately $27,000. This 
new law will apply too taxable 
years beginning after 
December 31, 1974.

No bans 
on brainwash 


Cigarette ads have been off 
the airwaves for four years. 
But the ads seem to be 
everywhere else. With their 
ever-present but hardly- 
noticed health warnings. 

The ad images shift like sand 
with changing styles. But the 
ads keep alive the brainwash 
that links smoking with the 
good tilings in life. Right now 
crushproof boxes tucked into 
denim pockets are where the 
action is, notes the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung Assn. 

According to reports from 
the tobacco industry published 
by Advertising News in New 
York, brands have played 
musical chairs since the air¬ 
waves' ad ban. One older 
menthol brand has crept 
higher in the sales list with its 
ad campaign to "Come All the 
Way Up." This pitch, says the 
report, fits in perfectly with 
young people’s desires for 
intense experience. Increased 
sales have come from young 
adults and blacks. A new brand 
has made great headway with 
its image of a rugged, 
freewheeling guy in denim with 
his bags all packed. The ad 
says the cigarette is “wide 
open flavor through a filter for 


the guy who wants it all." 
Feminine, flowered cigarettes 
and pitches to babies who’ve 
come a long way are boosting 
sales for the opposite sex. 
Smoke and be hip, right there. 

One intriguing analysis of 
increased uales, however, 
comes from a tobacco 
executive, interviewed by 
Advertising News. Whereas 
the ads link youth with lots of 
pleasure, this executive says 
the most important factor 
stimulating sales of cigarettes 
in the past three years is 
stress. There are now a larger 
number of adults between the 
ages of 20 and 44, he says, the 
age group that encounters the 
greatest amount of personal 
stress. "These people are 
starting jobs, adjusting to the 
work climate, getting married, 
buying homes, and raising _ 
children. It all results in more ’ 
cigarettes smoking.” What 
happened to the fun image?

Network and University 
Archives Battle 
Over Walter Cron kite 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) 
— Walter Cronkite is in the 
middle of a tug of war between 
a nonprofit university archives 
and a major television net¬ 
work. 

The controversy is between 
Vanderbilt University’s 
Television News Archives, 
which tapes, compiles and 
rents the ABC, NBC and CBS 
evening news programs, and 
the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, which broadcasts the 
CBS Evening News with 
Cronkite as anchorman. 

The Vanderbilt Archives is 
the only place in the nation 
where tapes are made regular¬ 
ly of the daily broadcasts, 
nee the operation began in 
8, 3,000 hours of tape have 
collected. Every week 
sevttiand a half new hours of 
tapes%e added. 

The Yjjfee major networks 
keep written transcripts and 
the footage of film inserts used, 
but not the newscaster on 
camera. Since the first of this 
year CBS has been making 
cassette tapes of the Cronkite 
shows. Until then the storage of 
the bulky two-inch color tapes 
was considered too expensive 
and space-consuming. 

The University views the 
archives as a clipping service 
that compliments other library 
research materials such as 
newspapers, periodicals and 
books. CBS sees the service as 
a violation of the network's 
property rights and has filed a 
law suit against the university. 

"We don’t see why yester¬ 
day’s television news should be 
any less accessible than 
yesterday’s newspapers Just 
because it’s a different 
medium,” said archives' 
administrator James P. 
Pilkington, a Vanderbilt 
graduate with a background in 
publishing. 

"The national network even¬ 


ing news programs are the 
electronic counterparts to 
newspapers and are the 
nearest thing we've got to a 
national newspaper.” 

The archives originator, 
Paul Simpson, came up with 
the idea of TV news archives in 
1968 after discovering that the 
networks were not saving the 
video tape of the programs. 

Using borrowed equipment 
and his own money, Simpson 
set up a taping system in the 
rare books room of the Van¬ 
derbilt Library. Later, he took 
early retirement from his 
insurance executive position 
and became an unpaid worker 
for the television archives. 

At first, the archives only 
taped the programs and 
shelved them. Grants started 
coming in and the operation 
grew to fill several rooms 
staffed by an administrator, 
technician and others. 

In 1970, a Carthage Founda¬ 
tion grant allowed for a staff 
expansion to handle the com¬ 
piling, Indexing and renting of 
the tapes. At this point the 
archives began cataloguing 
every item covered in the 
national evening news, writing 
summaries and publishing an 
index. 

CBS protested that the 
compiling, duplicating, in¬ 
dexing and renting of the tapes 
amounted to usurpation of 
control over their intellectual 
product and violated the 
copyright laws. NBC and ABC 
have remained officially silent. 

In a letter to the university's 
chancellor, CBS president Ar¬ 
thur R. Taylor objected to the 
archive's ‘editing’ of the tapes, 
saying, "If Vanderbilt Is 
allowed misuse of our 
property, there is the danger 
that other, perhaps less 
reputable, individuals and 
organizations would use our 
materials for their own ends.

These 
are all natural exhibits that 
feature, besides the birds, real 
trees, plants, moss, water and 
rock. 

Designed by Jerry M. 
Johnson; the five live exhibits 
are a great way to spen an 
afternoon with the kids. It’s all 
inside so the weather need not 
be a consideration. Of course 
on a clear day the outside walk¬ 
through aviary and waterfowl 
pond exhibits are spectacular 
too. 

"A Bird’s World" is just 
down the greeting from the 
famous Children’s Zoo. 
Admission is free and so is 
parking. "A Bird’s World” is 
operated by the Boston 
Zoological Society for the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission. 


Return to standard 
time could cause 
driving hazards 


Registrar David J. Lucey 
cautions with the return to 
Standard Time last Sunday 
may pose additional hazards to 
drivers as they commute to 
and from work one hour earliir 
than usual. 

Since the peak number of 
accidents occur during hours of 
dusk and darkness, the 
following suggestions are of¬ 
fered in order to avoid 
collisions: 

1. Be certain that lights are 
burning and that they are 
clean. 

2. Keep the inside and outside 
of the windshield clean and 
clear. 

3. Dim headlights within 500 
feet of on-coming vehicles to 
cut glare. 


4. Keep speed down—don’t 
overdrive headlights. 

5. Be alert—shadows or 
flashing or blinking lights may 
mean trouble. 

6 . Allow extra time for travel 
during hours of darkness. 

The Registrar also said that 
drivers should slow down on 
Halloween to protect children 
who may be darting about in 
dark costumes during dusk or 
early darkness or playing in 
piles of leaves, especially in 
residential areas. He urges 
parents to accompany young 
children, to reflectorize 
costumes, to rpovide masks 
which have large holes to see 
through and costumes which do 
not restrict walking.

Furs are classic 
this fall

Fur coats are a luxury, and yet for some 
reason the fur industry reports that business 
is brisk-better than last year with higher 
ticket items selling much better than the 
popular priced ones. 

One furrier offered his own thoughts on 
the matter. "For years, women have not 
known whether they wanted to buy the mini or 
longer length coats and rather than making 
a mistake they held off buying a fur. Now it’s 
an accepted fact that coats are longer and if 
you’re not buying a longer length coat you'll 
buy a fur jacket. Another length that has 
caught on is the three-quarter length," he 
continued, “because a woman can wear it six 
or seven months out of the year." 

If this is your year to empty the piggy 
bank and treat yourself to a fur, the following 
information will be of interest: 

How does one go about choosing a fur 
color? Fur choice depends on your hair color. 
It shouldn’t clash with the fur or be the same 
color. A contrast is best. Try to choose a 
shade darker than your own hair color, one 
that compliments both hair and skin. 

How delicate are light colored furs? Light 
furs get dirty faster and need to be sent often 
to a reliable furrier. White fur has a tendency 
to turn yellow-ish. 

Should furs be shaken before wearing? 
Yes...shake furs upside down before each 
wearing and shake hard. This puffs and fluffs 
the hairs. 

Is smoothing fur injurious to the fur? Yes. 
Don't rub or stroke fur because the friction of 
your hand "burns” the fine guard hairs and 
eventually damages the fur. 

Is heat apt to hurt a fur coat? It is unwise 
to place any fur close to a radiator or other 
source of heat as the skin is apt to dry out and 
become brittle. 

How can one overcome the flattened look 
that occurs when one has been sitting while 
wearing a fur coat? Shake it upside down. 
With sables and other long hair furs, oc¬ 
casionally take a wide-toothed comb and 
comb the hair in the direction it “grows". 
Once in a while use a piece of velvet to go up 
against the grain, and it’s also a good Idea to 
wear a scarf inside the neckline to protect 


your fur from friction and soil from makeup. 

Is It alright to store a fur in a plastic bag? 
No. Plastic bag totally shut out air circulation 
which is essential. Hang your coat on a 
nonmetallic, heavy hanger in a closet where it 
is not crowded, and if you do insist on a 
garment bag, it should be made of cloth. 

+ + + 

New fur coats for fall and winter go to all 
lengths. Styles are fluid and supple...they 
gently hug the shoulders and flare out in the 
steamer coat silhouette. Secretaries and 
college girls' are buying furs; lower 
priced muskrat and raccoon coats in a wrap 
style are a great favorite. 

Fur jackets, in lengths from the waist to 
below the hip, are a refreshing alternative 
with skirts or pants. Jacket styling is relaxed 
and casual with many designs based on the 
sweater, offering furs with knitted sleeves, 
ribbed waist and cuff bandings or shawl 
collars. These great jackets are at home in 
the supermarket as well as at the opera. 

Though belts are included with many fur 
coats, wearing them continues to be optional. 
Several of the fuller steamer-like coats have 
belts that show only in the front. One designer 
has done a pale mink with a tunnel waistline 
for a back-gathered effect. 

Collars are wider this fall and notch 
collars have different proportions. Widffi 
pointed collars as well as the big collar 
without a notch are available. 

Camel fox is a most importanf fashion 
color, especially in sporty furs’like jackets 
and suit trimmings. Camel is outstanding 
when it’s the newest shade of mink and styled 
as a hip length jacket with detachable knit or 
fur sleeves. 

If thisiff'your year to buy a mink, you will 
have many styles to choose from — a rain¬ 
coat, cape, suit, pantsuit, sporty jacket, 
elongated sweater, stole or muffler. In colors, 
there are the rich blacks, browns, and pale 
beiges as well as rainbow-dyed minks. One 
designer has a plaid mink poncho which can 
also double as a bedspread. 

Furs are meant to be functional . . . 
these are the fur-lined classic raincoats and 
three-way coats with hidden zippers that 
convert them from floor length to street 
length to topper length.

Across the kitchen counter 


By RUTH LENSON 

The problem of balancing the food budget 
has everyone worried these days...even those 
who have never counted their pennies are 
complaining about the high cost of food. 
Though it's no consolation, we’re all in the 
same predicament and it's up to each one of 
us to get the most for the food dollar. 

This is a good time to look back and see 
what great grandma served to feed her 
family well when cash was scarce ... beans 
are high on the list. There are many young 
people today who have never tasted a home 
cooked bean and that’s unfortunate because 
bean dishes are hearty and delicious, high 
in nutrition, containing calcium and 
B vitamins, especially thiamine. 
They're also a rich source of iron. Though 
beans too have risen in cost, they are still a 
good bargain-here’s why: 1 cup of dry beans 
makes 2 to 3 cups after cooking. One pound of 
dry beans (which measures a little over 2 
cups) makes 9 servings of baked beans of 6 oz. 


each and will be enough for 12 servings of 
bean soup. 

Cooking tips: Sort and wash beans; cover 
generously with water, bring to a boil and boil 
for 3 minutes, then soak them for 1 hour 
(overnight if time permits). Cook the beans in 
the water in which they were soaking. The 2 
minuteboiling helps prevent souring during 
the soaking period. Do not add baking soda 
because it destroys some of the nutritive 
value of the bean; simmer beans gently to 
avoid breaking and stir only when necessary. 
The addition of fat to the cooking water will 
cut down on the amount of foam that develops 
during cooking-if you plan to add tomatoes, 
catsup or vinegar to your beans, wait until 
they are cooked to the almost tender stage 
(the addition of acids early in the cooking will 
delay the softening of the beans). 

Buying tips: Look for beans, peas and 
lentils in cellophane or other clear packages 
which carry a Federal or State grade-look for 
bright color, beans of uniform size and no

visible damage. Keep dry beans, peas and 
lentils in tightly covered containers in a dry, 
cool place-they'll keep for months! 

If you want to "know your beans" (peas 
and lentils) here are some facts: BLACK 
BEANS (OR BLACK TURTLE SOUP 
BEANS) are used in thick soups and in 
Oriental and Mediterranean dishes. BLACK- 
EYE PEAS (ALSO CALLED "COW PEAS”) 
are small, oval-shaped, and creamish white 
with a black spot on one side and are us 
primarily as a main dish vegetable. GAR- 
BANZO BEANS (KNOWN AS "CHICK¬ 
PEAS") are nut-flavored and qommonly 
pickled in vinegar and oil for salads'.- GREAT 
NORTHERN BEANS - larger than but 
similar to pea beans, they are used in soups, 
salads, casserole dishes and home baked 
beans. KIDNEY BEANS-large and have a red ' 
color and kidney shape-popular for chili con 
came and salads. LIMA BEANS-Excellent 
main dish vegetable, can be used in 
casseroles and are broad and flat. NAVY 
BEANS-this broad term includes Great 
Northern, pea, flat small white. PEA BEANS 
small, oval, white, a favorite for baked beans, 
soups and casseroles. PINTO BEANS are 
same species as kidney and red beans-beige 
colored, speckled, used in salads and chili. 
PEAS-GREEN DRY PEAS-has a more 
distinct flavor than yellow dry peas. DRY 
SPLIT PEAS-peas with skins removed 
mainly used for split pea soup. LENTILS- 
disc-shaped, about the size of a pea, good for 
soup or as a vegetable partner or with meat. 

BAKED BEANS 

3 cups navy beans 
1 onion, sliced 

4 oz. salt pork diced 

1 pound can tomatoes 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon dry mustard 
Dash of ginger 
4 cup molasses 
one-third cup .chili sauce 
Place beans in saucepan, cover with 
water, bring to boil and boil for 3 minutes. 
Cover. Remove from heat and let stand 2 hrs.

THE DRINKING 
PROBLEM PERSISTS 
American parents have been 
feeling a lot of relief to learn 
that young people are turning 
away from the hard drugs to 
the use of alcohol. Since 
parents know more about 
alcohol . . . because they use 
alcohol themselves . . . they 
have less fear of this drug than 
L.S.D. or even marijuana. But 
the sad truth is that the 
dangers may be even greater. 

A recent study showed that 
36 per cent of young people 
under the age of 18 get drunk at 
least once a week. Young 
people are are drinking earlier 
and more... many as early as 
11. In one American city there 
are now 25 pre-teen Alcoholics 
Anomymous groups. Many 
young people are recognizing 
early that they have a problem 
with alcohol. 

We make a big mistake to 
label people "alcoholics.” 
What difference what we call it 
if it is interfering with out lives 
. . our relationships. I’m not 
opposed to the use of alcohol. I 
am opposed to ihe destructive 
use of alcohol. There are 
people whose bodies will not 
digest alcohol. It is foolish for 
these persons to keep thrusting 
upon themselves something 
which inevitably makes them 
sick . . . unable to function 
normally some part of their 
day. This applies to about 20 
per cent of our population. 

The interesting thing it 
seems is that the more a person 
drinks, the less he-she knows 
about alcohol and its effects 
upon their bodies ... and 
behavior . . . nothing of the 
effect on their internal organs. 

. . circulation . . . brain. The 
heavier drinker denies that he- 
she has a problem . . . denies 
any physical and psychological 
effects upon them. But . . . 
everyone around them knows. 
Their typical response is . . . 
"My wife is hung up on 
alcohol" ... or in the case of 
wives ... “You should see the 
way my husband drinks . . . 
he’s 10 times worse than I am." 
The heavy drinker is great at 
- blaming other people... great 
at avoiding the issue himself- 
herself. 

Are we in the process of 
producing a new generation of 
people who will be the victims 
of this drug? It begins to look 
that way. INDUSTRY is 
concerned . . because of the 
absenteeism . . . plant ac¬ 
cidents . . . inefficiency. 
Alcohol is very costly to in¬ 
dustry. Some industries are 
retaining professionally 
trained personnel to counsel 
and assist employees who are 
having alcohol problems. The 
earlier the problem is 
recognized and corrected the 
better. . . the less damage to 
the body and mind. 

Highway safety people are 
concerned because of the high 
incidence of alcohol involved in 
more than half the accidents on 
the highways. 

The place where alcohol 
hurts the worts is the family. 
Some people are reading this 
column and at this very 
moment are anxious about a 
hudband... a wife... a son or 
daughter . . . because their 
lives are being destroyed by 
alcohol. You must recognize 
that you can do practically 
nothing about it. If you try ... 
you’ll be a "naf." My 
suggestion to you is disengage 
yourself from it insofar as you 
can ... go on with your own 
life. Your loved one will have to 
come to his-her own senses and 
deal with the problem. That's 
not being unkind ... or un¬ 
caring . .. it's being realistic. 
Hopefully ... the one you love 
will become aware before it’s 
too late. 


The Offical Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Bpcentennial 
Medalsiwent on sale to the 
general public Wednesday, 
Oct. 23, offices of the state’s 
participating commercial 
banks. Initiating the sale in a 
special date of issue ceremony 
in Doric Hall of the State House 
were Lieutenant Governor 
Donald R. Dwight, Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington 
and Speaker of the House 
David M. Bartley, 

At this time, the large copper 
sculptor’s model, or galvanos, 
from which the dies were cut, 
was presented to these heads of 
the state for inclusion in the 
state archives by 
Massachusetts Bicentennial 
Commission Senate Chairman 
Chester G. Atkins and House 
Chairman Vincent J. Piro. Also 
participating were Com¬ 
mission Director Edward A. 
McColgan and William G. Fish, 
chairman of the board of the 
Massachusetts Bankers 
Association. 

The medal was designed by 
Mrs. Peg Stetson, a Tewksbury 
resident who won a statewide 
competition of more than 1,000 
entrees. The Massachusetts 
Bicentennial organization 
commissioned Medallic Art 
Company of Danbury, Con¬ 
necticut, to mint the official 
medal commemorating the 
bicentennial event. 

All royalties from their sale 
will go to the Bicentennial 
Commission to support its 
programs, including 
development of the statewide 
Knox Trail and re-creation of 
General Knox’s drive of 59 
cannons and mortars through 
winter storms and mud from 
Fort Ticonderoga in northern 
New York to Cambridge, Mass. 


The Commission 1 is also 
developing bikeways along the 
trail and along the route of 
Paul tfevere's historic ride 
froth Charlestown to Lexington 
and Concord. Funds also will 
be used for the visible cities 
program, a historic preser¬ 
vation and exploration project 
in six of the state's oldest 
cities—Salem, Springfield, 
Worcester, New Bedford, 
Pittsfield and Lowell. 

The medal commemorates 
the 200th anniversary of the 
first colony to be occupied by 
British troops. In 1774, British 
troops occupied 
Massachusetts, closed the port 
of Boston, appointed General 
Thomas Gage governor, 
royalized the upper house of 
the state legislature, moved 
the capital from Boston to 
Salem, and severely restricted 
town meetings in a series of 
moves called the Intolerable 
Acts. The oppressiveness of the 
acts and the subsequent use of 
force helped unify the colonies 
against Britain and ac- 
celera.ed the drive for in¬ 
dependence. 


The obverse of the medal 
features a Revolutionary 
citizen-soldier and a con¬ 
temporary student, in cap and 
gown, superimposed over three 
excerpts from the Declaration 
of Independence. The two 
figures, identical in expression 
and stance, symbolize the 
state’s contributions to in¬ 
dependence and education. The 
nation’s first college (Har¬ 
vard), first normal school 
(I.exington), first public high 
school (Boston I-atin) and first 
library entirely supported by 
taxat9on (Boston) were all 
founded in Massachusetts. 

The reverse is inscribed, 
“Commemorating the 
American Revolution Bicen¬ 
tennial in Massachusetts," and 
is dominated by the state seal 
adopted in 1775 by the 
Provincial Congress. The 
Congress, the first 
Revolutionary assembly in the 
colonies, was formed exactly 
200 years ago in October, 1774. 

The official medals were 
struck in two sizes in each of 
three metals: 24 kt. gold vermil 
on pure silver, .999 fine silver 
and bronze.

Wins over Brookline and North Quincy boosted Newton 
North's soccer win streak to nine names, and nave the 
Tigers a commanding lead going into the final week of the 

season. 

Newton had a three point lead with games against 
Waltham and Quincy remaining. A win in either of these 
games would clinch a sixth straight Suburban league title 
for Newton. 

The Tigers have already clinched a spot in the Eastern

The Brookline game was a runaway as Newton 
dominated play.

Midway through the final quarter, Moussali brought the 
ball upfield and passed toKim Hatton. A shot by Hatton was 
stopped by a divieg save by the North Quincy goalie. The 
rebound came back to Hatton and he put the ball past the 
helpless goalie to give Newton a tough 2-1 win. 

Afterwards, Hatton said, "I had about two yards before 
the end line.

South loses second game 
blanked by Bedford, 12-0

"Our secondary just didn’t have it.” 

Coach George Winkler could not have 
said it any better as his defensive secondary 
was one of the main reasons why the Bedford 
Buccaneers upset Newton South, 12-0, at 
Dickinson Field in Newton on Saturday. 

Both Bedford touchdowns came on pass 
plays in the second quarter, and both times it 
was quarterback Dave Michaud hitting wide 
receiver Kip Sternberg for a score. The first 
touchdown was a 72-yard play, and the second 
touchdown, about five minutes later, was a 14- 
yard completion. 

South defensive backs Peter Nathanson, 
Jeff Lawson, and Greg McKinney simply did 
not have size or speed to stop the 6’1" Stern¬ 
berg. 

This was by far the worst offensive 
showing of the year for the Lions. Quar¬ 
terback Phil Small had a rough afternoon as 
Bedford picked off four of his passes. 

The week before,nhalfbacks Peter 
Maples and Nathanson had combined for 233 
yards rushing, but a tough Bedford defense 
allowed Nathanson and Maples only 75 yards 
between them. 

Twice the Lions drive inside Bedford's 20 
yard line in the first half. The first time South 
had the ball in the first quarter, it drive to the 
Bedford 15, but a holding penalty on first 
down set the Lions back to the 30. In four 
plays, South could then gain only four yards, 
as the penalty seemed to take all the steam 
out of the offense. 

The Lions posed their other serious threat 
after Bedford scored its first touchdown. This 
time, South reached the Bedford 14, but was 
thwarted again by the Bedford defense. 

Bedford's first touchdown really shocked 
the South rooters. Until that point, the Bed¬ 
ford offense had done little, but all you need is 
one good play, and that is exactly what 
Bedford got. 


Michaud, on a third and 10 from his own 
28, went back to pass. Staying in the pocket, 
he rifled a perfect pass to Sternberg, who 
caught the ball around midfield and outran 
the South defenders who chased him. 

Bedford’s second touchdown was set up 
by an interception by linebacker Bob 
Yanosick, who also pilfered a Small pass in 
the second half. 

Yanosick's interception gave Bedford a 
first down at the South 45. A 14-yard run by- 
halfback Mike Bruha and an 18-yard dash by 
fullback Tom Barnett drove Bedford down- 
field. Michaud hit Sternburg in the end zone 
for the score. 

Against Concord-Carlisle, South's 
previous opponent, the Lions were able to 
fight back from a 12 point first half deficit, but 
Bedford, which came into the game with a 1-4 
record, got even tougher in the second half. 

Two of South's key players sustained 
injuries in the game. Aaron Moynihan and 
Paul Tomey were both felled by injuries in 
the first half, and this hurt the offensive line 
considerably. 

Mike Berzon, who started the first three 
games of the season at center, missed his 
third game on offense because of an ankle 
injury. He did return for some action in the 
defensive line. 

The South defensive line had a good game 
as it stopped Bedford's running attack pretty 
consistently. Players who stood out were 
Maples, Berzon, Joe Donlan, Hick Taranto, 
Keith Washington, and Scott Groper. 

Linebacker Greg Moan again did the job, 
as did linebacking partner Matt Sabetti. 
Sabetti, who usually plays in the line, filled in 
for the injured Moynihan. 

The Lions have an open date this week, 
and they do not play until Saturday, Nov. 9. 
South's next opponent will be Dual County 
League leader Acton-Boxboro. The game will 
be played at Dickinson Field at 1:30 p.m.

Bob Kinsella passed for three touchdowns, 
one a 41-yard bomb to Dana Foley, and 
directed a time-consuming fourth quarter 
drive to lead Newton North to a 20-14 victory 
over North Quincy on Saturday. 

The game started with both teams making 
clutch defensive plays. 

After a short punt by Quincy’s Cooper 
Jordan, the Tigers took over at the Raiders’ 
44. A three yard gain by Peter Toyias brought 
it to the 41, and an incomplete pass brought on 
a third down. Kinsella again dropped back to 
pass, and fired one to Dana Foley, who was 
double covered. Bruce Shea tipped the ball, 
and Foley stabbed it on a great play, going in 
for a score at 6:41 of the first period. Foley- 
added the extra point and Newton was on top 
7-0. 

The Red Raiders came back with a drive of 
70 yards in 13 plays, highlighted by a 20-yard 
run by halfback Brian Doherty, and a fourth 
down pass from quarterback Mike Meehan to 
right end Mark Reale. The score came on a 
two yard run by Doherty at 1:36 of the second 
period. Meehan ran the option for a two point 
conversion, and Quincy had an 8-7 lead. 

Both teams made clutch plays. Quincy's 
Chris Morton picking off a Kinsella pass to 
give the Raiders excellent field position.

North Quincy started the second half with a 
57 yard drive to the Tiger 14. On fourth and 
six, substitute quarterback Mike Holleran 
fumbled, and the ball was recovered by Jim 
Vizakis for Newton. 

The Tigers then proceeded to march 86 
yards in eight plays, Kinsella throwing four 
passes for a total of 77 yards, including a nine- 
yard touchdown pass to John Glynn at 9:33 of 
the third quarter. Foley added the extra point 
to clinch for Newton, 20-8. 


North Quincy did not give up though. The 
Raiders put together a snappy drive covering 
67 yards in only six plays. Brian Doherty 
sparked the drive with runs of 12 and 17 yards. 
Meehan fired a strike to Dan Noonan for the 
score. Noonan made a fine play, twisting 
away from two defenders to complete a 30- 
yard scoring play. Paul Doherty missed on 
the extra point attemp, and Quincy trailed 20-

A superb kick by Doherty gave Newton the 
ball at its own six yard line.

B.C. routs Villanova, 55-7

By that time BC's offense, 
famed for its deep sleep on 
occasion, was being sparked by 
a reincarnated Mike Esposito. 

Esposito, a member of the 
walking wounded for the last 
two weeks, pounded the turf for 
155 yards in 20 carries and two 
touchdowns in his best game of 
the year. 

And if Esposito’s looking as 
good as back to brand new 
wasn’t enough to cow the 
Wildcats, bruising Keith 
Barnette finished them off on 
land with 101 yards and two 
touchdowns, the Medford 

Boston College did quite a 
positive impersonation last 
Saturday. The Eagles looked a 
whole bunch like Oklahoma 
while dismembering 
Villanova, 55-7. 

The story of the game, which 
was over before the end of the 
first period, was best sum¬ 
marized by Wildcat coach Jim 
Weaver. 

"We were outhusteled, 
outhit, outplayed, and out- 
coached," he said. "We 
thought we were ready. We 
thought we'd had a real good 
week's practices and were 
ready emotionally to play. We 
didn’t play with any emotion.”

By the end of the first half, 
Boston College's oft-maligned 


defense was being described 
more in the same breath as the 
old Green Bay Packers, rather 
than the old Boston Patriots. 

After 30 minutes of play 
Villanova had totaled one first 
down, had 17 yards rushing and 
19 yards passing, 
fullback's eighth and ninth 
TD's of the season. He now has 
56 points. 

Coach Joe Yukica was in a 
much better mood following 
the game than he was following 
his squad’s Sept. 28 visit and 
shellacking by Temple. 

"Having no. 26 (Esposito) 
back helped a lot," he said. 
"He was playing real well 
before he got hurt and you saw 
the cuts he made out there 
today." 

BC started the scoring on a 
one-yard bolt by lightning bolt 
Mike Godbolt, and an Espo 35- 
yard dandy, plus two Fred 
Steinfort kicks made it 14-0 
after one quarter. 

Barnette from the one and 
Esposito from the four and two 
more Steinfort kicks boosted 
the lead to 284) at the half. 

Barnette’s second score and 
a one-yard pass play to Ken 
Frederick were the only scores 
of the third period, making the 
score read 35-7, with a singular 
contribution from Steinfort. 

The subs infiltrated in the 
fourth quarter, but it hardly 
mattered as BC ran up 20 more 
points on touchdowns from Bill 
Paulsen, Tony Melchiorre, and 
Earl Strong. 


Strong, who played so well 
the last two weeks while 
Esposito was hurt, was shoved 
out of a starting role, but stili 
got 46 yards, including a 24- 
yard TD run. 

Paulsen’s score came on a 
35-yard bomb from backup 
quarterback Jerry Concannon, 
the younger brother of Jack, 
ex-BC star and currently of the 
NFL. 

Not a single scoring pass was 
tossed by regular quarterback 
Mike Kruczek, but it was un¬ 
necessary. Kruczek, whose 
ground game was unstoppable, 
called a superb game, and set 
up the scores with some 
colorful flings to Dave Zum- 
bach. 

Kruczek completed 11 of 15 
passes for 140 yards and 
Zumbach hauled in eight of 
them. 

Kruczek is completing over 
70 per cent of his passes of the 
year and Zumbach, after 
starting slowly, now has 23 
catches. 

All in all it was one of BC's 
best offensive days ever and 
one of Villanova’s worst. 

BC ended up with 538 yards 
in loud offense and ran 91 plays 
from scrimmage. 

It was the second largest 
amount of points ever scored 
on a Villanova team, the 1944 
Army squad doing a worse job, 
83-0.

Running is the universal 
conditioner. All athletes run to 
condition themselves for their 
own particular sport. Boxers, 
football, baseball, and tennis 
players all jog a mile or two or 
three to get themselves ready 
for an upcoming game. And 
middle-aged businessmen run 
to work off flab. 

Competition runners are a 
special breed. They run to get 
in shape for running. Instead of 
jogging two miles a day, they 
put in 10 or 15 miles a day of 
fast-paced running. Distance 
work will alternate with an 
occasional speed workout, 
anything from a series of 100 - 
yard dashes to six or more fast 
half miles. 

For most athletes, running is 
a kind of torture treatment, 
done out of necessity, but 
runners actually enjoy run¬ 
ning. For instance, a couple of 
nights ago, three of my 
teammates on the Newton 
North cross-country team 
stopped by my house to get me 
to run nine miles with them. 
That same morning we had all 
done a good seven miles. 

I expect most people would 
have looked for a convincing 
excuse to avoid any more 
running that day, and I must 
confess I begged off. But it was 
with a feeling of regret (I had 
homework to do), for running 
with friends is actually fun. It’s 
only when I have to do it alone 
that it becomes a duty. When 
they returned nearly an hour 
later, hot and steaming in spite 
of the below freezing tem¬ 
perature, I was envious as I sat 
in comfort by the fire. When 
you are in good condition, this 
kind of workout is enjoyable. 

The race we train for is in 
some ways like a football 
game. It occurs once a week, 
and it is either the reward or 
the reckoning for a week's 
preparation. 

Every runner comes to a 
race with his own feelings. I 
am always nervous before a 
race, even as early as the night 
before. Many of my teammates 
seem to be quite relaxed, 
horsing around and making 
jokes. 

We have our little super¬ 
stitions. Mine are a sort of 
ritual. I take my dextrose 
tablet and go through just the 
right amount of preliminary 
exercises. I have to be wearing 
the right shoes. I warm up 
constantly, alternating toe 
touches with laps around the 
track, anything to keep 
moving. 

On the line at the start of the 
race, my nervousness reaches 
it sclimzx. It becomes so 
painful I find myself won¬ 
dering, why I am torturing 
myself, is it worth it? 

Then the gun goes off and my 
troubles are over. I no longer 


Catching the runner ahead or 
staying ahead of the one right 
behind requires real guts — it 
is the kind of all-out effort 
demanded of any athlete in the 
crunch. 

Once across the finish line, it 
takes some five minutes to 
recover, and then comes the 
reward, no matter where I 
have placed. Reviewing the 
race, I get a measure of my 
accomplishment. If I ran well, 
the hours of training become 
significant. This provided the 
lift that keeps me going 
through the next 30 or 40 miles 
until the meet next week. It's a 
funny combination and con¬ 
trast: the running we do in 
training is fun but not exciting, 
while the race is torture but 
exhilarating. I guess that’s 
what makes me like cross¬ 
country.

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Area child advocates confront state director over funds 
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WESTWOOD — The South Norfolk 
Council for Children met with David 
I .iederman, director of the State Office for 
Children last night to question lack of 
funding for a second child advocate to staff 
their area office in Westwood, 

I,iederman told the council, comprised 
of 43 parents and professionals from 11 
communities including Westwood, 
Dedham, Needham and Norwood, that 
they must provide documentation in 
writing to justify additional staffing before 
he will unfreeze funds. 

Council Chairman David Weinberg, a 
Canton parent, stated that I .iederman 
would be provided with requested data by 
the end of November. He noted that the 
local council, a volunteer group, had spent 
many hours of discussion before deter¬ 
mining their needs. 

I,iederman told some 25 area people 
present that he feared unnecessary 
staffing would make the two year old state 
agency "unmanageable.” 

I.iederman stated that legislation 
(Chapter 785, Acts of 1972) which created 
his agency gives responsibility to both the 
State office and local councils, of which 
there are 39 across the state. 

He favors local control in most in¬ 
stances, but defended his actions as 
necessary due to the infancy of the 
program, and the priority of setting up a 
statewide information and referral 
system, data system and regional offices. 

“To set up, we started with one child 
advocate and one secretary for each 
council. If an area council felt its case load 
and situation was unique, I was open for 
discussion." He noted that only in the past 
year did they get a budget of $230,000 in 
each area for local programs. Only 25 of 
the 39 councils chose to “jump right in and 
develop an area office,” he said. 

Weinberg, a Canton parent, explained 
that a $35,000 contract for the Westwood 
Center was approved by the state under 
the auspices of the Norfolk Mental Health 
Association. The contract, he said, in¬ 
cluded two child advocates. 

Liederman explained that there was a 
definite lack of communication on his part . 
in the funding problem, since he knew that 
the council was planning to hire two child 
advocates. However, he sent a memo to 
the council explaining that he wanted to 
discuss it first. One parent commented, "A 
memo is not necessarily communication." 


Liederman was in Minnesota when he 
heard that a second staffer was included. 
“I decided to let them go ahead, deal with 
it later, and ordered the contract approved 
anyway." 

The second child advocate was hired, 
but left suddenly in September for per¬ 
sonal reasons. Liederman then stepped in 
and blocked hiring a replacement. The 
only full time staffers now working at the 
area office are child advocate Chris 
Greeley and one secretary. In addition, 
Tish McSorley is the community 
representative, and Jack Hauck, who 
serves a similar role in the South Shore, 
has been directly involved in the Westwood 
office. 

Liederman admitted that the local 
council in Haverill-Newburyport has two 
child advocates, but this will last only for 
one year unless the need is proven by case 
load volume. 

"We're a coordinating agency han¬ 
dling human resources, as well as licen¬ 
sing, advocacy and “Help For Children" 
via councils. “Help For Children” is 
commonly called Child Advocacy and 
refers to area councils and centers.) 

“One thing is clear, our ability to 
function depends on keeping things small. 
Statewide staffing totals 250 right now," he 
said. 

He added that about 70 per cent of the 
$7.5 million budget goes into direct ser¬ 
vices, and he doesn’t want that ratio 
changed to enlarge the bureaucracy. 

Negotiated relationship" 

“In this area we have joint respon¬ 
sibility, and I want a negotiated 
relationship in the area of "Help For 
Children" and staffing. Everything else, 
such as funding is under local council 
approval." 

"The leash is pulled in only when there 
is a conflict of interest on the council cr the 
process decided upon is not good as we see 
it," Liederman continued. 

Weinberg pointed out that Liederman 
never formally communicated about 
"holding” off on the second child advocate 
position, but rather said “go ahead" as the 
council understood it. “When you froze 
funding, people here feel it was almost 
dictatorial," he said. 

"I strongly favor citizen control for a 
lot of things, but the administrator of the 
system also has to be strong. I bear 
responsibility for the Help For Children

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network state-wide and must determine 
priorities,” said Liederman. He also cited 
that need for councils to set up working 
committees, such as a personnel board to 
screen candidates for staff positions. “I 
can’t hire or fire unless the local council 
agrees,” he added. 

The South Norfolk Council currently 
has a Personnel Committee among others. 
Liederman cited a limit for approving a 
second advocate: "one person for no more 
than 40 ongoing cases." Ms. Greely, the 
current child advocate, replied that she 
alone had handled 33 cases since the end of 
September, and half were severe and will 
take a long time to resolve. 

Publicity needed 

Pat Mitchell of Westwood cited the 
need for the council to get publicity. 
Liederman encouraged the group to 
publicize their services, even if that means 
more work for the center. He indicated 
that such action would help substantiate 
their need for more staff. 

The state director also stressed the 
need to clarify roles and responsibilities of 
each staffer. He felt ihe child advocate 
should deal mainly with case work, while 
the community representative would work 
with monitoring and evaluation of existing 
serive agencies, which receive state 
funding. 

Liederman was asked if his agency’s 
policy of favoring local control will change 
following switch in administration, since 
he is an appointee of Governor Sargent. 

"I feel we have put together a system 
that would be really hard to take apart, 
even if Mike Dukakis wins." 

Liederman noted that the Children's 
Program "report cards” on candidates 
came out yesterday. "Dukakis hedged a 


bit, but said he would support funding for 
the agency and area programs." 

Liederman added that he Is now 
preparing the Office for Children budget 
for 1975-76. "We arc looking for $12.5 
million next year, and there will be four 
public hearings held.

How did cats come to be 
associated with witchers? Can 
cats really see in the dark? 
Who said they have nine lives? 

Halloween is an appropriate 
time to examine some of the 
many myths and legends that 
history and folklore attribute to 
this popular household pet. 

The can can be traced as far 
as ancient Egypt. There cats 
were worshipped because of 
their association with the moon 
goddess, Pasht, from whose 
name it is believed the word 
"puss" may have been 
derived. Phoenician trading 
ships are thought to have 
brought the first 
domesticatedcats to Europe 
around 900 B.C. 

That cats were also highly 
regarded in India is evident in 
one of the earliest superstitions 
recorded: "it has been the 
providence of Nature to give 
this creature (the cat) nine 
lives instead of one", said the 
Fables of Pilpay, a scholar in 
the court of an Indian prince, 
circa 300 B.C. 

In Europe cats were 
respected for their ability to 
catch rats and mice and were 
in great demand during the 
Black Plague because they 
helped eliminate disease¬ 
carrying rodents. But in the 
Middle Ages, they lost their 
popularity when medieval 
Christians, perhaps because of 
pagan cat worship, associated 
the animal with evil spirits and 
thought it was the consort of 
witches and devils. 

This association with wit¬ 
chcraft led to large-scale 


persecutions and gave rise to 
some superstitions still held 
today, such as never let a black 
cat cross your path. Ironically, 
wholesale slaughter of eats at 
this period caused the rat 
population to proliferate 
resulting, some feel, in the 
onslaught of plagues that swept 
Europe in the 15th and 16th 
centuries. 

Other superstitions that have 
arisen around cats include the 
well-known feline fallacies that 
a cat can see in the dark, and 
that a cat will suck a baby’s 
breath. 

Though a cat's vertical 
pupils expand to allow him to 
see in near darkness, he is not 
endowed with special eyesight 
that enables him to see in 
absolute darkness. He does 
have about thirty sensitive 
whiskers which help him find 
his way at night even in 
strange surroundings. 

No one knows how the 
"sudden death" syndrome in 
infants came to be connected 
with cats, but it is among the 
most foolish of wives’ tales. 
Cats love to snuggle In cozy, 
warm places and a crib is 
certainly cozy and warm but 
that’s the only element of truth 
in the story. Perhaps a kitten 
was once found near an infant 
victim of crib death and was 
blamed for the tragedy which 
he had nothing to do with. 

Despite these fears and 
superstitions, the cat's charm 
and adaptability has enabled 
him to survive and become one 
of the most popular family 
pets. Today there are 
estimated 22 million cats in 12.9 
million U.S. households (that's 
1.7 cats per cat-owning 
household).
